INTRODUCTION. 

\Vcst(‘rii Tmlin States AgtMicv was cojistitiited on the Kith Octo- 
1)01* by ili(‘ atnal^aiiiatioii ol the (bitcl), Kathiawar anti I’alan- 

])(if Ag'eiieies, each of Mini'll was foiiiierl\ a s(‘|)arate Ap*iiey iindeT' the 
jiolitii'al control of tlie ( I oveiniiHMit of Honihay.

In IcStid Kathiawar was (IukIimI into tour distiiets oi' “ ]uaiits ”, 
styled SoutlnM ii, NOrthei n. hiastern and AN estern res])ect i vidy, and 
l'airo])ean ollieers were ajipointed to these distiicts to superintiunl th«^ 
admin 1 st lat ion ^'■enerally, and more ])ai t i<*ularl\ to try int(*r- ( urisd ict ion 
al eases and ottendeis who had no known (Miiet, or who wer‘ niidm petty 
landJiolders nnahle to hrin^- tliem to trial. Al the same time, thi' (duels 
of Kathiawar were arran^-ed in seven classes, and their powers and the 
extent of tiieir ] nrisdiet ion were detineil. This class Mstem, wdneh used 
to regulate* the preeedein'e oi the (’hiets in Darhais. ])roV(*d ineon\ enient 
in praeti(*4‘ and was abolished in 141^*0. In lS7d tlie divisions had heen 
ajjfain reconstituted and the old geoe-rapliieal names -lhalawad, (rolielw <\(i,

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Owinp’ to the pooiilini* tenure of ])roperty in Kathiawar, the nnniher 
ol engagements (‘oiicIiuIcmI, instead of beiuj^ 29 only as at first ex]) 0 (*ted, 
amounted to no fewer tfian Ibd*; and this niind)er was afterwards larjyely 
increased as deserted estates he(‘ame settled. In Kathiawai*, ex(‘e])t 
among- the leading Ita jput families, the pro])erty of the father is sub- 
divided among the sons, an<l the subdivisi<m })eeomes mo?‘e complete as 
the families descend in the scale (d* wealth and im])ortan(*e. In Kathi 
States the custom was to divide; but in 1897 (TOAUMiiment decided to 
apply th(‘ rule of primogeniture to Jasdan, and in 1902 to Tliana T)evli, 
Vadia and the estate of Vala \’a jsur \^alera of Dagasia all in the 'Western 
Kathiawar Agency. In 1908 it was extended to all Kathi jurisdictional 
estates, and in 1904 to all juri.sdictional estate's, whether Kidhi or not. 
I’he rule was, however, viewed wnli disfavour by some estates: and in 
19t)S it was decided that, in future, each case of succession, whether in 
Kathi or other estates, slu)uld be decided on its merits. Among the small 
propric't.ors the practice* (d‘ subdivision continues universal, tlie eldest 
son in some cases receiving tlu* largest sliare, and enjoying certain 
privileges as the head of the* lamily. possc'ssors of tlu'sc* shares and 

tlieir descendants arc called the “ llhayad,” or brotherhood, of the 
princi])al fOiief. 4’hey claim the same ])ow(*rs in their estates as the 
(Ihief, ])aying their contribution of the genei*al collections made in the 
country, and frequently claiming the* right of a separate settlement of 
their own account. There is another- class r-alled “ Mulgiiassias,” or 
(uiginal owm'i-s of villages, who had come to terms willi tin* (diiels who 
had estal)lished suay ovr'i- them, and Iry Mirren<l(*i-ing a portion ot thr'ii- 
lands had retained the lemaiitder as (liras, or hei'editai-y landed jrro- 
poity, subject to the coirditions of military ser vice aird tribute. From

Th<*ro ar<‘ no iMilhr>ntic lists of the CIn'efs with whom enj^n^xenients were 
made, ^-veept the sehecluh's .attnehed to Colonel Walker’s reports. The li.st r?iven 
at pa^(‘ 2^2 of Mr. Hnt^hes Thomas’ {-olleetion ot Treaties is iiieorreet, and appears 
to have been borrowed from a Isst of the Kathiawar Chiefs submitted to tho 
Bombay Oovernment in 1<S/12. Column 7 of the statements which form Aitjiendices 
Nos VI, VM and VIH indicate.s those of the Kathiawar States with which Colonel 
Walker marie enlargements, which remain to this day and have not besen absorbed 
in other States. 
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all such as could establish their right to a separate settlement, separate 
agreements were taken. 

^I'he ])ermaneii< Eiigageineiits concluded (No. 1) were ot two kiiids^ 
for each of which separate security was taken. The first form was 
(tailed “ Fa’el Zainin and was a security- bond providing for the gene> 
ral peace of the countrj^ and the protection ot the possessions of the 
llritish (Government, the IVshwa and the (laekwar. This engagement 
was signed by the Ilhott of the Chief, and for the faithful perfoiinunce 
of its terms counteT-se(!urity was taken from some other Chief, so as to 
estal)lisli a chain of respoiisibility, making each Cluef answerable for his 
neighbour. The sec.*ond kind of engagement wnis f(»r the paym(*nt of a 
fixed tribute in ])erpetuity ; and for this security w^as given rcmewable 
after ten years. Wlien the C’hiels paid no tribute to the Oaekwar, the 
engagement of the first kind only was taken. 

Disregarding merely verbal diilerences, the Fa’el Zamin bonds may 
be divided into five main classes: — 

1. Those (No. I) in which the Talukdar bound himself to abstain 

from annoying merchants and travellers, and to give them 
guards until they left his territory; but was not lial)le for 
compensation for robberies or for the productifui of the 
thief. 

2. Those (No. 11) in which the Talukdar w’as responsible for com- 

pensation as well as the procluction of the thief. 

2, 'rhose (No. Ill) in whi<‘h the TaJukdai* was resjionsihle for 
compensation or the ])rodu{*lion of the thief. 

4. Those (No. JV) in winch the Talukdar was responsible for 

highway robberies al)sohitely, and no reservation was made 
regarding the production of the thief. 

5. Tli(»se (No. Xlll) in which the Talukdar undertook tliat, if the 

tracks of any had character entered the lands of any villagt* 
of his Tuliika, he would <-arry tliem on to anotlier Taluka, 
or become responsible in any way that Governimuit might 
direct.

4. Other States. 

The Chiefs of Baiitaiia and Lathi do not appear to have ])een called 
upon to f>ive tornial security in this way. Tlie (diief of Nawanaf’ar is 
believed to have executed a Fa ’el Zainin bond in I SOT, but neither the 
original, nor a co])y of it, is forthcoming. Tin* (Oiief of dafrabad 
(Janjira — who was not tributary <o the (faek\\jir) did i»ot t‘xecute any 
bond. The (’hi(*f of ralan])ur executed a bond for the ])aynien1 of iribuie 
to the Gaekwar in 1800, sijiiilar (o thos(‘ givtui by the (0ii<‘ls of Kathiawar. 

After these engagements were (‘oncluded, a Memorandum (N(n \) 
of the engagement was given to each Chi(‘f umh‘r tlu^ guarantee of tin* 
Britisli GovernnuMit. Tlic scdticunents mad(* in 1807 W(*re bas(*d u])on tlie 
state of things existing at the time, and tliis is tin* period to whiefi all 
enquiries in disputes regarding lands or lienMlOary riglits in Katliiauai 
are limited. 

The prineirile of tlie Fa’el Zainin 5i bonds was develojied later: for 
Aiistance in 18X?1-!J2 (No. XITl) when, under arrangements with tin* 
Peshwa and the Gaekwar, the British Governnumt had acquii(‘d exclusive 
authority in Kathiawar; and again in some instances .so late as I8o0 
In all 147 bonds, coming under +he general (h'signation ot Fa'id Zamm, 
weie taken fiom th(‘ .same number of (Chiefs, and are still in (‘xistence*. 

It is jemarkable that, in all the arrangements oi 18t)7, the rights of 
the Peshwa in Kathiawar were overlooked, d’lie Gaekwar was entitled 
to the greater jiart of the Kathiawar tributt*, not in his own right, but in 
hi.s (capacity of laiiner for the IV.shwa. Vet the tuigagements concl ud(*tl 
were tlrawui up solely in the Gat'kwai’s name. The Pesliwa’s coust'nt to 
the settlement, was never asked, nor was he even informed oi what had 
been done till 1814, after the Gaekwmr’s lease had exjiireti, and tin? 
di.s])utef5 arose between the Peshwui and the Gaekwar whi(*h emh*d in (he 
murder of Gangadhar Sliastri. The British Resident at Poona then

It is to be noticed that tin* (ioverninent of India (*ntireiy decline to regard 
thesi* bonds as treaties or ap;re<*?neiits covering!; all (heir fiolitical relatunis with 
the StaU*s of KathiaAvar; they have been authoritatively j>ronouiieed to 
be nothing: more than a formal record of the local customs prevailiiip; at the 
time of their (*xecution and of the obligations which, usage ha,d imposed upon 
the (Chiefs Avlio became parties to them. The Govertior-deneral in (Jonneil has 
aeeordingly ileeided, with tin* eoncurreiiee f>f the Seer(*tary of State, that tiu* 
responsibility of the Kathiawar States for mail robberies is governed, ntit by 
the terms of these* bonds, hut by the Mail Robbery Rules promulgated in ISCd' 
and since amended in 1885. 
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delivered a draft agreement* to the Peshwa, explaining the nature of 
the engagements which liad been made, and requiring him to respect 
them. 

Jlnt in this draft agreement the mistake was made of (]es(‘rit)ing the 
engagements as settlements for ten years, whereas only tJie collateral 
security bond was renewiible after ten years, the settlements being in 
per])(*tuity. The Peshwa did not assent to this drutt agreement and 
pres(*nted another* to he substituted for it. Resides thes(‘, several otlier 
pro])ose<l engagtunents were exelianged in the course of tin* negotiations, 
hut no final agr(*ement was come to, till the dis(*ussions weie tunhid ]>y the 
Treaty of JS17 (.src Vol. Vri. The Peshwa, No. NY). Article 7 ol this 
ceded to the llritish (lovernment all tin* Pesliwa's rights in Kathiawar. 
Since th(* Agr(“ementof 1S‘J0 (.fcc l*art 11, Paroda. .\o. XVIJI) with the 
( hudvwar, hy which he engaged to send no troops into Kathiawar and 
to mak'c' no demands on the ])ro\inc(‘ except thi'ough the British (irovein- 
nu'iit, the su])remo authority in Kathiawar has been vested in tlie British 
( lovcjumenl alont'; first in its own share acquired nmlei’ tlie '^I'reat^ of 
I<SI7, and secondly in tin* (taekwar’s share by viituc' of the Agreement 
at hS'JO. In Anneli, ]iowev(‘r, and the other portions of KathiaAvar 
inclmh'd in the term “launch Mahals,”^ \n hi<‘h had come under the 
direct rul(‘ of th(‘ (xaekwar, and in Okliamandal, \A’hich. att(M its con- 
quest In* the British (rovernment, was ced<‘d to the (iraekwar by tlie 7th 
Article ot I lie 'I'reaty of IcSlT, the internal management is conducted hy 
th(‘ ollicers oi the tfaekwar. 

1 he Kathiawar Oliiefs, jiartly from their pecuniary eniharrassnumts, 
and partl\ iroin t heir Aveakm*ss and the subdivision ot tluur jurisdictions, 
A\(‘ie incajiahle ol acting up to the engagements which hound them to 
piestMVt' the peac<' oi tin' country and suppress ciime; and t'ventuallv, 
\n ISdl, the British Government decided to establish a criminal court 
ol justice in KathiaAvar to be privsided over by the Political Agent aided 
by three or foui (Uiiefs as assessors, for the trial of capital crimes in the 
estates (d' (Uiiefs Avho Avere too weak to punish such offences, ami of 
crime^ committed by J>etty (Chiefs upon one another, otheiavist' than 
in tin' legitimate exercise of authority oAu*r their own dependent. But, 
with this exception, no magisterial interference in the administ lation of 
the b'rritoi'ies subject to the various Chiefs was exercis(‘d hy the lhditi<'a,l 
\gent. This arraugement, which was slightly modified l>y Kathiawar 
Criminal (kuirt Rules framed in 1915, eoiitinued until the Kith October 
PILM, Avhen the entire administration of jiistiee was reorganised: and, 
in addition to the existing ('hief Court of Criminal Justii'e, tlie Tudicu'al 
Commissioner was invested with the poAA'ers f»f a High (hmrt, except in

TIh‘ iiivestipitid/is made at the settlemeiil in 1807 revealed the fact 
that the Itajput tribes in Kathiawar, innre particularly the Jadejas and 
•lelliwas, were iiddieled to 1 he bai barons practi(‘e td ieinab‘ inlantieide: 
and (h)lonel W alker was instructed to endeavour to indiaa* the princij»al 
rhiofs in Kathiawar to l)lnd themselves and their tidlowers to renounce 
the ‘‘lime. lie sueet‘eded in persuadino* tw^enty (^liei's and their Bhayad, 
includiiio- iwery .ladeja I'hief who en joyed the smallest st'parate jurisdic- 
tion, to si»n an Kiioao^^einent (No. VI) binding themselv(‘s iimler penalties 
to prohibit intanticiile, and giving the British (iovernment and the 
Gat'kwar the light to punish oli'enders. The Kngagennmt eomjirised 
wdlliin its obligation (*very Jadeja tamily inhabiting the jieninsula (d 
(jujarat. \’ioIa<ion,s of (he iMigag-ement o(*cuired, and in soitiv cases its 
formal lenewal was demanded. Arrangements for the supjiression of 
infanticide among Ifie dadejas f>f the l*alaii])iir Agency w'er<‘ nnnle in 
1818, and in ISliT these wane lorinaJly confirmed In' an AgrauMmmt (JVo. 
\ n"). The evil was also very prevalent in (’utcii, wiiere vigorous 
measures were taken tor its siij>j»r<‘ssioii, sjiecial pro> ision being made 
for this in the Treaty ot 1811). In I8d4 the Ilritish (fovernmmit issued a 
proclamation to all the Kathiawai (diiets, reminding tlnun of their 
engagements and declaring their intention to jiiinish junsoiis gnilt\ of 
inlanticide in sinli iiiannei' as might be conducive It) the complete 
siipjjM'ssion oi tin* |)raetice. 'I’he proclamation was renewed in 1888. 
Kenewed I'digagi'inents were taken trom various dadeja (’bitds oi (hitch 
in 1840 (\o. A V ), 18413 (No. AVI) and 1840 (Ao. XVIT): and in bSod 
the Agreement of the dadejasot the Balaiipnr Agtmcy wuis nuiewH'd [No. 
.VXIIf). The continuance (d speidal measures foi‘ the prevention of 
female infanticide was decided to he unnecessary in (hutch in 1891, and 
in Kathiawai' and the Balanpur Agency in 1899: and they were ae(*ord- 
i 11 giy d i SCO 11 1 1 n u ed . 

Special elforts were made in 1808 to suppress the jiirates who infesteil 
the neighbouring seas: and, in that year, Agreements were made with 
tlie (%iefs of Junagadli (No. Vlf), IWIiandar (AT). YllI) and Auwu- 
nagar and doriya Bandar (No. IX), by which they undertook to renouiiee 
piracy and their rights over wrecks, besides agreeing to allow admission 
into their iiorts of the Kast India Company’s vessels and subjects, for 
the purjiose oi trade and commeree. It is uncertain wdiether the Chief 
of Bhavnagar signed a similar agreement; hut, as the Itulers of Bhavna- 
gar had for many years taken great pains fo destroy piracy, it is probable 
that Ills liostility to (he piiafes was too w-ell knowm to make any engage- 
ment with him on the subject necessary.* A number of the early

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trealieft and agreeiuentH witli ('utch also coTitainod clausen for the siippres- 
Biou ot piracy. 

Ill 184(> Kiiigageuieiits were made to exempt from customs duty vessels 
driven by stress ot weather into tlie ports of Junagadh (No. XTX), 
Nawunagar (No. XX) and Bhavnagar (No. XVI IF). Vresh Engage- 
ments (No. XXI) were made in 1849 hy the Ehiefs of Junagadli, Nawa- 
nagar, JUiaviiagar, Borhamlar and dafrabad, from which, Fmwe.ver, 
vessels belonging to (bitch were specifically exc.lud(‘d, on the score of 
noIl-r<^ci})rociiy . JFiii in ISbl llic Kao of ('uteh [who had, in 1840, issued 
rules (.sY'c Jhirt II, Haroda, N(». XXITI) exempting from the payment of 
duties vessels which, while tiading between Komliay and Sind, wen* 
driven into 1ns port ol Mandvi through stiess ol vveathei | published 
a fresh s<‘t of rules (No. XXIl) wbioh eventually led to the extension of 
the Engagennuits of 1849 to include (bitch vessels, signed in 1879 (No 
XXIV) bv the (biief.N iif Jiinagadb, Nawanagai, IJbavnagar and 
Porlmndar. 

Notwithstanding all efforts to reform the admin istration ot Kathia- 
war, there was at first little impi-ovement in the condition of the country. 
44u* social and political sy.steni of tin* j»rovinc<‘ was desciihed as a sj’stem 
of sanguinaJ'v b(Mindarv disput(*s^ miirdcTs, rf>l)hery, abduction, arson 
and outlavviy. Although abt.'ut eighty of the petty States, whiidi (‘xi.sted 
in 1897, bad l)(‘en absoibed in otbei- States, yet, fiom tlie constant sub- 
ilivision of poss«*.ssions by inbeiitancc, the niimher of s(‘[)nrate jurisdic- 
lions* ro.se to four hundre<l and eight(‘en, and in tin* majority of these 
the jurisdiction claimed was ov(*i two villages, fine village, and often a 
fraction of a village. 

In tlie reorganisation of the administration ol Kathiawar that took 
place in 1899, no special provision was made for the hearing of Giras 
cases, or tlio.si* in which landed e.stalcs held on a semi-feudal tenure 
wen* involved, Jf a ease fell within tlie jiui.sdiction of a Chief it was 
heal'd hy him; if it fell heyond his jiirisdietion, it was iieard by the 
Politiral Assistant ; but it was not the prartiee to intmfere in eases which 
a (biief, in virtue of his jurisdiction, was eomjietent to hear. The effect 
of this was to deprive the Mulgiiassias of the right of appeal against 
their (biiefs; and iu 1897 it was decided that the Mulgiiassias were 
entitled to look to the British Government for eiifoi-cement of the obliga- 
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tioii in the Fa’el Zamin bonds of 1807 which hound the Chiefs not to seize 
lands. 

To ^ive (dVcci to this decision it was at first proposed that Giras cases 
should he heard hy a court composed of a Judicial Assistant to the Poli- 
tical A^'iuit, assisted hy the Icarhharis of the (Jiicfs as assessors. 
This arrantrement, however, was rcfjfardcd with disfavour hy the 
Chiefs: and, after iniK'h discussion, dnrinf>‘ which Uie ('Chiefs were 
allowed every o])portuTiity of representin*^ thcur views, a scdoune was ex- 
periiiMuitally introduced, jirovhlijig for th(‘ survey of estates and the 
setth‘TU(‘nt ot tln‘ lic-hts in land of the suhoi'dinate Mul^irassias. The 
Ka jasllian il\ Sahha (\uirt was also established for tin* (h'cision ol (pu'stions 
in di-^pute lietween M ulcirassias and Hhayads on the one hand and the 
Clii(‘fs on the otliei’. The Court w’as composed of a Hritish ofHc(‘i- as 
prt'sident, and six nn'mhers who were chosen by Government out of a list 
ol 1w(‘lve nanu*s ^nhniitle«l l»y the (^hi(‘fs. Of th(‘se six members the 
piesidciil, chose two to sit with him as assessors, and eith(*r party to a 
dispute had a rij^lit ot (diji'ctin^ to one ot tin* nn'inhers. Puh's"^ w(‘re 
drawn uj) to regulate the working- ot the (\>urt. 

Idle Hajasthanik (duiit was ah(di.slH‘d in Alter tin* abolition 

ot tin* Court the fVdlowinc proc(‘dui(* was adopted in rc^-ard to the disputes 
relating' to Giras and llaks b(*twt*en the Stat(*s of the old classes I to 
IV and their Bhayads and ]Mulfiirassias. The Bhayads and the Mul- 
^■irassias exhausted tin*!? u'lnedie.s in the States' Couifs and then snbmit- 
t(*d theii applical ion.^ oi' a])p«*als against tin* State llu/ui (kuirts' deci- 
sions t(» tin* Ai;*<*nt to the Governoix who <b*alt with tln‘ni as jiolitical cases 
in his own couit, l■<‘)erl•in^• them, it nec(‘ssarv, to the dudicial Assistant 
to]- ln*aiin^' and report; but tin* final or<ler was pass(*d by the Api'ut to 
ilie Governor. Cartii's dissatisfied with the decisions of the Acent to tin* 
Governor a])pealed to tin* Gov(*rnor in (dmncil, Bombay, 'fin* same 
procedun* is now j<db)wed niufuf/s nmfnnihs, a])jn'als against the deci- 
sions of the States and 'falukas b(*int»- submitted to the Ap*nt t(» tin* 
Gov(*rnor-Genejal, who retejs them, it necessary, to tin* dinlicial Commis- 
sioner tor heaTiiic’ or report. A further apjieal from tin* a)>p(‘llat(* 
de<‘ision ol the A”ent to tin* Governor-(iem*ra I li(*s to the Governor- 
General in (k)unciLi^ 

\s lec-aids cases arising’ in States below the old ilass IV, fresh Bulest 
wen* mad(* in ISfiS, by which the dudiciai Assistant was authori/a*d to 
hear and dis])ose of them with the aid of two assessors to b<* ajipointed 
from amonj^ thosi* nn*ntion(‘d in the list maintained for the ]>urpos(*. 
All di'i isions passed by the Judicial Assistant were required to be 
countersio-ned by the Ap'iit to the Governor in Kathiaw’ar. These ruU*s 
were superseded by revised Ikulesll iu 1920. Under these Buies, the

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Political Agent, Western Kathiawar Agen<‘y, ainl the Political Agent, 
Eastern Kathiawar Agency, have been ein])owei'e(l to hear and dispose of 
such cases with the aid of two assessors. Ap])eals against the Political 
Agent’s decision lie to the Agent to tlie (loveriioT-dcncral in ihe States 
of Western India, whose decision is final. 

In 1<S2() a Notifi(‘ation (No. X) was sent to all the (Miiefs of Kathia- 
war, regarding the passage of o])iuni through their territories: and in 
1821 they were required (No. XI) to purchase opiuni,* iieede<l for retail 
sale, from the (loverninent stoie. They agreed to hotli these re(|uirt5- 
rnents: and tlie Cliiefs of the Palan[)ur Agency, wlio also received the 
f(jj’iner Jiotificatioji, r(‘corded theii* agreement to it in 1822 (No. XII). 
It was found, however, that the Katl)iauai‘ Phiefs had not adecpiately 
fulfilled their eiigagenuuits : and fresh rules, t«> ])roteet Im])erial interests, 
weiMi laid down in 1878. The eonsecpieiit agieement was signed hy only 
a ten' of the minor ^ralukdars of Kathiawar, tliough it was acc«*pted l»y 
all the States in the Palanjmr Ageney (Nos. XXVI and XXVI 1) in 
18711. The other Kathiawar Phiefs sulnnitt<*(l a re]jiesentat ion to (4ov- 
erriment, chiiuiing to he allowe<l to cultivate and manufacture* f)piuni 
and to jeceive* opium from ( loveriiment duty-free. 'TiM‘se claims ucjc dis- 
allowed. The (loveiiinient of India ruh*d iii 1881 that the llritish 
(lovernment had ah\ ays exeredsed the right of levying a duty on opium, 
a?id that the predn'hitiun of the cultivation and manufacture of o])ium 
was of long standing arid had he<*n ac(juiesc(‘d m hy the States of 
Kathiawar, and must continue. The pass f(‘e, howe'vei', was rc'duced, 
(iovernment reserving the right to raise it should the* States jiot loyally 
co-()|)('rate tor the* su])pr(*ssion of illicit traffic, ddie leading States tlu*n 
j»ro])osed cei’tain modifications in the rules, d low would have had the 
effect of ])recludiiig the* Pritish (xoveinment from raising the ])ass fee* 
and reducing tlie drawback. These concessions wert* refused, but the 
States wei(‘ in 1881 permitted to ]mrchase opium in the Itombay maiket 
Pules to regulate the sale of opium in the States of KatliiaAvar were 
finally sanctioned by the (loveriiment of India in 18tHi; tliey are now 
required to buy opium from the Rajkot de])dt. 

’Pile State of Cutch never entered into any agreement regarding 
opinm ; hut a State Aet of 1878, revised in 1908, ])rohibits the cultiva- 
tion, manufacture and export of opium, and regulati's the import of 
opium reipiired for consumption in the State. 

The general Agreement of 1879 was modified by separate Agreements 
taken from Palaiipur and Radliaiipur in 1802 and 1897 respeidively. 

Two of the Estates in what is now the Eastern Kathiawar Agency 
undertook (the Chief of Jhitdi in 1822, and the Thakurs of Jhinjhuwada, 
of the JIasani and Melaiii branches, in 1824) to abandon tlieir claims

on certain local salt-pans in consideration of an annual cash payment; 
and ltaflhan])ur in 1840, and Wao (now in tlic lianas Kanta Agency) in 
1848, concluded Salt Agreements, mention of which is made in the narra- 
tives s])ecified; but no general arrangements for the regulation of the 
manufacture of, and trade in, suit were made with the Kathiawar Ohiefs 
until 1883, in wdiich year Agreeinents were taken from them. These 
were of three kinds: tlie first {No. XXXllI) executed by the (Miiets of 
maritime salt-producing States : the second (N^). XXXIV) ]>y the Chiefs 
of non-muritime salt-producing States: and the third (No. XXXVI) by 
the Chiefs of those States tliat wwe neither maritime nor salt-producing. 
Of the second kind, the Agreement entered into by the State of Dhrauga- 
dhra (No. XXXV) contained a special clause permitting the manufacture 
of Vadagia salt at the Kudu works; while that concluded by the (^hief 
of Tla jana (No. LX) was signed, in a difl'erent form, in 18J)b. The Itao 
of (hitch also entered into a separate Salt Agreement in 188'). TIk^ 
genejal eft'eci of the three kinds of agretunent <*om‘lnded with the Kathia- 
war Chiefs was to hind them to take sm*h measures foi the protection 
of the llrifisli salf revenue as were required by the local situation 
and circumstances of their States. It was suhseqiienily decided 
that, in the case of non-muritime and nou-sali-prodncing States, 
it was unnecessary to insist on the obseivance of the thiid artii le of their 
agreements whidi provided for th(‘ sale of salt by licmised vendors only. 
The H])ecial clause in th(‘ Dhrangadhia Agreement of 1883 was aftej-- 
w'ards modified, by a fresh Agreement concluded in IIKM). 

In ld‘44 the Dhrangadhra State was permitted to exjiort (thassia and 
Uaragra salt to foreign jiorts and in 192t) to ex])ort llaragra salt to 
lleiigal and Buinia : its right similarly to expojt (Jhassia salt is (1930) 
under discussion. In 19I2H-29 the Nawaiiagar, Morvi, Hhavnagai and 
Porbandar States wane, in sujiersessiori . of the Agreement of 1883, also 
permitted to export by sea to llengal, lUirma and foreign countries 
Ghassia salt prinluce<l in th(*ir States ; and rules to regulate the (‘xport 
were drawn u]). 

Tn 18^4 the Kathiawar (Chiefs engaged to sup])ress the adulteration 
of cotton }»i’ac-tised by traders wdthin their districts; and in 1804 they 
agreed to abolish transit duties. In 1885-80 the opjiressive impost on 
trade known as lleshdan ” was abolished in the States of Nawumagar. 
Junagadh, Waiikaner and IVadhwaji. 

For many years the southern di.stiicts of Kathiaw^ar were exposed to 
tlie depredations of hands of Waghers, who jdundered the Gaekw’ar’s 
Mahals and created a widespread feeling of alarm throughout Kathiawar 
In 1807 a large band of these outlaws was dispersed by a small llriiisb 
force : and in the same year a local corps, composed of cojitingents from 
several of the first-class States, was formed under Tlritish officers, to 
assist the Chiefs in the mainteiianco of order. This corps was called the 
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Federal Sibandi of the Kathiawar States. It was disbanded in 1873; 
but the services of British officers had t(> l)e h*nt on several occasions 
subsequently, tor the suppression of outlaws and dakaits : and in 1890 
all the Kathiawar States signed a Convention (No. Jil) witli a view to 
securing efficient co-operation in the sup])ression of dakaiti. Depreda- 
tions by bands of outlaws occurred between 1890 and 1892, and in the 
latter year supervision by Biitish offir.ers was inirtaluced. The outlaws 
were completely suppressed by 1894, tliough tlie supervision of a Euw)- 
pean officer in Wankaner State was not withdrawn until 1899. 

Until 1885 the police duties in the Kathiawai and Palanjnir Agencies 
were discharged ])y the Gaekwar’s (knitingcni ; l)ul in that year tlie 
(hmtingent was disbanded and lejdaced hy Agioicy police. On the in- 
auguration of the Western India States Ageiuy in October 1924, these 
local jxdice coiqis were placed under the Sujiei i ntendent of Volice, 
Wostein India Stales Ag-ency. The cost of the toice is met by a subsidy 
from tlie Gaekwar in lien of the Contingent, by contributions from the 
thanas and civil stations, and by the share which is ])aid to Government 
by the Jnnagadh Darbar in return for the c(dlcclion by Government of 
the tribute called ** Zortalbi 

The first railway built in Kathiawai* was the e.Nteiihion of the Bombay, 
Baroda and (\nitral India lines, on the standard gauge from Ahmedahad 
to \’^iiamgam and the Kharagora salt woiks, and on the metre gauge fi’oiii 
Viramgam lo AN'adhwaii. 4’he (4ii(*fs ot \\'adh\\an, Laklitai, Ihijana and 
Patdi, through whose territory the line passed, made o\er the reijuired 
lands free of cost, though without e\(*cuting an\ tormal agreement : 
and in 1874 ceded (No. XXV) full jurisdiction oscr the railway lands. 

Tn 1879 the State's of Bhavnagar and Gondal entene'd into a mutual 
Agreement (No. XXVTTT) for tin* cenistniction of a railway from 
Bhavnagar to the Wadhwan termirnis of the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Bailway, with a branch from Dhola to tin* town of Dhoraji 
in the Gondal State, This line, at fir^t knoAAii a> tin* Kathiawar State 
Itailway and afterwards as the Bhavnagar-( rondal Itaihvay, jiassed 
through territoiy belonging to the Gaekwar and tJie Chiefs of Tnnagadli, 
Limhdi, AVaelliwan, Clnnla, Vala, Bantwa, Cathi, detpur and Kotda 
l^itha, all of wdiom gave the land recjuired tree of cost, though without 
exee'iiting any formal agreement. Th<*y also ceded all criminal jurisdic- 
tion over the line. The terms of the engagi'inents execnied by Baroda 
(.vcc Bart 11, No. XXXI), Tunagadli (Nf>. X\X) and BbaAmagar 
N \ \ I ) differed slightly from th(»se agreed to l)y the otheis (No. 
XXIX). (-ivil jurisdictioTi w'as not transferred; hut it was sn})se(|nently 
arranged that any suits brought against the ])roprietarv States or 'J'alukas 
should he heard in the Agency Courts. Baroda accepted this tentatively, 
and Bhavnagar w'us the only State wdiich (in 1881) entered into a formal 
Agreement (No. XXXII) on the point. In J88b sanction was accorded 
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to a project put forward l)y tlie Nawab of duiuif^adh for the extension of 
the Hliavna^rar-dondal Railway to his port of Verawal : and Junaj»adli in 
188r>, and Uoiidal in 1887, ceded (Nos. XXXVII and XLV) Ml criminal 
and ])ar1ial civil jinisdiction over the line. In 1889 the States of 
Porhanda? ami (jondal joiiitly constrm'ted an extension from Dhoraji to 
Poihandar. Full civil and criminal jurisdiction over tbe lands occupied 
by it liad been ceded in 1887 (No. XLIV) by these Stales, as well as by 
Nawana^ar, ibiou^li whose limits the line also j)assed. In 1891) tlie 
States ol .luna^adh, Hhavnagar, Porbandar and Oondal made a ]oini 
aj^rcemeiit under which the manaf»ement of tbe Bha vna^ar-tiondal- 
fFuna^adli-Porbandar Railway was vested in a Roard of l.^nitrol. The 
combined .system oi working, however, pioduced friction, and in 1911 
it was decided to dissolve it in favour of se])arate woiking. Prom thsit 
datiMhe .lunagadh, Bhavnagar and (londal Darbars t henistdves inoler- 
took the iiianagement ol their respective railway syst(Miis. Tlie sej)ara- 
tion ol the interests ol the (fondal and J’orbandar Slalt* Ibulways uas 
effected in 1919: and tlu* management of tiie Poihandai State Railway, 
uhich had been allowed to remain with the (londal Rjiiluay administra- 
tion, was M'stored to the Porbamhu' State in 1924. 

in 188() the Mojvi Durbar connected its ca])ital with W’adhwaii, by 
a narj'ow gauge railway. Pull criminal ami civib jniisdict ion o\(‘r the 
hinds o(*ciipied by the line was ceded in 1887 by the States of Morvi 
(No. XXXIX). Wankaner (No. XXXVJII) and \Vadln\an (No XLIll) 
and the Pastern Kathia^^ar Agency Pliiefs of Lakhtar (No. XU), Sa\la 
(No, XLIl) and Mali (No. XL). Pull criminal and civil jurisdiction 
over tlie lands to be occu])ied by a projected i*.KtensioM of tin* line from 
Wadhvan rid Wankaner to Rajkot was also c.eded in 1888 by the States 
ol Wankaner (No. Xli\"ll), Dhrol (No. XJj\'I) and Rajkot (NO. 
XIjVIII) and the W(‘stern Kathiawar Agency Phieds of (iavridad 
(No. XLIX) and Kotharia (No. L). This extension was ccmstructed in 
1890. 

In 1892 a hrancli line, from detalsar on the Bhavnagar-domlal- 
J unagadh-Porhandar Railway to Rajkot, was eonatruetod jointly hy the 
States of Junagadh, (iondai ami Rajkot, and Ajam Wala Surag Oanga, 
a sliareholder of rletpur. Pull criminal and civil jurisdiction over the 
lands occupied ))y this line was ceded in 1892 hy dunagadh (No. LI I) 
and (londal (No. LIJL), and in 1892-9'i by Rajkot and the Western 
Kathiawar Agency (Jhiefs and Talukdars of Vadia, Vir])ur, Kolda- 
Sangani, detpur, Kotharia, dadhka and Shahpur (No. LIV). In 1894 
the Jam of Nawauagar began the construction of a metre gauge railway 
from dainnagar to Rajkot, and full criminal and (dvil jurisdiction over 
the lands occupied by it was ceded, in that year, hy Nawauagar (No. 
LVll), Dhrol (No. LVI) and Rajkot (No. LV) and the Western Kathia- 
war Agency Chiefs of Jalia (No. LVIll) and Pal (No. LIX). 
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SiiKto then there have been many extensions and additions to the rail- 
ways in Kathiawar, involving cession of jurisdiction to the British tiov- 
erninent. These are mentioned Re\»arately in the narratives of the States 
and Agencies concerned: tlie only one involving a general cession being 
the conversion to metre gauge, by the Morvi Darbar, of the narrow 
gauge railway between Wadhwan and Rajkot, hull criminal and civil 
jurisdiction over the lands occupied by this line was ceded in 1905 hy 
Dhiangadhra (NTo. LXV) and Wadhwan (No. LXl) and the Kastern 
Kathiawar Agency Chiefs of Lakhtar (No. LXIV), Saylu (No. LXII) 
and Midi (No. LXITI). 

Prior to 1905 tlie States had to contrihnto their share of tlie cost of 
police employed hy the (jovernment of liidia ojj railways passing through 
their territories. In that year it was decided to renounce all claims 
against Darhars f(»r the maintenance of British police on railways in 
resj>ert of which jurisdiction had been <‘eded to (loverninent. Certain 
States in the Western India States Agency clain>c(l a refnT)d of amounts 
recovered fjoin them towards the cost of British police on railwjiys, 
constructed since 1905, in respect of which jurisdiction had been ceded: 
and in 1920 the Governiuent of India refunded sinus aggregating 
Rs. 2,22,598. 

In 1917 the Rulers of the maritime States of Junagadh, Nawauagar, 
Poi’bandar and Morvi agreed to an arrangement aholislu’ng the customs 
line at V^iramgain and governing the customs duties on the trade passing 
through their pojts : and tlie line was accordingly abolished: Difficul- 
ties snbs(*(picnt1y arose, and negotiations failed to solve them; with the 
result tfiut the line was reimposed in 1927, hut with <’ertain modifications, 
whereby the maritime States are allowed to collect ami retain, on speci- 
fied conditions, some portion of tlie customs duties levied by them on 
articles intended for exp<ut across the A^irauigam line into British India, 
handing over the balance to the (lovmnmenl of India.

To wit/— That I, ot my own tree will, have given to the Shrimant Pant Pradban 
and to Uie Government of the Caekwar, on Ix'half of JhaJa Harisinghji of the

Translation of an AorreMent executed by Hamed Khan Bahadoor of JunA- 
GADH renouncing in future Piracy and all Kight to Wrecks, — 1808. 

Be it known to all that I, Hairied Khan Bahadoor Babce Fidwee Shah Alum 
Badshah Ghazee, Governor of the city of tToonagurh, in order to aflord the, fullcRt 
testimony of respect and attachment to the Honourable Company, do engage 
and bind myself, lYiy heirs and successors, to observe the following Articles of 
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Agreement concluded by me and by Major Alexander Walker, Besident, on tfce 
part of the Honourable Company : — 

Article 1. 

Whereas the duty of protecting those who travel or trade by land extends 
equally to those who travel or trade by sea, I, Hamod Khan Bahadoor, on niy 
own part, and on the part of my heirs and successors, do in like manner engage 
not to permit, instigate, or connive at any act of piracy being committed by any 
person living under my authority, or subject to my control, nor shall those 
who follow the y)rofession of ])iracy receive protection or assislance in my ])ortH ; 
and sliould any on(‘ being rebel against my government, and living in another 
country, enter mine aiid i)lundcT any one, 1 will point out the residence of that 
thief.

Translation of a Notification sent by Cai»tain Barnewell, Political Agent 
in Kattywak, to the C^htef.s of the Province of Kattvwar for Publica- 
tion within their Respective Territories, with the endorsement of some 
consenting to act accordingly, — 1820. 

Shree Durbar proclaims to all the people that Captain Barnewell, the Political 
Agent in Kattywar, has sent us a notiric.ation, which is [mblishetl for your informa- 
tion. 

The Political Agent will address a ]»erwannah to me about the 8howkar’s 
opium passing through my territory, which will contain the quality and quantity 
of the opium, and whether it is contained in baskets, leather pots, boxes or carts, 
as also the place where it will be stored. 

A register containing the names, etc., of the persons who bring opium to my 
town and villages dependent to it and sell it, and of the purchasers, should be 
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kept. On enquiry by 0 overnment, should any one fail to ])roduoe a regular register, 
or if any one conceal t he real ainount sold, a duty, at the rate of one Rupee per each 
{jCer short, will he charged and recovered from the dealer. 

The duty on the opium covered by a pass will not be much. This arrangement 
has boon made by Government with a view to prevent opium being exported at 
any of the seaports. 

Should any opium be brought on carts, camels, bullocks, vessels, or by any other 
conveyance without a pass, the opium, with the conveyance, will be confiscated 
in payment of the fine. A third part of it will be paid to the jxTson who causes 
it to be 8eiz(sd, or who points out the smuggler with certainty, and the remaining 
two parts will bo paid l-o the Talookdar or Zemindar of the j)lHce wher<‘. it was 
seized, and if it be seized within my talooka the same will be given to me. 

Should any person keep or cause to be ke])t concealed any opiiini which has 
been smuggled as above, the opium wdll be seized for ilie ofhmce, and an amount 
double its value will b(‘ recovered from him as line. A third [)art of the whole 
will bo paid to the inforim'r, and the remaining two parts to the Talookdar or 
Zemindar in whose limits it may be seized. If it be discovered within my territory 
the same will be paid to me.

one. wo agree to ])roduce him, and promise not to keep stolen property, and if 
any one’s outlaw be crossing our lands or boundary, w’e agree on being informed 
to this effect, to at once go and capture them ; and if an alarm of bad characters 
having come to any neighbouring village reach us, we agree to go thither at once 
and aid such neighbouring village. If we make any default in acting as above 
written, we agree to produce the defaulter, and if we are unable to produce him, 
then we personally agree to constantly and efficiently, conjointly and severally, 
be responsible to both the Sarkar and tho Darbar for the loss as directed by them, 
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and if the tracks of any bad characters shall enter the lands of any villaj^e of our 
Taluka, we agree to carry them on satisfactorily to another village and there 
entrust them to the authorities of such village. And if we arc unable to carry on 
satisfactorily the tracks, then \\v agree to be responsible in such way as the Gov- 
ernment may direct.

Translati on of an Agreement entered into by the Jharejas of Santiu.- 
pojtE for the Suppression of Infanticide, dated Choitro Soodh 2nd 
Sumvut 1883, 3rd March 1827. 

It being reported that the murder of female children is still continued among 
the Jharejas of Santulpore and Charchut, and as this custom is wicked, unnatural, 
and forbidden in the Hindu shasters, and as it is the anxious desire of the British 
(Government that a custom so degrading and revolting to humanity should be 
suppressed, and that arrangements should be made to restrain the Jhareja brethren 
from the commission of this crime in future, also that satisfactory assurances 
should be given to that effect, we, Kullian Sing, Maun Sing, Bowajee and Wukut 
Sing, the sons of Moolwajee, and Nathojec, the son of Hujjajce, etc., with the 
whole of our bretliren, hereby declare that since Sumvut 1875, A.D, 1818, when 
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Captain McMurdo made arrangements for the suppression of child murder at 
Bhooj, no one has destroyed his f(unale offspring in our taluka ; that fifteen 
daughters of our family are now living, and we with true hearts engage to ensure 
the observance of this contract, and that no one, including all our brethren, shall 
again commit this crime in our taluka We engage also when any daughters arc 
born to us to communicate tlie same to the Karkoon at Santulpore for the infor- 
mation of Government, and in order that the births be registered. If any one 
among our brethren should violate this contract by the murder of his daughter 
or daughters in our taluka, that man shall be considered a criminal, and we engage 
to make Government ac(juainted with the fact and Iiis name, and if we do not, 
we have violated our engagements to Governmruit and arc offenders. 

A piecisely similar engagement was made on 9th June 1827 with the Jharejas 
of Chadchat. 


No. XV. 

Renewed Knoaoeiviknt entered into by the Juakeia Chiefs of Kutch, under 
date the 23rd March 1840, renoune/mg Female I.nfanticide,— 1840. 

The writing of Jhareja Rahebjce, Chief of Kotara, is this : —In the year of 
Sarnwiit 1875 (A. D. 1819) there was a Treaty made between tlie Durbar of Kutch 
and tlic Finglish government. In the 1 7th Article of that Treaty it was stipulated 
that wc, the Jharejas, would no longer destroy our female children ; and in 
yurnwut 1891 (A. D. 1835) we renewed our engagement to the Durbar on this 
subject. Now the two governments have no confidence in the fulfilment of our 
engagements ; therefore we have been summoned and required to consider the 
follow'ing arrangement : — 

Article J. 

An aiscurate account of all the sons and daughters born in the Bhayad shall be 
rendered yearly to the Durbar according to a set form. 


Article 2. 

Whenever a newly- born child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chief shall 
give information to the Durbar, within the .space of fifteen days, in order that 
the murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If the Chief 
conceals any instance of tlie crime, or neglects to take such measures as are sure 
to prevent its concealment from himself, and information of its having be<^n tx)m- 
mitted reaches the Durbar from another quarter, then the ChW himself shall 
submit to be heavily fined. It therefore behoves the Chief to take good precau- 
tions and whenever it is ascertained that the wife of a Jhareja has been pregnant, 
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and the child is stated to have been born prematurely, or to have died naturally,

fiNaAOEMENT exccutcd by the Ciitke of the Hotiiee Tribe for the Sup- 
pRESMfON of Female Infanticide, — J8‘12. 

I, Hothee Koonurjee, of Burra Bundra, write that then; was a Treaty made 
between the P]n^dish and Kiitch Oovcrnnient in the year Sumwiit 1875, A. 1). 1819, 
in the 17th Article of which all the Jhareja Bhayad a^^reed not to destroy tlieir 
female children ; in that agreement the whole of the trihes concurred ; therefore 
the Durbar many times has reiterated its orders, but wc from (»ur foolishness did 
not a^rrcc to this ; but now Moonshee Ghiol Mahomed came to our village to make 
the census, and we would not, according to the custom of the counti} , allow him 
t(j take it. This was on our part a great fault ; therefore the Sircar sent on us 
ten Mohsul sowars, and we went and prayerl for ])ardon of our ofl'ence from the 
tw^o Sircars, and agrecal, acccjrding to tin* agreement of all the Jharejas, to keep 
our children aliv<‘ according to the tour paragra])hs written underneath 

Article 1. 

An ac.<uirate account of all the sons and daughters born in the Bhayad shall 
b<j rendered yearly to the Durbar, according to a set form. 

Article 2. 

Whenever a newly-born child is destroyed among the lihayad the ('hief shall 
give information to the Durbar within the space of fifteen days, in order that the 
murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If the (ducf 
conceals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such measures as are (*al- 
culated to prevent its (‘oncealmcnt from himself, aiid information «d its having 
been committed reaches the Durbar from another quarter, then tin* C'hief himseli 
shall submit to be heavily fined. It therefore belioves the t’hi(‘f to take good 
precautions; and whenever it is ascertained that the wife of a Jhareja has been 
pregnant, and the child is stated to have been born jireinaturely, or to have died 
naturally, in such case four respectable men shall take eognizance of the facts, 
and their verdict shall be reported to the Durbar within fifteen days. 

Article 3. 

The Durbar will keep the amount of all fines inflicted under the 2iid Article 
in a separate fund, out ot which assistance will be gi\ en to any jmor n.an who is 
marrying his daughter, on a representation of the circunistanct's being made by 
the Chief. 

Article 4. 

One or two Mehtas from the Durbar will go round the country ; and when 
they arrive in any of the villages the Chief will cause accurate lists of all the sons 
and daughters to be made out for the information of the two govermuents.

Translation of an Engagement entered into by Jhareja Kengarjee, 
of Rhoah, on the 7th May 1840. 

Jhareja Kengarjee, of Sooniree Rhoah, writes thii.s Because in J819 the 
British Covernnienit i!U‘.de a Treaty with that of His Ifighru'ss the Kao, and in 
the 17th Article it was agreed that infantiride should not be permitted, and to 
this effett I gave a written agreement; again in A.D. 1833-Hl, on this account 
I gave a written j)aper to the Durbar ; but tlie two Governments not Iiaving 
full faith again, in 1839-40, took from me a fresh writing ; and now to make 
enquiries the two Sircars hav^e summoned me to Bliooj, when all the above written 
papers and the written notice sent by Sir J. Malcolm in 1829-30 were all read, 
and regarding the 2nd Article of tlic Agreement of 1839-40, 1 was (jiu'stioned, 
when it appeared that it was not altogether fulfilled, whereas 1 could not make 
any excuse, I requested pardon, and petitioned that I would take certain mea- 
sares to see that the following arrangements were duly carried out, viz : -- 

Article 1. 

A skilful midwife, such as shall be approved of by the Durbar writers I will 
always entertain as a servant, and she will every two months travel through all 
the villages belonging to my clan, and come and inform me of the number of 
women in labour and tlic number of niontbs, that she and 1 may la* able fo give 
an account to the Durbar writer when he comes round. 

Article 2. 

Whenever a premature birth shall occur this midwife will inform me of it, so 
that I may keep a correct account of it and of those who are in cliild labour. 

Article 3. 

Thus, as is written above in the 1st x\rticle, the account of women in child 
labour being kept, after nine months 1 will cause inquiry to be made, and take 
great care about it and not neglect it ; if after iliis any neglect should be aj)j)a,rent 
on my part the two governments may take any measures that will satisfy them. 

Article 4. 

I will keep a strict register of all male and female births, with such witnesses 
and explanations of all deaths caused by disease, etc., as will be satisfactory to 
the Durbar Agents. 


Article 5. 

From the form of the births and deaths of children whi(;h the Durbar sends 
annuallv for, the two Sircars observe that more deatlis from disease occur amongst 
the females than the male children, and that sufficient care and prot(‘(5tion is not 
afforded to the former and on this account desire greater cautions ; therefore 
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I will take every possible means as above, and by every other way endeavour, 
BO that it may bo certain the female infants will be carefully nourished amongst 
the brethren of my tribe so that it will be apparent to the two ^rovernuients. 


Artk^e 6. 

Should any of the wives of my brethren go abroad or into any other country, 
or to the homes of their fathers, and there have female infants and put them to 
death, this will not be on ray head. I only answer for what may take place in 
iny country. 

Thus having in view as written in the above Articles, together with the forrn(‘r 
engagements, 1 will be answerable that great care is taken, so that should any 
difference exist, and the arrangement not be sufficient, then the two governments 
arc masters, and shall make what arrangements they choose, and such shall be 
binding on me. 

The above in the name of my forefathers I agree to.

Your letter, dated the 3rd January 1846, has been received, and its contents 
have been understood. You state that “ there is a difficult}^ regarding the duties 
leviable on boats passing to and fro from Bombay to Sinde, or elsewhere, which

are obliged by stress of weather or other cause te touch at any of my Bunders ; 
that injury is thereby done to facility of trafiic ; that government has taken the 
case of such boats under its favourable consideration ; and that the Rao of Kutch, 
to meet the wishes of government, framed certain regulations on the subject, 
dated lat Decoinber 1840 ; that a copy of thes<‘ r(*g illations was forwarded to me 
in a letter dated 17th October 1844, in which 1 am informed that it is to my credit 
to make arrangements for jireventing obstacles being thrown in the way of persons 
navigating boats, and that if T could make regulations at. my Bunders similar 
to tliose whicli are in force at tlie Bunders of Kutch it would be ]>lcasing to gov- 
ernment and beneficial to my own interests.” You have asked me to reply to 
this letter. 1 am moat willing to pay every consideration to the w'ishes of govern- 
ment, and anxious to benefit the interests of my country, and 1 have tlierelore 
now sent a copy of the regulations in cjuestion to the Bunders of Mowa ami Tolaja 
that they may be enforced. J have also given a copy to my mootsuddet‘ at this 
place, with inatructiona to act accordingly.

Translation of a Yao from the Thakoor of Biiownugguk to Major W. Lang, 
Political Agknt in Kattywar, dated the 20th December 1849. 

Arrangements having been formerly made for not levying the customs on 
vessels driven to and detained in any ])ort on account of stress of weal<lier or 
for any other similar reason while going from Bombay to Kurrachee or any other 
Bunder, and vice ocrsd, I wrote to you on the subject ; but I now beg to add that, 
according to the said arrangements, I shall not collect the sea customs on vessels 
belonging to the Sircar and to the different ports in Kattywar that may happen 
to come to my Bunders on account of stress of weather ; but His Highness the 
Uao of Kutch having only agreed to exempt vessels belonging to Kurrachee and 
Bombay from the payment of these customs, and not those belonging to other 
ports, I shall be obliged to pay to him the duty on such vessels of my Bunders 
as may be driven into ports belonging to Kutch by stress of weather, and for 
this reason 1 shall also levy the same on vessels of Kutch agreeably to my ancient 
custom.

Rules for the Exemction from Payment of Duties by Vessels driven by 
STRESS of WEATHER iiito aiiv of tlic Kutuh Ports wlulst on their voyage 
between Bombay and Sindh, in surERSESSiON of those established in the 
year Sumwut 1897, Magsur Soodh 8th, 2nd December A.D. 1840*. 

Rule 1. 

Vessels from or belonging to the ports of Bombay, or those under the Gaikwar 
government, .foonagurh, Nowanuggur, Bhownuggur, Porebundur, Jafferabad, 
and Mangrol, trading with any ports under the English Government, driven by

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stress of weather into Mandavee or any other of my ports, shall, provided they 
depart without having landed their cargo, or any portion of it, be exempt from 
payment of duty on the same, with the exception of a charge of five corries, which 
is to be levied as a fee on all vessels under the foregoing circumstances. 


Rule 2. 

A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc., under the circumstances above detailed, 
requiring such repairs as will involve the necessity of landing her cargo, a time 
will be fixed under which the repairs must be completed, and the cargo re-shipped, 
when no duty will be charged, provided that during that time no attempt be 
made, cither by the tindal, the owners of the boat, or their accredited agents, 
to defraud me of custom duties by the surreptitious sale of any portion of the 
cargo. 


Rule 3. 

A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc., under the foregoing circumstances, and 
being found unscaworthy, her cargo may, within a specific, time, be transhipped 
free of duty charges. 


Rule 4. 

Should a boat b(‘ driven into Mandavee, etc., at the close of the* season, and 
be compelled to lav up for the monsoon, security must, in the first instanet*, be 
given for the full amount of customs on the whole carg«), whem the goods may 
be landed and warelioused at the expense and risk of the owner or tindal <rf tlie 
vessel ; the original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall In* deposited 
with the custom authorities ; at the opening of the season the, goods must be 
re-shipped on board the vessel which brought them, unless she be ]»roved unsea- 
worthy. 


Rule 5. 

Should it b(‘, proved that the tindal or owner of a vessel driven into Mandavee, 
etc., aUem\>t to dtdraud the custom authorities of duty by the sale of any portion 
of tlu* cai’go, or shovdd they, without satisfactory reason, fail to sail within the 
period assigned for the completion of the repairs, duty will be chargeable on the 
full value of cargo ; or should less he re-ship}>ed than was originally landed, or 
any portion of the cargo have been opened, and a most satisfactory exj>lanation 
of the cause for so acting not he given, duty will be charged on tlie whole cargo. 

All perishable or damaged articles may be sold, under the sanction of the 
custom-house authorities, on payment of the usual duty. 

Rule G. 

Vessels driven into Mandavee, etc., under the circumstances already set forth, 
and strictly observing the rules now laid down, shall be allowed to depart on the 
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payment of five corries (.5) only ; but the infringement of any one of the rules 
now established, either by the tindal, the owner of the vessel, or any one of her 
accredited agents, shall involve*, the penalty of })aymcnt of duty on the value of 
the cargo. 

Previous to punishing the breakers of the law now promulgated their case 
must be reported to me for consideration, the offenders in the meantime })ro- 
viding approved security for their appearance to answer any charge that may be 
preferred against them, in default of which they are to be retained in confine 
ment. 

The above rules arc to be made public, and have effect from the 27th Clctober 
1861.

/V(;keement entered into by the jHAKE.rA (hiiEFS of Santulpoue and Charchut 
with Muou J R. Kelly, Political Superintendent of Pahlunpore, 
for tli(‘ Suppression of the Grime of Female Infanticide within their dis- 
tricts, dated the 18th June and 1.6th August 18.63. 

The Honourable the Court of Directors having remarked that since the year 
1840 tlui females of the .fhareja tribe under twenty years of age continue to be 
much h'ss in number than those of the male sex under that age, and recjiiired in- 
ftirmation on this subject ; and we having bc(*n requestoa by you to enter into an 
engagement for tin* purjiose of saving our female children similar to the engage- 
ment entere<l into by the .fain of Nowaiiuggur on tin* 2.6th of February 1812 ; 
W(‘ write to say that we well know that it is a great sin to kill an infant, and that 
tlie murderer thereof will go to the deepest hell, for so it is written in the shaster ; 
this W(^ know. Moreover, tin; .Sircar has sen! us hooks on the subject of infanticide, 
in which there are many (quotations from the shaster to the effect that there is 
no sin ei^ual to killing a fon\alc infant. No one, therefore, should be guilty of tliis 
sin, but should save his infant daughter : this is true religion, and we therefore 
willingly agree to the following arrangements for the preservation of our infant 
daughters, which are to be binding on us for ever, ws.— 


Article J. 

Kverv Jhareja living in Santulpore and Gharchut to whom a daughter may 
bo born, shall immediately give information to the Karkoon belonging to his 
distrust, who will miter tin* child in the list kept by him, from which the yearly 
returns are framed. Tin* number of births which have occurred during the yaer 
will with ease be ascertained by these means. 
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Article 2. 

In the event of any Jharcja’s daughter dying, information is to be given to 
the Karkoon in charge of the district, who will make every proper enquiry into 
the cause of the death and enter the cause of death in the list. 


Article 3. 

Should any female infant of tender age die, its body is to be shown to foui 
of the most respectable people of the village, but of different castes, and the cause 
of death must be ascertained as far as possible, and stated in the proceeding.^ of 
the inquest, which must be sent to the government Karkoon, after which the 
body may be buried ; without this ]>rcea\ition the body must not be buried. No 
Jharejas are to be allowed to assemble on the punchayet. 

ARTKUiB 4. 

Should any Jhareja s infant daughter fall ill, inf(>rniation must, bo given to 
the ’mvernment district Karkoon, and the cause of the illness rmuitioned to the 
Karkoon, that it may be noted by him in his list. 

Artk’LE 6. 

In the event of any female infant dying, and being buried without a(M|uainl- 
ing the government Karkoon and assembling a punchayet to fisemtain the cause 
of its death, then the }>arty guilty of the infringement of tins agreement sliall 
submit to such pniiishinent as government may decide. 

Article (>, 

As above written we will abide, and make no dispute hereon. Whoevm- slmll 
offenvi and jilead ignorant;e of tlu‘- above engagement as an excuse to e.sii.ipt' piimsli- 
iiieiit he must not be li.steued to, as all have been made well aeijuainted with the 
contents of this engagement. 


Article 7. 

In the event of the government Karkoon being engaged in other business

We formerly gave an Agreement to C'olonel Bong, Political Agent, on the 
20th of itecember 1811), that if any vessel of the British Government or of the 
States of Kattywar were <lriven into our ports by stress of weather we would 
collect no sea customs from it. 

At that time the Maharaja of Kutch had not given in an Agreement to take 
no customs from ships from our jiorts driven by stress of weather into the Kutch 
ports, and therefore w’e did not make that concession to him. 

But afterwards the Rao ♦Saheb on the 27th of October 1851 gave in certain 
regulations to Government w'herein he agreed not to take customs on vessels from 
the Kattywar ports driven into the Kutch ports by .stress of weather. 

Wherefore we hereby agree that we will in future allow to Kutch vessels driven 
into our ports by stress of weather the same exemption from customs as is granted 
by His Highness the Rao in the aboveiiamed regulations.

Wo, the undersigned Chiefs, hereby cede to the Government of India all the 
civil and criminal jurisdiction possessed by us in the portions of our respective 
territories which have been assigned and made over by us for the purposes of the 
Kathiawar extension of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, to be 
exercised by the Government of India in the Political Department for so long as 
the land may be required for the Railway, and to be restored to us or our succes- 
sors respectively when the land is no longer needed for the above purposes. 

2. All Railway employes committing offences cognisable by our jurisdiction 
beyond the limits of the Railway line shall be apprehended and dealt with by 
the constituted authorities in our respective States under the advice of the oHiccrs 
of the Political Agency.

Opium Agreement with Palanpur, — 1879. 

Whereas the British Government have prohibited the cultivation of the poppy 
and manufacture of opium in my State, and have made new arrangements for 
the retail sale of opium since the 1st October 1878 in Gujarat, and have agreed 
that they are prepared to permit me to import, free of duty (Rs. 650 per chest), 
the amount of opium required by my State for bond fide home consumption and 
have promised to grant me full compensation annually for any diminution of 
revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium, and 
cesses on the manufacture and exportation of the drug, and whereas the full duty 
per chest will be paid by the local vendors and consumers and will form part of 
the revenues of my State ; T hereby promise and agree that I will use every effort 
to completely put a stop to the illicit importation of opium, and that I will not 
allow opium legally obtained by me under the opium rules to bo sold at a less 
price than that at which it is retailed in British territory, and it is understood 
by me that the British Government reserve the right of withdrawing this privilege 
and of charging the full opium duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these 
terms, but such privilege will not be withdrawn on account of isolated cases of 
smuggling.

2- Further, I have to state that all stocks of opium and juice which remained 
undisposed of on the Ist October 1878 in my State, have been bought up by me 
and employed for the supply of my retail monopoly. 

3. In accordance with the wishes of Government, I agree to furnish half- 
yearly, to the Political Superintendent, a statement showing the amount of 
opium imported and the amount sold during each half-year, the proceeds of 
the sales, and the balance of opium in hand in my State at the end of each half- 
year. 

4. To the above stipulations I agree on the condition that, should any Native 
State in Gujarat be hereafter allowed to grow and manufacture opium in the 
same manner as the Tlaroda State has been, a similar privilege shall be granted 
to the Pahlanpur State.

others to import illicit opium, that opium shall not be sold in our taluka at a less 
price than that at which it is retailed in British territory, that we shall fur- 
nish to our Thandar, for submission to the Political Superintendent, through 
the Assistant in charge of the districts, half-yearly statements of opium on 
31st March and 30th September of every year, showing the quantity of opium 
imported, the amount sold during the half-year, the amount of the sale 
proceedsi and the stock of opium which remained on hand at the end of the half- 
year. 
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We shall act up to the above agreement, and our heirs shall do the same. We 
pass this agreement of our own free-will.

1. A Police officer of the T’olice force or Sibanrli of any State holding a Par- 
wana or Sanad of his State, miiy in the limits of any other State arrest any outlaw, 
murderer or dacoit, whoso name is ])ublishpd in the Darbar Gazette of any State, 
or in the Kathiawar Agency Gazette. Such notified criminal shall be at once 
taken to the village in whose limits he was arrested and the matter reported to 
the Police Patel, or other Police officer, to wdiom a receipt for the offender shall 
be given, and the offender shall then be. taken away and handed over to the State 
in whose limits he committed the off<*ueo. The officer effecting the arrest may 
be an officer of any State and not necessarily that of the State in which the. offence 
was committed. In either case the Police of the State in whose limits tlie offender 
is found is bound on requisition to assist the Police of any other State in effecting 
the arrest. When any Police of the State in which the arrest is made are present, 
they shall, if necessary, hold the offender in cusLody and the Police of the other 
State shall be bound to help them pending the arrival of an escort from the former 
State.

9. If a reward is offered for the a])prehonsion of any offender, and he is arrest- 
ed in the limits of anot her State, and if the Police, village or regulars oi that State 
have joined in the capture, tin* reward shall be equally distributed betiveen them 
and the Police of the State who arc in pursuit.

The Chief of Bajana on behalf of himself and his successors, recognizing the 
fights of the. Paramount Power and the duty incumbent on the Chiefs of Kathiawar 
so to regulate the production of salt in Kathiawar for the consumption of its in- 
habitants that no salt produced in Kathiawar may be conveyed into the British 
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Districts contrary to the law of British India and to the injury of the Salt 
Revenue of the British Government, agrees as follows : — 

1. That ho will prevent absolutely the making of salt within the limit of his 

State. 

2. That lie will prevent the collection or removal of salt which may be spon- 

taneously generated in his territory save and except such quantity 
as may he required horn fide for consumption within tho limits of his 
State. 

3. That Ilia administration shall be responsible for the observance of the above 

conditions by all classes of his subjects. 

4. That he will prevent, to the utmost of his ability, export of salt 

from Kathiawar either into British India or into any other Native 
State. 

5. That he will furnish full information on all subjects connected with the 

]>roduel.ion and distribution of salt in his State to the Political Agent 
or to any ollieer authorizial by the Political Agent to request it.

'Che lUio ot‘ (hitch has suyireme. authority within his own estates, but 
only limited jinisdiction in tliose of his (hiiet's, to whom the collective 
term of Bhayud has <»;enera,lly been npplieil from the fact of their heiiifp 
descended, with few exce[d.i«ms, from the same ancestor as himself. Th* 
llhayad pay ikj revenue; they take co^nizan(*e of all minor offences in 
their own estates and, except in serious cases, siudi as uiiirder and dakaiti, 
claim imnuinity from interference (»n the ]>art of the Darhar. In rcdurn 
they are luinnd to furnish troops on any ^reat emergency, and on certain 
occasions they make customary presents to the Tlao.* The estates of the 
Hhayad d<» not des(*eiid accordinj*- to the law of primoiieniture, but a sys 
tern of subdivision prevails, whi<*h lias in many cases become so minute 
as to render the jjrmnantee holders unfit to exercise th(‘ jurisdiction con- 
tern [)la, ted in the settlement of 1819. Secured hy the guarantee in the 
]>ossessio!i of their estates, the Hhayad resisted all iinjirovtunenis, refused 
allejriance to their (9iief, and sonj^hi a livinc; hy phnider and o]>])ression 
Kao Desal in his turn attemptcnl to assert a moi*e complete authority over 
his (Miiefs; to aeouire claims over their lands hy purchase and moiijifiee, 
to promulyj'ate laws witliout their consent, to issue processes to their siuh 
]ects, and to dispense in a measure with the advice which he was hound 
under the Treaty of 1884, to take from the conrrcil of the Hhayad. Thesi 
jiretensions were discourrtenaneed hy the Homhay (loveiaiment ; hat a pro- 
posal to place restrictions on the Kao’s issire of jrrocesses was not accepted 
by liim, as he ri'^arded it as an infriniymnent of his leoitimate authority. 
The (juestiori therefor'e rrmiained open. 

Kao Desal died in 18(11) and was sirec(‘eded hy his eldest son Kiacrnal. 

In I8(»U the Killer' of (hitch received a Saiiad nf Ado])tinn (No. X) 
and in 18(17 wase-ranted a ])ernianent salute of 17 j»uris. 

In I8(i9 the Kao issued a Ih’oclamat ion (No. XI) to (he in habitants 
of (Uitcfi, ami more particularly to those trading with /aiizihar where 
natives of (hitch have established themselves in consider able numbers, 
and with the Ar-abian and African coasts, warn ini]f them aj^ainst the penal- 
ties they would incur hy eni»;ap;iu^ in the slave ti*ade, arid iriformiiijj; them 
that, their claims and suits were to he settled hy the Hiitlsh ({overnment 
in the same way as if they were subjects of the British (lovern merit. Tii 
1872 the Kao issrred fre.sh Krordainatinns (No. XTI) to his subjects 
at Zanzilmr and Mrrseat, stating his determination to put a slop to their 
participation in the slave trade, atid deelaririjj that any of lirs suhjeets 
directly enjyafirinfr, or indirectly assrstinjif, in the traffic would he punish- 
able hy the British Government, whom lie empowered to deal with sueh 

* fn 1877 it was settled, with the sanction of (lovernincnt, that they should pay 
pazarana on suct'essioii to their estates. 
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persons as with their own suhjeots : and that all pro])erty in Cutch belong- 
ing to persons convicted of the ofiVn(*>e would be confiscated. 

Tn 1(S71, at the instance of the Political A,gent, the Pao declared liis 
willingness to adopt Tneasiires, upon a basis of reciprocity, for the sur- 
render of offenders to and from -any neighbouring State having first class 
jurisdiction ; but no formal engagement was submitted for the sanction 
of the British Government. 

In 1873 tho Bao alndished transit duties in Wagher, and thus freed 
Cutch from taxation which had been discontinued in liis other districts 
since 185G. 

Soon after his accession, Ila.o Pragmal had shown a disposition to 
increase his influence at the expense of the Bhayad by restoring the inno- 
Tatiojis condemned in his father’s lifetime, by creating Fresh im|M)s.it ions 
in the shape of fines on the Chiefs and their vassals, and by minute inter- 
ference in civil cases. To remedy this state of things it was proposed to 
define the limits of the llao’s ])Ower; to determine who were guarantee 
holders according to th(‘ original agreement, and to reorganise Ihe eonn- 
eil of the Bhayad; bnt the Bao dejoeeated any (urtailment of his powers 
over the Bhayad and elaimed sovereign jurisdiction. The British Gov- 
CJiiment determined t(» maintain the Chiefs in ihe full enjoyment of theii’ 
possessions and rights as they oxistiMl at the time of the Treaty of 181 f), 
and to mediate between tho Bao and his Bhayad as (o maintain (he 
equilibrium of power as it existed at the time of the Treaty. On the 
other hand, it was necessary lo uieoiirage and strengthen the Bao in the 
full exercise of nil his legitimab* rights. Tt was fnrtln*r laid down that 
the British Government were under no obligation to (‘Tiforco the engage- 
ment in the Treaty of 1834 whieli ])rovidcd for the governimMit of the 
country by the Bao under the advice of his ininislers and the Bhayad, 
In regard to the general administration, ihe Baf> was to be left in the 
exen*ise of full aiithnritv in bis own lands: as to ihe estates of the Chiefs, 
it was proposed that the Bao slnmld have a council whom he would be 
hound to consult. Tn ease of (fiffereiiee the council, or the Chief whose 
interests were affected, might ajipeal to the British representative and 
finally to the Bombay Government. Existing holders of jurisdiction 
were to be classified on a combined consideration of their possessions and 
intelligence, a certain amount of <*ivil and criminal jurisdiction being 
assigned to them, while the remainder was reserved to the Bao through 
the council. A concession was made to the Bao that his minister should 
represent him in the council. These principles were embodied in a draft 
agreement; bnt it was not acceptable to the Bao, and certain m()difieations 
were introduced in 1808 as a compromise, jiroviding in all reasonable 
respects for the main ten anee of the recognised rights of the Bao. Tlie 
latter, however, strongly objeetml to the tornis of this agreement as tend- 
ing to laiso unduly ihe status ot some of the Bhayad, to curtail his own 
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authority, and to introduce innovations opposed to the usage of the coun- 
try. As the Ih itish (Toveijunoni were desiiuus to obtain the cordial cou- 
currence of tlie CJiief iji any iinproveineiils in the administration, he was 
allowed the fullest possible opportunity of urging his objections to any 
proposals which might be supposed to affect his rights in any way, and 
in 1S72 he found himselt in a position to propo>se an agreement for the 
constitution of the ilhayad eourt, which met with the general concurrence 
of the British Government. Furtlier discussion, however, ensued regard- 
ing the rules, and lh(‘ seltlenient and rules were tinally sanctioned (JSo. 
Xlllj* by the Bombay Government in 1875. Itao Bragmal died with- 
out formally affixing his signature to ihc lules and settlement, but iiis 
intention to sign them was accepted. The Bhaj^ad were informed that 
it had been found necessaiy to revise tile original settlement of 18()8; 
that all guaranteed rights of their body had been sufficiently couserveci 
under the new rules ; and that Government had every contidence that the 
court would he worked to tiieir satisfaction. 

Uao Ihagmal died in Januaiy 187G, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son the present Maharao Khengarji, born on the 23rd August 18Gt>. 

in 1884 the Cutch llailiar entered into an Agreement (No. XiV) with 
Nawauagar, coniplenientary to the Naw’anagar .Vgreeiuent of 1873 already 
mentioned in tht5 general nan alive, exempting from export duty goods 
washed ashore which had been jettisoned by vessels hailing from Nawa- 
nagar ports. 

In 1885 the Itao undoitoidv (No. XV) lo prevent the exportation from 
Cutch of all salt manufactured or produceii with in llie province to any 
part of British India or of any* Indian State, or of any foreign European 
sidllemeut in India. 

In the same year the hereditary title of Sawai Bahadur was conferred 
(No. XVI) on the Ituler of Cutch. 

In 18110 an Agreement (No. X\’il) was made with the Stale of Cutch 
foi- tlie c(Misl ruction ol a line ol (elegrapli fiom the eastern truutier ot 
Cutch through Bhuj to Mandvi. 'I’be line wa.s constructed and is worked 
by the British Telegraph Department. Other agreements have been 
executed by the Darbar lor the coiihiruction of telegraph lines from 
Mandvi to Mundra in 1804 (No. XVI II), Mandvi to Bhachav in 1805 
(No. XIX), Mandvi to Nalia in 1805-00 (No. XX), Nalia to Tera and 
Jakhiiii ill 1000 (No. XXf). 

A dispute between Cutch ami Morvi regarding the rights and interests 
of the twH) States in the Cutch peninsula and in Kathiawar, ami as to the 
creek and lands intm vcning between either shore, was decided by the Gov-

Junagadli is silualed in tlie Sorutb Distric t of Kalbiuwar, wliieh was 
governed by Bajput Bajas of the (hiuda.sauia tribe till its eoiicjiiest by 
Muhammad Bc*gacla, King of Gujarat, in 117(), from wbieb time it has 
heeu sulijeet to Muhammadan (Jhitd's. 

Ill 1728 Salubatklian was np]ioiuled Deputy Governor of Jiiiiagadb; 
but he jircdelred to remain at Viriimgam, where li is' jiosition was impoit- 
ant, and sent his son Slierkhan to .liiiiagadli as his dejmty. Sherkhaii 
was the founder of the present ruling ‘amily of diinagadh. He possessed 
himself of the country in 1735 and expelled the Moghul deputies. On 
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becoming imlepemlent he assumeil tlie title oi Hnhu.<luikban. Salabat- 
kiian, Sherkliaii’K iatJier, biMjueat bed ibiiiiwa Taluku to his other sous 
DiJtTkhaii ami Sher Zamuii Kliaii. 

Rahiulurkhaii was succeeded in diinagadh by his son Mahabatkhan, 
and he, in ITT-'"), by his son I laiiiidkhan, who luuiiitaimMl himself in power 
through a very Iroublesome and stormy rule, and was in jjossessiou at the 
tinie when (’olonel VValkiu* made the iirst settleuMUjt of Kathiawar. In 
addition to the engagements which were taken Irom the Nawab of Juna- 
gadli, in (ommon with the other Ohiefs ol Kathiawai then under the 
authority ol the (laekwar, the Nawab uas required to make similar agree- 
uieiits with his dejuuidants, from whom he exacted colleidions iindei the 
name of /ortalbi, a lax which is said to have been first imposed in the 
year ITtit). 

llaniidkhan di(‘d in ISll, and the succession was disputed by his two 
sons llahadui khan and Salabatkhan. lOveiitually Baliadurkhan was 
recognised , but he was kept in sulijeclion by an Arab damadai named 
Dinar Mokhasani From this restraint he was released in KSlti by the 
intei’leriMice ol tlie British ( lovernment . In lelnrn the Nawab agreed 
(No. X\V) to pay the ex[»ensi‘s ol the British force; to give U[i his 
Mulkgiii claims in the British ilistricts of Dhandhnka, Baiipur, (jogha 
and Dhob'ia ; and to cede the n'veiiues oi ciM’tain villag(‘s for the oxjiensoB 
ol a Biitish agency.

The (joverimient of India select- 
ed as his snccessor Basnlkhan, one of the sons of ?sawab Muhabatkhan. 

In 18tt9 the Xawab entered into an Agreement (No. XXXI) regard- 
ing the disj*i])]ine of his Iinj)eria] Service Troo})s when serving beyond 
the frontiers of his State. 

Various (lessiojis of jurisdiction over railway lands, made by the Juna- 
gadli vState in and belore 1S92, have been mentioned in the general nar- 
rative. In 1908 the XaAvab ceded (No. .\XX1I) jurisdiction over the 
Verawal Dock Estate line ot the Junagadh State BaiJway; but the line 
was never opened for passenger traffic, and tlie jui ii^liid ion was restored 
to the State, in 1911. In 1910 tlu* Nawab ciuled (No. XXXJII) full 
criminal and partial civil jurisdiction over th(‘ lands occu[)ied by the 
Shanpur-Saiadia bi-.nich (originally si^^led the Shahj)ur-lvnt iana t'xten- 
giou) of the Junagadh State Itailway. 

Ilasulkhaii died on the ^^Lbid January 1911 and was succeeded by his 
eoii the present Xawab Mahabatkhan, during whose minority the State 
was placeil umhir British administration.

The State was lialde to tin* operation o| the Nazaiana rule's up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Corojiation Darhaj-, all such levies were

The Huler ol Nawanagar, who heais the ancient title of Jam, is a 
Jadeja llajput of tlu' same family as the Ttao of (hitch, and has a large 
number of Bliayad, of whom the most important and powerful are the 
(Jiiefsof (londal and Hajkot. These (Jiiets, howevei-, have long since 
disused the name oi Hlmya<l, and eonsidev themselves as lu'ads of familit'S 
u itii Hhayads of tlieir own. Tlu' family emigrated from (hitch to Kathia- 
war and founded Nawaiiagar about tin* y(*ar loft), driving hefoie them the 
•hdliwa family, who formerly possc'SMMt the eonntiv, hni who are now 
eontim'd to the small State* ed' Poihandar. Jamnagar is the ea]>i1al of tlie 
State*. 

From 17(10 till his eleath in 1800, Nawaiiagar Avas virtually ge)V(*rned 
hy Me*raman Kliawas, a man eif le»w eirigin hut etmsideiahle ability: and 
he* re*e‘eiveel from the Jam (lie* grant eif de)ri\a Hanelar, Halnmhha and 
Amran. In 1815, in ee)nse*epie‘iiee eif the* ('liied eif deiriya Bandar being 
implie at(‘el in a re*hedlieui e>f srfime Arabs in I he Jain’s servici*,, Joriya 
Bandar anel Halamhlia were* resteue*d to (he Jam. Amran was resumed 
}>y the State in 1909.

Ill I5)5il the .Ituler ol Nawaiiagar was granted a permanent local saluie 
oi lb guns within liis own ten itories. 

Mention has been made in the general narrative of eessioiis of juris- 
diction over railway lands made by Nawaiiagar in 1887 ami 185)1. In 
1922 the Darbar ceded full criminal (No. XLVlll) and partial civil juris- 
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diction (No. XLIX) over the lands occupied by the Tamnagar-Kuranga 
section of the rlairmagai-Dwarka IfailA^ay. 

The area of the State is d,79l e'l square miles; the population^ accord- 
ing 1o the Cen.sns uJ l!i21, ; and the revenue lls. (>9,54,887.

Idle ruling family <d Hhavnagar belongs to (he tribe oi (lohel Flaj- 
fuits. 'This tribe settled in (he country about tln‘ year 12IM) under their 
(^iief Sejakji, from whose three sons, llanoj.i, Sarangji and Shahji, are 
desieiidiMl. respeid i vely the (Jiiefs of Bhaviiagar, Jjtithi and Ualitana. 
'Idle Wala State is also an oIVshoot from Bhavnagar. ddie town of Bhav- 
nagar was founded in I72»d by Bhavsinh, grandfather of VVakhatsiiih, 
wlio succeeded in 1772 and was in posst*ssion at the time of (dJonel 
Walker’s settlements. Bhavsinh, his sou Bawal Akherajji, and his 
grandson Wakhatsinh, took great jiaiiis to improve the trade of their 
country and to destroy the pirates who infested the neighbouring seas. 
This led to an intimate connection between Bhavnagar and the Bombay 
(lovmnment. In 1759 the British (lovernment acijuired a right to a 
fourth share of the. customs of (he jiort of Bhavnagar from the Sidi of 
Surat, to whom it had been granted by Bhavsinh as the price of protec- 
tion from the enmity of the Nawab of Uambay. In 1771 llawal 
Akherajji assisted the Bombay (jovernmeiit in reducing Talaja, which 
was occuyiied by jiiratical Kolis. After the con(|uest ol Tala ja, ihe fort 
was offered to Akherajji by the Bombay (government, but he refused to 

* Including lls, 16 on account of Vatav. 
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accept it, and it was in consequence made over to the Nawab of Cambay. 
Wakhatsinh, however, after his ac»‘ession, dispossessed the IS'awab of the 
fort, which, under an Kiigagenient (No. L) mediated by the British Gov- 
ernment in J77d, he was allowed to retain on paying a sum of Jls. 75,000. 
1’he boundaries of the Bhavnagar State were largely increased by various 
other acquisitions made by AVakhatsinh previous to the settlement of 
Kathiawar. 

When Gujaiat and Kathiawar weie divided between tlie JVshwa and 
the Gaekwar, the western and larger pojtioii of the Thakor's possessions 
were included in the Gaekwar’s share, and the eastern and smaller por- 
tion, including Bhavnagar and the original estates of the lamily in Sihor, 
fell to the Peshwa, and iormed j)aTt of the districts of JJhandhuka and 
Gogha, which the l*eshwa ceded to the British Govejnment under the 
Tieaty of Bassein (-we \’oi. \’li, 'I'he Ihvshwa). At the time of the 
settlement of Kathiawar, iherefort*. part of the Bhavnagar possessions 
had already become British tejritory, while part lemained under the 
Gaekwar, The revenue demanded from the British portion was 
Bs. li,t)5i, and that payable to the Gaekwai was fixed at Us. 74,500. 
But, as it was expedient to consolidate iji the iiands of the British Gov- 
ernment the vaiious claims over Bhavnagar, an Agreement (No. LI) 
was made in 1808, with the consent of the (Uiief, for the transfer to the 
Biitish Government of the Gaekwar's revenue in Bhavnagai', which was 
accordingly included in the additional cessions made in 1807 by the 
Gaekwar for the support of a contingent force. v 

Wakhatsinii was succeeded in 1810 by his son Waje Sinh, and he, in 
1828, by his son Akheraj. 

In 1889 the mint at Bhavnagar, where copptu’ money had pioviously 
been coined, w'us closed. As compensation for this a sum til Us. 2,798-0-5 
a yeaj’ was .granted to the Darbar. A further sum (d Bs. 4,000 was given 
them in consideration (d their re.signing all (laims to share in the land 
and sea customs of the jiort oj Gogha. These sums are now annually 
jiaid under an Agreement (No. Lll) concluded in 1840. 

Uawal Aklieraj died in 1854, and was suec(*eded by his brother Jas- 
w a nt sinh.

But, in 
consequence of a serious abuse of power, his estates in Britisli teiritory 
were brought under the j urisdi<-tiou (d' Biitish courts, ami the revenue 
payable by him was raised. By tlie^i measures the Chief w^as plae.ed in 
an anomalous position veiy irritating to him. In liis estates in Kathia- 
war he continued to exercise his tbrmer powers, paying a fixed revenue, 
while in his estates in British teiritory, which included his two largest 
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towns and his place of residence, lie was snl»j<‘ci to ordinary British laws. 
The Darbar never ceased to complain of this and to l)rinj>: forward many 
claims against th(i Bi'ilisli (jovernnient. TMicse were all carefnlly oncjiiir- 
ed into in 1859, and an A^iecinent (No. LIIL) was concludeil in i8()0, by 
which the (9iief’s revenue in his Biitisli estates was fixed at Its. 51?, 000 
in perpetuity, and liis oilier claims wcue adjusted. It was at the same 
time ])roposed io jilace Ihe lown <d‘ Bliavna^ar and its subordinate villaj 4 :i^. 
of Wadwa, with the town of Sihor, and ten other villages \>liich formed 
the old jiossession of the family, on the sain(‘ footin*^- as the I'states in 
Kathiawar; hut, owiufr to some iloubts as to ihe [n'i*cise lej^al status of 
Kaihiawar, this was not at the time elfectiMl. Th(‘ Agreement of 1 800 
was revised (No. LIV) in ISOib 

In danuarv 18()0 the Bonihay (lovernnieni issued a noiificaiion 
wheri'by, in accordance with tin* A^reemeni (d' 1800, certain villaj*es 
heloii^in^- to ili(‘ (^hief of Bhavna^ar and situate in the Dhandhiika, 
Banpur and (lO^lm subdivisions of ihe Ahnu'dabad district, were declar- 
ed to be r(*nioved, fi-om ihe Isi Pehruaiy I8ii0, from ihe juiisdictioii oi 
ih(‘ !'(‘venue, civil and criminal courts of the* Bombay Presidency, and 
well* i ransf(‘rr(‘d to tin* superxision of the I’olitii'al Agency in Kathiawar 
on ihe same conditions in regard to jurisdiii ion as had applied to the 
Hhavna^ar Aulla^ies whii'h had previously been included in that province. 
Doubts havino* be(*n rais(*d as io ihe le<;al effect of thi‘se proceeding's, the 
(iovernoi-( r(*nt‘ral in (V)uncil issued a notification, dated the 5ihl Decem- 
ber 1870, ceding- these villao-es, that they should be h(‘ld !>y the Tdiakor 
on the sjnm* conditions as ihosi* on which he held his oih(‘r villages in 
Kathiawar. 

In 18ill? the lluler of Bhavnat*'ar received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
No. XL): and in 1807 w as j»-ranted a permanent salute of 11 ^uns. 

.raswanlsinh died in 1870 and was succeeded by his son 'rakliatsinh. 

In 187 1 the Bhavnaj^ar State entered into an Agreement (No. LV) for 
the const ruid ion of a line of telegraph. 

'la khatsin fi died in 1800 and xnus succeeded by his eldest son Bhav- 
sinhji. , 

In 1899 the Thakoi- entered into an .\greenient (No. liVI) regarding 
the discijdiiK* of his Imperial Service Tioop^ when seiving- beyond thi* 
frontiers of his State. 

The cessions of jurisdiction over railway lands, made by Bhavnagar 
in 1879 and 1881, have been mentioned in the general narrative. The 
Darbar c(*ded full criminal and ])artial <*ivil jurisdiition ovi'r the lands 
occu[)ied by the vSihoi-Palitana branch line in Ifllt) (Nos. LVl I and 
LVIIT): by the branch line from Dhasa to Lilia Mota in 1911 (Nos. LIX 
and LX): atid by the extension of the latter to Savar Kundla in 19l!2 
(Nos. TjXI and LXTl). In 1918 full criminal and partial civil jurisdic- 
tion was ceded (Nos. LXIIl and LX IV) over the lands occupied by the 
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Botafl-Vincliliia branch : and partial civil jiinsdiction (Nn. LXV) over 
the lands ncciipicd hy tlie Vinchliia-Jasdan extension. 

In 1917 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. TjXYT) 
on the Ruler of Bhavna^ar : and in 1918 liis permanent salute was in- 
creased to 1»S p^inis. 

Maharaja Bhavsinliji died on the 17th July 1919 and was succeeded 
hy his son the present Mahara ja Krishna Knmarsinh ji, horn on the 19th 
May 1912. Diiriiiff his minoiity the Stale has ht‘en placed under a 
CouiKu'l of Administration. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Bhavnapn* was j^ranted a permanent hu al salute 
of Ih n-iiiis within his f)wn territories.

In ISSti he, having disreo-arded all re- 
monsti-aiices addressed to him re<rardinu: his ])eisistent maladministra- 
tion, nas finally dejiriveil of all power, and a British ofbeer was ap])oiiLted 
to administer the Stat(*.

Rana Bhavsinh ji died on the 10th December 190S and w'as su<*ceede<l 
bv his son the present Mahara ja Shri Natw a rsi iih j i , born on the 30th 
June 1901. Duriufif bis minority tin* State was jdaced undei- (lovein- 
ment, administration. 

In 1.918 the hereditiiry title <d* Mahanija was ('onferred (No. 
LXXXIl) on the Ruler of Rorbandar, and his permanent salute w'as 
increased to 13 ^uns. 

Maharaja Shri Natwarsinhji received full junvei's on the i?(itli Janu- 
ary 1920.

The Chief of Dhi'aiioadhia belonj»s to the dhala Rajputs and is con- 
sidered the li(*ad of that tribe in the districi of dhalawad, which dei ives 
its name fjoni tliem. The Raj Sahib ot W'ankamo’ and tin* (Oiiefs of 
Wadhwan, Jiindidi, Chnda, LaKhtar and Sayla belong- to tin* same* trilie 
or family. The anc.(‘stor of the family, llarpal, is said to have b(‘lonj»*ed 
to a Makwanu family of Ciiich, who in the thirteenth century moved to 
(lujarat and took service with Kaian (iheh*, the last Waohnlu piinct* of 
Anhilwara Patan. llarpal semns to have ohtaiiUMl teriitory on the east 
of the llann of (hitch, ami to have established his lesidcnce at Patri. 
Thence the family nioNod to Kuva ; and, nhen driven out in NSiS, made 
theii' caf)ital at Jlalwad, a ]»lac(‘ some 20 miles north cd' Dli ran^ad In a . In 
tile be»innin.«»- of the nineteenth century the capital was moved to Dhran- 
^adhra. At tlie time of Colonel Wolkei's settlement Raj Sahib Amor 
Sinj^h was the (hiief of ])hranj»adhra. Ife died in ISth and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Ranmalsinh, who <lied in ISOO ami was smceeded by 
his son Afansinh. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Dhran^adhra was p: ran ted a permanent salute of 
11 jjuns. 

In 1880 the Raj Sahib of Dhran^adhra ])referr(‘d a claim to preced- 
ence over the Rana of Porbandar; but it was rejeided. 

In 1800 the Ruler of DliTanjiadhia received a Sanad of Adojiiion (.sne 
No. LXXNl). 

In 1808 the Raj Sahib constructed the Dhian^adhra RaiRvay, from 
Wadhwan to l)hran«»adhra ; and in 1800 an ajrreement was made for the 
maintenance and w orking of the railway by the Board of Oontrol of the 
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Rliavnjif>faT*-(loii(lal-Juna,j]f(lh-V()rl>an(lar B-ailway. In the Haine year the 
Raj Saliih reded (No. RXXXIIT) full and exclusive power and jiirisdic- 
tioii of every kind over the lands in his State which were, or might there- 
after he, occupied hy this railway. After the dis<^olution of the Roaid of 
Control in 1911, the line was managed by the Bhavnagar State Railway 
until 1919. 

Mention has l)een made in the general narrjitive (q.v. No. XXXI 11) 
of the Salt Agreement concluded by llhrangadhra in i8(S8. In 1900 the 
Raj Sahib agreed (No. liXXXIV^) to give up the manufactuie of Vada- 
gra salt at the Kuda salt works, whicJi had been permitted by the Agree- 
ment of 188»‘l; and was given, in return, an annual compensatioji of 
Rs. 7,000. In 192ii-28 the manufacture of Vadagra salt was again allow- 
ed to the State, and the payment of the com])ensation ceased in 1923-24. 
The conclusion of a revised agreement is still (1929) under consideration. 

Mansinh died in 1900 and was succeeded by his grandson Ajitsinhji. 
wh<j <lied on the (Sth February 1911 and was smc.eeded by his son the 
present Maharaja (Ihansliyanisinhji, born on the 31st May 1889. 

Mention has Immui made in the geiM'ral narrative of the cession of 
jm iMliction over the IVadh wan-Rajkot metre gauge lailway in 190r». Jn 
IJUl tin* Darbar ceded (N<». l.XXXV) full criminal and civil jurisdic- 
tion over the lands occupied by the line from Dhrangadhra to Ha I wad. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. 
liXXWn) (»n the Ruler of Dhrangadhra: and bis permanent salute was 
iucreas<ed to 13 gains. 

In 1920 the State entered into an Agreement (No. LXXXVII) with 
the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, by which the working 
(»f the Dhrangadhra Railway was entrusted to the Coni])auy. 

A Railway extension to Kuda was opened in 1923. As this line is t<> 
be used for goods traffic only, the jurisdiction over it has been allowed to 
remain witli the Darbar subject to (Tovernineiit’s re.servation of the right 
to a.ssunie it if the line is eventually opened for passenger trallic, or in 
case of necessity otherwise arising.

7. Palanpuk. 

Th(‘ Pnlanpuj* faiuily is Afghan, of the Lohani tribe. The head of 
the family obtained the title of Diwan from the Emperor Akbar in 1597, 
and the provinces of Jalor, Sachor, Palanpnr and Disa in ir>(S2 from 
Aurangzeb. Tbit in 1598 the Maharaja of Jodhpur deprived the ruling 
Diwan of all his teiritoiies except Palaiipur and Disa. 

The connection of the British (Tovernment with this State began in 
1809, when an Fingagement (No. liXXXVTTI) was mediated, similar to 
those concluded with the Chiefs of Kathiawar, for the payment of tribute 
to the (xaekwar. 

In 1812 Diwan Firoz Khan was murdered by a faction ol Sindi 
Jamadais. They seized liis son Fateh Khan, and placed in ])()wer his 
uncle Shamsher Khan, (Oiief of Disa, who had been supeuseded in tlie 
Kuccession by Firoz Khan in 1794. By the aid of the British (Tovern- 
ment and the (laekwai-, however, Fateli Khan, tin* rightful h(*ir, was 
established as Diwan under the guardianship and management id Sham- 
sher Tvhan during hi*' minority. To ])revent the disti action^ which foi 
some y(‘ars had rent the State, it was determined to unite tin* interests oi 
the uncle and nejihew. Through the mediation of the Hrifish (rovern- 
ment (No. TiX.XXIX) in 1818, Shamsher Khan, who had no sons, recog- 
nised Fat.eli Khan as heir to all his property, and both parti(*s agreed 
that the administration should be carried on by the uncle m his n(*jdi«‘w’s 
name, and that no foreign mercenaries should be (*n(ertained. 

From the first the administration of Shamsher Khan was bail, lie 
alienated the State revenues, fell into arrear** in the payment of his tri- 
bute to the (laekwar, and incurred heavy debts; and in 181(» Fateh Khan 
claimed the interference of the British (xoveiJiment. Shamsher Khan 
resisted the attem])t made to deprive him of authority in the admiiiis- 
tralion ; but, after a feeble defence, Palanpur was taken and Shamsher 
Khan lied. A new Agreement (No. XC) was then concluded witli 
Fateli Khan in 1817. By this Agreement the Diwan engaged to 
receive an Agent from the (taekwar in the confidence of the British 
(.joverninent, whose suggestions he was to follow in all matters relating 
to the government; to subsidise 250 horse (eventually reduced to 150) and 
100 infantry, known as the Palanpur T.ievy ; to pay punctually his tribute 
to the Gaekwar ; and to give no ]»roteetioii to otfenders against the British 
Government or the Gaekwar. The appointment of Agent from the Gaek- 
war was abolished in 1848. 
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In 1819 the Diwan of Palanpur entered into an Engagement (No. 
XCI) with the Chief of Danta, by which he agreed to assist the Chief 
in suppressing the Eolis and Bhils, on consideration of receiving seven 
annas out of every rupee of the Banta revenue. Tiiis Engagement 
was can(;elled by the British Government in 1848, and a yearly payment 
of Rh. bOO by the Chief of Danta was granted in lieu. This payment 
still continues. 

Fateh Khan died in 1854, and was succeeded by his son Zorawar Khan, 
who jendered good servi(;e to ttie British Government during the mutiny 
of 1857. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Jhilanpur received an Adoption Saiiad (No. 
X(R1) : and in 18(17 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

In 1874 the control of the Briti.sh Government ovei- the finances of 
the Stale, which had continued since the comdusion of the Agreement 
of 1817, was withdrawn, aiid the Diwan was entrusted with the manage- 
ment of the revenue. 

Zorawar Khan died in 1877 and was succeeded by his son Slier Maho- 
med Khan. 

Jn 1879, on the coiiipletion of the Western Rajputuna State Railway 
running through a portion of Palanpur territory, the Diwan formally 
ceded (No. X(RII) civil and (‘riminal jurisdiction on the line. 

In 1890 Diwan Sher Mahomed Khan exeeuted an Agreement (No. 
X(d V) which released him from the (d)ligation of beeping uj) tln‘ Jhilan- 
pur Levy, upon his u]id(‘rtaking to maintain an etticienf ])(4ice force and 
an estahl ishment of magi.stjates, and to reform the system ot import and 
export duties in his Stat(‘. The Diwan at the same time engaged to pay 
the sum of Us. 9,000 towards the cost of the Political Agency, in lien ot 
sums aggregating Rs. 7,004 Intherto paid by him on this account. 

The* Ualan])ur ()})ium Agreement ot 1879 has been inentioiu'd in tlic 
general narrative. Jn 1892 it was modified by an Agreement (Nev 
XCV) under which the Diwan 7-eceived an annual co]M])ejisatic)n of 
Rs. 01,500, but was under the obligation to maintain an eflicieiit preven- 
tive establisliment at a cost of not less than Rs. 12,500 a year. 

In the same year an Arrangement (Nu. XCVl) was made b\ the Bri- 
tish Government for the commulation of the Palanp\ir Daibar’s rights 
in the Wantas of Chansole and Nagwasan, in Baroda territory, into an 
annual guaranteed payment by the Gaekwar ot Sicc*a Us. 900, subse- 
quently converted into British Rs. 857-2-3. Tlie Baroda Darbar also 
paid a sum of Rs. 800 to the Palanpur Darbar in commutation of all 
outstandings then due to them. 

In 1890 the old Sicca currency was abolished and British Indian 
coinage introduced in its place.

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In 1901 the Diwaii ceded (No. XCVII) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction over the lands in his State wliich were, or might thereafter 
be, orcii[)ied by the Palanpiir-Disa Railway. This cession had oiigin- 
ally been made in 1891, the deed of 1901 being in a revised form. 

In 1904 an Agreement (No. XCVlll) was entered into proliihit iiig 
the cultivation of hemp in the State. 

In 19U) the hereditary title of Nuwab was (‘onferred (No. XCIX) on 
the Ruler of Ralanpur. 

Nawal) Slier Mahomed Khan died on the ‘JSth September 1918, and 
was succeeded by his elder son the jnesent Nawah Taley Maliomedkhan. 
l)o?n on tile Till July 1888. 

In 19til the permanent salute of the Ruler of Palunjnir was increased 
to 18 guns. 

In 19L^8 the (Toveinment of India sanctioned, with effect from the 
lOtli October U)'J4, the remission of the <*ontribution of Its. 9,0()t) ])nyal)le 
by the State under Article 4 of the Agreement of 1890. 

Inter-jurisdictional cases between Ralanpur and the States of Rajpu- 
tana weie formeily decided by the Marwai* (’ourt oi Vakils, to which a 
delegate u^as sent by J*alanpur. This (kmrt along with similai' ('ourts 
at Jaipur and ITdaipur was alxdished in 1927.

Bahadur Khan, the founder of the ruling family in Radhanpur, came 
from Ispahan about the middle of the seventeenth century. His descend- 
ants became Faujdars and farmers of revenue under the Moghul Suba- 
dars of Gujarat, and in 1723 Jawan Hard Khan Babi, the head of the 
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family at that time, received a grant of Radhanpur and other districta. 
In 173D the ruling Chief received the title of Nawah and the Sn<l>adari 
of (lujarat fiom the lOmperor Muhammad Shah, lie was besieged in 
Ahniedn])ad l)y Rnghiinath R.ao, and wirrendered in 1750 undei’ an 
agreement by which he was to hold his districts as a jagir from the 
Peshwa, and to furnish dOO horse and 500 foot when required. A great 
portion of tin' laniily possessions was wrested from his sons Ghazi-ud-din 
Khan and Nizani-ud-din Khan, by Damaji Rao Gaekwar; but a sanad 
was granled to tlnun for Uadhan])ur and the other disiricts left in their 
])ossession. 

On the death of Nizain-ud-din, the elder brothei* Ghazi-ud-din retain- 
ed undivided autliority in the State. On his death in 1815 the State w’as 
dividi'd between his sons, Sher Khan ami Kanial-ud-din Khan, the 
former retaining Radhanpur, and the latter the districts of Sami and 
Mun j|)ur, Kamal-iid-din died in 1824, and his ]>ossessions were reunited 
with tlu>se of his brother. With Sher Khati the first connection of the 
Rritish Government was formed in 1818. In that year an Engagement 
(N(». (^) was concluded through the mediation of the Resident at 
Raroda, by which the Gaekwar was empowered to control tlu' relations 
of Radhanpur with other States, but was prohibited from interiering in 
its internal affairs. Till then Radhanpur had been virtually independent 
of the Gai'kwar, and the object of reducing the Statt* to a position of 
de])endence was to prevent the Nawab from making alliances with other 
States which might endanger the peace of Gujarat. 

During the five succeeding years plumh'ring tribes from Sind com- 
mitted serious dejiredat ions in Radhanjiur, which induced the Nawab 
to apply to the Rritish Government for ai<l in expelling them. In con- 
sid(*ration of the assistance rendered him, the Nawfib engaged in 1820 
(No. (^J) to e.sert himself tt» the utmost of his ability to suppress 
marauders, and to pay in proportion to his means such an amount yearly 
as the Rritish Government niig’ht direct. Tn 1822 the amount (»t trilmte 
was fixed at Rs. 17, ()()() for five years, after which it was to be left to Gov- 
ernmenl to increase the amount or not. After three years, however, the 
tribute was remitted in lull, as the State was believed to be unable to 
liear I he e.xperise. 

Sher Khan died in 1825, and was succeeded by his son Zoiawar Khan 

in 1840 the Nawab entered into an Engagement (No. CIT) transfer- 
ring his share in the Anwarpur salt pans R) the East India (kimpany, in 
consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 11,048 as compensation. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Radhanpur received an Ado])tinn Sanad (sec No 
X(Rl) : and in 18(»7 was gninted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Zorawar Khan died in 1874 and was succeeded by his son Rismilla 
Khan, who died in 1895 and was succetuled by his son Muhammad Sher

A dispute between (hitch and Morvi regarding th(‘ rights and interests 
of ihe two States in the Cutch peninsula and in Kathiawar, and as to the 
creek and lamls intervening between either shore, was decided by the 
(rovein m(*nt of India in 1900: and in 1904 a Sanad (see No. XXII) was 
issued detailing the arrangements for giving elTec-t to the decision.

Ilmisra j Sa, Dewan, engages, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydhun, that piracy 
shall b(5 eradicated throughout the territories subject to Mandavee ; should any 
act of piracy oc-tmr, the pirates shall be punished and oxj)eJled the country. 

Artkjle 3. 

llunsraj 8a, Dewan, also engages, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydhun, not 
to permit any European or American ])Ower to form an establislnmnit at Man-

I, llnnsraj Samedass of Mandavee Bunder, the Dewan and servant of Maha 
Rao Mirza Roydhun, wishing to preserve and secure to my sovereign and muster 
the possession of Mandavee Bunder in peace and tran(|iiillity, do hereby require 
the jirotectiou of the Honourable Company on the following terms and condi- 
tions - - 

Artiule 1. 

The town and port of Mandavee, its villages and dcpeiulcr.c’HS, ti> be main- 
tained in my possession on behalf of the said Maha Rao Mirza Roydhun, to vliom 
his ludrs and successors, tlu^ said dependencies shall be restored under the guaran- 
tee of the Company ; whenever he or they shall be ri'stored to tin* e.xercise of tlieir 
legal and uncontrolled authority, and when my sovereign shall assume the gov- 
ernment of this country, this port of Mandavee and its dependencies shall be 
delivered up to him. 
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Article 2. 

In order to give effect to the above Article, and to ensure its execution, an 
Agent on the part of tlie Honourable Company, who shall be attended by a guard 
of 40 men, shall reside a,t Mandavee, so long as the place may remain in my pos- 
session, but to be afterwards subject to suedi arrangement in res])ect to remain- 
ing or being dismissed as the sovereign Maha Kao may agree to. 


Artkxe 3. 

For the expenses of this establishment an annual nu/.zerana of Rupees 18,000 
shall be paid to the Honourable Comi)any’s Government in four instalments, viz., 
commencing from the arrival of the Company’s Agent. 

Article 4. 

In the event of any persons attempting to gain possession of Mandavee and 
its dependencies, the Honourable (bmpany will be pleased to extend their aid 
and ]>roteotion to the extent of two battalions, with their proportion of Artillery, 
the expenses of which shall be defrayed, at the rate of Ruptuis 32,500 per month 
for each battalion, payable in monthly instalments, during the em])loynient. of 
the troops, and to be returned when I have no further occasion for them. 

Article 5. 

It is to be understood that the employment of this force is intended solely 
for the defence of Mandavee and for its jneservation under my inanagcnumt, 
and therefore should any person become the enemy of Mandavee, thci Sircar will 
arrange with them. 


Article 6. 

My sole objec.t being to secure under the protection of the Honourable (-om- 
j)any the possessions of my sovereign in peac-e and tranquillity, I engage to enter 
into any terms of accommodation with Futtch Mahomed that iriay appear advis 
able and conducive to this end, and which may receive the sanction of tJie Honour- 
able Company.

Artiole 1. 

A linn and lasting]; peace and amity shall hereafter exist between the con 
ractiiijij jjfovernjnents 

Article 2. 

The peoph; of the Kuteh District of VVaj?ur havin^j; committed unprovoked 
de])redat.ions in the inehals of their lli^^hncsses the Peishwa and (luikwar in the 
peninsula of Kattywar, the Malia Kao ciieaj^es to reimburse the losses sustained 
by their a^i;r(‘ssions, and also to defray the military ex})ons(;s incurred in coii- 
se( I lienee accordin^ij to a siijiarate deed by which the Maha Kao enj^a^es to abide. 

Article 3. 

His Hijrhness the Maha Kao eiijijaji^cs to become responsible to tlie Ihushwa’s, 
Cuikwar’s and Honouralile (kmipany’s liovernments for any loss which their 
subjt^cts may hereafter sustain by depredations from subjects of the Kutch State. 


Articlp: 4. 

'Die subjects of the Kutch State shall on no account cross the (Inlf or Knnn 
for hostile ]Mirposes, neitlier shall they cross to ai't amainst the subjects of the 
Honourable f\)mpanv or those of Sreemunt Peishwa or tlH‘ Cuikwnr. The sub- 
jcf’ts of the aforesaid three j^overnments shall (in like manner) not cross the (Inlf 
or Knnn for hostile purposes ajjiainst the Kao’s subjects. The fort of Anjar, etc., 
having been ceded to the Honourable Company, no objections exist to troops and 
stores crossing the Gulf or Kunu for that place. 

Article 5. 

His Highness the Kao binds himself to suppress in the most effectual manner 
the practi(‘e of piracy tliroughout his dominions and coasts, ami engages to make 
good any losses sustained by vessels sailing under the j>ass of tlie Honourable 
(k)mpany by piracies committed from the ports in Kuteli. The practice of con- 
fiscating property wrecked on tlie coast sliall from this date be suppressed, and 
His Highness engages to cause all property thus sequestrated to be returned to 
the legal owner. 

Article 6. 

His Highness the Kao engages that no foreign, Europi'an, or American force 
of any description, or agent of any of tho^e powers, shall be permitted to pass 
through or reside in the State of Kutch.

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Article 7. 

Tho Rao binds himself to prohibit the admission of Arab mercenaries into 
fCutch. Arabs resortin^j^ for mercantile purposes shall not bo permitted to leave 
any of their followers. They shall return with the merchants. This shall be 
particularly attended to. In consideration, however, of the situation of Luckput 
on the bord(*rs of Sindh, and for the object of keeping the district of Wagur in 
subjection, the Kao shall retain in his service Arab St‘bundy not exceeding in 
number four hundred men. 


Article 8. 

The Honourable* (.'ompany, in consideration of the distracted state of the 
govornnicut of Rao Hharinuljee, and its inability to fulfil the above obligations 
without aid, engage to cause sindi possessions as have, been alienated by the trea- 
chery of his servants to be. restored tt) His Highness’s authoritv ; any of the ser- 
vants above alluded to returning to their allegianet* through the mediation f)f tin* 
Honourable Comjiany shall have their affairs arranged in a manner meeting the 
wishes of both governments. 


Article 9. 

The district of Wagur, a dependency of the Kutch State, will recjuire to un 
dergo a thorough reform. The prohibition which exists to the Hao eutertainiii<> 
Arab Sebundy beyond a limited nund)er disables him from effecting a settlement 
of that district satisfactorily to the Honourable Company. The latter, then*- 
forc, agree to aid Ilis Highness with a force to arrange this talooka in u manner 
suitable to the objects of both governments, so that it remain obedient to the 
Kao’s authority, who binds himself, as in Artick 3rd, to be responsible for tlie 
future acts of the people. 

Artk’le 10. 

As a friendly return for the essential services thus engaged U. be performed 
His Highness the Kao agrees to e,edc to the Honourable Company in }»(^r])etuity 
the fort of Anjar, with villages, including Toorea Hunder, and in addition engages 
to pay in perpetuity an annual sum of two lakhs of corries (Rao 8hai) in cash 
to the Honourable Comy)aiiy. The particulars of this Article arc contained in u 
separate deed. 

Article 11 

The slaughter of cows and bullocks being directly at variance with the religion 
of the Jharejas and the greater portion of the natives of Kutch, the Honourabh- 
Company engages to abstain from the slaughter of those animals within the limits 
of Kutch, and from violating the religious prejudices of the Kao’s subjects. 

Article 12. 

His Highness the Rao engages not to allow a Bharwuttca of the Shreemunt 
Peiahwa, Quikwar, or Honourable Gk)mpany*g governments to reside within his 
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territory, and (in like manner) the above three ^rovernmcnts ongajre not to per- 
mit a Bharwuttea of the Rao’s country to reside in their mehals. In the event, 
however, of a Bharwuttea residing within a foreign State and committing acts 
of depredation from thence, the power affording him an asylum shall be con- 
sidered responsible. 

Article 13. 

A representative of the Honourable Company’s government shall reside with 
the Rao in the capital, in order that all questions which may arise between the 
contracting governments be discussed in a friendly manner, and the engagements 
of both j)artie8 bo watched ov<‘r and preserved inviolate. This vakeel shall not 
listen to any com])laints (uther from the Rao’s Bhayad or his ministers ; at the 
Rao’s request, however, the Sircar will afford him its best advice. 

The above thirteen Articles of Treaty shall be adhered to by the Rao, his heirs 
ami successors, and the Honourable (company.

Grassias who have enjoyi‘d grass from ancient limes in 
the ]>ergunnah or in Anjar shall not be obatrin-ted by tlie Honourable (’ompany 
in r(M*eiving their [)rodue(‘. ])isput<‘s regarding villages, boundaries, or dis])ute8 
of any kind between the subjects of the two govt‘rnments shall be adjusted by 
two persons on the part oi the Sircars, agreeably to justit*e. One Sircar shall 
not send orders or inohsuls on the subjects of the otlier ; subjects or inhabitants 
of the above places cojuing to me to cojnplain I shall not listen t-o them.

In addition to the above deed 1 have agreed to ]>ay to the Honourable t-om- 
pany from my government, an annual sum of two lakhs of Kao Shai conies ; this

SUPPLKMKNTARY TrKATY with KttTCH ill 1810. 

The Honourable (V)inpany and the Kao’s Sircar eoueluded a Treaty of thirteen 
Articles on the 14th January 1810 ; supplementary to these, however, the follow- 
ing two arc valid : — 


Articxe 1. 

The Kiglit Honourable the GovcTiior-General in (’ouneil has ratified the thiiieen 
Articles of Treaty concludtd on the 14th January 1810 between the English Sir- 
car and that of His Highness the Kao ; but as His Highness’s government is newly 
established, and is responsible in the 2ud Article of the Treaty for a debt of twenty 
laKHs of rupees, which it would find much difliculty in diseharging, the Honour- 
able 'lloinpany, guided by fecliugs of 'friendship, relinquishes as a voluntary gift 
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the Slim of eij^ht lakhs thirteen thousand ei^»ht liundrod and seven ty-six rupees, 
beinj; the amount charged to its military expenses. 

Article 2. 

In order still further to aid the Maha Kao’s government and as a testimony 
of tlie interest wliieJi the llonoiirahle Company takes in its welfare, the latter 
does of its own free will relimiuish the annual sum of two lakhs of eorries whieh 
the Kao has a^jjreed to ])ay by tlie lOth Article of tlic aforesahl Treaty. It is 
hoped that these disinterested and friendly aids eonbuTed by the Honourable 
(k)mpany on Itis Highness the Kao will induce the latter to repose perfect con- 
fidence, to act with unanimity and to ]>reserve inviolate the stipulations contained 
in the original Treaty.

Treaty of Alliance between the IIonottkable Ea.st India Company and TIis 
lIiOHNESs Maiiara.ia Mirza Kao Shrek Dehsuljee, his lu'irs and siiecessois, 
concluded by Captain James Mac^muhdo, on the part of the Honodpahle 
Company, and by Jharejas PRiJTnERAJ.fEE, Vuerajjee, Meramon.iee, 
pRAO-iKE, 1 ’rao.iee Mokajke, Allyajee, Nonotiunjee, Kiianjee and Jky- 
MUL.TEE, by virtue of full powers from their rcsjiective Governments,- - 

Whereas a Treaty of alliance, consisting of thirteen Articles, was concluded 
on the 11th January with two supplementary Articles, under date 18th June 
1810, between the llonoiirahle East India Comps iy and the Maharaj Kao BLar-* 
muljee and his successors. In consequence, liowcver, of the hostile conduct of 
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the said Rao towards the Honourable Company, and his tyranny and oi)pre8- 
sion to his Bhayad, it has become necessary for the stability of the alliance between 
the contracting parties to make certain alterations in the above-mentioned Treaty. 


Article 1. 

It is hereby declaj»*fi that all Articles of the aforesaid Treaty which are not 
modified or superseded by any of the Articles in the present Treaty shall be con- 
sidered good and valid. 


Article 2. 

Agreeably to the desire of the Jhareja Bhayad the Honourable Company 
agrees in declaring Bharmuljce to have forfeited all claims to the guddee of Kiitcli, 
and he is accordingly solemnly deposed. The said Bharmuljt'e shall reside in 
Bhooj as a Stat(* prisoner, under a guard of British troops. subj(‘et, how(‘veT, to 
be removed to a ])lace of further security in the event of his being impliea1<‘d in 
any intrigiKi, the Kiitcli government agreeing to j»ay annually the sum of 
corrics through the Honourable Company for the subsistence of the said Bliar- 
muljee. 


Article 3. 

The infant son of the late Rao Bharniuljee having b(*en unanimously elected 
by the Jhareja Chiefs to succeed to the vacant throne, he and his legitimate off- 
spring are accordingly acknowledged by the Honourabh‘ (.\)mpany as tlie lawful 
sovereigns of Kutch under the name and title of Maharajah Mirza Rao Dessuljec. 


Article 4. 

In consequence of the minority of the present Kao Dessul, the Jhareja JBiayad, 
with the Honourable Company’s advice, determine that a r(*geney shall he formed 
with full powers to transact the affairs of the government. The followirig are 
chosen as the members : .Ihareja Vijerajjee of Somri Roha, Jhareja rrutherajjee 
of Naugercha, Rajgoor Odhowjee Hirblioy, Melitn Luckinidas Wullubjei*. Khutlri 
Ruttonsi Jettani, and the British Resident for the time ])eing. Th(‘se six ])ei- 
sons are entrusted with the executive managermmt of the government of Kuteli ; 
and in order that they may })erform the service of the State with effect, tlie Hon- 
ourable Company agree to afford the regency their guarantee, until the Rao com- 
pletes his twentietn year, when the minority ceases. 


Article 5. 

The Honourable Company engages to guarantee the power of His Highness 
the Rao Dessul, his heirs and successors, and the inlegrity of his dominions, from 
foreign or domestic enemies. 
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Article G. 

The Honourable Company, at the desire of Rao Shree Deflsul and the Jliarcja 
Bhayad, for the security of the govcnimcnt of Kutch, agrees to leave a British 
force in its service. For the payment of this force, Kao Sliree Dessuljee and tli(j 
Jlmreja Bhayad agree that funds shall be appropriated from th<‘ revenues of 
Kutedi. The Honourable Company retains to itself the o])tion of reducing or en- 
tirely withdrawing its troops (and relieving Kutcli from the expense) whenever, 
in tlie opinion of government, the efficiency and strength of the Kao’s authority 
may admit of its being done with safety. 


Article 7. 

The money stipulated for in the preceding Article is to be paid in instalments, 
each of four mouths, and it is further engaged that the regency aj>]ioin1(‘d in the 
4:th Article sliall enter into a separate responsibility for the regular payment- of 
the above kists. 


Article 8, 

The Kute-h government engages not to allow any Arabs, Beedees, or other 
foreign m<'rcenari(‘H to remain in its territories, nor generally to entertain any 
soldiers, nor natives of Kutch, without the consent of the Honourable Compnnv's 
government. 


Article 9. 

The Kutch government agrees that no foreign vesKt'ls, American, Europ(‘an, 
or Asiatic, shall bo allowed to import into the territ(»iies of Kuicli arms or mili- 
tary stores. The Honourable ('tmipany emgages to 8upj)ly the wants of the Kuteh 
government in these articles at a fair valuation. 


Article 10. 

The Honourable Company engages to exercise no authority over the domes- 
tic concerns of the Hao or of those of any of the Jhan'ja (ffiieftains of the country : 
that tlu! Kao, his heirs and successors, shall be absolute masters of tlieir t<*rrilory, 
and that the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the British Covernmeiit sliall not 
be introduced therein. 


Article 11. 

It is clearly understood that the views of the British (Government are limited 
to the reform and organization of the military establishment of tin* Kutch gov- 
ernment, to the correction of any abuses which may operate oppressively on the 
inhabitants, and to the limitation of the general expenses of the State within its 
resources* 
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Article 12. 

The Rao, liis heirs and siicccissors, engage not to enter into negotiations with 
any Chief or without the sanction of the Rritisli Government, but their 

customary amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall continue. 


Article 13. 

The Rao, liis heirs and successors, engage not to commit aggressions on any 
Chief or State, and if any (lisj)utcs witli such Chief or State accidentally arise, 
rliey are to be submitted for adjustment to the arbitration of the Honourable 
Company. 


Article H. 

The Rao, his heirs and successors, engage to afford what military fone tln’y 
may possess to the aid of the Honourable (-om])any’s government upon its re- 
quisition. This Arti(;le, however, is not to be understood ns imposing any duties 
on the Jliareja Bliayad contrary to their established customs. 


Article 15. 

The Kutch ports shall be open to all British vessels, in like manner as British 
ports shall be free to all vessels of Kutch, in order that the moat friendly inter- 
course may be carried on between the governments. 


Article 16. 

The British Government, with t.lH‘ aj)])robation of that of Kutch, engages 
to guarantee by se])arate d(*eds the Jhar<*ja Chiefs of the Bhayad, and g»Mi(‘rally 
all Ilajprwjt (Jliiefs in Kutch and Wagur, in full enjoyimuit of their possessions, 
and further to extend tlm sanu* protection to Mehta Jnickmidaa VVulliibjee, who, 
for the welfare of the Kutch Durbar, has acted in concert with the Jhanqas, and 
with great zeal and sincerity. 


Article 17. 

His Highness the Rao, his heirs and successors, at the particular instance 
of th(i lionourabhi Company, engage to abolish in their own family tin* prac^tice 
of infanticide ; they also engage to join heartily with the Honourable Com]»any 
in abolishing the custom gcmerally through the Bliaynds of Kutch. 

Article 18. 

Previously to the execution of the deed of guarantee in favour of the Jhareja 
Bhayad, ac(;ordiiig to the tenor of the 16th Article, a written engagement shall 
be eni/ered into by them to abstain froin the practice of infanticide, and specifying 
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that in case any of them do practice it, the ^<nilty person »hall submit to a punish- 
ment (»f any kind that may be determined by llie IFonourablc (>)mpany’s govern- 
ment and the Kutch Durbar 


Artkjlk 19. 

Tlie. British Resident or his Assisi ant shall reside in Bhooj, and be treated 
with appropriate respect by the Government of Kutch. 


Article 20.* 


Article 21. 

It being contrary to the religious principles of the Jharejas and people of 
Kutch, that cows, bullocks, and peacocks should be kdled, the Honourable Com- 
pany agree not to p(‘rmit Ihese animals to be killed in the territory of Kutch or 
to permit in any way the religion of the natives to be obstructed. 

These twenty-one Articles are binding to tln‘ R«o, his heirs and successors 
for ever, and to the Honourable (yoiripany.

We engage to countenance or protect in no way any Bharwuttea or criminal 
of cither of the two Sircars of the Honourable Company and the Kao, or 
encourage any person to disturb the peace. 

Article 2. 

We shall permit no j>ersoii who thieves or steals to live in our lands, nor shall 
we listen to any such peo])Ie. Should any person living in our lands eommit 
any act of plunder, and the fact be ascertained to be positive, we engage to be- 
come responsible individually for the act to both Sircars, and to surrender the 
criminals to the Durbar. 

Article 3. 

Should travellers be. plundered in our lands, or should any pro})erty be lost, 
we engage to become responsible, agreeably to the ord<‘r of the Durbar, to 
remove the crime from ourselves by establishing it satisfactorily elsewhere. 

Article 4. 

Should wc have any dispute with our neighbouring Bhoniias and (Irassias 
relative to boundaries, etc., we engage to refer the dispute to the arbitration of 
both Sircars. VV<*. <mgjige to have “ Ver ” (feuds) with none. 


Article 5. 

Should a Grassia or otln'r person attempt to Jeavp our lands with the intent 
of having a hmd, or disturbing the jioace, wc will prevent him ; if he goes by force, 
we will instantly inform the Durbar. 

Article G. 

Should DJiara or j)lunderers attempt to pass through our lands with the in- 
tention of depredating, we will not i#crmit tlicm to pass. If they ])ro(*eed by 
fc>rce, we will giv(‘ instant information of it to the Sircars. 

Article 7. 

We will perform the Kao’s service with fidelity. We will accompany the 
Durbar troops when they are acting, and act in concert. 

Article 8. 

On an alarm of plunderers paasing with plunder, we will instantly proceed 
and intercept them. 
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Article 9. 

We have given a distinct deed to the Durbar, under the guarantee of the Sir- 
car, for the payment for ever of an annual jummabundee. The specific jumma- 
bundee mentioned in it we shall yearly pay. Should any heavenly or earthly 
misfortune happen, in such year the Durbar is to look to our articles. 


Artk^le 10. 

Should we have a necessity for money, and wish to sell our villages, we engage 
to acquaint the Sircars beforehand. 

Article 11. 

Any old fort or (castle on our lands we engage to permit to b(‘ destroyed, ami 
Inuicefortli to build no new work of the kind. 

In the above manner we engage to behave justly, peaceably, and honestly, 
and not to act improperly or infringe on our engagements.

Om* 
sf)ot only has been found suitable for a cantonment ; it is situated to the north 
of the town and belongs to Rajgoor Brahmins, and the government of Kutch 
being unable ro imluee the owners voluntarily to surremh^r this ground, has ex- 
j)ress(ul a w'ish that tlx* cantonment may remain wIxtc it is at })r(*Hent, and the 
f(»rt continue in the oeeufiation of the British. To this proposal the Kritish (Gov-

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and Shree Maharaj 
Mirza Rao Dessuljee, his heirs and successors, concluded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry Pottinger, Resident in Kutuh, on the part of the Honour- 
able Company, and Jharejas Cuandabhoy of Naugercha, Dosajee of 
Kotoree, Pragjke of Motara, Nauron.jee of Miiow, Deeda Hhojrajjee, 
and the Minister Dewan Lu(!Kmidas Wullubjee, on the part of His High- 
ness the Rao, — 1832. 

Whereas the Right Honourable John, Earl of Clare, Covernor in (Vjuncil of 
lionibay, is of opinion tliat by the Treaties now in foree a greater sum is reijuired 
froniKiitch than the resources of that Principality can afford, as a proof of which 
there are now due to the Hritish Govornm(*nt liy the Kutcli Durbar arrears am- 
ounting to 9,75,000 corries, and which the Kutcli governmeni is unahle not oidy 
to liipiidate, but even to discharge the annual amount stipulated by {ormvr Trea- 
ties for the pay of the troops and on account of Anjar. The two governments 
have tlierefore agreed to modify existing Treaties in the manner written in this 
engagement, which is dated at Hhooj on this 20th day of September 1832, being 
the 11th day of Bhalurwa Vud, 1889 Sumwut. 

Article 1. 

The Ist and 2nd Articles of the Treaty of the 2l8t May 1822 are maintained 
in force only as described in the succeeding Articles of the jiresent Treaty, and 
the contracting parties do now engage as follows : 

Artkjle 2. 

The Honourable East India Company’s government hereby remits (subjcjct 
to the condition specified in the 4tb Article) the equivalent for Anjar, viz., 88,000 
Ahmcdabad Sicca Rupees per annum, fixed by the 1st and 2nd Articles of the 
Treaty of the 21st May 1822, together with all arrears now due on that as well 
as on any other account by the Kutch Durbar to the British Government, or 
which shall be found due on the settlement of the accounts for the past year, that 
is, the Sumwut 1888, which terminated on the 1st day of July last. 

Article 3, 

His Highness the Rao Shree Dessuljee, his heirs and successors, solemnly 
agree that the funds stipulated by the 6th Article of the Treaty of October 1819 
to be appropriated for the pay of the Kutch subsidiary force, but which it is liere- 
by declared are never to exceed the amount of two lakhs of Ahmedabad Sicca 
Rupees per annum, shall be hereafter regularly, without fail, and under any cir- 
cumstances whatever, discharged by four (4) quarterly equal instalments, vtz., 
on the 15th days of January, April, July, and October of each year. 
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Article 4. 

The Kutch government further engages that in the event of tJie British trooy>8 
in that Principality being greatly diminished, and the necessary payment on ac- 
count of them being similarly lessened, so as to reduce it b(^low the amount of the 
above remitted Anjar e(iui valent, that is 88,000 Ahmedabad Sicca Rupees per 
annum, or in the event of the entire removal of the troops from Kutcli, His High- 
ness tin; Kao, his heirs and sucejessors, shall still b('. res])onsibl(*, in either case, 
for making to the British (Jovernment an annual ]>ayment amounting on the 
whole to not less than the above recited Anjar eijuivalent, or Ahmedabad Sicca 
Rupees 88,000. 

Article 5. 

All existing stipulations and engagements wliich have bec'n entered into by 
former Treaticis between the Honourable Kartl India (V>m])anv's government 
and the gove.rnment of Kutch, ami which shall not have ])een altered or modified 
by the ])reseut Treaty, arc to remain in full force.

Treaty between the Honocrable East India Company and the Government 

of Kutch, — 1834. 

Whereas by the 4th Article of the Treaty concluded at Bhooj on the 13th 
day of G(!tober 1819, it was stipulated that a regency should be formed with full 
powers to transact the affairs of the Kutch government until His Highness Mirza 
Rao Shree Dcssuljeo should have completed his twentieth year, and whereas 
His Highness will not attain the above described ag«‘. until on or about tlie 3rd 
day of August 1835, nevertheless the British Government, desirous of allording 
to His Highness a strong proof of its consideration and friendship, has consented 
to a modification of the above stipulation, and this Treaty has been this day en- 
tered into by Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, Resident in Kutch, etc., on be- 
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half of the llouo'irablc hhist Tiulia C^)Tnpany, and by the imdersignod Jharojas, 
etc., on behalf of tl)(> U.-n* of Iviiteli, iu virtue of full powers entrusted to them by 
I heir respective j^oviTninents. 

Ahtiole 1. 

The period fur the niinority “f His Hitjhricss the Rao ceasing shall be altered 
from the completion of his twenih'th year to Assar Soodh Ilooj, Sumwut 1891, 
corresponding witli tin* •'^th day of July. a.d. 1834, on which day the functions 
of the regency shall terminate and His Highness shall be })laced in cliarge of the. 
government of his country under tlie constitutional and established advice of his 
ministers and the membiirs of the Jhaivja Bhayad. 

AimcLE 2. 

With a view to the welfare and ])rosperity of the State of Kutch, and also to 
relieve His Highness Mir/.a Kao Shree Hessuljoe from all vexation and annoyance 
on tin* subject, tlie British Government reserves to itself, agreeable to the 2nd 
Article of the Tr<’aty of October 1819, the entire management and control, through 
the Resident in Kutch, of the ex- Rao Bharniuljce, and will permit no interference 
on his jiart in any act of the Kutch government. 

Akticlk 3. 

All existing engagements between the two States, not modified or altered by 
this 3Veaty, arc to be considered in full force and cliicacy.

PiiocLAMAi iON issued by the Rao of Kitt(‘h abolishing the importation of slaves 
into KrTCH, — 1836. 

Be it known to the principal merchants of Mandvee, and every other mcircliant 
as well as trader in Kiitch, whether belonging to it or only trading thereto, to 
all navigators of vessels, to the inhabitants of Kntch generally, that if any slaves, 
Negroes or Abyssinians, shall be brought for sale to any seaport in Kutch after 
the middle of July next, the vessel conveying them shall be confiscated, and its 
cargo shall become the propi‘rty of this (Tovernment (Darbar). No petition for 
its restoration shall be listened to ; and further, the offenders shall be brought 
to condign punishment, whether th<*y belong to Kutch or another country. There 
will be no departure from the resolution. A vessel which brings slaves shall be 
seized, and summary punishment inflicted on those who navigate her. 

The British GovernnKuit liavc made arrangements to suppress the trade in 
slaves throughout the adjacent countries, and it has instruc-ted the oflicers com- 
manding its ships to seize and retain all vessels bringing slaves. I therefore 
strictly prohibit, after the <late before mentioned, any more slaves being brought 
to this country ; let ail my subjects discontinue this custom, and take heed of 
this Proclaruation, and look to their interests and welfare by attending to it. 


No. X. 

Adoption Hiinndd granted to the Rao of Kim n, — 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the represmitation and dignitv of their houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desiri*, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor ac- 
cording to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognized and 
confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus inade to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the (Vown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements, which record its obligation to the British Government.

Proclamation by His Highness the Rao of Kutoh to his Subjects, — 1869, 

lVIaharaja Dhtraj Mirza Maha Rao Shree Pragmttljee Bahadoor, to the 
population of Kutch gonerally. 

To wit- -That for the security of those among you who, for the purposes of 
trade, etc., permanently reside in, or come and go to and from, the country of 
Zanzibar, I have, at the suggestion of Govermuent, given notice in a yad under 
date the Kartuk Sood 1st, Sumvut 1922, through the Political Agent, to the exal<-ed 
Government, that the claims and disputes with any other persons of those of you 
who permanently reside in, or frequent for the purj^oses of trade, the ports of Muscat 
and other })la{‘.es in Africa and Arabia and the Persian Gulf, and in other countries 
where my subje(jts may reside, should be settled by the British Government in the 
same way as if you were its own subjects, consecjuent on the Treaties concluded 
with Government. 

You formerly carried on trade in slaves. But this traflic having been forbidden 
by the will of Government a Proclamation to the eHect that if any slaves, Negroes 
or Abyasinians, shall be broughi- (to Kutch) by any one for sale, the vessel con- 
veying them with its cargo will b(i confiscated, was issued by my late father, under 
date the Maha, vide •'ith Sumvat. 1S92. Notwithstanding this I am now informed 
through Major Shortt, the Political Agent at this place, by the Political Agent 
at Zanzibar, at the direction of Government, that the subjects of Kutch residing 
at Zanzibar are now engaged in the slave trade. From this it a])pears that you 
have not yet Jibaridotied this trade. It is therefore hc'reby ordered that if you 
persist in the traffic in slaves the Government will, by virtue of my aforesaid permis- 
sion treating you (who reside at Zanzibar) as its own subjects, liberate all slaves 
from your possession, and wdll not, however large the number of slaves so liberated, 
award any conq^ensation whatever, nor entertain any claim in regard thereto ; 
and besides, the perpetrators will be punished there according to the law there 
prevailing, and you will also be considered as criminals, liable to punishment here 
( in ray domain). Note this well, and take warning- 

Given in His Highness's fresence this 13lh day of the 1st VaisaJc Sood Sumvut 1925 
of the Vikram era, corre^^ponding with 24th April 1869. 


No. XII. 

Translation of a Pro(!Lamatjon, issued by His Highness the Rao of Kimra 
to his subjects in Zanzibar, dated 16th December 1872. 

Maharajah Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Shree Pragmuljee Bahadur, to all the Kutch 
subjects residing at Zanzibar. To wit, that it has come to our knowledge that 
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you carry on at Zanzibar the trade of buying and selling in slaves. This is a most 
horrible thing, and by the desire of the Honourable Government to put a stop to 
the practice, we as well as our revered father have before this time issued Pro- 
clamations. Notwithstanding these you have not abandoned this horrible trade, 
which is very bad on your part. You are therefore, hereby commanded not to 
persist in this trade at all (‘vents, and if you are j)ra(*tiMing it to abandon it at once 
on receipt of this command. He who in spite of this shall follow this trade, or in 
any way abet or assist in the same, shall be punished severely by the Honourable 
British Government, considering him to be their own subject, by virtue of the 
power given them for the purpose, and this Durbar will confiscate all his property 
situated in Kutch. Therefore take strict warning. Given in His Highness’s 
presence this Monday, the 1st Magsur Viid, 8unibut 1029 of the Vikrani era, corres- 
ponding with 16th December 1872. 

Notr.— A similar Proclatnation was issued to his subjects at Muscat. 


No. XIIL 

The Chtch Bjiayau Settlement op 1875. 

1. His Highn(‘ss the fiao shall keep a list of the persons entitled to the guarantee. 
The list will be subject to the approval of Government, and may from time to time 
b(* amended by the Rao with the sanction of Government. The guarantee-holders 
will be divided into live classes, 

2. The members of tlie Jareja Court, who shall be four in number, will be 
appointed by the Ilao ; they will be selected from among tlie members of the 
Bhayad. Jlis Highness’ Divan or Deputy Divan will also be appointed member 
and will bo ex-nffino Prcsidf.nt of the Court. Three, including the President, shall 
f orm a quorum. 

3. Cases of every kind, in which a guarantee- holder is con»'erued, or to whicVi 
a Khalsa subject is a party against a resident on a guarantee-holder’s estate, or 
which arise between residents on dillerent estates, shall be decided by the Court. 
The Court shall also have jurisdiction in other cases arising on the estates of 
guarantee-holders, subject to the following limitations 

(1) In criminal raatte.rs the original jurisdiction of the Court, in cases arising 
in 1st class estates, shall be limited to sucli as involve a sentence of 
more than seven years’ imprisonment, or Koris 6,000* fine. 

In cases arising in 2nd, 3rd and 4th class estates, to such as involve a sentence 
of more than two years or Koris 2,000 fine, three months O’ Koris 300 line, and

fifteen days* impriaonnient, or Korin 50 fine, respectively. The Court shall have 
Jurisdiction in all cases arisinj? in 5th class estates. 

(2) In civil iiiatt(‘rs the Court shall have no original jurisdiction in Ist class 

estates, and in cases arising in 2nd, 3rd and 4th class estates its 
original jurisdiction is limited to cases wliere the value of the 
disputed ]»ropertv exceeds Koris 10,000, Koris 2,000 and Koris 200, 
rcspcctivelv. 

(3) The penal and civil Jaws for the guidance of the Court and of the four 

classes in the exercise of the above powers shall be the same as those 
for the time being in force for the Khalsa })ortion of the Rao’s territory. 

(4) Sentences of dcatli, trans])ortation for life and fourteen years’ imprison- 

ment to be confirmed })y His Highness the Rao. 

4. The ])roceedings of the Court shall be conducted in accordance with the 
rules to be framed by His Highness the Rao, subject to the approval of Govern- 
ment ; these rules shall also contain ])roviHions for the right of the Rao and for 
the power of the (V)urt to impose mohasals and also for fe(‘s. 

6. An appeal, subject to the exception hereinafter mentioned, from all decisions 
of guaranteed zamindars shall lie to the Court, and from all d(*ci8ion8 of the Court 
to His Highness the Kao, with a further appeal to Government, when the party 
dissatisfied is a guarante, e-holder, with respect to cases involving the 2 ) 08 seBsion 
of land and his old right of dues. No appeal, however, shall lie from the decisions 
of holdcrvS of 1st class estates in cases involving a maximum sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment or Koris 2(1(1 fim% or of 2nd class (‘states when the maximum 
sentence shall be, one month’s im]>risonment or Koris 10(1 fine. In civil cases no

pnndded that it shall be within the discretion of His Highness the Rao, with the 
concurrern^e of the Political Agent, to call for and, if necessary, quash the pro- 
ceedings in any ease in which it may be shown that injustice has been committed. 

fi. Houndary disjiutes wheri'in a guarantee-holder is a party shall be decided 
by the Clourt- witli appeal to the Darbar, and a further appeal to Government, 
i f the }>arty dissatisfii'd is a guarantee-holder ; but lioundaiy cases in wdiich the 
Darbar is a jiartv shall b(‘ decided by (he Court, with an a})peal to Government, 

Rules fob Pkockdube. 

The following Rules for the conduct of business in the .lareja Court of Kutch 
have been franuHl by His Highness the Rao and approvesd by Government, in 
ac(;ordanco with Article 4 of the new settlement : — 

1. Due notie.(‘ shall always be given to the members of the Court of the cases 
to be brought before it, and the President, before deciding any case, shall ask the 
opinion of each of tlie members present, and shall record the same in the proceed- 
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ings, the deciaion resting solely with the President. The o])inion of all the meInbeI^ 
of the Court will, in appeal, be duly corwidcrcd by the Appellate authority, pro- 

• Govemmeat IWlution ’ 

No. 6113, dated 11th November dent without consulting the other memborb of the 

Court if, after due notic.e, they absent themselves 
from the sittings of the Court.* 

2. Should the near relation or private servant of any Jareja member be con- 
cerned in any case, or should the member hijuself or his rayat be parties to any 
suit or case before the Court, such member is precluded from sitting in judgment in 
any such case. The decision of the President on any such case to be final. 

3. The following matters of business may be disposed of by the President 
solely : — 

Signature of any writ, order, summons or other judicial process issued, 
or made in the exercise of the Court’s original jurisdiction. 

Admission and rejection of plaints. 

Applications for extension of time generally. 

Applications for arrest and attachment before j udgment. 

Orders concerning production and admission of documents. 

Attachment of property. 

Applications for Commission to examine witnesses. 

Applications for, or connected with execution of decrees, sales in execution, 
etc. 

Applications for leave to sue in /ormd pauperis. 

Applications for orders of reference or arbitration. 

Applications regarding the conduct of suits. 

Applications for management of ]>roperty. 

Inquiries as to the fitness of persons to act as tjustees, receivers, etc. 

Inquiries as to aufliciency of bail. 

Preliminary investigation and committal of jiersons for offences committed . 

Applications for registration of appeals. 

Applications for refund of money paid into Court. 

Applications for review of judgment. 

Power to transfer any case. (Rule 4.) 

The President may, however, refer any of the above matters to the Court. 

4. It shall be competent for the Jareqa Court to authorise, either by general or 
particular orders, any Nyayadhisli, appointed or to be apjiointed by tlie Darbar 
to take up and dispose of cases reserved by the Settlement to itself arising on 3rd, 
4th, and 5th class estates, provided that they are not beyond tlu^ powers conferred 
on such Nyayadhish under the law for the time being in forcci, and provided also 
that no Nyayadhish shall directly take up and dispose of any case in which a 
guarantee-holder is personally concerned. An appeal shall lie to the Jareja Court 
against all decisions of Nyayadhishes in cases taken up by them in virtue of the 
above authority. The Court shall have power to withdraw any case from any 
Kyayadhish, and try it itself, or refer it for trial to any other Nyayadhish having 
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jurisdictioii of the alleged offence, and also to call for and revise the proceedings 
of any Nyayadhish eitlicr of its own motion or on the application of any of the 
parties concerjKid. The autJioritv delegated by the Jareja Court to any Nyaya- 
dhisli shall bo subject to revision or revocation from time to time, at the discretion 
of the Court. 

5. An institution fee, at the rates mentioned in the scliedule hereto annexed, 
shall be levied on all suits tried before the Court, save in the matter of Political 
oases, which latter shall comprise boundary cases, “ Hookoomut ” cases and 
“ Venchun ” cases. 

6. The Court shall have power to impose mohasals on any person in the matter 
of disobedience of its orders. Mohasali orders shall be in accordanci; with custom, 
and no mohasal shall exceed Koris 5 or Re. 1-5-1 per diem, to be computed from 
the day of issue to the date of return. The following distance per diem to be 
allowed for mohasals : — 


Foot — 8 kos. 

Horse — 12 kos. 

f. In the event of the uon-j)ayjnent of any mohasal imposed the (kjurt shall 
recover the mohasal in the sumo manner as in tlie executioJi of a decree. The 
right to pardon mohasals His Highness tlie Rao reserves lo himself. 

8. For suflic ent reason more than ont‘ niuhasai may be ]m])osed on any ])erson 
by the Court. 

9. The rights of His H ghness the Rao to mohasal shall he restricted to His 
Highness’s right as “ Suzerain’' and shall he, in the case of any guarantee-holder, 
solely in execution of any legitimate order of His Highness as such. 

10. The execution of tlie Court’s processes, decrees, orders, etc., shall be 
arranged through the medium of the Court’s own officials in Darbari and Rbayadi 
territory. His Highness the Huo, as well as class-holders, shall co-o]>erate in aiding 
the Court’s officials in this matter, and no obstruction shall be raised in any ease 
in which the Court has legitimate jurisdiction. 

11. The Court shall furnish such returns as may be called for by His Highness 
the Rao, and it is incumbent on tlie Courts in guaranteed estates likewise, to 
furnish such returns as may he demanded of them by the Jareja Court, for 
submission to higher authority, 

12 All persons who shall apply may he admitted to practise as Vakils of the 
Court, provided that th(‘y obtain and hold a “ Hanad ” from the Court to practise 
as such. The issue of “ Sanads ” shall be subject to rules that ma}', from time to 
time, be framed by^ the Court for the examination and registration of Vakils. 

13. Any person authorized and wishing to appeal to the (’ourt must file the 
petition of appeal within 60 days from the date of the decision aj)pealed against 
a true copy o which must accompany the petition. 

14. The expenses for witnesses shal be regulated by the rules in the Kutch 

Code.

Exponx Duty on Goods washed Ashore, — 1884. 

The Council of Administration, Cutch, hereby agree that the Cutch State will 
not in future levy any Export duties on goods which may be washed ashore within 
Cutch territory, h.'^ing ])ortion of cargo thrown overboard from vessels sailing 
from, or belonging to, ports under the jurisdiction of the State of Navanagar in 
Kathiawar.

Salt Agreement with the Kao of Cutch, — 1885. 

Agreement between Lieutenant-Colonel George Risto Goodfkllow, Polt- 
TK’AL Agent, Cutch, acting under the authority of the Governor in Council 
of Bombay, and Ilis Highness Maharaja Dhtraj Mirza Maha Rao Shrt 
Khengarji Bahadur, Rao of Cutch, for the regulation of tb(‘ manufac- 
ture of, and trade in, salt in the Cutch State. 

His Highness the Rao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and succesBors as 
follows 

1. Tha theDarbarof Cutch shall adopt effectual means to prevtnt the exporta- 
tion from Cutch, either by sea or by land, of salt manufactured or f 
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produced in the State to any part of British India or of any foreign European 
Settlement in Jndia. 

2. That the Darbar of Cuteh shall exercise an oiricient control over the manu- 
facture of salt and the collection of natural salt within (^utcli territory. 

3. That the Darbar of Outch shall make careful arrangements to watch the 
land and sea frontiers of Outch with a view to })revent ex[)ortation of salt from 
any part of Outch to any part of British India, or of any Indian Native State, or of 
any foreign European Settlement in India. 

4. That the Darbar of Cuteh shall, by public; notification, prohibit, under pain 
of severe penalty, the exportation of salt from Outch either by sea or by land to 
any part of British India, or of a Native Indian State, or of any foreign European 
Settlement in India. 

5. That the Darbar of Outch shall so regulate the export of salt from Cuteh 
to foreign ports outside of India, and shall pla(;e such export under such safeguards 
and checks as to prewent uny salt so exported from finding its way into any pari 
of British India, or of any Native Indian State, or of any foreign European Settle- 
ment in India. 

6. That the Darbar of Outch shall not permit any salt to be exported from 
Cutcjh to any foreign port outside of India unless the vessel containing it is bound 
direct f o •• that port. 

7. That no vessel bound from Outch to any port situated in British India, or 
a Native; Indian State, or any foreign European Settlement in India, shall be 
permitted to carry salt as its sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

8. That the Darbar of Cuteh shall bind the owner or Captain of any vessel 
carrying salt for exportation from Cuteh to any foreign port outside of India not 
to touch on the voyage at any port in British India, or in a Native Indian State, 
or in a foreign European Settlement in India, unless driven thereto by stress of 
weather, and in case he is so driven to any such port to give the earliest intima- 
tion of arrival to any British or Native Officer residing at the port, and not to land 
any part of the salt contained in the vessel at such port. 

The Governor in Councnl of Bombay agrees that so long as the Darbar of Cuteh 
fulfils the conditions aforesaid, the system and rules established in Cuteh in one 
thousaml eight hundred and eighty and now" in force with regard to salt shall be 
and remain in abeyance. 

And His Highness the Hao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, 
that if at any time the Darbar of Cuteh fails to fulfil the said conditions the British 
Goveniinent shall be at liberty to reintroduce the said system and rules of one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty.

Agreement with His Highness the^^KAo of Ciit('' 1 i for the construction of a Tele- 
graph Line from Mandvi to Nallia,— 1896. 

Whereas the State of Outch is desirous of having a line of telegraph (‘onstructed 
from Mandvi, a town on the Gulf of (hitc h, to Nallia through Kothara to be worked 
in connection with tlie British lines of Telegraph, the following terms are agreed 
upon by the Political Agent, (hitch, on the part of the British Government duly 
empowered b}’^ the Viceroy and Governor- General of India in Council on that behalf 
and by His Highness the Maharaja Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Sir Shri 
Khenoarji, Sawat Bahadur, G.C.I.E., Rao of Cutch, on behalf of himself and 
his successors : — 

I. The British Governilient agrees to construct for the Cutch State a line of 
telogra})h consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
between Mandvi and Nallia through Kothara at a cost cd B44,600 more or Jess, 
and the State agrees to }>ay to the British Government the cost of the line as the 
money may be required. 

II. The line so constructed shall be called the Nallia Brunch Telegrajih line. 

in. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 

any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Cutch State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the (hiti'h State and the 
Government of India. 

IV. The Nallia Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair, 
managed and worked entirely by the oflicers of the Telegraph or Postal Depart- 
ments of the Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent 
of the Government of British India. But should it at any time be given up, the 
value of the materials of which it is composed shall be refunded to the (hitch State 
less the cost of dismantling and returning them into store. 

V. The State of Cutch shall pay annually to the British Government, to cover 
the cost of repairs and maintenance, a sum calculated at the rate of per cent, 
per annum on the capital expenditure and also B6 per mile of line to cover cost 
of line establishment and minor charges of the telegraph between Mandvi and 
Nallia through Kothara. These rates may be changed at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice lias been given to the State of Cutch. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Offices at Nallia and Kothara and 
at any other office within the territory of His Highness tlie Rao of Cutch on the 
Nallia Branch Telegraph extension, shall be credited annually to the Cutch State, 
and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working the said offices shall be 
debited annually to the Cutch State. If the receipts exceed the cost of the offices^ 
together with the charges under Article V, the surjilus shall be paid by the British 
Government to the Cutch State ; if the cost exceeds the receipts, the difference 
shall be paid by the Cutch State to the British Government. By “ receipts ” is 
to li?e understood the value of the fees levied at the offices aforesaid on Inland 
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Messages and the Indian share of Foreign Messages despatched from the ofTices 
aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Nallia Branch Telegraph line and of offices maintained 
0 n it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Cutch, and the cliarges and bal»ance 
shall be adjusted without delay. 

VIII. The Cutch State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for the 
offices that may be opened on the Nallia Branch Telegraph line as the Director- 
General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in good 
repair. 

IX. The State of Cutch agrees to apply to the Nallia Branch Telegraph line the 
provisions of the British Telegraph Act, XIII of 1885, and such other Acts or Irgal 
provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Govcn.mcnt 
with reference to telegra])hs. 

X The State of Clutch agrees to apply to the Nallia Branch Telegraph line tiny 
Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made aj)plicable to lines of 
telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake lo furnish 
the C-utch State with accurate translations of such Acta, Rules and Regulations. 

XI. The State of (^utch agrees that the Nallia Branch Telegra])h line shall bo 
open to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegrai)hs and 
of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

Agreement with His Highness the Rao of Cutgii for the construction of a Tele- 
graph Link from Nallia to Tera and Jakhau, — 1900. 

Whereas the State of Cutch is desirous of having a line of telegrajili constructed 
from Nallia to Tera and Jakhau, to be worked in connection with the British lincB 
of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by the Political Agent, Cutch ^

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on the part of the British (rovernment duly empowered by the Vieeroy and 
Ooveriior-Crenera] of India in Oouncil on that behalf, and by His Highness the 
Maharaja Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Sir Shri Khengarji, Sawai Bahadur, G.O.I.E., 
Hao of Cutc-h, on behalf of himself and his successors : — 

I. -The British Government agrees to construct for the Cutch State 
lines of telegraph, consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable 
snj)ports to be erected between Nallia and Tera, and two wires 
between Nallia and Jakhau, at a cost of Kupees seven thousand 
and eight hundred, more or less, and the State agrees to pay to the 
British Government the cost of the line as the money may be re- 
quired. 

ff.— Tlie lines so constructed shall be called the Tera and Jakhau Branch 
Telegraph lines. 

II r. — With the consent <»f the Governor-General in Oouncil extra wires 
may at any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the 
(hitch State on terms and conditions to be agreed u])on at the time 
between the (hitch State and the Government of India. 

IV. —The Tera and Jakhau Branch Telegraph extensions shall be kept 
in efficient repair, managed and worked entirely by the officers of 
the Telegraph or Postal Departments of the Government of India. 
They shall not be dismantled without the consent of the Government 
of British India. But should they at any time be given up, the value 
of the materials of which they are composed shall be refunded to the 
Cut<}h State, less the cost of dismantling and returning them into 
store. 

V. — The State of Gutch shall pay annually to the British Government 
to cover the (^ost. of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at 
the rate of 21 per cent, per annum on the capital expenditure and 
also B. 5 per mile of line to cover cost of line establishment and minor 
(diarges of the telegraph between Nallia and Tera, and Nallia and 
Jakhau. These rates may be changed’ at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice has been given to the State of Outch. 

VI.— The entire receipts at the Telegraph Offices at Tera and Jakhau, 
and at any other office within the territory of His Highness the 
Rao of (hitch on the Tera and Jakhau Branch Telegraph extensions, 
shall be cre<lited annually to the (hitch State, and the actual cost 
incurred in keeping open and working the said offices shall be debited 
annuallv to the (hitch State. If the receipts exceed the cost of the 
offices, together with the charges under Article V, the surplus shall 
be paid by the British Government to the (/Utch State ; if the cost 
exceeds the receipts, the difference shall be paid by the Cutch State 
to the British Government.

-The State, of Cutch agrees to apply to the Tera and Jakhau Branch 
Telegraph lines the provisions of the British Tele^^rH])h Act, XTIl 
of I SHf), and such other Acts or lef^al provisions as have been or may 
hereafter be passed by the British Government with reference to 
telejLfraphs. 

X, — ^The State of Dutch agrees to apply to the Tera and Jakhau Branch 
Telegraph lines any Rules or Rcf^ulations that are now or may here* 
after be rmide applicable to lines of telej^raph in British India. The 
British Government will undertake to furnish the Dutch State with 
accurate translations of such Acts, Rules and Regulations. 

XI . — The State of (hitch agrees that the Tera and Jakhau Branch Tele- 
graph lines shall he o])en to the inspection and su]>ervision of the 
Director-General of Telegraphs and of anv officer deputed by him 
for that purpose.

Arrangement for the Seti’lement of Disputes between the States of Dutch 

and Morvi, — UK)4. 

SANAD. 

Whereas certain disputes have for a long period existed betwei'n the States 
of Dutch and Morvi regarding their respective rights and interests in the (^utch 
peninsula and in Kathiawar and in the creek and lands intervening between either 
shore, and whereas Mr. R. M. Kennedy, I.C.S., who was appointed Commi sioner 
to value the said respective rights and interests, made certain proposals for an 

u 2 
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exchange between the two States with a view to the final settlement of the said 
disputes, and whereas these proposals have been approved and confirmed by Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State : 

The Governor-General in Council has, pursuant to the decision of Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State, communicated in his Despatch No. 13 of 8th February 1900, 
ordered the following arrangements for the purpose of giving effect to the said 
decision : — 

(1) The Cutch and Morvi States respectively will, subject always to any 

rights and interests appertaining to the Paramount Power, have 
and hold their several coasts with riparian rights, rights of customs 
and all other rights and interests free each from any interference 
or obstruction by the other, on either side of a line drawn as follows : — 
namely, commencing from the Gulf of Cutch the line runs along the 
centre of the Hansthal Creek, then from where Chach Nes joins 
tlie Hansthal along the centre of Chach Nes, right up to the present 
termination of Chach Nes at the point marked A on the accom- 
panying map, which point A lies on a straight line between Vandhia 
village site and Tonk Hill, approximately equidistant (six and a 
half miles) from either : eastw^ard of point A the line runs along 
the centre of the Runn equidistant from the Cutch aiotd Morvi shores ; 
the channels of Hansthal and Chach Nes are neutral. 

(2) On the Cutch side of this line the six villages of Adhoi, Halrae, Rarn- 

pura, Wastwa, Gamrao, and Gharana will belong to tlio State of 
Morvi with no special privileges of trad('. but with the same rights 
that are enjoyed by many Native States holding small territories 
surrounded by British districts ; while the rights of the Morvi State 
in the villages of Amardi, Janghi, Chandrodi, and Laliana Pati will 
be extinguished and the said villages will belong exclusively to the 
Cutch State. 

(3) On the Morvi side of the line the Morvi State will hold and enjoy all 

rights hitherto enjoyed or claimed by the (Jutch State in the port 
of Vavania and all the maritime rights of Cutch in the territorial 
waters of Morvi.

the aforesaid Treaty shall be abrogated, it being clearly understood that, should 
tli<^ Maharao of (hitc-h at any time or in any circumstances wish a change to b<‘ 
made in the system of political relations now established, any request he may 
inalco t<o this end will receive every corishleratimi, and that no alteration in the 
firesent system of political relations will be made hy the Government of India 
without previously consulting him.

Translation of the annexed Paper, mz., to the Honourable the English East 
India Company from Nawab Sitree Bahadoor Khan Bahadoor Babee 
of the Talooka of Joonagurh, — 1816-17. 

To wit, — the Jemadar Oomur and other Arab Sebundy having become bead- 
strong I addressed a petition to the (said) Sircar, and in its favour a force was 
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deputed, and all the arraiif^ements required have been carried into efEect in the 
most effectual manner by (^af>tain RaJlantiue, and (whereupon) I do in my own 
pleasure enter into certain engagements with the (said) Sircar as in the following 
Articles ; — 


Article 1. 

The Sircar’s force having come to my aid, every arrangement was thereby 
effected to the utmost of my satisfaction and wishes, and the said C^ipt-ain 
(Ballantine) shall address the (jovernor in Council in Bombay on the sum to be 
obtained on account of the expenses of the force, when, agreeable to the orders 
of the Sircar, whatever sum is fixed on in due faith shall be paid. 


Article 2. 

And the payment of the above sum of exjienses on account of the force shall 
be made available from the sum of recoveries on account of my moolookgeeiec 
dues to be made by liim ((ho said Captain Ballanfinc) on the part of the Iloncwi- 
able Company, to commence from Sumwut 1873, A.D. 1810-17, and agreeable to 
the instalments to be agreed on. 


Article 3. 

Mv moolookgeerec circuit (or lorccable collection) 1o be realised yearly, and 
in perpetuity, by the Honourable (.k)ni(>anv, on which duty let my agent be pres- 
ent, and when occasion shall require, a force shall be supplied from my Sircar. 


Article 4. 

From the pergunnahs of Dundooka, Raiifmre, and (logo, etc., situated in the. 
Honourable (Jonipauy’s talooka, and from the first period of becoming so they 
have been subject to a yearly jummabundec to my Sircar ; the same is (here- 
fore from that date and for ever, on the score of friendship, hereby annulled. 


Article 5. 

And whereas for the expenses of an Agency one lakh of corries shall yearly 
and for ever he paid, and in behalf thereof, Jaitporc (is ceded) as a residence, 
in which I have a shari*. with the Balooches, besides my share also of the ten follow- 
ing villages belonging to this jierguunah, and whose respective products, according 
to the realisations made by me, are all and severally hereby and for ever made 
over ; do you therefore credit the same sum, vi.z,j yearly corries (as heretofore 
realised) 37,000 so ceded, and liesidcs which, to make up the sum of corries one 
lakh, leaves a balance of sixty-three thousand (63,000) to be made good yearly 
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from the receipts of ray moolookgeeree collections. The following]; are the ten 
Jiiitporc villages, viz . : —

Article 6. 

And (whereas) Arabs hitherto employed are not to be employed again, but 
when the Jemadar Oomur was headstrong, a< that time Jemadar Hvheha did 
me great service, on which occasion I gave him my lasting assurance of employ- 
ment ; but at present as the subject has become matter of particular interest 
with the Sircar, the said Jemadar shall, in the course of twelve months, be dis- 
missed, and should the Arabs, within the specified period, commit any fault, T 
hold myself responsible for the same. 

Article 7. 

And (whereas) the aforegoing engagements have been entered into with the 
(Corapanv'’s) 8 ircar ; let the same be duly acted up lo, and to the end of giving 
due effect to those friomlly relations, 1 have, as well as Captain Ballaiitinc, rendered 
to each other reciprocal assurance and satisfaction

of the month of Jentadi Sant Sun, 1231 Hegira. 


SuNNUD from the Nawab of Joonaourh, ceding certain Revenues to the Honour- 
able Company. 

In the 4th Article of the Agreement which I formerly executed in writing 
to government (dated the 2nd May 1810), the revenues (jummabundee) whh h 
1 used annually to derive from Dundooka, Ranpore, ami Oogo were given up 
in perpetuity to government, as a mark of friendshij), from the date on which the 
Honourable Company exendsed jurisdiction thereon, to which effect a written 
instrument was executed through the intervention of Captain Ballantine ; but 
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as Dollorali was not specified therein, I have now, at the suggestion of the same 
oHlcer, in compliance witli the wishes of government, likewise ceded to govern- 
ment in a friendly manner the revenues accruing to me from the said village.

Aorerment of the Nawab of .Tunaoarh for the CoLLK(’TtoN of his Revenues 

in Kathiawar,- 1821. 

To vShrec Sircar Honourable (kmipanv Bahadoor writes Nawab Bahadoor 
Khan (<»f Joouagiirh) that, a right called Joretulubce (forced collection) leviable 
by moolookgeerce every year from Ilallar, Katt^ war (Proper), Gohelwar, and 
Jhalawar pertains to me. At the time (’olouel Walker was carrying out the settle- 
ment of till' province I jiUHsed a writing to government, agreeing that those States 
or talookas who might adjust the demand against them through government 
should be (iharged accordingly. I also hereby submit to government that 1 am 
desirous of having a settlement made of the. Joretulubce, and the amount re- 
covered every year from Sumwut 1878 (A.D. 1821*22) in ])erj)etuity according to 
the government's wish, and that of the sum realized ev(‘.ry year on account of 
the Joretulubce four annas jicr Rujiee should be received by government as charges 
on account of horsemen, footmen, etc., and the remainder paid to me. 1 pass 
this agreement.

A certain Bhattianee 
fiaving arrived from Bombay and committed suttee at Pragryc, anil tlie Sircar 
buying issued orders ])rcvent.ive of siicb a ])ractjce, a mohsul is upon me in order 
Lo make me answerable ; and the j)artieiilar8 of this subjeet (the suttee) having 
been reported to government, and it having been considered as a first in.stanee 
of the kind, for which reason I have been ])ardoned, 1 give this writing to the effect 
that from henceforward such measure.^ in the taJooka will ])e taken so tliat no 
person will be allowed to become suttee in futuie. But if sucli sliould hereafter 
occur, 1 am responsible to any extent the 8irear may pronounce against me.

heirs, any siK'.cession to the Government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Mahoinedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb th<*. engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the CVowii jind faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or EngagcMucnts which record its obligations to the British

Agrri^ment between ilrs Highness Moitobatktian, Nawab of Junaoad, and 
Major Ukuiaro Harir Ivrattngr, V.(\, Politu al Agent in Kathiawar, 
—1865. 

1. His Highness willingly assigns to the otlicers of the Government of Bombay 
in poipetuity the half share of the village of Maiicicvada hitherto in possession 
of Babi Nizam Mahmadkhan. of kasha llanpor, fur the purpose of establishing 
a British station. 

2. As this transfer will occasion loss to the Babi aforesaid a remission of two 
thousarul rupees (Rs. 2,066*) from the annual tribute payable by the State of 
dunagad to the British Govenummt will be made in perpetuity to reimburse him. 

The half sliarc of Juiiagad in the village of Manckvada is made over in fall 
sovereignty to the Ifritisli GovermiKmt. No person has any riglit of tenancy of 
cultivation in it, and no village servant, Pasaefa or Jivaidar, has any claim to 
land. 

4. No right of grazing cattle or of making use of any Junagad land outside 
the limits of Manckvada is to be claimed by the British authorities. 

5. It is understood by both parties ^hat the establishment of this station is 
not to aftect the civil or criminal jurisdiction of His Highness the Nawab in the 
adjoining villages ; any matter of which the cause of action has occurred in the 
station is to bo investigated by the ofRcers of the Government, and cusijs that arise 
from transactions in the Nawab’s villages are to be settled by the Junagad officials. 

• Subsequent to the passing of tliis agreement a difference having been found in the mea- 
surement of the land ceded, His Highness the Nawab of Junagad agreed to receive Ks. 1,500, 
jnstead of Ks. 2,000, as the annual compensation or rent, as per Yad dated 26th July 1866. 
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6. Inhabitants of the Nawab’s country, who may live in the station or possess 
property in it, are not to be thereby entitled to assistance from the British author - 
itics in eases in which they are concerned in which the cause of action has arisen 
in .Tuna^ad limits. 

7. Two sites of^not less than 50 yards square are to be assigned to the Junagad 
authorities in favourable positiotis for the construction of bouses and offices. 
They are to be given free of cost, and nof, subject to rent or land tax of any sort. 

8. The authorities in the new station are. not to possess any right of forced 
labour, or any privilege of making requisition for the service of artizaiis in thr 
neighbouring villages. 

In time of necessity carriage must, however, be furnished by the Nawal ‘ 
officers affording to the same scale that may be demanded from other tributar\ 
States. 

9. In case (lovernment should at any time abandon the station, the land must 

be returned to the .Iunaga<l St.atc, not- tt» any other taluka, and the yearly remis- 
sion of two thousand rupees (Rs. *) must cease, but under such circumstan- 

ces no claim is to be made for the value of the buildings constructed upon the 
land

Whereas the State ol Joonagurh is desirous of having a line cd telegraph con- 
structed from Dhorajee to Jooiiagurh, to be worked in connection with the British 
lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by Cf)louel William Warden

I. Tin* line shall be calhul ‘‘The Joonagurh Branch Telegraph Line,” and 
shall be managed ami worked entirely by the officers of the British Telegraph 
Department It sliall not be dismantled without the consent of the British Gov- 
ernrncjtit , but should it at any time be given up the materials of which it is com- 
posed shall become the proj^erty of the Joonagurh State. 

5. The aeeounts of the telegraph lino shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
Joonagurh, and t he balance shall bt; a<lju8ted without delay. 

tl. 'I'he KSfcatc ot Joonagurh agrees to apply to the Joonagurh Telegraph line 
the. provisions of the British Telegiapli Act, VIII of 1800, and such other Acts or 
legal provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Govern- 
ment with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The State of .loouagiuh agrees to apply to the Joonagurh Telegraph line 
any Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable to 
the lines ol tel(graf»h in British India. The British Government will undertake 
to furnish t he .looiiagurh State with accurate translation of such Acts, Rules, and 
Regulations. 

8. The State of .loouagurh agrees that the Joonagurh Telegraph Ime shall b'' 
opened to the inspection and super visio of the Director-General of Telegraph s 
and of any oflieer deputed by him for that purpose.

Whereas it is necessary that tlie Imperial Service Troops of the Jiinagadh 
State, when associated with troops of the British Army, sliould be under the 
orders of the Ollicer Commanding the (‘ombinod forces, and sn))ject to the like 
diseij)line and eontrol as the ollieers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not Hie wish or intention of the (Jovernmont of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Servic^e 
Troops, though British officers are cmjiloycd in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Nawab Sir Rasul Khanji Mahabat Khanji, K.C.S.I., of Juna-

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding tfie District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, bo authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu- 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discijiJinc among the same, to convene 
all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such autliority as may be lawfully con- 
vened, issued, passed and exorcised by the authorities of the Junagadli State, 
when the said troops arc serving within the territorial limits of the said State : 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British terri- 
tory shall be carried out under the. orders of His Highness the Nawab or of some 
person to whom the recjuisite authority has been delegated by him.

Should there ever be occasion to entertain 
sebundy the permission of Government must be obtained.

The people who killed a British officer at Gope to be given up without reserve 
and the gun and horse carried away to be restored.

A fine of Rupees 5,000 to bo paid for a breach of the infanticide engagomentSi 
and Bhat Charun security given to prevent infanticide in Kuggur and its de- 
pendencies. 

ARTlCLk 9. 

The pergunnah of Surufdar must bo returned to the Dherol family when the 
Company’s Bahandary has expired ; security given to this effect.

The Giras of any Girassia that may have been bought or forted froin the owner 
without the permission of government since the year 1804 (A.D. 1807) to be 
returned. 

Article 11. 

The pergunnah ef Rampore, fort and town, in all twelve villages, must be giveb 
to Koonwur Sutajee, and the jummabundee payable to government to be decided 
by the Guikwar. The expense attendant on Sutajee seeking the GuikWar’s pro- 
tection, reckoned at Rupees 8,000, with any property of Sutajee s mother in the 
Jam’s possession, to be returned upon oath ; also Koonwur Sutajee’s proper]^ 
which may have been kept.

Dhe nuzzerana to His Highness Futteh Singh, amounting to Rupees 25,000, 
to be paid. 

Article 13. 

Fa* el Zamin of Bhat and Charun to be given to the satisfaction of government 
Article 14. 

One village to bo given to Najcc Jemadar in addition to his former one. 
Article 15. 

Any Baharwutias who may be in Niiggur to be sent i-o camp, where their busi- 
ness will be settled, never to be protected again. 

Article 16. 

All property stolen from the allied army in the Nuggiir talooka to be restored. 
Article 17. 

A fine of one lakh to the Guikwar Government for being compelled to erect 
batteries against Nuggui.

Translation of a Deed of Fa’el Zamin * executed l)y Bharotk Meroo Mettau, 
Inhabitant of Veerdmgaum, and Ramdass Nuthoo, Inhabitant of Julson, 
in the Petlaud Pergunnah, to the Sircar of Siirkemunt Rao Shree SenA 
Khas Kheyl Shdmsher Bahadoor, Falgoon Vud 2nd 1868, 29th February 
1812. 

We do of our own free will and pleasure become permanent Fa’el Zamin for 
Jam Jussajee, of Nowariuggur, as follows: — 

Article 1. 

He shall not enter into internal disputes, afford refuge to any Baharwutias 
fCatty or Rajpoot ; he shall not encourage quarrels or encroach upon others’ 
boundaries, but shall permit them to remain as tliey may have been from ancient 
times. Should any of the Bayaud offer his land or village, he shall not accept 
of it; in any way ho shall not offer any injury on account of former quarrels ; 
he shall harbour no robbers, else he must do so with ])roper securities ; no robberies 
are to be committed in the talookas or in the roads. Should any person, from

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interested motives, ofEor his land or village^ or sale, it is not to be purchased or 
sold without the previous permission of the Sircar. 

Article 2. 

He shall not write with any enemies of the Guikwar or Company’s government. 

Article 3. 

He shall permit no robberies, attacks, or plundering parties in the mehals of 
the government of Shreemunt Punt Purdhan, the Guikwar and the Honourable 
Company. He shall allow of no injury being offered to merchants or travellers, 
to whom he is to give guides and escorts through his own districts. Any loss 
suffered by merchants, etc., shall be answered for by the village people in whose 
land it occurs, and the talookdar shall answer for the conduct of his villages or 
shall trace the robbers. 

Article 4. 

If he has possessed himself of any lands or village of an inferior zemindar it 
shall be released, and a just accommodation take place and the dispute cease. 

Article 5. 

In the year 186ft (1812), he engaged with the Sircar not to entertain more than 
300 Arabs as foreign sebundy. Should ho require more, he shall ask the permis- 
sion of government, and if it is desired he is not to retain others. 

These are upon our heads and we shall pay all Mohsuls.

Translation of a Pervvannah from the Sircar of Shree Rao Shree Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, to Jam Jessajee 
of Nowanuogur Talooka. 

You behaved in an unbecoming manner, which caused the Khas army and a 
large force on the part of the Honourable Company Bahadoor to enter your country . 
Every endeavour was made to effect an accommodation, but these having failed 
in order to keep you in remembrance (of the past), your jummabundec has been 
increased by one lakh of Rupees annually, inclusive of the produce of the port of 
Suryah, from the year 1869, A.D. 1813. Should, however, your future conduct be 
such as is approved of by the allied governments after a period of ten years, they 
may be induced to reduce in some proportion this increased demand.

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Translation of a Deed executed by the Sircar of Bao Shree Anund Bao 
O uiKWAR Sena Khas Khbyl Shumsher Bahadoob in favour of Jam 
Jessajee of Nowanuoour. 

The Sircar have taken the port of Suryah in the Nuggur talooka entire, and 
free from all other demands, in consequence of your unbecoming conduct. In 
this manner you have given it in writing. 

No trouble will be offered to your talooka by the garrison of the Sircar in that 
post, such as orders, horsemen, footmen, mohsuls, travellers to and from, etc., 
except in the articles of grass and wood ; our garrison will not listen to any com* 
plaint made by your ryots, and no trouble offered by the thannah. Our garrison 
will not protect any of your criminals. 

Merchants belonging to Khumbalia carrying goods from Suryah to the former 
place shall pay you the usual taxes, and the same with respect to the Suryah 
merchants vending goods in Khumbalia. 

Mershants of Suryah carrying goods from Suryah past the vicinity of Khumbalia 
will pay you the usual petty road taxes. Bobbers, etc., of your talooka shall not 
trouble the Bunder or its merchants, nor shall the passage of goods through the 
country be in any way obstructed. 

Should any merchants be robbed of property (which has paid Khumbalia 
road tax) in your territory, you shall cause restitution, and if the robbers belong 
to another district you shall point out the place to which they belong. 

The Sircar may populate and otherwise increase the Bunder ; no obstacle^ 
are to be presented to this. 

The Sircar affords cowl for what is written above, and the Bahandary of Captain 
James Bivott*Carnac, Besident on the part of the Honourable Company, is 
attached.

Renewed I^NOAOEAtENT filgainst Infanticide entered into by the Jam of Nowa- 
NUOOUB on the 25th February 1812. 

Engagement passed by Jam Jessajee of Nowanuggur to Shbbemunt Bab 
S uREE Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoob, and the Honourable 
Bast India Company Bahadoob, dated Falgoon Soodh 13th, Sumwut 1868 
(A.D. 28th February 1812). 

From the commencement it was a custom in our Jhareja caste not to preserve 
the lives of daughters. On this both Governments, after expounding the Shaster 
on this nbjeot, and pointing out to us the way ot the Hindoo religion, stated that 
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it is written in the “ Brumhu Vywurtuk Pooran ” (a sacred work) that][ whoever 
eomtnits this act his sin is great, equal to Gurbhu Uutya ” (killing an infant in 
the womb), and “ Bramhu Hutya ” (killing Brahmin), so that killing a child is 
equal to killing 100 Brahmins ; but in this act two sins are committed, viz.^ that 
of killing woman and child. The punishment written for this sin is that the person 
who commits it will remain in Buvruwadik Kuth Soothul Nurk” (name of a 
particular place in hell) for as many years as there are hairs on the person of the 
said woman, after which, when he is born again, he would become a “ Koreea ** 
(leprous), and be subject to “ Puksh Ghat ” (paralytic stroke). Both Governments 
said this to us according to the Shaster, in which, the year Sumwut 1864 (A.D. 
1808), I, my brothers, nephews, etc., all the Jharejas of my talooka, passed a 
writing to the Sircar, binding ourselves not to kill daughters. To enquire about 
this a person lately came to us from the iSircar, and we wrote a reply and sent 
with him. The Sircar again, in the year Sumwut 1868 (A.D. 1812), required me 
to pass this agreement ; and I do hereby state that out of deference to the 
Hindoo religion, I and my posterity, oiz.y sons and grandsons, and my brothers and 
nephews, and all, bind ourselves in perpetuity that henceforward we shall not do 
this act ; if we do, we shall be considered offenders against the Sircar. If in 
future any one of our caste people commits this act, and if it shall come to our 
knowledge, we shall, after expelling him out of caste, make him answer for his 
sin, and according to the will of the Sircar. Perpetual securities, given for the 
fulfilment of the above writing, arc Bharote Meroo Mehta of Veerumgaum, and 
Bharote Ramdai^ Nuthoo of Julsum who shall be answerable for it. This is a true 
writing.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assuraxme that, on failure of natural 
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heirs, the adoption bv yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor 
according to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognised and 
confirmed. 

Be assured tliat nothing sliall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants or Engagements, which record its obligations to the British 
Government.

Agreemkni’ witli the State of Navanagar for the construction of a Line of Te- 
legraph from Navanagar to Rajkot,— 1885, 

Whereas the State, of Navanagar is desirous of having a line of telegraph con- 
structed from Navanagar to Rajkot to be worked in connection with the British 
lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by the Political Agent in 
Kathiawar on the part of the British Government duly empowered by the Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India in (Council on that behalf, and by Mr. Liladhar 
Keshowji Vakil, duly empowered bv the Government of the Navanagar State on 
that behalf 

1. The Britisli Government agrees to construct for the Navanagar State a 
t ine of telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
between Navanagar and Rajkot at a ct)st of Ruj^ees forty-one thousand seven 
hundred and fifty, more or less, and the Navanagar State agrees to pay to the 
British Government interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum on all capital 
expended on the construction of the line^ 

2. The line so constructed shall be called the Navanagar Branch Telegraph 
line. 

With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Navanagar State on tcrins 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Navanagar State and the 
Government of India. 

4. The Navanagar Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair, 
managed and worked entirely by the officers of the Telegraph Department of the 
Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the 
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British Government, but shouldjit at any time be given up, the materials of which 
it is composed shall be returned into the Government Telegraph Store, and the 
State of Navanagar debited with the cost of dismantling and returning the materials 
to store. 

6. The State of Navanagar shall pay annually to the British Government, to 
cover the cost of repairs and maintenance, a sum calculated at the rate of per 
cent, per annum on the capital expenditure, and also Rs. 6 per mile of line to cover 
cost of line establishment and minor charges of the telegraph between Navanagar 
and Rajkot. These rates may be changed at any time hereafter after a year’s 
notice has been given to the Navanagar State. 

6. The entire receipts at the Telegraph office at Navanagar and at any other 
office opened on the Navanagar Brandi Telegraph line shall be credited annually 
to the Navanagar State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping ojien and working 
the said offices shall be debited annually to the Navanagar State. If the receipt* 
exceed the cost of the offices, together with the charges under Article 5, the sur- 
plus shall be paid by the British Government to the Navanagar State ; if the cost 
exceeds the receipts the difference shall be paid by the Navanagar State to the 
British Government. By ‘‘ Rcceiiita ” is to be understood the value of the fees 
levied at the offices aforesaid, on inland messages and the Indian share of foreign 
messages despatched from the office aforesaid. 

7. The accounts of the Navanagar Branch Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Navanagar, and the 
charges and balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

8. The Navanagar State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for the 
offices that may be opened on the Navanagar Branch Telegraj)h line as the Director- 
General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the .same in good 
re.pair. 

9. The State of Navanagar agrees to apply to the Navanagar Branch Tele- 
graph line the provisions of the British Telegraph Act I of 1876 and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be ])assed by the British 
Government with reference to telegraphs. 

10. The State of Navanagar agrees to apply to the Navanagar Branch Tele- 
graph line any Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made appli- 
cable to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Government will under- 
take to furnish the Navanagar State with accurate translations of such Acts, 
Rules and Regulations.

His Highness Jam Shri Vibhaji Ranmalji, K.C.S.I., of Navanagar, in consi* 
deration of a corresponding agreement made by the State of Porbandar. hereby 
agrees, for himself, his heirs and successors, so long as the corresponding agreement 
be observed, not to levy any customs duties upon vessels of the Porbandar State 
which may touch without discharging cargo at any of the ports in his State.

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
the Jam of Navanagar for the introduction of definite arrangements 
for the EPPECTTVE (jontrol and discipline of his Imperial Service Troops 
when serving beyond the frontiers op his State, — 1899. 

Whereas His Highness the Jam Sahib of Navanagar maintains a force of 
Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, in the defence 
of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Navanagar 
State, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under 
the orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the 
like discipline and control as the officers end soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian 
Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Sorvh'c 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor- General of India of the one 
part and His Highness tlic .lam Sahib of Navanagar, through (kdoncl W P. 
Kennedy, at present Administrator of the State, of the other, as follows, 
namely— 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof arc moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised to 
administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regula- 
tions to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that pur- 
pose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene all such 
Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and sentences, 
and generally to exorcise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, issued, 
passed aiid exercised by the authorities of the Navanagar State, when the said 
troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always 
that the execution of every s(mtcnc*e so passed in British territory shall be carried 
out under the orders of His Highness the Jam Sahib or of some person to whom 
the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 

and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces, the said llis Highness the Jam Sahib of Navanagar has embodied 
in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops 
when employed on active service either within or without British India, the provi- 
sions, mutntis of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force.

Agreement with the State of Nawanagar for the coNSTRumoN of a line of 
Telegraph from a point on the i^ine from Dhrol to Jodiya to Balambha, — 
1906. 

Whereas the State of Nawanagar is desirous of having a line of Telegraph 
constructed from a point on the line from Dhrol to Jodiya to Balambha to be 
worked in connection with the British lines of Telegraph, the following terms are 
agreed upon by the Director-General of Telegraphs on the part of the British 
Government duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in 
Council on that behalf and by the Nawanagar State Vakil duly empowered by the 
Government of the Nawanagar State on that behalf : — 

I. The British Government agrees to construct for the Nawanagar State a 
line of Telegraph consisting of two wires to be carried on suitable supports to be 
erected between a point on the line from Dhrol to Jodiya and Balambha at a cost 
of Rs. 4,600 (four thousand and six hundred), more or less, and the State agrees 
to pay to the British Government interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum on 
all capital expended on the construction of the lines. 

II. The line so constructed shall be called the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line.

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III. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 

any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Nawanagar State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Nawanagar State and 
the Government of India. ^ 

IV. The Balarabha Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair 
managed and worked entirely by the officers of the Telegraph Department of the 
Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the 
British Government, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which 
it is composed shall be returned into Government Telegraph Store and the State 
of Nawanagar debited with the cost of dismantling and returning the materials 
to store. 

V. The State of Nawanagar shall pay annually to the British Government 
to cover the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of 2 A 
per cent, per annum on the capital oxp«»ndituro and also Rs. .5 per mile of line to 
cover cost of line establishment and minor charges of Telegraph between the 
point on the section of the lino from Dhrol to .Jodiya and Balambha. These rates 
may be changed at any time hereafter, after a year’s notice has been given to the 
Nawanagar State. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Balambha and at any other 
office opened on the Balambha Branch Telogra}>h line shall be credited annually 
to the Nawanagar State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working 
the said offices shall bo. debited annually to the Nawanagar State. If the recei})i8 
exceed the cost of the offices together with the charges under Article V, the sur- 
plus shall be paid by the British Governmeut to the Nawanagar State ; if the cost 
exceeds the receipts, the difference .shall be paid by the Nawanagar State to the 
British Government. By “ Receipts ” is to be understood ilie value of the fees 
levied at the offices aforesaid on Inland Messages and the Indian share of Foreign 
Messages despatched from the offices aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Balambha Branch Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Nawanagar, and the 
charges and balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

VIII. The Nawanagar State shall provide free of rent such accommodation 
for tlie offices that may be opened on the Balambha Brunch Telegraph line as the 
Director-General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in 
good repair. 

IX. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Tele- 
graph line the provisions of the British Tclcgrajdi Act ] of 1876 and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British 
Government with reference to Telegraphs. 

X. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to British lines of telegraph in India. The British Government will undertake to 
furnish the Nawanagar State with accurate translation* of such Acts, Buies and 
Regulations. 
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XI. The State of Nawanagar agrees that the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line shall bo open to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of 
Telegraphs and of any ofFiccr deputed by him for that purpose.

The Nawab Moniiri Klum, of Oambav, having been at Baroach, and fully era* 
powered William Andrew Price, Esq., to treat with the Rajah of Bhownuggur for 
the surrender of the fort of Toolajee to him, we, Dewje.e Resil and Wagiee, Dessy, 
being sent by the same. Rajah, fully (unpowered by him to enter into an agreement 
for the said fort, have bv this writing settled that it shall be delivered to the Rajah 
for the sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand, which the said William Andrew 
Price, on the part of the Nawab, agrees to, and which we, the said Dewjee, Resil 
and Wagjee Dessy, also agree to : and whereas the Nawab, having made good to 
the Honourable English East India Company the sum of Rupees twenty-five 
thousand in part payment of the. said fort, we, the said Dewjee Resil and Wagjee 
Dessy, on the part of the said Rajah, agree that at the expiration of one month 
after delivery of the fort to the Rajah, with the same guns and stores as the Nawab 
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received from tlie Englisli, to make good to bim the sum of Rupees twenty-five 
thousand ; and with rcsf>ect to the balance of Ru])ees fifty thousand duo to the 
Honourable Company, we agree to make it good in annual payment of Rupees 
fifteen thousand until the whole is discharged. In this there is not to be any 
difference.

Article 1. 

The Tliakoor, for and in c onsideration of the sum of Company’s Rupees (4,000) 
four thousaneJ being paid to liim by the said East India Company, and to be 
annually paid to him and his hereditary suec^essors, agrees to relinquish all claims 
to any share in the land or sea customs at Gogo He also agrees to relinquish 
all claims to any duties under the name of “Abkaree ” on tobacco or any other 
goods in that Cusba. He further agrees to relinquish all claims to the Huk termed 
“ Dullalee ” and “ Tojee Venera,” together with the Huk “ Bham Veera ” in the 
saitl (hisha. The Thakoor, juoreove •, agrees to rclinquisli all claims, and hereby 
acknowledges tliat h(^ has no right to any Huk, Lawazums, Duty, etc., in Gogc 
(hisba, (‘itlier from the East India (’oinpany or the East India Company’s subjects, 
or to any arrears, on account of the above items, antecedent to the Ist December 
1836. 


Article 2. 

And whereas an ord(‘r was issued by the Honourable the Governor in Council 
of Bombay for stopping the coinage of money at Bhownuggur, now the Thakoor, 
in consideration of the annual payment to him and his hereditary successors by 
the East India Company of the sum of (bmpany’s Rupees (2,793-6-5) t wo thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-three six annas and five pies, hereby agrees to relin- 
(juish all and every description of coining money of every kind, both at Bhow- 
nuggur and its dependent, villages as well as in his (the Thakoor’s) Kattywar 
])ossessions, hereby binding himself to abstain from coining eith('r copper, or any 
other sort of coin, both in tin* ubovementioned places and everywdiere else, and 
moreover hereby renounces all claims on account of the said Mint arising ante- 
cedent to 1st December 1836. 

Under the above twm Articles o'" Ag. cement, the East India Company consents 
to pay the Thakoor annually, commencing from the Ist December 1836, the sum 
of Company’s Rupees (6,793-6-5) six thousand seven hundred and ninety-three 
six annas and five pies.

Settlement framed according to Resolutions o' the Bombay Government, 
Nos. 3826 and 3829, dated 23rd October 1860. 

The following agreement between Her Majesty’s GovtTiimeiit and the Thakoor 
of Bhownuggur, Juswuntsingjee Bhowsingjee, having been concluded, has keen 
made out and signed in three parts, of which one part will be deposited with Her 
Majesty’s Government of Bombay, one part with the Thakoor, and one part in 
the office of the Collector of Ahmedabad — 

Article 1. 

The Thakoor agrees that the lease of the villages of his talooka in the dis- 
tricts of Dundooka, Ranpore, and Gogo, which was executed in A.l). 1848, shall 
be cancelled from and after May Ist, 1861. Instead thereof the Thakoor hereby 
agrees to pay for the whole of the villages enumerated in that lease a fixeil jumma 
of Rupees 52,000 yearly for ever. This sum shall not be in any way affected by 
the result of any action or other process b ought by any party against the Thakoor’s 
right of possession in any part of the said talooka, nor shall the said estates, except- 
ing Bhownuggur, with Wudwa, Sehore and the ten villages thereof about to be 
attached to Kattywar, be exempted, on account of this payment, from any other 
general , t axation not coming under the head of land tax or rental which Govern- 
ment may impose on their districts under the regulations. 

Article 2. 

The vthole of the Thakoor’s claims upon government have been computed up 
to May 1st, 1861, to amount to Rupees 12,21,041-13-7. To this the Thakoor 
agrees. Tliere is due from the Thakoor in revenue to government Rupees 
12,71,06 y- 11-0. This the Thakoor admits. The balance, Rupees 50,020-13-6, the 
Ttiakoor agrees to pay into the Treasury before May 1st, 1861. Except the annual 
sum of Rupees 6,890-2-2, compensation fixed in A.D. 1840 for the Thakoor’s rights 
in Gogo and for his mint, no yearly or any other sum of compensation will remain 
due by government to the Thakoor after that date. From and after November 
1860, the Thakoor agrees to pay up his Kattywar tribute yearly iu full acoord- 
iug to settlement. 
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Artiolb 3. 

The Thakoor agreeH to the foUowing, instead of the rules heretofore followed, 
in collecting customs in the port of Bhownuggur ; 

1. Government shall collecjt port duea at the same rates as in British ports 
and after deducting expenses shall hand the proceeds to the Thakoor. 

2. Government shall collect customs on trade to and from other than British 
ports on the continent of India at the same rates as may be from time to time 
imposed by the British Government in their own ports. After deducting the 
necessary expenses, three-fifths shall be the share of the Thakoor and two-fifths 
the share of government. 

3. The tariff in use in British ports shall be adopted instead of that now in 
use. 

4. Nothing in this agreement shall aiSect the articles of opium, spirits, and 
salt, which shall be dealt with as heretofore. 

Article 4. 

The Thakoor agrees to pay monthly into the Bhownuggur custom house the 
sum of Rupees 35 to cover the expense incurred by government in consequence 
of the opening of the port of Boondrye. 

Article 5. 

In consideration of the present settlement, the Thakoor agrees to abandon 
entirely his claims on the following subjects : — 

1. To compensation for loss caused by the imposition of an attachment by the 
Settlement Officer, Mr. Rogers, in A. I). 1854. 

2. To the restoration of the villages Khurur, Jhiiijhur, and Cher, or to a 
deduction from the Joonagurh Zoretulubce if they are not restored. 

3. To compensation for the loss caused by the closing of the harbour of Boon- 
drye in A. i). 1808. 

4. To a share in the customs and land revenue of Dhollerah. 

5. To a certain cess and a share in the land revenue of Bhowliaree. 

Article 6. 

Government having consented to acknowledge the Thakoor’ s claim to a half 
share in the village of Pauvee in Dundooka, if on investigation it appears that his 
right to it was not derived from the deceased Talookdar, a Kusbatee, the Thakoor 
agrees to accept a decision made on that understanding. 

Article 7. 

Upon the above conditions Her Majesty’s government agree as follows : — 

Government concede as a favour, and not as a right, the transfer of Bhow- 
nuggur itself, with Wudwa, Sehore, and ten subordinate villages, from the dis- 
triot of Gogo, subject to the regulations, to the Katty war Political Agency. 
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Oovernment will not lay claim to the enam villages subordinate to Wurtej. 

Government will not enforce their rights in the ports of Mowa and Wag- 
nuggur. 

Article 8. 

(Toverninent have agreed to cancel the above quoted lease executed in A. D. 
1810. It is tliercfore cancelled from May Ist, 1860, and government agree as a 
favour to take in future the yearly sum of Rupees 52,000 as the junima of all tlie 
villages specified in the said lease. This sum shall not be liable to increase. 

Article 9. 

1. (Tovcrniuent agree to admit Bhownuggur to the full benefits of a British 
port so far as the Thakoor may desire. 

2. On (‘onditif)n t hat the Thakoor abandons his claim to compensation for the 
sayer duties abolisheil in his talooka villages, government agnie to abandon tlieir 
present share in th(* customs, and will take only two-fifths of the net customs 
hereafter to be collected on trade to and from other than British ports on the 
continent of India. 

3. ('rovermiient will collec the said customs according to the laws and tariff 
from time to time in force for British ports, and hand to tin* Thakoor three-fifths 
of the ])roceeds, after deducting the necessary expenses. 

4. Government will collect port dues at the same rates as in British ports, and 
deducting extieuscs, will hand over the vdiole proceeds to the Thakoor. 

5. Government will not interfen* in any way with such customs as the Thakoor 
chooses to levy on trade to and from British ports on the continent of India. 

6. Government agree that the Thakoor shall enjoy a remission of customs on 
his private trade to the amount of Rupees 1,000 yearly according to the British 
tariff. 

Article 10. 

Government agree that the Thakoor shall open the port of Roondrve as a 
foreign port for the I'xport of all artichis the produce or manufacture of the conti- 
nent of India, and for the imjiort of such articles only as shall have been duly 
exported from a British j)ort in the continent of India, except only that there shall 
be no traffic in spirits, salt, and opium. 

Article II. 

Government will admit the Thakoor’s claims to a half share in the village of 
Pauvee in Dundooka, if it ap])ears on investigation that the right of the Thakoor 
is not derived from the Kusbaiee Talookdar of the other half.

Settlement of 186G revising the Agreement of the 22nd December 1860. 

Whereas it has been found convenient to modify certain clauses of the agree- 
ment ratified on the 22nd December 1860 between the British Government and 
the Thakor of Bhavnagar, the following fresh agreement has been executed in 
two parts, of wliich one part will be deposited with the Government of Bombay 
and one part with the Thakor of Bhavnagar : — 

1. The Thakor agrees that the lease of the villages of his Taluka in the dis- 
tricts of Dhunduka, Ranpur and Gogo, which was executed in A. D. 1840, shall 
be cancelled from and after May Ist, 186 J. Instead thereof the Thakor hereby 
agrees to pay for the wliole of the villages enumerated in that lease a fixed jama 
of Rs. 52,000 for ever into the Treasury of the Kathiaw'ar Political Agency. This 
sum shall on no account be diminished. 

2. The wliolc of the Thakor’s claims upon Government have been computed up 
to May 1st, 1861, to amount of Rs. 12,21,041-12-7. To this the Thakor agrees. 
There was due froiii the Thakor in revenue to Government Rs. 12,71,062-11-0. 
Tfiis the Thakor admits. The balance Rs. 50,020-13-5 the Thakor has paid into 
the Gogo Treasury. TIk*. Thakor now surrenders his claim to compensation for 
saver duties and income-tax whicfi has accrued since May 1st, 1861, up to the date 
of this agreement. 

3. 1. — ^The Thakor agrees to give up from the date of this agreement the yearly 
compensation for his mint and rights in the customs of Gogo Rs. 6,890-2-2 in 
return for the concessions made by Government in clauses 10 and 11 (2) of this 
agreement. 

II. -— The Thakor agrees to repay the sum credited to him on account of com- 
pensation for Bhavnagar City town duties since May Ist, 1861. The amount is 
Rs. 2,08,942, which the Thakor agrees to repay by five equal yearly instalments, 
commencing on the 1st of March 1866. 

4. The Thakor egrees to the following instead of the rules heretofore followed 
ill collecting customs in the port of Bhavnagar. 

I. — The Thakvir will collect port duos at rates not lower than those in 
force in British ports. 

II. — The Thakor will collect customs on trade to and from other than British 
ports on the Continent of India at rates not lower than those which may be from 
time to time imposed by tlie British Government in their own ports. 

III. — The tariff in use in British ports shall be adopted in the collection of the 
said customs. 

IV. — Nothing in this agreement shall affect the articles of opium, spirits, and 
salt, which shall be dealt with as heretofore. 

5. The Thakor agrees to pay monthly into the Gogo custom-house the sum 
of Rs. 36 to cover the expense incurred by Government in consequence of the open- 
ing oi the port of Sundrye. 
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6. In consideration of the present settlement the Thakor aj^Tces to abandon 
entirely his claims on the followina subjects : — 

1. — To compensation for loss caused by the imp()sition of an attuchment 
by the Settlement Ofiieer, Mr. Ro^^ers, in A. D. 1854. 

11. — ^To the restoration of the villages Khurur, Jhinjliur and or to 

a deduction from the Joonaghur Zortulabee if they are not restored. 

III. — To compensation for the loss claused by the closing of the harbour of 
Sundrye in A. D. 1808. 

IV. — To a share in the customs and land revenue of Dholera. 

V. — To a certain cess and a share in the land revenue of Bowliarec. 

7. Government having consented to acknowledge the Thakor’s claim to a half 
share in the village of Ranvee in Dhuuduka, if, on investigation, it aj)])ear that his 
right to it was not derived from the deceased Talukdar, a Kusbati, the Thakor 
agrees to accept a decision made on that understanding. 

8. Upon the above conditions Her Majesty's Government agree as follows ; — 

I. — Government concede as a favour, and not as a right, the transfer of all 

the villages of the Thakor’s Talukas in theParganas of Gogo, Dhunduka and Kan- 
pur as set forth in the list appended to this agreement from the jurisdiction of 
the Laws and Acts of Government to the Kathiawar Political Agency on the same 
conditions as to jurisdiction as the villages now under the Thakor‘s jurisdiction 
in Kathiawar. 

II. —In case the Government shall convict the present or any future Thakor 
of gross misconduct the villages set forth in the above list sliall rev<irt to thi‘ 
laws and jurisdiction of Government. 

III. — in ease any Mulgirassia shall raise a claim about any village set iorth 
in the said list, as being held on mortgage, the claim sliall be heard acc ording to 
the rules of the Kathiawar Political Agency, and the Thakor sliall submit himself 
to the final decision of Government upon it. 

iV. -Government wdll not lay claim to the inam villages subordinate to 
Wurtej. 

V. — Government will not enforce their rights in the ports of Mhowa and 
Waghnuggur. 

9. Government have agreed to cancel the abovoquoted lease executed in A. t). 
1840. It is, therefore, cancelled from May Ist, 1861, and Govormnent agree to 
take in future the yearly sum of Us. 52,000 as the jama of all the villages specified 
in the said lease. Tliis sum shall not be liable to increase. 

10. In consideration of the surrender by the Thakor under clause '5 of this 
agreement of the yearly compensation for his mint and rights in the customs of 
Gogo Us. 6,890-2-2, Government will from the date of this agreement consider 
the jama of the four villages, Oteria, 8audhera, Nagulpur and Malpur which is 
settled separately from the jama of the other villages, to be included in the above 
hzed yearly sum of Bs. 52,000 and will not collect the separate yearly jama of 
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Rs. 2,200 hitherto collected on account of these four villages, but will accept the 
above sum of Rs. 62,000 as the sole and entire jarna of all the villapjes set forth 
in the list appended to this agreement, and this sum shall not be increased. 

11. I.— Government aj^ree to admit Bhavnapar to the full benefits of a British 
port, so far as the Thakor may desire. 

11. — On condition that the Thakor abandoned this claim to compensation for 
the sayer duties abolished in his Talukdari villages, Government by the agree- 
ment of December 22nd, 1860, abandoned their share in the Bhavnagar customs, 
except two-fifths of the net customs hereafter to be collected on trade to and 
from other than British ports on the Continent of India, Government now in 
consid (‘ration of the surrender by the Thakor under clause 3 of this agreement 
of the yearly compensation for his mint and share in the customs of Cogo, 
Rs. 6,890-2-2, further agree to give up their share of two-fifths of the net customs 
levied at the Port of Bhavnagar on trade to and from other than British ports 
on the Continent of India. From the date of this agreement Government reserve 
no share in the ctistoms of the Port of Bhavnagar. 

ITT. — Government will not interfere in any way with such customs as 
the Thakor chooses to levy on trade to and from British ports on the Continent 
of India. 

12. Government agree that the Thakor shall open the Port of Sundryc as a 
foreign port for the export of all articles, the produce or manufacture of the Conti- 
nent of India and for the import of such articles only as shall have been duly ex- 
ported from a British port on the Continent of India except only that there shall 
be 110 traffic in spirits, salt, or opium. 

13. Government will admit the Thakor’s claims to a half share of the village 
of Panvee in Dhandhuka, if it appears on investigation that the right of the Thakor 
is not derived from the Kusbati Talukdar of the other half.

Agreement entered into by the BirowNiracuR Durbar for the construction 
and maintenance of Telegraph Lines between Dhollerah and Bnow- 
NUGGUR,— 1874. 

Whereas the State of Bhownug^^ur is desirous of havirif^ a line of telejTrax)h 
constructed from Dhollerah to Bhownuj^f^iir to lx? worked in connection with the 
British lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed u])on by Janies Braith- 
waitc Pcilc, Esquire, Acting Political Agent in Kattywar, on the part of the British 
Government, duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor- General of India in 
Council on that behalf, and by Edward Hope Pereival, Esquire, and Gowrishunkur 
lldeyshunkur, Esquire, Joint Administrators of the Bhownuggur State, on the 
])art of the Bhownuggur State, duly empowered by the Administration of Bhow- 
nuggur on that behalf ; — 

> 1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Bhownuggur State a 

line of telegraph consisting of one wiie to lie carried on standards to be erected 
between Dhollerah and Bhownuggur at a cost of Rupees (1^1,000) twenty-one 
thousand, more or less, and the State of Bhownuggur agrees to pay to the British 
Government the cost of the line as the money may be required. 

2. The receipts obtained by the opening of the Bhownuggur Telegraph Offiee 
shall belong exelusivudv to the. British Governnumt, who shall defray the entire 
cost of repairing, maintaining, and working the telegraph line between Dhollernb 
and Bhownuggur, but when the receipts of the Office fall short of the cost of repairs, 
maintenance, and working, the State of Bhownuggur agrees to make good the 
deficieiicv ; should there, on the other hand, be a surplus left after payment of 
all expenses, such surplus shall be handed over by the British Government to the 
State of Bhownuggur. 

3. With the consent of the Governor -General in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Bhownuggur State on 
terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Bhownuggur 
State and the Government of India. 

4. The line .shall be called The Bhownuggur Branch Telegraph Line,'’ and 
shall be managed and worked entirely by the ofiieers of the British Telegraph 
Department. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the British Gov- 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which it is composed 
shall become the property of the Bhownuggur State. 

5. The accounts of the telegraph line shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
Bhownuggur, and the balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

6. The State of Bhownuggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
line the provisions of the British Telegraph Act VIII of 1860, and such other Acts 
or legal provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Gov- 
ernment with reference to telegraphs. 

7. The State of Bhownuggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulation® that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
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to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake 
to furnish the Bhownug^^ur State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules, 
and Regulations. 

8. Tlie State of Bhownu^r^ur af^rees that the Bhownug^^ur Telegraph line shall 
be opened to the inspeetion and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

Whereas His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar maintains 
a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, 
in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Bhavnagar 
State, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forc(‘s, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a Brb 
tish officer should be fippoiiitcd to command any corps of Imperial Service Troops, 
though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect tlie said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar of the other, as fol- 
lows, namely — 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall he attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Gonimanding the District, (Vmtingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, ]>e authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regula- 
tions to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that pur- 
pose and for the due preservation of di.scipline among the same, to convene all 
such Courts,* and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may ho lawfully con- 
vened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Bhavnagar State 
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when the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said state : 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British terri- 
tory shall be carried out under the orders of His Highness the Thakor Saheb or 
of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her Ma- 
jesty’s forces, the said His Highness Thakor iSaheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar 
has embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, appli«;able to the said Imperial 
Service Tooops when employed on active service either within or without British 
India, the provisions, mutMia mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the 
titne being in force. The duo application and enforcement of the said provisions 
in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

(41 That his Adininistrat.ion will hi'. reH])onsible for the observance of tlie 
above- c.ondiiions ly all classes of bis svibjects. That be will prevent 
to the utmost of Ids ability the export of salt from Kathiawar by 
land either into another Foreign State or into British India. 

(5) That he will not enlarge or make any material change in the exi.stiiig 
salt works or open any new work or salt source in Ids State, nor 
permit any salt work of source to be altered, enlarged or opened 
without the previous consent of the Government of Bombay, ob- 
tained through the Political Agent in Kathiawar. 

(d) That the salt works and salt dejiosits within his State shall at all times 
be oyien to the inspt'ction of the Ihditical Agent or the Assistant 
Political Agent, ami that full information on all subjects coiiiiected 
with the yiroduction and distribution of suit in liis State shall bo 
supplied to the above-mentioned ohicers when reepdred.

Further, it has been agreed to pay to the Sircar the jummabundee of talooka 
Pahlunpore for ten (10) years from the harvest season of the year Sumvut 1866 
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(A.D. 1809-10). The tofcal amount on account of the above jummabundee, together 
with khurajat,* has been fixed at Ra. 50,001 (fifty thousand and one) per annum, 
and inatalinonts have been fixed for the payment of the sura. I shall accordingly 
go to Baroda and pay the instalments from year to year. If 1 go to Baroda and 
make payment on duo date and pay the instalments, it is well and good : if payment 
is made a few days after it has become duo, I shall pay interest at the rate of one 
per cent, per mensem. Details arc as follows : — 

Rs. 60,001. 

In this way a sum of Rupees fifty thousand and one of the Siccaee currency 
is to be paid in cash by instalments as follows : - 

Rupees 25,001 (twenty*fivc thousand Rupees 25,000 (twenty-five thousand) 
and ojie) to be })aid on the 2nd of Magh to be pa id on the 2nd of Chy tiir Soodh .

Tn this way payment shall be made according to instalnumts from year to year.

At this time the Sircar’s army has come to PahJunporc, destroyed the infu- 
once of the Sindees, and made a permanent arrangement, by which, according to 
the ploosure of the Sircar, Futteh Khan has been placed on the guddee, and with 
my perfect consent ho has beon proclaimed as my son and the Dewan of Pahlun- 
pore. 

Article .3. 

In all affairs of government 1 shall bo uncontrolled, but decisions on matters 
of consequence which relate to the pergunnahs and durbar shall hear the seal of 
Futteh Khan, son of Shumsher Khan, and my signature, Futteh Khan sliall be 
the keeper of his own seal, but its impression shall be defective without the addi- 
tion of mv signature, and iijy sign and seal alone shall be sufficient for oil papers 
of little consequence, such as chits on villages, etc. 

Article -I. 

Tiuugur Mehta, etc., shall act as karbarccs under me in the same manner an 
when they originally hold the same enqdoy, and they shall in no instance keep 
anything fn»m m)' knowledge;. They shall all obey all my orders regarding the 
bettering the condition of the durbar and on oilier subjects relating to the country. 
They shall manage the afl'air.s of the durbar by one jmre lim* of conduct, and they 
shall give zamin to this effect. For my own conduct J shall afford satisfactory 
security. 

Article 5. 

1 agree not to entertain a sebundy of 8indces or other foreigners in Pahlunpore, 
Deesa, or Dliuniicra, witliout the kuo\\ ledge of the Sircar, nor shall I unite with 
any offenders against flu? gov<*rumeijt, whether Sindees or Cusbuttcos, or allow 
them to remain in these cities.

Translation of Agreement entered into by Fittteh Khan, Dewan of Fahlun- 
PORP' and Deesa, of his own free will, for the better government and security 
of the above-mentioned Pktncipaljites, signed and delivered to (Uptain 
Mile.s, Poutical Agent, on the part ol the British Government, at 
Paulunpore, on tho L'8th November 1817. 

Preamble. — Tliat to place tho territory depetuling on Pahlunpore and Deesa 
in security from intcu-iial and extornul dissensions and violence, to obviate tho 
trouble so often occasioned to the British and Guikwar Governments from the 
bad administration of the aflairs of this]»ettv State, and willi a view to the improve- 
ment of tho country, the following Artiedes of Agreement are entered and hereby 
confirmed : — 

Article 1. 

The British and Guikwar Governments having been pleased to seat me on the 
guddee of my father, and establish my authority over Pahlunpore and Deesa, it is 
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my desire, to the end that this State, which is in a ruinous condition, be better 
governed, its security and tranquillity ensured;, and'ia; <))«OvishMjli tdai[ie^lh>t*'!5lib^difl- 
charge of arrears and debts in which from bad abantigen«ivftfli‘haS^bftMk^^h4'<iM^J 
to receive the aid and advice of a respectable niart miiqmliiy^^ 
of the Gluikwar (Government.

1 require these troops to defend my eountry against enomics of every descrip- 
tion, and to ])reserve it in peace and order. Tliey are to be good horse, and always 
ready to act in a body against the refrat'tory Shunisher Khan and his adherents, 
and in fact for all purposes To secure tlie tranquillity of the ( (Uintry, they will 
not be employed without the eoncurreuee of the (Guikwar Agent, and are not to 
be sent on revenue details without th^ orders of government ; v\']u*n their service is 
not otherwise required, they are ti» be stationed near mo for mv personal protec- 
tion. 


Article 3 

The gate called Bahadoor (Guz is to remain in ediarge of Sircar troops ; 100 
good infantry to be stationed tliere. and their rate of pay Rs 10 montblv each, 
Jemadar included. 


Article 4. 

The horse and infantry, their Commander, and the Agent, to be paid monthly 
without deduction, and the banker who pays them shall liave territory assigned to 
him for the discharge of their salaries. 

Article 5. 

The Sircar dues (Rs. 50,000) per annum shall henceforward be paid punctually 
every year at Baroda. The arrears, Rs. 75,000, shall be discharged in the course 
of the next year ; but in consideration tliat the. country has suffered much from 
want of rain, the exactions of Shumsher Khan and ravages of the Koolees, with 
the constant movement of troops through it lately, I hope governmeut will be 
indulgent in their expectations and claims at least for the present. 
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Article 6. 

From the impovorisherl condition of the country and other claims in the Pahlun- 
pore State, the sumB due to the merchant of Shidpore cannot at present be dis- 
charged, but in the course of the next year some arrangement in concert with the 
Guikwar Agent shall be made for the gradual payment. 

Article 7. 

A misunderstanding having arisen between me and ShumshtT Khan in conse- 
quence of his violation of the agreement made with (-aptain Carnac, Kesirlent at 
Baroda, in 1870 or A. D. 1813, 1 retired to Shidpore and complained to the Sircar. 
The forces of the two Sircars in consequence marched to this quarter, and Pahlun- 
pore was taken, and f have been reseated on the giiddee. I therefore consent to 
pay the e.\penaea of the troops of both Sircars with the usual allowance for killed, 
wounded, loss of horses, etc., according to the orders of government. 

Article 8. 

Shumsher Khan is an ofEender and disobedient to the Sircar ; 1 engage, there- 
fore, not to have any coinniunie-ation with him or his adherents ; but should 
Shumsher Khan submit himself, and the Oovernraent be ]>leased to grant him any 
allowances, I will pay it agreeable to their commands. 

Article 9. 

I engage not to give protection to any offenders against either the British or 
Guikwar Government, nor to allow them to remain in any part of my territory. 

The whole of these Articles, nine in number, are. delivered in by me to Govern- 
ment, and 1 engage to execute them puiictuallv and without diminution or differ- 
ence. 1 shall act in all matters in strict conformity ami obedience to the orders of 
the Sircar, and I bind myself not to commit any insubordinate act, nor cause any 
disturbance. To this effect I give as my aecuritj^ to the Nawab of Summee and 
Hadhunpore Slier Khan Babee and Mohnnt of Raj pore, Goculpooree.

Tran.slatton of an Agreement entered into between the Dewan of Pahlunpore 
and the Rana of Danta, 27th July 1819, Sumbiit 1878, Sravun Soodh bth. 

The talooka of Dauta being much harassed and injured by the depredation of 
Koolies, etc., and nearly depopulated from their incursions, in order that security 
and tranquillity may be ne-established by the interference and protection of 
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Pahluupore, I, Rana Ju^^gut Singh, of iny own free will, do make over to Futicli 
Khan, llewan, etc., by this agreement, a Bharc of the talooka of Danta agreeable to 
the following conditions : — 


Article 1. 

T give a share of seven annas in the Rupee to Pahluupore from all towns and 
villages inhabited or deserted ; those of inv brethren, Putliavuts, Rajsoke, ete., 
and <if all deseripliiins of taxes and every kind of rev(;iiue. The remaining nine 
aunas to be niy share. 


Article 2. 

I have pledged four towns, ainl the sums due on them are to be paid by me. 
When the ueeouiits of the creditors are settled, and I he towns freed, y<mr share 
of seven annas will be allowed. 


Article 3. 

The Giiikwar tribute (from Danta) shall be punctually paid by me through you 
every year, ('ommeneing Sumvut i87<). The amount now due on this head shall be 
paid by four instalments, from the vear 187t) to tini end of 1879, through von ; 
but if this agreement should not be approved bv the (luikwar (loveriimeul . I 
will arraiigi; the payment ugre<‘uble to tlieir dircetious. 


Article 4. 

In the profits or revonuc of the Hindee temple at Ambajce tin' Publunpore 
State has no share, neither has it any in the viirkhasuns of tlm tomjile. 


Article 5. 

Eight wells and the laixl depending on them, which belong to rny family, are 
exempted from any share ; they are as follows

I, Dewan Sher Mohanu^d Khanje Saheb of Palanpoor, hereby cede to the 
Government of India all the civil and criminal jurisdiction possessed by me in the 
portion of my territory which has been assigned and made over by me for the pur- 
poses of the Western Rajputana 8tate Railway, to be exercised by the Government 
of India for so long as the land may be required for th(^ railway, and to be restored 
to mo or my succ43F8ors when the land is no longer needed for the above ])urposc. 

All railway eiu] lovfes committing offences cognizable by my jurisdiction beyond 
the limits of the r.ulwav line, shall be a])prehended and dealt with by the con- 
stituted authoritif! fof n y State.

Agreement executed by the Diwan of Palanpur in 1890. 

Agreement regarding the maintenance of an efficient Polkuo force and Magis- 
tracy and the reform of the existing system of import and export duties 
in the, Palanpur State consequent upon the disbandment of the Palanjttr 
Levy, executed by Colonel George Risto Goodfellow, C.I.E., Political 
Superintendent, Palanpur, acting under the authority of His Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay in Couniul, (»n behalf of the British Government 
of the one part, and His Highness Sher Muhammad Kiian-jt, Diwan of the 
Palanpur State, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, of the other 
part. 

Article 1. 

In consideration of the engagement into which His Highness the Diwan agrees 
bv Articles 2 to 5 of this Agreement to enter, the British Government agrees that 
on and from 20th October 1890, Articles 2, 3 and 4 of the Agreement of 28tli Novem- 
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ber 1817 shall be deemed to be resciiided, and the body of horse and iooh enter- 
tained thereunder and known ns “ The Palanpur Levy ” need no loiiL’^e; be main- 
tained by His Highness. 


Article 2. 

His Higliness the Diwan engages to establish, with effect on and from 20th 
October 1890, a body of cfTicicnt Polire of sufficient strength, at a cost cf not less 
than Rs. 82,350 per annum, for maintaining peace and order and for suppressing 
and detecting crime throughout his State, and to appoint a sufficient number of 
qualified officers on adequate salaries to discharge magisterial functions throughout 
bis State; the establishment of ttui said P'dice and the appointment of the said 
Magistrates to be on the general lines indicated in Ilis Highness’s memorial to 
(lovernrnent, dated 9th November 1885. Phirthcr, His Highness agrees to give 
(‘fleet to the promises detailed in paragraphs 2fi, 27. 28, 29 of the said memorial 
in carrying out the disbandment of the levy, excepting tbc payment of Rs. 300 a 
month to Government for a fixed period mentioned in paragraph 27 of the same. 


Article 3. 

His Highness further engages that, after having cstablisliecl Police and appointed 
Magistrjit('s in his State in accordance with the last ])rpcoding article of this Agree- 
ment, he will thenceforward continually maintain the said Police and Magistracy 
on such scale, at such rates of f)ay and of such cflicicncy, as shall be requisite for 
ade(juatoly supplying the [)rogrcssive administrative needs of his State ; and 
with a view to the maintenance of such efficiency as afon'said, he engages to cease 
to (*naploy in the Police or as a Magistratci any ])ersoij who from age or physical or 
mental disability at any time becomes unfit for further effective service. 


Article 4. 

His Highness engages to pay to the Political Ruperinfendent annually, in 
advance, commencing from 2(tth October 1890, the sum of Rs. 9,000 towards the 
cost of the Political Rupcrintcndency, which payn)cnt sl)all be in lieu of the sum 
aggregating Rs. 7,004 hitherto paid by him in this behalf. 


Article 5. 

Hia Highness having, in honour of the fifth'th snniversarv of the accessicn to 
the throne of Her Majesty tln^ Queen-Kn.prc.ss, and as a proof of his loyalty and 
great public spirit, abolislied throughout tbc whole State, including the jagirs and 
minor estates, with effect from the 20th June 1887, unconditioj)ally, all transit 
duties hitherto levied wuthin tlie Palanpur State, further agrees to gradually reform 
his system of import and export duties in such mode as may conduce to the interests 
of his subjects and be practicable, and be agrees, with a view' to rendering the levy

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of import and export diitiee in the said State a® little burdensome to trade as 
possible, as follows, viz : — 

1. That duties of import arid cxprrl shall heneeforward be levied on any article 
brought into or taken out of the State, once for all only 

2. That import duties shall henceforward be levied at nakas situated on the 
frontier of the State or at the place of their ultimate destination within the State, 
but not at any other place. 

3. That export duties shall be levied either at nakas situated on the frontier 
of the State or in tlie ]>laces from which the i^oods liable tt) sucli duties are consiuned, 
but not at any other place. 

4. That/ duties of import and expert sliall lienceforward be levied in behalf 
and under the authority of His Highness only, all such levies by ja"irdars and other 
minor estate-holders in the State bcinu abolished. 

5. That in order to compensate the said jaii^irdars and other minor estate- holders

The followiim artush^s of ai^reeiiKoil. re.uardin;.' the y.roluhitioL of i»he cultiva- 
tion of the poppv and of Gie, inamdnet.ure of opniin in the Vahuipur Stat(i, and 
the, maint(niatiee, of an eflieient preventive e.stablishnieiit at a cost of not less than 
Rs. 12,500 jxjr annum, in eon.suloration of tlie ])avme.Ml of Rs. 51,500 annually 
bv the British Govei niiie.nt, an<l of pt-rmis.sion to import free (»f duty the amount 
of opium re(jUire(l bv tin; Palanpur State, foi Ihoui fide home consumption, have 
been (‘iitm’od into on tlie mu' part bv Colonel William Seott. I’olitieal Suporin- 
tendent, ralufipur, under the authority of His h!\ceJlunev tin' Governor of l>om- 
bav ill Couueil oil behalf ol the British Government, and on the other jiart by 
His Highness She.r Molionied Kliaiiji Diwan of Jhilaupur on belialf of himself, 
his heirs and successors, who af'rces to the followinjj articles :~- 

Akticlk 1 . 

Whereas the British Govnrninent have prohibited the cultivation of tlie poppy 
a.nd manufacture of ojiium in the State of l*alan]mr, and have made new arranue- 
raeiits for the retail sale of opium since the 1st October 1878 in Giizeratti, and 
have agreed that they are prejiared to permit His Highness the Diwan of PalanpUr 
to import, free of duty, the ainouni of op’um rcquirea hv his State for hona fide 
home conaumptioD, and have promised to grant him Rupees (31,500) thirty-one 
thousand and five hundred in full compensation annually for any diminution of 
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revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium aixd 
cesses on tlie manufacture and exi)ortatioi) of the drug, and whereas the full 
duty per chest will he paid by the local vendors and consumers and will form part 
of the revenue of th(i said State of Palanpur, His Highness the D'wan hereby 
promises and agrees that ho will maintain an olTicient preventive establishment 
at a cost of not less than Rupees (12,500) twelve thousand and five hundred per 
annum, and that he will use every eilort to completely put a stop to the illicit 
importation of opium and that he will not allow o])ium legally obtained by him 
under the opium rules to bo sc'ld at a less price than that at which it is retailed in 
British territory, and it is understood by His Highness that the liritish Govern- 
ment reserve the right of withdrawing this privilege and of charging the full opium 
duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these terms, but that such privilege 
will not be withdrawn on account of isolated eases of smuggling. 


Article II. 

His Highness the Diwan of Palonpur further gives the assurance that all stocks 
of opium and juice which remained undisposed of on the 1st October 1H78 in his 
State have been bought up by him and employed for the supply of his retail mono- 
poly. 

Article HI. 

In aceordanc^ with the wdshos of Governmoul, His Highness agrei's to furnish 
half-yearly, to the I’olitica-l iSuperintendcnl. a staTement showing tin* amount 
of opium imjiorted, and the amount sohl during each lialf-\ear, tin* proceeds of 
the sales, and the balance of opium in hand in h’s State at the end of each half- 
year. 

Article IV. 

To the above stipulations His Highness the Diwan agrees on the condition 
that should any Native State* in Guzeratti he hereafter allowed to grow^ and nianii- 
faeturo opium in the same manner as the Baroda State has been, a similar pri- 
vilege shall be granted to the Palanpur State. 

This agreement containing IV Articles was agreed to at Palanpur the twenty- 
first of Sejitembor one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two between the Poli- 
tical Superintendent of Palanpur and His Highness the Diwan of Palanpur.

Arrangement made by the British Government between His Highness the 
Gaekwar op Baroda and His Highness the Dkwan op Palanpua,— 1892 

Whereas His Hif^linoss the Dcwau of Palanpur possesses certain rights in and 
over the Wantaa of Chansol and Nagawasna situated in Baroda territory, which 
rights His Highness tlie Dewan is desirous of exchanging for an adequate com- 
jieusation payable by the Baroda Darbar. 

And whereas His Highness the Maharaja Gaekwar is desirous to acquire the 
sa'd rights enjoyc'd in his territory by His Highness the said Dewan of Palanpiir. 

The Governor-General in (buncil lias, with the consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda and His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur, made the follow- 
ing arrangement 

1. The Baroda State will pay 1o His Higlincss tlie Dewan of Palanpur, 
his heirs and successors, year by year not less than fifteen days 
Ixdore the date on which the tribute payable by Palanpur to Baroda 
falls duo, the sum of nine hundred rtijices (11900) Sicca? currency 
through the Palanpur Political Sujierintendoncy, and on failure of 
j)ayment on the day fixed interest shall accrue at the rate of B 6 
])er cent. p(‘r anriuni. The payment of 11900 per annum with any 
interest that may so accrue shall be under the guarantee of the 
British Government. 

2 In consideration of the said annual payment all rights and interests of 
any description whatever of His Highness the said Dewan of Palan 
pur situated in the said Wantas of C^hansol and Nagawasna are 
hereby absolutely transferred to His Highness the Gaekwar’s Gov- 
ornraent without any reservation. 

3. The Baroda Darbar will also pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palaii- 
pur a lump sum of eight hundred rupees (R800) in commutation of 
any outstandings which may be due to the Palanpur Darbar by the 
cultivators of the said Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna.

The Guikwar Government shall never interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Radhunpore State ; but in consideration of His Kxc*ellcncv the Nawab having 
recognised the supremacy of the Guikwar State, he (Nawab) consents to make 
an annual acknowledgment by presenting a horse and clothes through the Com- 
pany’s authority at the Guikwar Ca])ital. 

Arttcu.k 1. 

When an enemy invad('s the territories of Radhunpore. t he Guikwar Govern- 
ment engages, by the advice of the Honourable (Vnxpany’s Government, to assist 
the Nawab with its forces in debmding his dominions. It is. however, to be clear- 
ly umlerstood that the Guikwar Government is not bound to as.sist the Nawab 
in the. regulatioi> of his internal government, but oidy against cxtcu'iial attacks; 
on such occasions the Nawab engages t<» reimburse the (Juikwar for the expenses 
which may be incurred bv the e(|ui])mcnt of its forces, which on no other account 
will enter the limits of the Radhun])ore State.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Nawab of Radhunpore, 
Sher Kuan Babee Bahadoor, with the Honourable Company, on the 
24th Ramzan 1236 Hegira, or tho 6th July 1820. 

That for a long time the depredations of the Khosas in my dependencies, the 
pargunnahs of Radhunpore, Summee, etc., have been great, and from that cause 
the depopulation and injury to them extensive ; and as it was not in my power 
to restrain or expel the Khosas, I wrote describing my situation to the British 
Government. 
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The troops of that Govorrment have in consequence been sent to my assistance, 
and have punished and expelled the Kh osas ; and as from this measure the safety 
and prosperity of my perjrumiahs and people will be secured, 1 therefore agree of 
my own free will to the following Articles ; — 

Article 1. 

1 engage not to permit robbers or enemies of the government to remain in my 
dependencies, nor will 1 allow any Rajpoots or Koolees to remain in my districts 
and molest or })lunder the territories of the Honourable Company, of His High- 
ness the Guikwar, or those of any other State, nor will 1 maintain any sort of 
connexion with the Khosas. 

Aim OLE 2. 

In order to ])romotc the chastisement of the Khosas or other robbers, every 
intelligence (jf them shall be communicated to the troops of the Sircar wherever 
they be stationed, and no e-xertion o<jual to my ability in tludr punishment shall 
be wanting, and on every occasion whatever force of foot or horse 1 have shall 
accom})aDy the troops of th (5 government. 

Article 3. 

As the British troops came here, in consequence of icy letters and con)j)laints 
and have expelled the Khosas, and as my districts and ryots will derive great 
advantages from their exertions, it b(‘comcs incumbent on me. as in these, arrange- 
ments the British Government has exjrended and will Lave to expend considerable 
sums of money, thot I should aid, in proportion to my means, in discharging 
this ex[)ense. I therefore agree to pay an amount yearly in proportion to my 
means, and as the government may direct. 

The above three Articles should be duly executed and observed in all resjrects.

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tion of tlie covenants on the part of the Radhanpur State hereinafter contained 
the British Government ho a agreed to relinquish the whole of the said duty on all 
opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said Radhanpur State for con- 
sumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. The Administrator, Radhanpur State, on behalf of the minor Nawab 
agrees with the British Oovornment with reference to all former agreements on 
the same subject matter as follows, viz. : — 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within 
his territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways 
only (namely) -- 

(a) by direct imf)ortation from Malwo and Rajputana or 
{b) by purchase in Bombay or 

(c) by purchase at any convenient opium dc])ot of the British Gov- 
ernment 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British Tndia as the case inav require in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in tlic ])art of British India 
into through or from which such import transport or export is neces- 
sary. 

(2) That he will ado])t such measures as shall from tijiic to time appear 

to the British Government to be necessary for oftcctually prevent- 
ing any ex])ort and any illicit im])ort of opium across his frontier. 

(3) That, the sale of opium within his territory sliall henceforward be con- 

ducted by licerstid vendors only or dcpartiuertally by State ser- 
vants. 

(4) That opium shall rot be. supplied to any of the said licensed vendors 

except on payment cf a price Avbich is not less than the price at 
which at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the 
British District of Ahmedahad. 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be pern>itt.ed 

to sell opium at a ])rice which 's lower tbau the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in the 
British District cf Ahmedahad. 

(G) That the system for the vend of opium iii lus territory shall be hence- 
forward assimilated iu its general features to that in force in the 
British District of Ahmedahad. 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in liis territory the regula- 
tions published under Government Resolution iu tlie Revenue De- 
partment No, 7207, dated 18th Septoinher 1895, and will hereafter 
from time to time adopt and enforce niiy change in the said regula- 
tions or any new rc.gulation similar in eifeet to any ])roviHion of the 
law or rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British 
India which the Governor in Council of Bombay shall in the interests 
of the British opium revenue desire hiu) to adopt and enforce.

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the let February and 1st August 
to the British Political Authorities of Palanpur Superintendency in 
such form as the (governor in Council of Bombay shall after consult- 
ing the Political Superintendent Palanpur from time to time pre- 
scribe accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

.3. The British O-overnmont agrees that so long as the Radlianpiir State tluly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants the whole of the duty payable to the Britinlv (*ov- 
ernment on any Q]:)ium conveyed into the territory of the Radhanpur State in 
accordance with the relations between the British Covcrnrnent and the Minor 
Nawab as recited in the ])reamhle to this Agreement shall be remitted or if duty 
has already been paid on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed in 
the Presidency of Bombay then that the whole of the amount of the duty which 
has beer so paid shall be refunded to the Radhanpur State. 

Provided that nothing in this Agreement shall aflert the ultimate right of the 
British Government- as paramount authority on occasion arising to alter the rate 
(d duty cr the proportion thereof to he remitted or refunded under tin's clause and 
that no such alteration shall rehouse the sjiid Radhanpur State from any of the 
covcTiants performahle by him under this Agreement. 

4. And it is furth(‘r agreed ]>etwcen the parties liercto that in this Agreement 
the word “ opium ” shall have the sain^* meaning as in tlui Opium Act (E of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Ih'esidency 
of Bombay.

Agreement prohibiting the cultivation of Hemp in the Radhanphr State, — 1904 
Form of Fornuil Ae^eptance. 

1, That cultivation of hemp shall be entirely prohibited in th(5 Radhanpur 
State. 

2. That the hemp drugs from time to time required for consumptiem in the 
Radhanpur State shall be obtained only by importation from the bonded or central 
warehouses established in the Presidency of Bombay. The importation to be 
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rejTulated by rules made for the removal of the drups from such warehouses and 
payment of duty tr> be made previous to removal at the rates fixed from time to 
time liy (Joverument as beinj? leviable on drugs manufactured in or imported into 
the ■presidency of Bombay. 

.‘b That the Iladhaupur State will adopt such measures as shall from time to 
time a])])ear to the British Oovernment to be necessary for ef[(‘ciively preventing 
any ex])ort and anv illicit import of hemp drugs across its frontiers. 

I. That the sale of intoxicating drugs within the Iladhaupur State shall liejice 
forward be conducted bv licensed vendors only. 

5. That intoxicating drugs shall not be supplied by this State to any of the 
said li( ensed vendors exc«*])t on payment of a ])rice not less than the quantitative 
dut.v fixed by C!ov(*rnnie.nt frofn time to time plus cost price of tlie drugs at such 
rate as may l>e ascertained at the commencement of each year by the Political 
Agent through the Commiss'ioner of Abkari to be the, approximate whoh‘sule luorket 
price (c./’-duty) of the drug. 

6. Thi)t no licensed vendors in the Kadhan]>ur Stat i‘ sliall at any time be per- 
mitted to sell intoxii’uting drugs at a price lower than the quantitative duty and 
cost price referred t(' in eluiise 5 uhoxe 

7. That the system of taxation and control of hemf) drug.s in tins Stat«‘ shall 
he henc.(‘forNvard assimilated in its general features to that in fori-e in tlu* lu'igh- 
bourimr British districts and tiiat tlio Iladhaupur State, will hereafter from time 
to t.inn* adopt and cnforc(‘ any chaiigt* made in the British svstem in this lonnec- 
tion which the Governor in (\')uncil of Bombay sh.ill in the int(*r<*st of tlu' British 
intoxicating driujs revenue desire it to a<lopt and enforce. 

8. Tliat. the Stadi* will furnish every half-ye.ai on the 1st Oetober and 1st April 
tin British Political authoriti(‘s of tlu* fladhanpur State with accurate account 
jt the intoxicating drugs traiisactioii.s of the Kudhaiqmr Stati* in siu h form as 
mav from time to time be prescribed by the (’ommissioner of Abkari in consulta- 
tion with the Political Agent Palanpur.

Aoreement onterod into by thn Gonoul Dtjrbah for the construction of a Tele- 
graph Line, —1874. 

Whereas the State of Gondul is desirous of having a line of telegraph construct- 
ed from Rajkot to Dhorajec via Gondul, to be worked in (‘onrection with the Bri- 
tish lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by C^olonel William 
Warden Anderson, Political Agent in Kattywar, on the part of the British Gov- 
ernment, duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General c.f 1 ndia in Council 
on that behalf, and by (-aptain Augustus Marshall Phillips, Assistant Political 
Agent in charge Gondul, duly empowered by the Administration of Gondul on 
that behalf : — 

1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Gondul State a line of 

telograj)h, consisting of one wire, to be carried on standards to ))e erectod between 
Rajkot and Dhorajee via Gondul, at a cost of Rupees thirty-one thousand 

and two liundred, more or less, and the State of Gondul agrees to pay to the 
British Governmemt the cost of the lino as the money may be required. 

2. The receipts obtained by the opening of the Gondul and Dhorajec Tele- 
graph Oflices shall belong exclusiv<'ly to the Briti.sh Government, wlio shall defray 
the entire cost of repairing, maintaining, and working the telegraph lino between 
Rajkot and Dhorajec^ via Gondul ; btit when the ro(!eipts of the OfTice fall short 
of the cost of repairs, maintenance, and working, the State of Gondul agrees to 
make good the deficiency ; should tlicre, on the other hand, be a suqilus left 
after payment of all (}xp<mses, such .surplus shall be handed over by the British 
Governraont to the State of Gondul. 

3. With the comsent (if th<5 Govornor-General in (^ouncil extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Tekgia})h Department for the Gondul State on terms 
and eonditiouH to be agre.ed u]uiu at the time between the Gondul State and the 
Govornmerit of India. 

4. The line shall be called “The Gondul-Dhorajee Braneh TologTa])h Line,” 
and shall be managed and worked entirely by the officers of tin* British Telegraph 
I)of>artment. It .shall not bo dismanthul without the censent of the British Gov- 
ernment, hut should it at any time be given up, the materials of which it is com- 
posed shall become the property of the Gondul State. 

5. The accounts of the tclegra])!* hue shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
G«>ndul, and tlie balanee sliall be. adjusted without delay. 

(). The State of Gondul agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhorajee line the pro- 
visions of the, British Telogra])h Act VIII of 1880, and such other Acts or legal 
provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, y)a8scid by the British Goccrnment 
with reference to tlic telegraphs. 

7. The State of Gondul agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhor ,ec Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulations that are now, or may hereafter be, made applic- 
able to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Government will under-

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take to furnish the Gondul State with accurate translations of suchActs, Rules 
and Regulations. 

8. The State of Gondul agrees that the Gondul-Dhorajee Telegraph line shall 
bo open to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

Agreement between Thakoh Saheb SnRr Bhagwatsingji, Chief of Gondal, in 
Halar, and Colonel John W. Watson, Political Agent in Kathiawar, — 
1886. 

Whereas it has been considered expedient by the British Government to transfer 
its civil station from Mauekvada within the limits of the Junagad State to Jotal- 
sar within tlie limits of the Gondal State ; 

And whereas a certain plot of ground forming the piece and parcel of land 
hereinafter specified and situate in the village of Jetalsar of mahal Dhoraji of the 
Gondal State is required to be occupied by the British Government for the pur- 
pose of establishing the said civil station thereon ; 

And whereas the Thakor Saheb of Gondal is willing to assist the British Gov- 
ernment in this behalf ; 

The said Thakor Saheb of Gondal agrees to assign, on payment of the annual 
rent specified below, the said plot of ground unto the Government of Bombay 
for as long us it may be r<‘quired by that Government for the purpose of a civil 
station, subject to the conditions hereinafter mentioned and agreed to by both 
parties to this agreement. 

The land in question measures 550 acres, as per map appended ; Die bound- 
aries are as follows : - on the north-west the land of moje Mandlikpar belonging 
to the Junagad {‘Uate and the line of the Bhavnagar- Gondal Railway ; on the south 
and south-west the. land of moje Rankhli belonging to the taluka of Jetpiir and 
the land of moje Mandlikpar belonging to the Junagad State ; and on the north- 
east the proposed line of the Railway extension from Jetalsar to Veraval. 

Th« s»um of Rs. 1,800 shall be paid annually as rent for this land by the British 
Government to the Gondal State and the whole plot in question is to b^ at the 
absolute disposal of the British Government during occupancy. 
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The right to cut wood or graze cattle in the said land shall vest in the British 
Government, but no privilege of cutting wood or grazing cattle or in any way 
making use of any other Gondal land outside the limits of the land hereby assign- 
ed to it by this agreement shall be claimed by the British Oovernmeut or the resi- 
dents of the new station. 

The civil and criminal jurisdiction in respect of all causes of action that may 
arise or of all crimes that may be conunitted within the limits of the land hereby 
assigned to the British Government shall vest in the British Government. But 
it is understood and agreed by both parties to this agreement that this is in no 
way to affect tlie jurisdiction of the Gondal State in respect of all civil actions the 
cause of which may arise or of all crimes which may be committed outside the 
limits of the land herel)y assigned to the British Government, but within the 
limits of the Gondal State ; and that the inliabitants of the Gondal State who may 
reside or live in the new station or possess property therein arc not to be thereby 
entitled to any assistance from or protection by the British Governnient, 

The authorities in th<* new station are not to possess any right of forced labour 
or any privilege of making recjuisitious for tbe servue of artizars. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other tributary States. 

Certain (Mistom flutics called ‘'Matulvi” arc now levied by tbe Gondal State 
on all articles of trade cxj)ortcd from and imported into the village of Jetalsar. 
These the Gondal State shall continue to levy in the village of Jetalsar as well as 
on goods exported from the new civil station, subject to such variations and modi- 
iications in rates, etc., as the Gondal State may from time to time think advis- 
able to make, with this reservation, however, tlmt no increase of the custom dues 
cm goods expoTt(ul from the civil station shall be made without the consent of the 
Political Agent, and that the rates and rules for the levy of tliese dues shall always 
be uniform for the Jetalsar village and the new civil station. 

It is agreed between both parties to this agreement that should it be found 
necessary by the British Government hereafter to expand the Ktation beyond the 
limits of the land hereby assigned to it, the expansion shall be made by tbe Bri- 
tisli Government taking, and the Gondal State giving, such furtlicr land of the 
.letalsar village as may be convenient to both parties, and on such conditions 
as may be agreed upon between them at tlie time. The station shall not be ex- 
tended under any circumstances by taking up any land belonging either to the 
lunagad State or the Jetpur Taluka. 

It is further agreed between both parties to this agreement that should the 
British Govcrnnienl find it exjiedient at any time to relinquish the occupancy 
of the land hertd)y assigned to it by removing the station elsewhere or otherwdee 
the land must he returned to the Gondal Stale and to no other, on condition that 
while the Gondal State would not thenceforward be entitled to claim and receive 
from the British Government the annual rental thereof, the British Government 
would not be entitled to claim and receive from the Gondal State tlie cost or rent 
or any set-off whatever in respect of the buildings and other properties construct - 
pd and standing thereon at the time of such relinquishment 

s 3 
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The right of levying excise duty on spirituous liquors, both country and 
foreign, on opium and on bliang, ganja and other intoxicating drugs within the 
limits of the land hereby assigned to it shall vest in the Rritish Government, but 
it is agreed lhat the liquor and other contractors’ licenses or farms are not to 
extend beyond the limits of the civil station. 

Should a cotton market be established hereafter within the limits of the new 
station, the question of its maintenance and of any consetjuent change in the rates 
of Mandvi dues on cotton levied by the Oondal State shall be dealt with in, and 
form the subject of, a fresh agreement.

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Oown and faithful to the conditions of the Trea- 
ties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to tlm British Govern- 
ment.

Articles of Aijreement with Seeder Hillol, on the part of himself and the 
Inhabitants of Jafefrahad, dated the 3rd January 176] 

Seedee Hillol professes liiniself a servant of Seedoe Yacood Khan, of Jinjee 
rah, and faithfully promises obedience to all lawful orders of the said Yacood 
Khan and his successors. 

Seedee Hillol having received many favours from the Ilommrable Engl sh 
(/ompany, and being promot<id to the Foujdary of Jafferabad by their interest 
and intercession with his master, Seedee Yacood Khan, to testify his gratitude 
to them, and to j)romote tiie welfare of the inhabitants of Jafferabad, has enter- 
ed into the following Artiedes as tin* foundation of v firm and lasting peace, viz. : — 


Article 1. 

That a strict friendship is now' entered into between the English ir all paits 
of India and the inhabitants of Jafferabad, alia.^- Musafarabad. 


Article 2. 

That no boats or vessels, with English passes and colours, shall b(; molested 
on the high seas, or elsewhere, by those of Jafferabad ; and all Jafferabad trad- 
ing boats, with Seedee Hillol’s pass and colours, be treated as friends by tbe 
English. 


Article 3. 

All boats and vessels of both parties, being in distress, and going into tbe ports 
one another, shall have all possible assistance afforded them, and liberty given 
go away wkon they please, as is customary between friends 
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Article 4. 

That the merchants of Bombay and Jaflerabad have free liberty of trade to 
those and all other parts under their respective jurisdictions on paying such duties 
as are established now or may hereafter be settled. 

Article 5. 

That the Honourable Company’s cruisers shall not be subject to anchorage, 
or any other fees of that nature, paid by merchants’ boats. 

Artk^lk 6. 

The inhabitants of the adjoining country of Jaflerabad often making use of 
the name of Jafferabad merchants, to get the Honourable (-omi)any’B pass and 
afterwards employ their boats in pirating, it is agrmd that Seedec Hillol shall 
give letters to merchants only, and those such as he is well assured are fit to be 
trusted ; and that none but such as produce his letters shall have the Honourable 
Company’s pass granted them. 

ArtK’LE 7. 

Seedee Hillol promises not to give his pass to any of the Jnfferabad cruising 
boats, not to tliosc of Sultan])ore, or any pirates whatever. 

Article 8, 

In cast- any JnfFerabad boats are taken or detected in molesting, seizing ot 
plundering any vessel, with English pass and colours, the Honourable Company 
may treat sUch boats and their crews in what manner they please. 

Article 9. 

That Seedeo Hillol will use bis best endeavours to supply Bombay with live 
cuttle, whenever occasion may require, they being paid for on delivery. 

Article 10. 

As Seedee Hillol is desirous of inc»’easing the trade of Jafferabad, he has rc- 
(juested that the merchants of that place who shall procure liis pass may be per- 
mitted to trade to Surat with freedom, and enjoy the ])rivilcgcs granted them 
many years since : it is agreed that the Honourable t}l(^ President and Council 
shall recommend to the C-hief and factors at Surat to procure from the govern- 
ment a full and free permission for their trading thither, and enjoying all theit 
aucient privileges, taking care that they meet with no oppressions whatever. 

Article 11. 

Seedee Hillol faithfully promises to use bis endeavours to bring the Sultanpote 
Koolies to Articles of Agreement not to molest the ports of Broach, Jamboseer, 
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Cambay, Gogo, etc., and in case the Koolies will not be prevailed upon in this 
point, Seedee Hillol engages to join with us in an expedition against them ; he 
with his land forces, and we with our fleet. 

Article 12. 

The city of Surat and the town of Bhownuggur being under the protection 
of Surat Castle, now in possession of the Honourable Company, by virtue of the 
King’s royal Firman, the merchants and inhabitants of both places are compre- 
hended in tliis Treaty ; therefore, should they be treated with violence in their 
trade or persons by the Jaflerabad boats or forces, the Honourable Company 
will resent it. 

Article 13. 

In case any vessels or boats shal bo wrecked on the coast of Jafferabad or 
anywhere within its jurisdiction, belonging to the English, Seedee Hillol faith- 
fully promises that all assistance shall be given suitable to the occasion ; and 
should their vessels, their cargoes, sails, stores, etc., afterwards be saved every 
article shall bo restored to the owners, without his detaining or keeping the least 
part thereof, under any pretence whatever ; and the Honourable Company engage 
to do the same by any trading vessels or boats belonging to Jafferabad, which may 
have iSoedee Hillol’s pass and colours, and meet with the like misfortune in any 
I)ort or place of their jurisdiction. 

In confirmation of the foregoing Articles, the seals of the Honourable Company 
and Seedee Hillol are affixed to two papers, of the same tenor and date, one to 
remain with the Honourable the President and Council of Bombay, and the other 
with Seedee Hillol.

I, W. C. Tudor-Owen, Esq., I.C.S., Administrator, Palitana State, hereby 
cede to the British Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every 
kind over the lands in the said State which are, or may hereafter be, occupied by 
the Sihore-Palitana Railway (including all lands occupied for stations for out- 
buildings and for other railway purposes), and over all persons and things whatso- 
ever within the said lauds.

1. The Shatrunjaya Hill is situate within and forms ])ortioii of the Palitana 
State, subject to the limitation laid down and the rights of the Jains defined in 
Resolution No. 1(541, dated the 16th Mar(‘h 1877. 

2. The Jains are entitled to use, for religious purposes and })urposes iueidentul 
thereto, all lands, trees, buildings and structures within the Gadh walls and 
manage the said religious properties without any control or interference on the 
part of the Durbar except for Police purposes. 

3. The Jains shall be at liberty, without any permission, to rebuild (when 
necessary) repair and maintain the Gadh walls, provided that in doing so they do 
not alter the })reaent dimensions or situation thereof. They will, however, be 
at liberty to raise such j>ort-ion of the Gadh v'aJU as forms part of any of the exist- 
ing temples, while raising the height of any such temple to the «^xtciit ne(T!saary 
to make the same, one of the walls of the said temple. They will further be at 
liberty to raise other jiortions of the said Gadh walls up to a maximum height of 
25 feet. 

4. The Jains shall manage the temples on the hill and outsidi*. the Gadh walls 
wichout any interference on the j)art of the Durbar. 

5. The Paglas, Debris, and Chhatris on the hill outside thi' said Gadh walii; 
belong to the Jams as well as the Kunds and the V’isamas, subject, us to the 
last two, to the user thereof by the jiublic and the Jains can repair them without 
permission. 

6. The Palitana Durbar will also maintain and repair the channels (natural 
corrses) feeding tin* said Kunds. 

7. The Jains shall be at lilierty without any permission, to maintain and rep.iif 
at their cost, tlie road with the parajiet walls called the ‘ Mota Rasta ’ leu<ling 
to the said Gadh from the foot of the hill, subjec t to the user of the said road by 
the public. 

8. The Palitana Durbar will maintain and repair at their cost the paths men- 
tioned below ; — 

1. Mota Rasta stretching to ISripuja tank. 

2. Gheti Payag. 

3. Roliishala Kedi. 

4. Chha gau rasta. 

5. Shatrunji river Kedi, 

G. Dodh gau Rasta. 

7. Rranch roads joining the Chha gau rasta and other commencing fiom 
Rohishala road and meeting the Chha gau road ; 

and the Jains will have free access thereto and thereon. 
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9 . Tlie Jains will have couiiol and management of the non- Jain shrines men- 
tioned in Mr. Candy’s report including the shrine of Ingarshah Pir and excluding 
the temple of Mahadev. The said temple of Muhadev shall be enclosed by a wall 
separating it from the Gadh wall and an independent access from outside the Gadh 
wall will be provided thereto. In so doing the Bhiin and Suraj Kunds will be left 
outside the Mahadev limits. 

10. The Jains will have the right to prescribe all reasonable rules and regnla* 
tions for the conduct of visitors to the Gadh, the temples and tanks therein as 
well as the other shrines on the liill ; but such rules and regulations as regards the 
non- Jain shrines shall not interfere with their due and proper worshi]) thereat. 

11. The line of the said Mota Rasta and the situation of the said temples, 
paglas, debris, chhatris, visamas and the kunds on the hill and outside the Gadh 
will be marked on a map * which will form part of this Agreement. The said 
map shall be duly identihed. 

12. The Pali tana Durbar will not levy any duties or taxes on ornaments and 
jewels brought by Sheth Anandji Kalianji for the decoration of the images in the 
Jain temples, and this exemption will be granted on a de.claration made by the 
Munim of Sheth Anandji Kaliajiji. 

IJ. That in the case of any dispute arising out of or relating to the rights of 
the Jains in this Agreement mentioned and in carrying out. the terms of this Agree- 
ment the Ruling Prince of Palitana State would in his executive ( apaeity, on the 
application of the Jains in that behalf decide the matter and if tlie Jains feel 
aggrieved by any such decision, they will be entitled to approach the Agent of 
the Governor- General, who, after hearing th<‘ parties, will give his decision and 
either x>arty will have the right to appeal therefrom to the higher authorities in 
due course. 

14. The Palitana Durbar agrees to receive and tlie Jains agree to pay a fixed 
annual sum ot Rupees sixty thousand for 35 years This obligation will Lave 
oilect from 1st of June 1928 and the first payment will be made on the Jsl of June 
1929 and on corresponding dates in subsequent years during the said period of 35 
years. In consideration of the above i»ayuient and thv subseijuent annual ])a}mcnt8 
the Durbar agrees not to levy auy further dues of any kind from the Jains on 
account of pilgrimage taxes. This payment includes protection, Muliiu, etc. 

15. At the expiration of the said period of 35 years, cither party shall be at 
lib rty to ask for a modification of the said fixed annual sum and it will lesi with 
the British Government, after hearing the jiarties, to grant or withhold such modi- 
fication. The amount of the fixed annual sum and the period during which thf* 
same shall remain in force shall be determined by the British Government at the 
expiration of each such period. 

16. In the event of the said annual payment not being made within a month 
from the due date thereof the Agent to the Governor-General will determine the 
eourse to bo followed by the Palitana Durbar.

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17. The orders of the Government of Bombay contained in their Resolution 
C^o, 183-Tf Political Department, dated the 5th of July 1922 and No. S. 44-1-6, 
Political Department, dated the 25th of May 1923 and those of the Secretary of 
State for India conveyed as per letter No. 1281-B, dated the 9th of October 192^, 
from the said Governn^ent are superseded in so far as they or any part thereof are 
contrary to or inconsistent with this Agreement. 

18. All the appeals and memorials of the parties hereto regarding 
matters dealt with by this Agreement shall be deemed to be disposed of by this 
Agreement. 

19. The expression Durbar means and includes the Palitans State and tlie 
expression ‘ Jains * means and includes the Swetamber Murtipujak Jain 
Community of Iinjla represented by Sheth Anandji Kalianji and their 
successors. 

20 This Agroonient is produced by the parties and ratified by the Govern- 
ment of India.

Deed executed by the Thakoke 8aheb of Ltmbdi ceding to the British Gov- 
ernment full CRIMINAL and certain civil jurisdiction over the lands in 
the State occupied by the Dholka-Dhandhuka Railway, — 1926. 

I, Thakore Saheb Shri Daulatsinhji, K.O.I.E., Thakore Saheb of Limbdi 
State, hereby cede to the Government of India in the Political Department all 
the criminal jurisdiction possessed by the Limbdi State in the portion of Limbd 
territory which has been assigned and made over for the purpose of the Dholka-i 
Dhandhuka Railway to be exercised by the Government of India in the Political 
Department so long as the land may be required for the Railway and to be restored 
to me or my successor when the land is no lonf(or needed for tlie above purposes. 

It is to be understood thut the authorities exercising the jurisdiction ceded 
as aforesaid will liberally afford to the servants of the Limbdi State all reasonable 
and practicable facilities in view to the ]>revcntion of crimes, the apprehension of 
criminals, the seizure of stolen property and generally to the maintenance of peace 
and order. 

I also agree to cede to the Government of India in the Political Department 
the civil jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, over the aboveinentioned territory 
in regard to matters concerning the Dholka-Dhandhuka Railway so long as tlio 
territory is in the occupation of the said Railway, j)fovidcd that all other civil 
jurisdiction shall continue to be exercised as heretofore by the Limbdi State.

Translation of a Letter from Jhareja Soorajee of Rajkot, to 
J. P. Willoughby, Esg., Political Agent, dated Shrawun Vud lUth, Sumwut 
1892, corresponding with 18th August a.d. 1836. 

Your letter of the 20th June has been received. You have therein written 
that I am to pay a fine of Rupees 12,000. My circuJT)stance,'^ are insufficient to 
enable me to pay this sum at once. I beg, therefore, you will do me the favour 
to settle some way in whicli I can do it. You have further written that I am to 
inform you beforehand of births likely to take place in my family. This is well, 
and I shall do so. In regard to your request that I should furnish security to 
abstain from the custom of putting my daughters to death in future, I beg to state 
that I am determined to renounce the custom. My possessions are entirely under 
the Sircar; but if, notwithstanding this, you should wish me to give security, 
I shall duly furnish the same. I have, agreeably to your orders, banished Mehtas 
B«lwunt Joeta, and Dulputram Eooshall from my talooka. In respect to Patel 
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Lukmon’s mother and the other persons who gave evidence in my case, or any oi 
their relations, not suffering, as you have written, any harm at my hs-nds, I beg 
to state that Patel Lukmon is as a son of the Durbar, and there is no one higher 
in its estimation than he is. I have, notwithstanding, this day called him into 
my presence, and 8})okcn to him in terms of encouragement and confidence before 
four Sowkars and two othe.r persons, whom I had summoned on the occasion. 
The ])roclamatioii regarding the daughters of Jharejas, which you have transmitted, 
has been received, and 1 shall take the measures it directs. Whatever the Sircar 
does is designed exclusively for our good, and I am therefore obedient to its wishes. 
I beg you will fix some way in which I can pay the fine imposed on me, and with- 
draw the attachment on my talooka. The character of my place depends on the 
Sircar. 


Rajah Chunderainghjoc of Wankanecr writes as follows — 

Whereas the Jhareja people formerly put their daughters to death, thereby 
committing a sin of great enormity, and (Colonel Walker, in Suinw'ut 1804, causcil 
them to enter into engagements to abandon tlic inhuman c ustom and preserve 
their female oflsjiring for the future ; but notwithstanding this tlie ('hiel ol Rajkot, 
Sirdar Jhareja Soonijce, disregarded and broke this engagement, and put a daughter 
to death, which case of infanticide was investigated in the month of October 1834, 
and the crime proved by moans of witnesses ; it therefore becamtj necessary to call 
upon him to furnish security that ho would not commit sucli a dreadful deed in 
future, and he has named me ; I therefore agree to hccoint' jicTpetual scscurity for 
him, and accordingly execute this writing, to the effect that .Ihareja Soorujee shall 
inform the Sircar wlionever the birth of a child may be expea ted in his family, 
and that he shall never injure or threaten Patel Lukmou’s motlicr, or any other 
people or their relation he who may have given evidence in t-he case of infanticide 
against him ; that he shall act agreeably to, and maintain the engagements forme,rly 
effected by the Sircar for the preservation of the daughters of Jliarcjas, and the 
proclamation, dated 22nd November 1834, issuc'd on the same subject ; and that 
Jhareja Soorajee sliall punctually inform the Sircar of any breach of these engage- 
ments which may occur within his talooka. I have become security for him in 
case he may not inform the Sircar of any case of infantiidde coming within his 
knowledge, or uphold and maintain the engagements for the abolition of tliis horrid 
custom, and am therefore bound to see the same done, and responsible to govern- 
ment for any breach that may hereafter arise. 

This writing is duly signed, Ashad Soodh 15th, Sumwut 1891 (corresponding with 
6th October A.D. 1835).

AdREEMENT betwfieii the Regent Lady Naneeba on behalf of Thakoor Jiiareja 
Bawajee of Rajkot in Hallar (a minor) and Major R. H. Keating e. 
V.O., Political Agent in Kattywar, — 1863. 

Article 1. 

The Rajkot Thakoor, for the purpose of assisting government in establishing 
a civil station on its own ground at Rajkot, willingly assigns to the officers of the 
(government of Bombay, in perjietuity, a spot of ground situated on the west or 
left bank of the Ajeo river. 

Article 2. 

A in»p* of the land, which measures about 385 acres, is appended. 

Article 3. 

The west half of the river-bed, where it touches the station land, is to be con- 
sidered to belong to the latter. 


Article 4. 

(/ortain garden lands situated within the station limits, measuring 89,890 square 
yards, to the extent of ton kos (water-bags) irrigation on three wells, granted in 
charity to certain brahmins, shall be continued in the holder’s possession in enani 
tenure, but the same shall be considered as included within the station jurisdiction. 

Article 5. 

The sum of Kupcos (l,5(Kl) one thousand five hundred as compensation for 
the loss sustained hv the Rajkot State is to be permanently deducted from the 
tribute payable^ by Rajkot to the British Government. The whole of tliis plot 
of land is to bo at the absolute disposal of the British olTieers, no jiorson having 
any proprietary right or right of cultivatioi' within its bounds, with the exceptioi, 
of the garden grants referred to in the foregoing Article. 

Article 6. 

No ])rivilege of grazing cattle, or of in any way making use of any Rajkot land 
outside the. limits assigned, is to he claimed by the authorities or the inhabitants 
of the civil station. 

Article 7. 

A site of not less than fifty yards square is to bo given to the Rajkot Durbar 
in a favourable position, free from all rent or other charges, to admit of the con- 
struction of a house and offices.

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Article 8. 

It is to be understood by both parties that the eatablisliment of this civil station 
in the vicinity of Rajkot is not in any way to affect the civil jurisdiction of the 
Rajkot State, and that the inhabitants of Rajkot, who may live in the civil station, 
or possess property in it, are not to be tliereby entitled to assistance from the British 
authorities in cases in which the cause of action has arisen in the Rajkot territory, 

Artici.e 9. 

In the same manner the criminal jurisdiction of the Rajkot State is not in any 
way to be prejudiced or curtailed by the establishment of the civil station ; but 
that State is to continue to enjoy the same privileges of civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion that may be continued to ether tributary States of equal rank and position. 

Article 10. 

The authorities in the civil station are not to possess any right to forced labour 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the services of artizana. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from the other tributary States. 

Article 11. 

The right of the Durbar io take transit duty on goods passing into or J('avin« 
the station to the extent sanctioned by the custom of the country is allowed. Tliis 
duty must, however, cease if it should be generally relinquished in the prcvincc. 

Article 12. 

The Durbar are not to possess the right of levying this transit duty in the civil 
station limits, hut it is understood that they will be allowed to do so as long as their 
officers do not give trouble or cause inconvenience to the controlling authority. 
In the latter case tlic duty must be collected outside the station limits. 

Artjcle 13. 

In case that government should at any time abandon the station, the land must 
be returned io the Rajkot State, and not to any otlicr talooka ; and the payment 
of Rupees (1,500) one thousand five hundred yearly to he made on the part cf 
British Government must cease. But, under such circumstances, no elaim is to 
be made on the Durbar for the value of the buildings constructed upon the land. 

Article 14. 

A passage shall he left on the bank of the river along which cultivators and 
cattle of the town of Rajkot shall be allowed freely to pass. 
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Article 16. 

An assistant officer is to have charge of the Agency Bazar in order that appeal 
from either party may lie in the political Agent’s Court. 

Article 16. 

No person shall be enticed into the civil station, but once permanently residing 
there will cease to be subject to the Rajkot Durbar. Such residence will not give 
any claim to the protection of the Agency regarding landed and other property 
within the jurisdiction of the Rajkot Durbar. 

Article 17. 

Claims regarding robberies occurring within the station limits shall be disposed 
of according to the general custom of the country. 

Article 18. 

At the special request of the Rajkot Durbar, it is agreed that no persons are 
ti» be allowed to fish in the Ajee river opposite the town of Rajkot, or for one mile 
up stream, or in that portion of the small stream on the north of the town from the 
bridge to where it joins the Ajee river.

Agreement between Raj Stngjee Thakoor of Wudwan, in Jhalawar, and 
Major R. IL Keatinge, v c , Political Agent in Kattywar,— 1864. 

The Thakoor, for the purpose of assisting Governinent in the administration of 
t.he district of .Ihalawar willingly assigns to the officers of the Government of 
Bombay, in perpetuity, p spot of land situated on the north or left bank of the 
river Bhogowa opposite the village of Ruttunpore, for the purpose of establishing 
a British station. 

The land measures about 1,760 yards, or one mile east and west, and 
one thousand yards north and south. A map of the ground is appended.* 

The northern half of the river-bed, where it touches the station land, is to be 
considered to belong to the latter. 

The sum of Rupees 2,250 (two thousand two hundred and fifty; as compensa- 
tion for the loss sustained by Wudwan in assigning this land, is to be permanently 
deducted from the tribute payable by Wudwan to the British Government. 
The whole of this plot of land is to be at the absolute disposal of the British 
officers, no person having any proprietary right or right of cultivation within its 
bounds. 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or of in any way making use of any Wudwan land 
outside the limits assigiied, is to be. claimed by the British authorities or the inlia- 
bitan ts of the station. 

A site of not less than fifty yards square is to be given to the Wudwan Durbar 
in a favourable position, free from all rent or other charges, to admit of the con- 
struction of a house and officM's.

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Certain r.uBtom duties are levied in the city of Wudwan, as in other cities under 
native rule, on all p;oods that change hands or are stored within the walls, but 
goods merely passing through in transit from one place to another only pay 
“ cheela” or transit duty. 

The authorities of W udwan having expressed a fear that in case of merchants 
establishing themselves in the station, and their having no right to custom duty 
on their trade, these collections in Wudwan might be very injuriously affected, 
it has consequently been agreed- — 

1- That the Wudwan Durbar is to take no Dan Zucaat or any description of 
custom duty on grain, merchandise, cattle, forage, or fuel passing into the station 
for the use of the inhabitants. 

2. On all such articles leaving the station, the Durbar may collect a custom duty 
according to the separate statement annexed. 

3. In case the Durbar should hereafter lessen their customs duty in Wudwan, 
a ])ropoTtional decrease is to take place in the rates levied on the departure of goods 
from the station, but no increase is to be made to the rates levied on station goods 
without tln^ consent of the Political Agent or other chief civil authority in Kat- 
tywar. 

4. The Durbar are not to possess the right of levying this duty in the station 
limits, but it is understood that they will be allowed to do so as long as their 
oflicere do not givt^ trouble or causi' inconvenience to the controlling authority. 
In the latter case the duty must be collected outside the station limits. 

5. As a portion of the laud taken for the station belongs to tlic town of Doodrej, 
the Durbar is to pay seven per cent, of its collections under this agreement to the 
proprietors of that place. 

The right of th(^ Durbar to take transit duty on goods passing into or leaving 
the. station to the extent sanctioned by the customs of the country, is allowed. 
This duty must, however, cease if it should be generally relinquished in the 
province. 

lu ease that government should at any time abandon the station, the land must 
be returned to the Wudwan State, not to any other talooka, and the payment of 
Us. 2,250 (tw'o thousand two hundred and fifty) yearly to be made on the part of 
the Hritish rrovernment must cease, but, under such circumstances, no claim is 
to be mad<^ <in the Durbar for the value of the buildings constructed upon 
land. 

At the special request of the Thakoor, it is agreed that no persons are to be 
allowed to fish in the IJhogowa river opposite the city of Wudwan, or for one mile 
east or west from its walk.

British authorities in cases in which the cause of action has arisen in the Wadhwan 
territory. 

8. In the same manner the criminal jurisdiction of the Wadhwan State is not 
in any way to be prejudiced or curtailed by the establishment of the station ; but 
that State is to continue to enjoy the same privileges of civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion that may be continued to other Tributary States of equal rank and position, 

9. The authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced 
labour or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artizans. In time 
of necessity, carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale 
that it may be demanded from other Tributary States. 

10. Certain custom duties are levied in the city of Wadhwan, as in other cities 
under native rule, on all goods that change hands or are stored within the walls.

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11. The authoriti(is of Wadhwan havinj? expressed a fear that in case 
of merchants establishing thoinsolves in the station and their liaving no right to 
custom duty on their trade, these c<»llection8 in Wadhwan might be very injuriously 
affected, it has consequently been agreed 

I. In lieu of the ex])ort duty on goods leaving the civil station secured 
to the Wa<lhwan Darbar by the Agreement of 1864, the Darbar 
shall receive from the Wadhwan Civil Station Fund, through the 
Political Agent, an annual payment of Ks. 5,000. 

II. In consideration of the above ])aymeut the Darbar shall have no claim 
to custom duty of any kind on goods entering or leaving or in the 
civil station. 

UI. The above annual payment shall be due from the year 1898-99, and 
shall be ])aid annually in two equal instalments on the 1st October 
and the Ist April for the preceding six months. 

TV. The Wadhwan Darbar having received arrears of customs duty from 
the year 1888 to 20th January 1896, at the rate of Ks. 11,000 per 
annum, arrears at the same rate will he paid up to the 3 Ist March 
1898. 

V. As a portion of the land taken for the station belongs to the taluka 
of Dudhrej, the Darbar is to paj^ to the said taluka, through the 
political authorities, seven per cent, on the above anrunil sum of 
Rs 5,000 from 1898-99, and on the arrears to be i)aid to Wadhwan 
under this Agreement. 

12. The plot of land measuring P85 acres coded by the late Chief of Wadliwan 
Thakor Sahob Dajiraj to the civil station authoritie.s as a settlement of Kumhhars 
and Bharwars at a yearly rental of Rs. 18-9-7, will remain under the ollicors of tli(‘ 
British Government, subject to the above rental, on the same terms as the civil 
station land ceded in 1864. 

1.3. In case that Govc-rnmoni should, at any time, abandon the station the land 
must be returned to the Wadhwan State, not to any other taluka, an<l the ])ay- 
monta of Ra. 2,250 (two thousand two hundred and fifty) referred to in paragraph 
4 an 1 Rs. |8-9-7 (rupees eighteen, annas nine and pies seven) referred to in j>ara- 
graph 12 and Rs. 5.000 (five thousaml) referred to in paragraph 11 (I) sliall cease, 
but under such circumstances, no claim is to be made on the Darbar for the value 
of the buildings constructed ui^oii the land. 

14. At the special request of the Thakor it is agreed that no persons are to be 
allowed to fish in the Bhogawa river, opposite the city of Wadhwan, or for one 
mile cast or west from its walls.

This Indenture made the twenty-ninth day of April one thousand nine hundred 
arul twenty-three Ixitwoen .Toravarsinhji Jasvatsinhji, Thakore Saheb of Wadhwnn 
in Kathiawar on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors and the Agent to the 
Governor of Bombay in Kathiawar acting uruler tlie authority of His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on behalf of the British 
Government regarding the assignment in perpetuity by the Thakore Saheb of the 
approach roads loading to Wadhwan Junction Station. 

2. Whereas certain two lengths of road (he einafter called “ the said roads ) 
situate within the limits of the State of Wadhwan which are more particularly 
described in the Schedule hereto and delineated in the Ma]>* attached to the said

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Schedule are the property of the said State and are now included within the limits 
thereof. 

3. And whereas it has been agreed by the parties hereto tliat the said roads 
shall for the proper administration of the Wadhwan Civil Station be assigned in 
perpetuity to the liritish Government and included within the limits of the said 
Civil Station of Wadhwan. 

4. Now this indenture witnesseth that in consideration of the aforesaid agree- 
ment between the parties hereto and rent and conditions hereby reserved and 
contained the Tliakore Saheb does hereby assign in perpetuity to tin; British Govern- 
ment the said roads together with full and exclusive power and jurisdiction ovtir 
the same on tlie same terms and conditions as those contain(‘d in the revised agree- 
ment dated the fourth September one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine 
and made between Thakore Saheb Balsinhji Chandrasinhji of Wadhwan and 
Colonel J. M. Hunter, C.S 1., Political Agent, Kathiawar, with respect to the assign- 
ment of the (Vivil Station of Wadhwan to the British Government. 

5. To hold the same to the British Government as ])art of the fhv il Station of 
Wadhwan from the 131st day of September one thousand nin(‘, hiindrecl and ninct(H*ri 
in perpetuity subject to the conditions ‘ontained in the aforesaid agreement dated 
tlio 4th September one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine. 

Yielding and paying therefor every year unto the said State of Wadhwan on 
the 15th day of January in each year the rent of rupees tw(> the first payment 
of such rent to be made on the sanction of the Government of India being received 
to the present indenture. 

d. And it is hereby agreed that should the British Goverument at any time 
abandon the said roads, the same shall be returned to the said State of Wadhwan 
and the payment of the rent hereby reserved shall cease. 

7. Tu witness whereof Joravarsiuhji Jasvatsinhji, Thakore Saheb of Wadhwan, 
has hereunto set his hand and affixed the seal of liis State, and Lieutenant-C-olomd 
W. M. P. Wood, C.T.E., Agent to the Governor of Bombay in Kathiawar, hatli by 
the order of the Right Honourable the Governor of Bombay in Council set his liand 
and the seal of his office for and on behalf of the British Government,

The Banas Kaiithui Aj^eiicy (forin<‘rlY knowi) as the 1‘aliiiipur Agency) 
was under the political control ol llic Jloni})ay ( iovoniinent unlil the lOtli 
October 1924 from whi(‘h date it was inerf^ed into the Westerji India 
States Agency and ]daced nrnlei’ ihe prditical control ot llie ( }ovt‘rninent 
of India. 

The designation of “ lhilan]>ur Agcuicy ” was (dianged to “ Banas 
Kautha Agency ” in lllijr). The (jnestion ol ihe transfer of the head- 
quarters of the INditical Agent, Banas Kaniha, froni Balanpnr to any 
other suitable site outside the Dalanpur Stati* is under consideration. 

The Salute States of Palanpiir and Itadhnnpur, which were formerly 
included in tin* Palanjmi’ Agency, liavi* now lu'cn placed in direct politi- 
cal relations wdth the (fovernnient ol India Ihrough ihe Agent to the 
Qoveriior-Oeneral, Western India Stales. 

This Agency now includes two States (Tharad and Wao), six petty 
jurisdictional Estates and a number of non-jinisdicl ional Estates. 
The latter are groupetl into foui thana (*ir<*leH, nanicly. l)e(»<lai', Kankiej, 
Santalpur and AN’aralii. ^Fhe Kankr(‘j Esfales ]>ay a tiibiite of 
Ks. 7,741-1-1 to the (laekwar -a sum which includes j)aynH‘iils madt* by 
the Thara Talukdars. None of the other Stah*s oi Instates iji the Agency 
pay any tribute. 

The Kankrej Kslates, winch we?c originallx in the Mahi Kautha 
Agency, were transferred to the Palanpui Agency in 1S44, owing t(^ 
their proximity to Palaiijiur. They are hound by the saim‘ Kngageinenls 
as the Chiefs of Main* Kantha, cxecufcd in 1S12 (.'.‘cc A^ol. A"1I, Malii 
Kantba Agem^y). 

In 1(S1L?0, w'hen the Khosas and otlier marauders W’ere expelled from 
Radlianpur, they we?e at the same time diiven away fiom the other 
petty States in this Agency wdiicdi they infested, and an Engagement 
(No. I) was concluded with these States, by which they betanne tributary 
to the British Government. In 1821 (fo\eriniient resolved to exact no 
tribute till the revenues of these States had increased by one half, after 
which one-third of the inc'rease was to be taken. Bnt in 182b, in con- 
sideration of the ])Overty <»f the petty Chiefs, tiihute w’as remitted alto- 
gether, and new Engagements (No. IF) were concluded, binding the 
Chiefs to suhmission to the British Government, hut not to payment of 
tribute. 
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In 184S tho Kana of Wao and some of liis relations undertook (No. 
Ill), in consideration of an annual payment of Ks. 8(il, to prevent the 
import, export, transit and sale within their taluka of salt from the 
Ranu. 

The Chiefs are hound ])y engagements regarding opium similar to 
those concluded with Dalanpur (q-tJ.) in 1822 and 1879. Some of them 
also entered, in 1897 and 1898, into engagements similar to that con- 
cluded with Radhanpur (q.v.) regarding opium ; and the principal ones 
are alst) Imujid, regarrling hemp, hy similar agieements to that made 
with Palanpur 

Till 1887) the police duties in this Agency were discharged by the 
Gaekwar's (/ontingent, hut in that ^ear the (Vuitingent lorce was dis- 
handed and replaced by a local police corps now (.ailed the Banas Kantha 
Agency J’olice. Gn the inauguration of the 'Western India States 
Agency in October 1924 this force was placed under the sujiervision ol 
the Superintendent of lV)lic.e, Western India States Agency. 

Transit duties in the Agency vv(*re abolished in 1887. 

The Jamiya esiat(*s under ihe Tharad State, whicjh were under direct 
Ageuc.y jurisdiction up to 1994, ivere in that year replaced under the 
jurisdiction of the 'Pliarad State and the Agency Thami at Tharad was 
abolished. Similarly jurisdiction over 28 lihayadi villages of the Wao 
State, which were under (he Wao Thana, were placed under the juris- 
diction of the Wao State in 1917; and the remaining villages under 
the Than a (hrcle were placed under the juiisdiction of the Suigaui 
Taluka, which was then grant(Hl jurisdiction, and the Wao Thana w'as 
abolished. The jurisdiction graiitcMl t(» the Suigam Taluka was with- 
drawn in 1927 and an Agency ^I’hana, called the Suigam Division of the 
Deodar Thana, was constituted for the area (21 villages) over which 
the Talukdais exercised jurisdiction. 

The Chief of Tharad has the power of passing sentences of seven 
years* rigorous imprisonment and indicting tines up to Rs. 10,000, and 
of trying civil cases uj) to the value of Rs. 20,000. The Chief of Wao 
has the power of passing sentences of three years* rigorous imprisonment 
and indicting fines up to Rs. 5,000, and of trying civil cases up to the 
value of Rs. 10,000. 

The Thanas are placed in charge of Thanadars who exercise the 
powers of a second class magistrate and have power to try civil cases up 
to the value of Rs. 500. Cases beyond this jurisdiction are dis]M»setl 
of by the Courts of Deputy Political Agents and the Political Agent, 
according to their respective powers. 
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Appeals and revisions in civil and criminal matters lie to the Court 
of the Judicial Ooiijiuissioner, and those in political matters to the Ag’ent 
to the Goverjior-(}e7)eral and the Government of India.

Aoreemmnt and Security entered into by the Town and Chiefs of Terwara 
and its Dependencies with the Agent of the British Government, Assar 
Vud 3rd, or 28th July 1820. 

The troops and villages depending on Terwara having been depopulated, and 
we (the Chiefs) reduced to great distress, in order to obtain tin* protection of Gov- 
ernment that they may be again repeopled, and that we may be placed in com- 
fort and M(‘ciirity, we, Biiloach<‘ Khan, Vuludi liussun Khan, Ayum Khan, 
Vuliidi Kumal Khan, Koria Aja, Vuludi Roadan, Koria Agra, Vidiidi Dhun, 
rajjee, Koria Becliur, Vuludi Dewan Juggote Asun, etc., tlio whole, of the 
inhabitants of Terwara, of our own free will, agree to the following Articles : — 


Article 1. 

We (t he above-named) and our brethren and the Koolees of our d<*pendencies 
all included engage not to plunder or rob in the territemes of the Honourable Com- 
pany, nor in any Qther State or pergunnah, nor to be in anywise the cause of 
robbery or plunder. 

Article 2. 

We engage not to allow the Khosas or any other robbers or enemies of the 
Sircar to remain in Terwara, nor the villages depending on it, nor will we main- 
tain any sort of coniu^xion with them, nor send intelligence* to them, but aid in 
their discomfiture or imnishment to the utmost of our ability, and we*, also engage 
to forward intelligence of the Khosas to the detachment of the Sircar wherever 
they may be stationed, and should it be necessary will accompany them. 

Article 3. 

The troops of the Sircar have expelled the Khosas, and have restored this 
country to order, and in effecting these measures great expense lias been and will 
bo incurred by the British Government : wc therefore willingly agree to pay a 
sum yearly consistent with our ability, or as the government may direct. 

In this manner three Articles have been agreed to by us, and we engage to 
abide by them.

Translation of an Agreement with the British Government entered into by 
the Thakur of Thurad, Waqhela Karem Sing, on the 23rd August 1826. 

Whereas in the hope of protection from the injuries inflicted on our district 
by the Khosas, Koolecs, and others, and of advancing the prosperity of our per- 
gunnahs, a bond of agreement with the British Government was executed by us, 
dated 15th Magsud, Sumvut 1878, in the 3rd paragraph of which we stipulated 
to pay to the extent of our means our proportion of the expenses incurred in pre- 
venting the inroads of the Khosas, or any other marauders, and to pay our quota 
yearly, in conformity to which engagement we have until now guided ourselves 
by the instructions of the British Government ; but now that the British (Govern- 
ment in its great goodness is pleased to cancel the above obligation on our pnri 
to pay such necessary expenses incurred for our benefit, w(‘ are d<*eply gratified 
for the same, and bind ourselves for the future by the following engagements : — 


Article 1. 

We promise to conform ourselves in every respect to our former agreement wit h 
the British Government, with the exception of the 3rd paragraph respecting our 
payments therein stipulated to be by us paid, and to conduct ourselves as faith- 
ful dcfiendants on the British Government. 


Article 2. 

The Koolees, Kajpoots, or armed men of other districts, who may come 
peaceably, and with the intention of residing quietly in our talookas, shall not 
be licensed to remain without their so coming being communicated to the British 
Government ; and in case security for their good conduct, and bail for their aj)- 
pearance when called for, should be re(|uired by the British Government, it shall 
bo demanded from them, nor shall they in such case be allowed to remain without 
consenting thereto. 

Article 3. 

The ancient obligation existing previous to the above-mentioned Treaty between 
us and the British Government, and the Baroda (Government, shall remain in 
full force as heretofore ; we will in every respect guide ourselves in conformity 
thereto. 


Article 4. 

We will in no respect permit robbers or disturbers of the public peace to find 
shelter in our districts, or any dependencies of ours, and when claimed by cither 
the British or Baroda Government we will deliver them up if they fall into our 
power. 
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Arhole 5. 

Whenever the British forces proceed for the suppression of robbers, bandits, 
or Khosas, we will prepare all the means in our power of horse and foot in aid of 
the British armament, and send the ablest of our people with them as becomes 
obedient dependants on the British Government, and the person in charge of our 
contingent shall be placed under the authority of the Commandant of the British 
forces. 

Article 6. 

The talukdars or petty Chieftains shall on no account wage private wars or 
disturb the ])ublic peace by mutual discords ; in case of such quarrels the same 
shall be communicated to the British Government, and the decision of its authority 
to be final. 

Article 7. 

We will not avail ourselves of the weakness or poverty of any village land- 
holders to extort Girass or any other rights, and when any village oilers to bind 
itself to dependency or tribute, we promise not to accede to such arrangement 
without the knowledge and approval of government. 

Article 8. 

The Koohics, Kajpoots, and others, in fact, any inhabitants of our villages, 
shall in no rosjiect be permitted to commit any irregularities in the districts of the 
British {»r Baroda Government, or any other dependencies, and we are responsible 
for their misdemeanours ; such are the eight Articles of our agreement, and we 
will act in conformity th<;roto ; and if we arc e.vcr found departing from these 
engagements, we arc answerable to make good the claims instituted, and pay 
such fan*, as shall be ordered by government, submitting ourselves to its decision.

We, liana Sirdar Singh walad Jalim Singh Chuan of Wow ; Shcreji walad 
Khengarji of Hachana, Wow Taluka ; and Chuan Agur Singh walad Yoibhaji of 
Kundalia, Wow Taluka. 
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We, in supersession of the agreement made on the 8th May 1846, do hereby 
enter into this AgreciiKiiit with the Government to prevent all sale and export of 
Ghassya salt brought from the Runn in our taluka, and will not permit its import 
or transit through it from other talukas or districts, for which wo are to receive 
from the British Government annually the sum of Company’s Ks. (361) three 
hundred and sixty-one as follows : —

In this manner we will receive annually. Sliouhl any breach (»f this agreement 
take place, we agree to forf(‘it the compensation for the year in which such devia- 
tion occurs, and for every additional breach during tin* same* yt‘ar wt* agree to 
pay a fine (jqual in amount to the yearly compensation granted. The commence- 
ment of this agreement is from Ist January 1841 ; this writing is })assed with our 
free will and consent, dated 27th March 1848.

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IV.~WESTERN KATHIAWAR AGENCY. 

The Western Kathinwar Ajyency, with heudquarters at Rajkot Civil 
Station, was oonstituted by the amalgamation in 1923 of two (Sorath and 
Halar) out of the four Prants into wliich the j>rovince of Kathiawar was 
formerly divided. 'I’he combined division, which w^as at first named 
The Western Kathiawar States was given its present designation 
in 1927. 

Formerly ea(di Prant was in charge of a European Politit^al Officer, 
designated “ Assistant Political Agent with the civil powers of a 
Zilla Judge and the criminal powers of a District Magistrate. To each 
Political Assistant was assigned an Indian Deputy Assistant with fixed 
civil and criminal powers : and each Prant was further divided into 
Thuna Circles in charge of Thanadars with limited civil and criminal 
powers. 

No great change in the system of the administration of Kathiawar 
took plac.e until 1922, although in 1902 the designation of Political 
Agent had been changed to Agent to the Governor, that of Assistant 
Political Agent to Political Agent, and that of Deputy Assistant to 
Deputy Political Agent. In 1922 the Raluie States were transferred 
to direct political relationship with the Government of llombay, through 
the Agent to the Governor, except with regard to iuterstatal suits, 
boundary disputes, extradition, passports, giras registration and heir- 
ship certificates. 

On the creation of the Western India Stales Agency in f October 1924, 
some changes were made in the system of the judicial administration, 
as a result of wliich civil powers exerci.sed by the Deputy Political 
Agent and the IVditical Agent were transferred to the Civil Subordinate 
Judge, Kathiawar. The Agency Thanas were placed under the control 
of the Deputy Political Agent, subject to the general supervision of the 
Political Agent. The Deputy Political Agent was also given powers 
to hear Political suits arising in Thana areas subject to appeal to the 
Jhditical Agent and the Agent to the Governor-General. The Under 
Secretary to the Agent to the Governor-General was given the powers 
of an Additional District Magistrate with respect to Rajkot Civil 
Station, and all other duties in <.*onnection with the Civil Station were 
transferred to him. 

Of the Salute States, now in direct political relations with the 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General, 
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Western India States, nine were formerly included in this Agency — 
Junagadli, Nawanagar, Porbandar, Morvi, Gnndal, Tafrabad, Wan- 
kaner, Dhrol and Rajkot. 

Jasdan, Kotda-Pitha, Wankia and ihe Babra Thana were transferred 
from the Kasterii to the Western Kathiawar Agency in 1923, 

The Agency <*ontains 47 non-Saliite States and Tahikas, and four 
Thana Circles. These Thanas are in charge of Tlninadars who exercise 
the powers of a sec<md class magistrate, hear suits to the value of 
Rs. 500, and are subject to ihe control of the I)e])uty Political Agent. 

Owing to the custom of the partibilily f»f Estates by erjual division, 
certain towns and several villages of the Tahikas of Bantwa, Vasavad, 
Bagasra, Kotda-Pitha and Tetpur are <‘o-shared by several Talukdars. 
To exercise jurisdiction over these <‘o-shared holdings a Majmu Nyaya- 
dhish is appointed for eacli of these Talukas. A]>]>eals agaiiisl the deci- 
sion of these Majmu Nyayadhishes lie to Ihe Ckuirt of the Oistiict and 
Sessions Judge. A s{)ecial constitution is ])rovided for the elctpur 
Tahika Court. 

Formerly the trial of giras cases in States having ]>recedence below 
the State of Patdi was conducted by the Judicial .\ssisiant; but in 192(5 
these giras cases were transferred to the Ihditical Ageni who mnv decides 
them wilfi the aid of tw<» assessors. 

In 1893 the Chief of Malia eiilenul inlo an Agreement (No. 1) 
effecHvely to contrcd the Mianas, but he was unable to do so and in 
1880 his judicial ])oAvers were withdrawn. The.se were restored in 1883, 
except with regard to his Miami subjects. In 1895 the Taluka was 
placed in charge of the Assistant Politi<-al Ag(*nt, llalar (now INditical 
Agent, Western Kathiawar Agency), and rules for the conljol f)f Mianas 
were framed in 1909. 

Mention has been made, in the general narrative, of certain cessions 
of railway jurisdiction made in and before 1894 by various States and 
Talukas of the AVestern Kathiawar Agency. In 1910 Manawadar, 
Bantwa and Saidaigarh ceded (No. IT) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of eveiy kind over lands occupied by the Shahpur-Saradia 
branch of the Junagadh State Railway. In 1912 a similar cession was 
made (No. Ill) by sharelndders of rTotjuir-Bilkha over lands occupied by 
the Junagadh-Yisavadar Railway: in 1913 (No. TV) by shareholders of 
Jetpur and the Talukdar of Cuiii over lands occupied by the Khijadia- 
Amreli-Chalala Railway : and, in the same year, by the (’hief of Jasdan 
over lands occupied by the Botad-Vinchhia (No. \) and Vinchhia-Jasdau 
(No, VI) sections of the Botad-Jasdan Railway.

Agreement entered into by the Thakoor of Mallia, — 1863. 

I, Jadeja Suttaji, talookdar of Mallia, do hereby enter into agreement with 
Major Keatinge, Political Agent of Kattywar, that during the interviews of the 
18th and 20th December you informed me that you were dissatisfied with the 
working of the Mallia thana, and that you intended to make an effective arrange- 
ment for its bettor working. Whereupon 1 requested you that I should once 
more be trusted with the affairs of the Meenas and the management of the tliana ; 
and I now bind myself that should my request be granted I will ado}>t the follow- 
ing arrangement and act accordingly : — 

1. I will keep the Meenas under control and will also put a stop, as far as pos- 
sible, to their habits of thieving, house- breaking, etc. Should tlu\v, however, 
commit mischief to any person or talooka, I will amicably satisfy tbe injun‘d 
parties in accordance with the practice in force for the time being sanetioned 
by the Political Agent. 

2. I will cause a than a -building to be erected at Mallia on the plan prcscribtsd 
by the Political Agent for similar buildincrs in other parts of Kattywar. The 
same shall be substantially built at once, and for tliis purpose T will place Rupees 
5,0(10 in deposit with the .Xgent’s treasury or with any Bauk(^r named by him ; 
and on oo mine n cement of the work the sums tliat mav be reijuired from time 
bo time should be paid to me by (3overumcnt. The building will be constructed 
on the said plan and the account of the cost thereof will be shown if reejuired. 
Any sum that may remaiu uaoxpeiided on compleliou of the building should be 
refunded to me. 

3. I will employ and iiermanently kcc}> up the following establishment for 
the thana, and their salaries shall always be paid to them as detailed i)elow^ T 
will employ educated and respectable persons as thaiidar and his karkoon : —

Besides tbe above I will station 15 chosen sowars in Mallia. The account 
of the disbursement of the salaries of the thana establishment will be shown to 
an officer of the Agenev whenever he may ask for it, and 1 shall see that the men 
of the thana are always ])rcsent on duty. 

4. I agree that either myself or Koovur Modji will always be present in Mallia, 
and whichever of us will stay there will conduct business with the Agency. If 
J station Koovur Modji there for tbe carrying out of this arrangement, he will 
be invested with full powers in connection with tbe affairs of the Meenas, so that 
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he may not have to wait for any inRtructions from mo ; and after it is once settled 
which of us is to stay there lie shall not be removed without the consent of an 
officer of the Afreiicy. 

5. The affairs in connection with the tribe of the Meenas are at present in 
the jurisdiction (»f the Agency. It being now projiosed to entrust the same to 
my house, I agree that I will administer the same in accordance with the terms 
aforesaid. In case of my failure T agree that the Political Agency has a right 
to resume the said authority, and further that the criminal jurisdiction over all 
our villages inhabited by Mecna.« shall also be vei^ted as a matter of right in the 
Agency. 

0. For the above reasons the Politii-al Agent has personally advised me that 

it would be detrimental to mv intere.st if I were to allow the Mocnas to spread 

over to th<‘ new villages beyond those into* which 
*iiicinorig. ,, ... ^

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V.-EASTERN KATHIAWAR AGENCY. 

The Eastern Kathiawar Ageiiry, with lieiuhjuarters at Wadliwau 
Oivil Station, was constituted in 192»^ hy comhininj** the two Erants of 
dhalawad and Gohelwad. The eoinhined division was first styled “ The 
Eastern Kathiawar States ’* and was ^iven its present designation in 
1927. The system of administration and the constitution are similar t\) 
those prevailing in the AYestern Kathiawar Agency. 

Of the Salute »States, now in direct ]»oli1ical relations with the 
Governmert of India tlirongh the Agent to th'* Governor-General, 
Western India vStates, five were formerly included in this Agency — Bhav- 
iiagar, DJirangadlira, Palitana, liimhdi and Wadhwan. 

The Agency contains Ifi non-Salute States and I'alukas, and S Thana 
(Circles. 

In 1920 the Talukdari Thana of Jhinjhiiwada was converted into an 
estahlished Agency Thana. The Chotila Thana, which was originally 
allocateil to tlie Thaluwad Prant (now part of llie Eastern Kathiawar 
Agency) and suhse<iuently (1914) transferred to thi^ Halar Prant (now 
part of the Western Kathiawar Agency), was re-transferred to this 
Agency in 1925. 

Since 1925 the control of all Thanas, previously under the super- 
vision of the Political Agent, has been transferred to the Deputy Politi- 
cal Agent. Thanadars ordinarily exercise the powers of a second class 
Magistrate and hear suits to the extent of Its. 500. 

In 1804 a remission of Hs. 250 from the tiihute due to the British 
Government from the Bhiiinias of Dudhrej was made under an hhigage- 
ment (No. I) hy which they assigned a jilot of land required for 
Wadhwan, the headquarters of the JJialawar suh-di vision. In the 
amending Agreement of 1899 with Wadhwan [see II — Salute Slates No. 
OXVll) provision was made (in the fifth clause of Article 11 of the 
Agreement) for the payment, hy the Wadhwan Darbar to the Bhuinias, 
of a percentage of the amount granted hy the British Government to the 
Darbar as compensation for the lo.ss of customs duties. 

In 18f)6 the Girnssias of Soonporie assigned (No. IT) a plot of land 
for the establishment of the Songadh Civil Station : and in 1914 the 
Girassias of Songadh assigned (No. Ill) some more land for that station. 
The Station was closed with eflFect from the 1st May 1923 and tlm land 
was restored to the Girassias (‘oncerned in 1928, except for three plots 
assigned in perpetuity by a separate Agreement (No. VI) signed by the 
Girassias in 1930. 

Mention has been made, in the general narrative, of certain railway 
agreements and cessions made in and before 1905 by various States and 
Talukas of the Eastern Kathiawar Agency. In 1926 the Lakhtar State 
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and the Sadul Dada Estate of (’liotila reded (No. IV) full and exclusive 
power and jurisdiction of every kind over lands occupied hy the Than- 
Chotila Ilailway. 

In 1927 the hereditary title of Thakore Saheb was conferred (No. V) 
on the Chiefs of Lakhlar and Rayla.

En^aokment passed by Major R. H. Keatinge, v.r., Political Agent in 
K\TrrvvAH, to KuRsiTNSiTNG, Govindsung, and Umersung, Hhoomias 
of the Village of Doodrej in Jiialawar, — 1864. 

Tin) officorH of ^ov’ernment roquirin;' a small piece of land, measuririju; about 
tw"c?ity-fivo acres, on the borders of your villap;e, for the purpose of establishing 
a station, it is agreed that you are to receive as compensation for it a remission 
of your tribute to the amount of Rupees (*250) two hundred and fifty yearly. 

The whole of the plot of land is to be at the absolute disposal of the British 
officers, no person having any proprietary right or right of cultivation within its 
bounds. 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or in any way making use o any land under 
Doodrej, boyemd the plot now treated of, is to be claimed by the British author- 
ities under this engagement. 

A site of not loss than twenty-five yards square is to be given to the proprie- 
tors of Doodrej in a favourable position, free from all rent or other chnrges, to 
odmit of the construction of a house and offices. 

'rhe Bhoomias of Doodrej are, whilst they conduct themselves with propriety, 
to onjov the same privileges in all matters connected with the administration 
of justice that is accorded to other persons of the same rank and position. 

The authorities in the now station are not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any privilege of making recpiisitions for the service of artizans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other Tributary States. 

The proprietors of Doodrej are not to possess any right of levying Dan Zucaat 
or any other custom duty on food, merchandise, cattle, forage, or fuel entering 
or leaving the station, but they may claim to receive from the Wudwan State 
seven per cent, of the collections which may bo made by that Durbar, under the 
terms of an agreement concluded with tliem under this date. 

The right of the Bhoomias to take transit duty on goods passing into or leav- 
ing the station to tlie extent sanctioned by the customs of the country, is allowed. 
This duty ’must, however, cease if it should he generally relinquished in the 
province. 

In case that government should at any time abandon the station, this land 
must be returned to the Bhoomias of Doodrej, not to any other persons, and the 
payment of Itupoes (2r)()) two hundred and fifty yearly to bo made on the part 
of the British (rovornmont must cease ; but under such circumstances, no claim 
is to bo made on the Bhoomias of Doodrej for the value of the buildings constructed 
upon the land.

The Girassias who own the villaj'e of Sonx>urrec, reyjresjmted by Kawuls, Teja- 
bhai Jeaabhai, Shubhai, Nai(3ebhai, and Khorabhai Hamabhai, for the x)urx)oae of 
assisting Government in the administration of the District of Goludwar, wilUnixly 
assign to the ()ffi.e.«‘rs of the, (Jovernment of Bombay in j>(‘T)>etuity a sx)ot of land 
sitiiaied on t.he west or left bank of the River Ootawuliee, in immediate proximity 
to the, village of Sonpurree, for the purpose of establishing a British station. 

Article 11. 

A map of the land, which measures about 75 acres, is appended.*

The western half of th(‘ river bed, where it touches the station land, is to be 
considered to belong to the station. 

Article IV. 

The Girassias agree never to erect any houses, huts, or other buildings on the 
now vacant rising ground (marked A. A. A. in the survey map) in immediate proxi- 
mity to the station, as their so doing would shut out the breeze from the Political 
Assistant’s bungalow. 

Article V. 

Tin* sum of (Rujiees dOO) three, hundred Rupees as compensation for the loss 
sustained by the Sonpurree Girassi.as in assigning this land is to be permanently 
])ayal)le yearly by the British Government to the Sonx)urree, Oirassias. 

Article VI. 

No privilege of grazing eatth^, or of in any way making use of any Sonpurree 
land outside tin* limits assigned is to be elaimed by the British authorities, or the 
inhabitants, of the station. 

Article VII. 

Th(* authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any ])rivih*gt‘ of making re,quisitioiia for the service of artizans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furniahed according to the same scale that 
it may be dcmiaiidcd from other tributary States.

Agreement between the Girassia shareholders of Songadii in the Eastern 
Kathiawar Agency and the Hon'ble the Agent to the Governor-General 
in the States of Western India, — 1930. 

Article I. 

The Girassias who own the village of Songadh represented by three Talukdars 
viz., (1) Raol Gulabsing Patheraj, (2) Raol Amarsang Jamatsang, (3) Raol 
Merubhai Pratapsing for the purpose of assisting Government in the administra- 
tion of the Western India States Agency willingly assign to the Hon’ble the Agent 
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to the Governor-General in the States of Western India in perpetuity or such tim^ 
as he may rtiquirc for the said specified purpose, three plots of land measurin^j 
in all Square Yards 63,726 Square feet 2 situated on the west or lelt bank of tlu: 
iiv(‘r Utavali in immediate proximity to the village of Songadh for the puri)os(^ of 
maintaining a Dak Bungalow and Circuit Houses (Political Agent’s and Deputy 
Political Agent’s Bungalows). 

Article II. 

The thr<‘e plots of land octaipied by the threa* Bungalows namely- -a Dak 
Bungalow and Circuit Houses (Political Agent's and Deputy Political Agent's 
Bungalows) which have been rc'tained for the use of Government Officers on duty 
aft<T th(' aiKdition of the Songadh CJivil Station as well as the land taken u]) by tin' 
a23j)roach(\s to these Bungalows are marked with boundary pillars on all sides as 
shown in the annexed map*. 

Article HI. 

The Girassias agree never to erect any houses, huts oi other buildings on th(‘ 
said lands. 

Article IV. 

A rent of (Ks. 33) thirty three only calculated from the 9th November, 192S, 
will be fiaid annually on or before tin* termination of the year by the Jiorrblc 
tin* Agent to the Governor ‘Gt‘neral in the States of Western India to the Girassias 
of Songadh. This rent will be payable for so long as the Agency holds tin* land. 

Article V. 

No privilege of grazing catt-le or in any way making use of the demarcated land 
within the limits assigned to the Ilon’ble the Agent to the Governor-Geneial and 
siiec.ified in the map is to be claimed by the Girassias of Songadh. 

Article VI. 

This agreement cancels all jircvions agreements made* in connection with the 
assignment of land to Gov«irnm(*nt for the establishment or the managi'ment. of 
Songadh (.’ivil Station. ’Pin* t'utire. area except the area covered under tin* terms of 
this agri*< luent has been restored io the Songadh Girassias with effect from the 9th 
Novemb<*r 1928.

Treaties, Engagements and Sanads 

relating to 

Baroda. 


B aroda . — One ot Hw moftt distinguiKlied ainon^ tlu‘ tirsi. Muhraita 
leaders was Khaiidi Han DabJiare, who inaiiitaiiied liis iollnwers in 
Gujarat and Katliiavvar, frnni which pinvinccs he exacted tribute. In 
the struggle for supreiuacy in the Alahratta contederacy, he supported 
the (*uuse of Sbahuji, and was raised by him to tlic ranU of Senapati or 
(-oniinander-in-Ohief. One of bis officers, ])anjaji Gaekwar, was on bis 
reconiinendation appointed second in coininand. Khandi Kao and 
Dainaji Gaekwai* died witliin a few montlis of each other in 1721, and 
were succeeded in office, the forimu- by his son Triinbak Kao Dabhare, 
and the latter by his nephew Kilaji Gaekwai. 

In 1729 the Kesliwa Haji Kao obtained from Sarbulaml Khan, the 
Aloo'hul Deputy in Gujarat, a cession of the « hautli and other dues of that 
province: and, anion^- otlier conditions of the ejant, engaf>;ed to ])revent 
Maliratta subjects from takiiii»‘ jmrt witli disturbers of the pea(‘e. This 
cojidition was chiefly aimed at Trimbak Kao Dabhare and Pilaji Gaekwar, 
who considered it to be an encroachment on tljeir lights. Tiinibak Kao 
tlierefoie entered into negotiations witii other Maliratta leaders in Guja- 
rat to opjiose the Pesbwa’s claims; but was defeated and slain in battle 
in 17dl, and the Peslnva’s rights in Gujarat were thus established. 
Yeshwant Kao, the infant son of Trimbak Kao, was appointed to the 
rank of Senapati, and Pilaji Gaekw'ar was confirmed in bis former post 
with the title of Sena Khas Kbel. It was agreed that the Peshwa and 
the Senapati should not interfere with each other’s possessions, and that 
Yeshw'unt Kao should have the entire management of Gujarat, paying 
half the revenue to the Peshwa and ae.coiiuting for all euiitributioiis 
levied from eountries not mentioned in the deeds of cession given ]>y 
Sarhulaiid Khan to the Peshwa. The eession of the chauth by Sarlm- 
land Klian was, however, disallowed by the Emperor of Delhi; Sarbr.. 
laud Khan was removed from office and superseded by Abhai Sim'^

Baja of Jodlipur, by one of whose emissaries Pilaji Gaekwar was 
murdered . 

Dainaji Gaehwar, son of Pilaji, avenged liis father’s murder and suc- 
<;eede(l in wresting tlie whole of Gujarat from the Moghuls. Yeshwant 
Itao, when he (uiiiie of age, proved (juite incompetent for* his post, and 
the Dabliare family gave place to the Gaekwars. Damaji Gaekwar sup 
])o?ted Tara Bai in an e.ft'oii she made to free her grandson, the Baja ot 
Satara, from the tliraldom of the Peshwa Balaji llaji Bao ; hut he was 
t leaclierously seized hv the Peshwa, and was not released till he agreed* 
to pay to tlie. Peshwa 15 lakhs of ru])ees as arrears of tribute from 
Gujarat, and to share e(jually all his possessions and future conquests. 
In 17r)‘.3-5.‘l the Peshwa ohtaiTied a partitionf of Damaji Gaekwar’s con- 
quests in Kal liiawar, and the Gaekwar agieed to assist the Peshwa with 
troops when ne(*essaiy. Thereafter the armies of Damaji Gaekwar and 
of tlie Peshwa under Baghuba ]»roceeded to the joint coiujiiest of 
Gujarat. In 1755 the MtJghul Government in Ahniedabad was entirely 
subverted, and the town and country were shared between the Peshwa 
and the Gaekwai'. Damaji Gaekwar supported Baghuba in his rebellioii 
against .Madho Bao, and fuinished him with troops umhu* his son, Govind 
Bao. But in this war Damaji was defcatinl and punished by the im- 
j)ositioii of all annual tribute (d‘ Bs. 5,25,001), and {ninual service Avith 
•1,000 horse during |>eac(‘ and 4,000 during war. He also agieod to pay 
Bs. 2,54,000 for certaiii districts which the Peshwa promised to restore 
to him, nmh'ng his tiibute in all Bs. 7,70,000. He left four sons, 
Sayaji, his eldest son by his second wife: GoA'ind Bao, his second son, 
by his first wife; and Manaji and Patch 8ingh by his third Avife. Govind 
Bao Avas at J’oona at the time of his father’s death aTid, by the payment 
of a large nazar to the Pe.sliAva Madho Bao, and by agn*eing+ to the 
ai rangeinents aaIiIcIi had been concluded Avith Damaji three years before, 
he procured his lecognition as succ.ess(*r to his lather’s Jtuik of Sena 
Klias Khel. But l'’ateh Singh urged the superior claim of Sayaji, the 
fddest soTi, who AAHs an idiot; and the PesliAAii, Avhose object was to 
divide the family and tlnuidiy leduce the Ga(‘kwar’s powei', suhseipiejitly 
admitted^ Sayaji’s rigid, thus making the brothers Goviud Bao and 
Pateh Singh implacable <*nemie.s. To strengthen bis position Fateh 
Singh made overtures tor an alliance Avlth the British Government in 
1772, but his proposal was i-eje< ted. In January 177-1, hoAvever, an 
Agreement (No. I) Avas made AAuth him. This provided that the Gaek- 
war’s slnne of the reA^eriues of Broach, Avliifdj the Biitisli Government 
had taken by as.sault in November 1772, Avas lo remain on the same 
footing as umbo- the government of the NaAvub of Br(»aeh. 

After the minder of Narayan Bao, tlie Peshwa Baghuba again recog 
nised the claim of Govind Bao. Therefore, wlien Baghuba fled to 
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Gujarat before the army of the ministerial party at Poona who sup- 
ported the elaim of Madho Rao Narayan, the posthumous son of Narayuii 
Rao, to the position of Pesliwa, he found an ally in Govind Bao and an 
enemy in Kateh Sin^d). AVhen llie Poinhay tojce joined tlie annv ol 
ltag'hul)a, an unsuccessful attempt was made to detacli Fateh Siiif'dj 
from the cause of the ministerial party. But, after some successes had 
hecn f^rnined hy the British tr(M>ps in Gujarat, a 'I'leaty (No. TJ) was 
iiHMiiated ladwcen Fa (eh Sinj^li and llaj^huha, hy whi^ h it was n^n eed 
that the former should furnish troops and money to Raizliuha, uho 
should provide GociTid Rao witli a jaf»’ir in the l)c<*can, and that the 
Rritisli Government, as n\iaiantors of the treaty, should i(*(‘eive the 
Gaekwar’s share of the levenues of Broach and several villa^**e.s in y)er- 
pctiiity. 'riiis treaty was ahropated hy the orders of tin* Ben^iul (f(»verii- 
nient, wliieh dissolved the eonne<*tion with R.ay»‘huha, I'heii followed 
thi‘ Treaty of Ihirandhar (,<rrc The Peshwa, Vol. V^TT), eonclnded hy 
(^)lonel T^])toii with the ministerial party at Poona; om‘ oi the pro\i- 
sions of which w:ih that the cessions made hy h^itcdi Sino'h should be 
restored to him it it could lx* jiroved that he had no authority to make 
th(*in without the yirevious consent of tin* IN'sliwa’s Gosernment. The 
object of this action oi tin* ministei’ial party was ti* induce f’ali‘h Sink’ll 
to aelvn()wledo<> liis d(*p(‘n<l<*nce on tin* Poona (knirt; and in l'el)ruar\ 
1778 he was recognised ** as Sena Klias Khel on paying u]> hi^ arrears 
of trihiite. 

Aft(‘r t he (k)n vent ion oj Wargaon in J77h (sec 'I'he Peshwa, Vol. Vlf) 
it was jiroposed to ent(*r into a Treaty with the Ga(*kwar family, acknow- 
ledging their independeine of the Peshwa; and eveninally a Treaty ot 
ol‘]'ensi\(* and dctensiv(* alliain-e {No. Ill) was concluded on the 2Gth 
-laniiaiy 1780. Fat(*]i Singh was to r(*ceive the Reshwa’s tcjiitoiy north 
of the Mahi river; to cede tiis districts south of tlie ^Japti, the revenues 
ot Broach and villages adjacent, and the <lislricl of Sino?- on the Nar- 
bada; to he relleveil from payment ot tribute to tin* lh*shwa during tlie 
wai'; and to send -1,000 hors<* to join tin* Rritish army. ^I'lie leinis of 
this treaty weie gt*neralh' apyiioved hy the Sujueme Gov«*rnment, hut 
some idijeetions were taken to the wording of it. ^I’he seal of Government 
and tin* signatuies of the Members of ('ouncil weie tlieivtoie affixed hv 
way of latitu'aiion to an amended version, eojiies ol which \N(‘re sent to 
the Bombay Goveniment t() he (*xehaiiged with l''at(*)i Singh. The 
alterations made, however, were never <*ommun icated to him. 'riie (pies- 
tion whether, in these eiicumstanees, eithei- \ersion ot the tieat\ was a 
hiudiug document, is of no yiractical importance; for, hy the Treaty of 
Sulhai, (see M’ho Peshwa, Vol. VII), Avliich established ])eace h(‘lween tlie 
British Government ami the Reshwu in 1782, the teriitori(*s of the 
Gadiwar were placed on tlie footing on wJiich they had stocjd before the 
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war, and Fateh Sinph was required to pay tribute tn the Feshwa as 
formerly, hut was exeinpled from all retrospeetive* elaiiiis. 

Fateh Singh Oaekwar died on the 2lst December 1789. JTis brother 
Manaji immediately assumed clnirge of the government for his half- 
brother Sayaji, and ivas recognised by the Feshwa on payment of a 
large nazar. The claims of Govind llao were, howevtu-, 8ii])])()rted by 
Madliuji Sciudia. Manaji applied for the protection of the Dritish 
(ioveriiment under the Treaty of 1780; but interference was declined on 
the ground that that treaty had been superseded by the Treaty of Salbai. 
The family (juanel was terniiTiated by the deatli of Manaji in August 
I79d and the succession of Govind llao, who was recjuired to pay large 
sumst to the Feshwa and to sign an agreement ceding to the Feshwa the 
Gaekwar’s distiicts south of the Tapti and his >liare of the customs of 
Surat. This cession was afterwards reliiujuished by the IVshwa, the 
British Govern ineiit having objected to it as a disnuMuherment of the 
Gaekwar’s territory contrary to the ])rovisions of the Treaty of Salbai. 

Aba Shelukar, the Feshwa's Deputy in Gujarat, excited the enmity 
of Govind llao by levving cciiitribntions in the Gat'kwar’s villagtvs. This 
led to hostilities, to which the Gaekwaj- was further imdted by Baji llao, 
as Aba Shelukar was a supporter of the Minister Nana Farnavis. I’he 
quarrel was materially atlected by the intervention of th(‘ British 
Government. On the death (d‘ the Nawab of Surat in 1799, the British 
Government endeavoured to obtain the cession of the Gatd<\vai-’s shall* of 
the. chauth of Surat and the suirounding districts. To this tlie Gaekwar 
consentt‘d conditionally on the FesliAva’s sanction being obtained, and 
in the hope of securing assistance against Aba Shelukar. Kis iCH|ue8i 
tV)r aiil was not met; but in the meantime Aba Slielukar was made 
})risoner by Govind Fao, and in October 1801) the Feslnva leased to the 
Gaekwar his share in the Gujarat revcniKiS for five years at the rate of 
five lakhs a year. 

Manchei'ji Khur.setji Desai of Navsari, who had been granted pro- 
tection by Fateh Singh, under the guarajitee of the kaist India (h)m- 
pajiy, but had left Navsari in 1789 for Surat through fear of oppre8- 
eioii, was granted a parwana (No. IV) by Govind lla(» in October 1798: 
and this was renewed in Augusi 1891 by a letter (No. Vj from Anaiid 
Rao to the Company’s representative at Surat 

Govind Kao died in September IvSOO and his eldest son Anand Rao 
was ackjiowledged as his successor. He was of weak intellect, and the 
powers of the State weie usurped by his illegitimate half-brother Kan- 
hoji llao, who was, however, deposed by llaoji Appaji, the, minister of 
Govind llao, supported by his brother Balmji. The cause of Kanhoji 
was espoused by Malhai- Rao, cousin of Govind Rao, whose father had 
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been a supporter of Govind Rao in his struggles with Fateh Singh but was 
dissatisfied with ilio treatment be hail received after the accession of 
Govind Rao to power. The struggle was ended by Raoji Appaji throwing 
hiinself on the protection of the British Government, and agreeing, by a 
Convention (No. VI) concluded on the 15th Sarch 1S02, to receive a 
subsidiary force fi'oni tlie Bombay Government and to cede the chauth of 
Surat and the ])argana of Chorasi, on condition of being supported 
againsi Malhar Rao. After a short campaign Malhar Rao surrendeied, 
and was given an allowance of Rs. 1,25,000 a year. Both Malhar Rao 
and Kanhoji subse(piently rebelled jriore than once. Kanboji was 
eventually removed to Madras in 1S12, in <M)nse(iueiH5e of his having con- 
spired wifh the lam of Nawanagar to secure his own elevation to the 
Bai'oda State a.nd to destroy the British ascendancy in Gujarat. Malhar 
Rao died a jirisoner at Bombay. 

The Convention of the 15th March 1802 was reduced lo a formal 
Treaty (No. VII) confirmed by the Gaekwar in :i separate written agree- 
ment on the 29th July 1802. To this treaty was added a private engage- 
ment witli Raoji iV])paji, guaranteeing to him permaiHUitly the post of 
IMinister and cNtending the protection of the British Government, to him, 
his son, brothers, nephews, relations and friends. By the I4th article 
of tin* Treaty of Bassein (see The Beshwa, Vol. VI 1) tlie treaty willi the 
(lackwar was recognised and acknowledged by the J^eshwa. 

The militjiry foi(‘es of Baj'oda iiichnled a complement of merc'enaiy 
Arab troops ^^ho, tlnnigb few in numlwrs, occupied all th(‘ important 
militaiy posts and liad, (hiring bis struggle with Kanhoji and Malliar 
Rao, kept the Gaekuar under arrest. The (kmvention and Tr(‘aty of 
1802 both included a stipulation for Britisb assistance to the Gaekwar 
ill reducing tlie iiumhev of these mercenaries, who cost the State about 
iJireo lakhs of rujiei's a year, while the Gaekwar ^\as unable to discharge 
tluMii, as h(* owed them arrears of pay amounting to about twenty laklns, 
and tli(‘ revamues for the current year were already mortgaged. The 
money was advanced to the Gaek\\ar by the Company, on territorial 
seeui'ity : and tlm reduction of the mercenaries was effected, though not 
until the town of Baroda, whieb they had occupied, was invested by a 
British force. At that time, no imjmrtaiit engagement of any kind was 
ever made in Gujarat without a guarantee or security : and the Arab 
Jemadars had, in many cases, not only become secuiity to hankers for 
the repayment of loans made to the Gaekwar, hut had guaranteed their 
persons against molestation or oppression. When the Arabs in Baroda 
finally surrendered, tbey agreed to Avithdraw from Gujarat on condition 
of receiving tlie arreais due to them and of being released from any 
guarantee given by (liem either to persons or property. This was done, 
the guarantee of the (kmipany being substituted for that of the Arab 
eJemadars. I’ho British Government gave, at the same time, a number 
of other guarantees to jiersons who liad advanced money to the (iaekwar.

and to Minisiern nnd otlior officials who stipulated for protection to 
themselves and ilieir descendants before they would coitimit themselves 
to the poli<*y of ilie llritish (ioverinnent. 

Up to the death of Anand Ran, the llritish Goveriiineiit continued to 
exercise a close control over the aft'airs of the (laekwiir : and their 
guarantees, which were considered to he advantageous in securing British 
influence at Baroda while at the same time (‘stahlishing the (laekwar’s 
<Tedit, caused no inconvenience. After the succession of Sayaji, how- 
ever, and his investiture in JS20 with the full goveiiimeni of his State, 
they gave lise to much iiritation; h\it the majority have eitlier lapsed, 
been forfeited for iiiiscondnct, or dechued to liold good only foi‘ the lives 
of the parties. Tn a Despatch N<». *172, dated the 21st January lS5h, 
from the (loveinnuuit of India in the Foieigjj 3.)e])a?‘tmeni to the llesi- 
dent at Baioda, four guaraut(‘es were declared to he ])prpetual and hered- 
itar^^ One of these, a Sanad (No. YlIT) granted in January IStKt to 
Mafigal Sakhi Das, la))sed in 1915 on the death of Bai Dhiraj, his last 
des(‘.endant : and only the remaining three are now iii force. Tlu'se are 
(1) the guarantees given t<j ^lancherji Khursetji Desai in 179J and 1801 
(Nos. IV and V) already mentioned: (2) a guarantee given in Fehruary 
1808 (No. TX) in rejdacenient of one given by the Arab Jemadars to a 
Sanad of the Gaekwar Anand Kao, granted iji April 1801 to Shankorji 
Desai of Bnllesnr : and (8) the guarantee givcni to a Sana<l (No. X) 
granted by Anand Kao in May 1808 to Suhhanji Pol and his unde vSul- 
baji Pol, and contirnied to the foimici- vhen, in 181 J, the Gaekwar can- 
etdled his original Sanad and granted a fresh one (No. XV) to Suhhanji 
Pol only. In 1849 a permanent arrangement was sanctioned, by which 
the Gaekwar resumed the three villages held by Suhlianji’s son Goraji 
Pol, and undertook to pay to the lh)l family an annual sum of 
Rs. 7,198-12-0, to })(* disbursed through the Hesident, witli the stipula- 
tion that no deductions slnuild he made cm account of <le})jcciation ot 
currency, jxfiaflari oj’ otlici’ causes. In 1911 the (jf»verninent of India 
detdded tliat the llritish guaraTitee to the Pol was hereditary, that the 
l*aga, should he disbanded and that for the disbandment the Durbar 
sJiould pay Ks. 1,888 (British) annually to the P(d. In 1912 the Govern 
luoiit of India agreed to the Pol Pagedar receivijig his allowance direct 
from the Durhur instead of from the Residency Treasury. 

In 1808 an Agreement (No. XI) was comduded, supplementary to 
the Convention and Treaty of 1802, whereby the Gaekwar ceded districts 
yielding Rs. 7,80,000 foi* the support of the subsidiary force agreed 
on iji those two instruments. These three engagemeuts were all con- 
solidated in a Definitive Treaty of General Defensive Alliance (No. 
XII) signed on the 21st April 1800, by which the subsidiary force was 
incireased: territories yielding Rs. 11,70,000 were ceded for its support; 
lands yielding Rs. 12,95,000 were assigned for the payment of the Gaek- 
war’s debts to the British Government, which amounted to Rs. 41,38,732; 
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the Gaekwar bound himself to submit his pecuniary disputes with the 
l*esbwii to the arbitration of the Jlritish (jf)vernnient ; and f»eneially his 
relations with the Jlritish Government were defined. 

In 1807 the East India Company concluded Agreements (No. XIII) 
witli five chiefs of <he Gkhumandal district of Katliiawar. These people 
lived chiefly by })iracy and on the oiTerings of ]»ilgi‘ini8 to the celebrated 
shrines of Ileyt and Dw’aika, the reverence attac]»ing to wliich ])revented 
neighboining Slat(^s from punishing them. Two of the (Chiefs Averc 
required to ])ay Its. 1,10,000 as compensation for ])ast piracies, and all 
bound themselves to a])slain from ])iracy in futine. 

In 1808 it was found tliat the districts <-edcd by flic Gaekwar under the 
Treaty of April 18()r) did not \ield a revenue e(jual to the cost of the 
siihsidiary fo)<‘c ; and, by a. .Mcmoiandum (Nf). XIV) dated the Hit!) Inly 
1808, the Gaekwar ceded additional territories yielding Its. 1,70,108- 
10 - 0 . 

I’ll" lh*sln\a’s claims against the Gaekwar for the tribute ot Katbia- 
w'ar and the farm of Almiedahad which, aftei llie expiry of the live 
years’ lease, laid h(‘en renew(‘(l* in 1804 for ten years, at. t lie rate of 
IN. 4,r>(),0t)0 a A'ear, throngh tli(‘ mediation a?ul under the guarantee of 
th(* lli’iiisli Gov(‘i miKMit, wej(‘ inet by counterclaims on the part ot the 
Gaekwar foi the rev(Mines of llroach, wliicli the lN*shw'a liad ceded to 
the lliitish witlioiii liis consent, and for the ])ay of extraordinary troops 
ke])t 0 }) for tlie defence of tlie Ih'sbwa’s j)ossessions in Gujarat. Kenewal 
of the J(‘as(‘, which expired in 1814, was lefused; and Trimhakji Dangiia, 
the favoniite cieature of Baji Uao, directed the Kathiawai ( hiefs not 
to ])ay to the Gaekwar the Peshwut’s share of the tribute. To adjust 
these disputes GuJigailhur Sliastri, the Gaekwar’s minister, was deputed 
t<* Poona under the guarant(*e of the British Government for his safety, 
hut was basely assassinated by Trimhakji Dangiia. By the treaty (.see 
The I’esinva, Vol. Vll) which, in conseijuence of tliis outrage, he wais 
ie(juired to sign in 1817, tlie Peshwa was obliged to renounce all future 
claims against tJic Gaekwar aJid to compromise past claims lor an annual 
sum of four lakhs of rujiees, a payment from which tlie Gaekwar w'as 
n*hu»sed on tlie ovei throw of the Pesliwa. As the result of this arrange* 
immt, a new Treaty (No. XVI), .su))plementaiy to the Delinitive Treaty 
of April 18()r), was concluded on the tith NoveniheJ’ 1817 with Eateli 
Singh, the llegent, on behalf of Anand Kuo Gaekwar. Tlie chief pro- 
visions of tliis treaty wove an increase of the subshliaiy force; the c.ossiuu 
to the British Goveriinient of all the rights which the Gaekwar had 
acquired by the faini of the Beslnva’s territories in (Bijarat; the consoli- 
dation of the territories of the British Government and the (faekwar in 
Gujarat by exchange of certain districts; the co-opeiatiou of the Gaek- 
war’s troops with those of the British Government in time of war; and 
the mutual surrender of criminals. 
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Repeated violations of their agreements, and renewed piracies by 
the Okhaniandal Chiefs, had led, in 181fi, to the Company’s omipation 
of the district ; which, hy Article 7 of the Treaty of Noveniher 1817, 
was ceded in full sovereignty to the Gaekwar. Anand Rao Gaekwar died 
Oh the *Jnfl October 1819, and was succeeded hy his hrotlier Sayaji Kao, 
who during the preceding years had been Kegent, to the exclusion 
of his tAvo leiritiinate sons, Kahvant Kao and Kilaji Kao, by a Kaj])ut 
wife. On his accession Government resolved (No. XVII) to withdraw 
from the minute interference which they had hitherto exercised in the 
internal atfairs of the Karoda State, provided that the Gaekwar respected 
the Kritish guarantees given to bankers, ministeis and other individ- 
uals in liis State. In 1820 the total debts of the State amounted to 
Its. 1,07, fit), 297. Loans for the liquidation of this sum weie raised from 
BIX ])rin(;ipal bankers under British guarantee, the Gaekwar engaging 
to pay them oft' at the rate of fifteen lakhs per annum. 

In April 1820 the British Government came to an Arrangement 
(No. XVIII) with tlie Gaekwar regarding tlu‘ (‘olletdion of the tribute 
due to him from Kathiawar and Mahi Kantha. He agreed not to send 
troojis to C()ll(‘ct the tribute, and tlie British Government agreed to 
procure payment of tlie tribute free from any e\])ense to the Gaekwar. 
In the same year a somewhat similar arrangement was madt‘ regarding 
the Mewasis of Kewa Kantha (,vcc Kewa Kantha, Xol. VTI). 

In September 1820 the Gaekwar entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) 
reg’ulating the sale of opium in his territory. Tin* e.xpoit of opium fi'om 
British India into Baroda had previously been prohibited, e\c<*pt. on 
piiVinent of duty at the rate of Ks. 12 a seer. The traffic in opium was, 
by this agreement, made a State mono}>oly, and the import dutv was 
abolished. 

In August 182o the Gaekwar agreed (No. XX) that his share of any 
Hues levied by tin* British Government in Kathiawar, and of any revenue 
over and above that tixeil at the perpetual settlement, shoubl be credited 
to the fund for the suppression ot infanticide (xcr Kart I, Western India 
States — Oi'Ueral). 

T he instalments Avhich the Gaekwar had agreed to pay for the 
liquidation of the loans raised in 1820 were very irregularly jiaid : and 
in 1825 it was found that the debts had increased. With the coinscnt 
uf the Gaekwar a new arrangement was made under guarantee, by whifdi 
certain districts v'ere farmed for seven years to pay oft the debt. Sayaji 
Kao, however, violated the leases and showed no disposition to respect 
the guarantees : and the British Governineut in 1828 temporarily at 
tached the districts of Ketlad, Bahiyal, Kari, Uahlioi, Bahadnrpur, 
Sinor, Amreli, Damnagar and Shiyanagar, and the tributes of Kathia- 
war, Mahi Kantha, Kewa Kantha, Kajpipla, Udaipur, and the tribu- 
tary Sankhera villages. In 1882, however, after much negotiation, a 
private settlement was eftegted between the Gaekwar and the bankers^ 
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the guanintees were cancelled, and the districts .and tributes were 
restored to tl)e Giudcwar. 

]{y the 8th article of the Treaty of 1817 the Gaekwar was bouinl to 
}naintain a body of effective cavalry to co-operate with the sub- 

sidiary for(‘e. The article pive the liritish (loverinneiil no rl^dit to the 
srMvices of this force except when the subsidiary force could be em- 
ployed ; but the ])racTice grew up of holding the cavalry available at all 
times for police duty in the tributary States. The force was very 
inetticdeTit, and in 1880 the Gaekwar was railed on to render two-thirds 
of the cavalry fit for service. On his failing to do so, lands yieldinj. 
about Its. 15,00,000 were sequestrated to provide funds for their pane 
tnal ])ayinent. Tn 1882, however, the districts were lestored on the 
Gaekwar agreeing (IVo. XXI) to deposit Its. J0,00,t)00 with the British 
Government. In the fVdlowing years Sayaji Rao tlaekwar committed 
himself to a long course of unfriendly nets against the liritish Govern- 
ment. These led in 1880 to tlie se(juestration of the district of Petlad, 
yiebling a rev(‘nue of Its. 7,82,000. I’he deposition of Sayaji Rao and 
the transfer of his rule to another member of the family were threatened. 
Pari of the revenue of Petland was a])propriated to the Tnaintenar»(*e of a 
body of cavalry organised by the British Government, and called the 
Gujarat Inegular Horse. In 1840 it was pro])osed to the Gaekwar 
to reform his contingent by leducing the strength to 1,500 efficient men. 
Th is j)ro])osal was not based on the Treaty of 1817, which was declared 
abrogated ])y the unfiiendly (‘omhict of the Gaekwai*. Tlie Gaekwar was 
much op])osed to this measure; but at last in 1841, when the causes 
of dispute were adjusted, an Agreement (No. XX 11) was made with 
him, whi(*.h levised the Treaty of 1817; provided for a payment of 
Rs. 8,00,000 for fhe Gujarat Irregular Horse; for fhe maintenance af 
the contingent of 8,000 horse by the Gaekwar; and for its emjdoyment in 
the tributary districts, flic Gaekwar being permitted at any time to reduce 
the number so employed to 1,500 men. (hi the conclusion of this agree- 
ment the district of Petlad was restored, and the Rs. 10,00,000, deposited 
with the British Government in 1882, weje letunded to the Gaekwar. 

In 1844 Rules (No. XX III) were agreed upon, regulating the levy 
of dues on vessels di iven into the Gaekwar’s poi ts in Kathiawar by stress 
of weather: and these weie revised (No. XXlVj in 1850. 

Ill December 1847 Sayaji Rao died, and was succeeded by liis eldest 
son Ganpat Rao. 

In A}U‘il 185() Ganpat Ra-o ceded (No. XXV) in full sovereignty the 
lands required for the construction of the Bombay, Baroda ami (Tentral 
India Railway, subject to the condition that bis revenue should not 
suffer by the loss of transit duties. The question of compensation for 
such loss was discussed for some time ; but eventually the Baroda Darbar 
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found it iinposRible to eRtiinate it and abandoned all claims on tbat 
account. 

(riitipai Kao died i?i Noveiuher 185(1. He left no soji, and was suc- 
ceeded bv his Inotlier Klnnidi Kao. 

In 1858, as a reward for the (laokwar’s services durinp* the mutiny, 
the ])ayment of Ks. 8,00,000 for the (lujarat Irrepfular Horse, provided 
by the Afireenieiit of 1841, was remitted (No XXVI); but at the same 
time the ]>erinission ^iven to the Gaekwai* to reduce tlie continp;ent to 
1,500 men was cancelled, and the (‘ontinjrent was put on tlu^ sanu* foot- 
iiifjf as that described in the 8th article of the Treaty of 1817, witli the 
additional provisioti that it sliould do ordinary policr duty in the tribu- 
tary districts. 

In 18(i2 the Kuler (»f Karoda was f»:raiited a San ad of Adopiirui 

(No. xxvri). 

In 18t)f) the Gaekwar’s sea ports were declaied to be Kritisli Indian 
poits for tlie ])UT‘p()Ses of Sections 18. 141 and 140 to Hit) of tin* (\»n- 
sf)lidat(‘d Customs A(‘t. (VI of 18()»»). They still enjoy corr«*s[)ondinjif 
pi ivi](‘^es under the Sea (bistoms Act (VlII of 1878). 

In 18ti7 a permanent salute of 21 ^uns was planted to I he Kuler of 
Karoda. In tin* same year the Govertiment of India ^^aive^l their rifi;ht 
to have formally submitted for their sanction any a])pointnient which 
the Gaekwar might wish to make to the post of Diwan of his State. They 
retained, however, the right to veto any nomination oi which they might 
disap])iovo. 

For many yeai's there was a coiitrciversy as to the ]es])ec1i\e I’ights of 
the Kritisli Government and the Gaekwar to 4(; villages in the Wajpur 
larat, a tra(;t in Khainb*sh. These villages were in tin* possession oi 
the Peshwa from 17o0 to tlie downfall of the Mahratta jiower in 1817 
During the earlier years of hritish rule the claim of the Kritish Govern- 
meiit as succ^essor to tlie JVshwa was preserved, but tin* Gaekwar, who 
held some villages in this district in rightful ])ossession , gradually en- 
croached on the Hi itish villages, whi<*h had for some years yi(*lded jio 
reveTine; and uhen in 1848 the (juestion attracted attention and a (*laim 
was put forward by the British (jovernment, the Gaekwar had been in 
undisturbed possession of the villages for twenty -om* years. The ques- 
tion remained in abeyance until 18()9, wheji, in consideration of the 
long possession oi the Gaekwar, the British Government waived their 
right. 

Khandi Kao died in November 1870 without male issue, though the 
accouchftTnent of his younger wife was expected. The heir-apparent in 
these circumstances was liis youngei brother Malhar Kao who, iiaving 
been accused in 18(i8 of being concerned in n conspiraev to compass the 
death of his Inother, had been confined as a State jirisoiier at Kadra in 
liaroda territory. Malliar Kao, having acknowledged in writing that 
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a posthumous son, if born, would be the undoubted heir to the gatldiy 
was v'-o()f>nised ns ref^ont duriufr tlie and eventually as

riie last six years of Khandi Kao’s rule had been marked by serious 
deterioration irj the administration of Baioda, wlnoli attrae.ted on 
several occasions the severe animadversion of the Bombay Government. 
Tinder Malhar Kao’s rule the maladministration of the State, increased, 
lill in l(S7d the active interference of the British Government Wcame 
unavoidable. A Commission was appointed for the purpose of making 
the necessary enquiries; and its report in March 1S74 established so 
serious an amount of general misgovernment in Baroda that the Gaekwar 
was warned that, unless wuthin a given time he ell'ected essential reforms 
(he nature and extent of wdiich were fully ex})laiii(Hl to him, he would be 
removed from the exercise of power and such other arrangements, consist- 
ent with the maintenance of the integrity of the Baroda State, wa)uld be 
made as might be required to secure a satisfactory administration. 

Tn May 1H74 Malliar Kao solemnised his marriage with his mistress 
Lakshin i Bai. In <'onse(juence of doubts as to tJie jiropriety of this mar- 
riage, the Kesident w’as directed not to attend the ceremony. By the 
tone of his communications to the Kesident on this subject, the Gaekwar 
incurred the grave disjileasure of the Bombay Government, hive months 
after the marriage a son was born, but the Kesident did not jiarticipatc 
in the ceremonies usually jierformed jit the birth of a legal heir, and 
the couise of events subseijuently made it unnecessary for the Govern- 
ment of India to pronounce upon the validity of the marriage. Added 
to these causes of dissatisfaction with ihe conduct of the Gaekwar was 
his treatment ot his brother’s youngest widow, -Famna Bai, whom ho 
confined to the jialace till her life was endangered, and did not release 
her till he was warned that he wamld be held responsible if she suffered 
any further injury. In the meantime the Gaekwar ’s marriage with 
Lakshnii Bai had aggravated the serious dilVereni'es hetweeii him and 
his nobles, which had been commented on .ii‘ the report of the Commis- 
sion; tlie pay of the military idasses w’as greatly in arrear; the Siiidis and 
Arabs in his service were fast getting beyond control; and there seemed 
to he every jirosjiect of a rebellion. In short, n(» progress had been 
made in improving the administration, notwithstanding the Gaekwar’s 
promises to reform. 

In November 1874 tlie Government of India appointed a special 
oth(*,ej‘, Sir Lewis Belly, to replace Colonel Bhayre, the Kesident at 
Baroda, whose personal relations with the Gaekwar were not altogether 
satisfactory, and to alibi'd the Gaekwar every possible aid in reforming his 
administration. Colonel Bhayre had reported an attenqil to poison liim, 
and his successor. Sir I^ewis Belly, was instrimied to investigate the case, 
lOvidence was brought to light which tended not only to substantiate the 
commission of the attempt, but to throw suspicion on the Gaekwar him* 
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. An enf|uirr uns deorniid essential ; Imt, having? re^^ard io llie ante- 
cedents oi* tlie (^aekwar, the discredit thrown on his character l>y the 
report of the Coininision, and the weight of the evidence hrou^ht to 
li^ht, the (Government of India were of opinion that the erKjuiry wonld 
he condncted under disadvantages if Malliar Rao remained in tlie ]>osi- 
tioii of Gaekwar, and that it would be iniproj»er to (‘ontinue iriendly com- 
munications with him ]>en(lin^ the investigation. It was tlierefore deter- 
mim‘d to suspend Malhar Jtao from power, and to assume on behalf of 
the Britisli Government the administration of the State ])endin^* the 
result of the enquiry. Troops were accord iuj»‘ly sent to Baroda, Malhar 
Rao was arr(*stpd^ and a JVoclamation (No. XXVTII) was issued au- 
riouncinpf his suspension and the institution of the emjuiry. It was 
announced fit the same time that, whatever the results of the enquir}'^ 
mij,>ht he, a Native adiuinistraHon would l»e re-estahlished at Baroda. 
The charges ajyainst Malhar Raj) of insti^atin^^ the attempt to ]>oison 
(k)lonel Bliayi’e, of holding’ secret «‘oniinunications with certain Jl<‘sid 
cncy servants, aiid of ^ivinj' them hi'ihes for impio])er purposes, \\'(*re 
in vest i floated by a (•nminission composed of the (^hief rlustice of Bengal 
as Bresident, and Sir Raehaid Mead<‘, Mr. P. S. Melvill, Maharaja 
iScindia, the Maharaja of Jaipur and Sir J)inkai- Karr as nremlxu’s. The 
Kuro])ef\n memheis considered tlie charges provjMl ; hut S(*india ami Sir 
Dinkar Rao found the graver imputations not ju’oved, while tlie Maha- 
raja of Jaipur thought that Malhar Rao was not im])li(‘ated in any 
ot tile offeiiees charged. 

Meanwhile, independently of the en(|uirv into Ihe attempt to poison 
Colonel fMiayre, mu<h additional ]noof of Malhar Kao's untitness lor 
power had Ireen accumulated. As the Commissioners woiv diA'i<h‘(l in 
opinion, the final decision of Her Majesty’s Governnient was not basj'il 
upon the rejiort of the (kminiission, nor did it assume that the n'Milt 
of the eiiqiiirv had been to prove the truth of the imjintations against 
the Gaekwar; Imt, liavijjg regal'd fo all the circumstances relating to tlie 
alTairs of Baroda from the date r>f Malhar Uao’s accession 1o jiower, to 
his notorious misconduct, his gross misgovernmeiit of tlie State, and Ins 
evident incapacity to <*arry into eife<t tlie necessary reforms, it was 
resolved that. Malhar Rao should be deposed fioni the j)osition of Gaek- 
war; and that he and his issue should he jnecludcd troni all rights, 
honours and jirivilegcs ajipcrtaining thereto, 

A Proclamation (No. XXIX) to this efTect was issued on the l!K,h 
April and Malhar Rao was deported to Majlras. He died tliere in 

1882 without male issue, his son by Lakshmi Bai haviiq predeceased 
|)im in 1880. His widows, Mahalsa Bai and Bakshnii Bai, returned to 
Baroda territory. Tlie former died in 1903, and the laltev in 191(;. 

Tile Government of India, being desirous to mark their sense of the 
loyal services of Khandi Rao Gaekwar in 1857, acceded to the request 
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of Ilk widow, Jamtin Bai, that she mip-ht he allo^ved to adopt some 
loeiiiber of the Gacdcwar family, who mijjfht he selected as ihe most suit- 
ahle, peiHon upon wdiom to confer the Jhiroda State. Ifer choice fell 
upon (jfopal ]{ao, a descendant of Jhirtah Itao, son of Pilaji (xaekwar; 
and he was installed as Gaekwar of Baroda on the 27th May 187r5, under 
the name of Sayaji Kao. Sir Madhava Kao, then servin|L*- at Indore, 
was ap])ointed Diwan, and hrouf^hl the administration into an efficient 
state. Maharani .lamna Bai died in 1898. 

Some of the inovisions of the Opium Agreement of 1820 having heen 
allowed to fall into aheyance, it became necessary to ])ut -the opium 
arranoements with Baroda on a more satisfactoiy foolin^^ and a settle- 
ment was arrived at in 1878. Its jirovisions were stated in d(‘tail in a 
letter (No. XXX) from Sir Madhava Kao, wliose proj)r)sals were ac- 
cepted with some slight modifications. 'Fhey may he summarised as 
itivolvin<^ the adoption by Baioda of the Benj^al system. T1 m‘ most noi- 
alde departure fnun the s|)irit of the orij^inal Af^reement of 1820 w'as 
that the Baroda State was permitted to manufacture opium for ex])orta- 
tion to (^hina on (‘ertain conditions, hut this e.vportation w’as stopped in 
1918. In 1922 the Darhar adopted the measures necessary t(> give effect 
to the jirovisions of the 1 ?de7’national Opium (Vinvention. 

In 1878 a British officer was apjiointed as Boumlary (Commissioner, 
for the settlement of any disputes hetw’een Baroda and her neighhouis, 
that might he referred to him. With the approval f)f the Government 
of India, a code of rules for such settlements w^as drawn up. Since 
1884 the First Assistant to the Kesident has been c.r-ofjficio lloundary 
Gommissioiier. 

In 18<9 the State ctaled (No. XXXI) all tlie criminal, though not 
the civil, jurisdiction that it posses.sed in such lands of the Amreli 
.Mahals as had heen made over for the Bhavnagar-Gondal Kailwav. 
The jurisdiction is exercised hy British courts in the Western India 
Stales Agency. It was suhsequently arrjuiged, as a tentative measure, 
that this Agejicy sJmuld exercise jurisdiction in civil suits against the 
States own i fig the railway, when ihe cause of action .should liave arisen 
in the area of the Baroda lands. 

In 1889 the State ceded (No. XXXII) full j urisdietioji , short of 
sovereign rights, over the lands re(|uired for the Kaj])utana-Malw%a Kaih 
wny w jiere it pa.sses through tJie northern division of Baroda. 

In Septemher 1881 an Agreement (No. XX XI II) was concluded hy 
which the Government of India, in consideration of an annual payment 
of Ks. 8,75,000, agreed to release the Gaekw’ar from his obligation, uiuler 
Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty of 1817 (No. XVI), In maintain 
the (tontingent of 8,000 horse. The contingent was not actually dis- 
handed until 1885: the police duties in Kathiaw-ar, J*alanpur, Mahi 
Kaniha and Rewa Kaniha, till then performed hy men of ihe contingent, 
are now* carried out by local corps specially raised for the purpose. 
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On the 28t]\ Dooeinher 1881 Sayaji Rao Gaekwar came of af>e ami 
was formally iovrslod with fall |M)wers. Sir Madhava Rao roatiiiiied to 
hold the j)ost of Diwaa until 1888, when he resi^^ned. The administra- 
tion of the Slate still eontiimes to be carried on ntuninally by the. Oiwan ; 
the present liolder of tlie post is the twelfth .successor of Sir Madhava 
Rao. 

Orta in claims to levy customs duties and abkari, as well as to exer- 
ci.se juri.sdiction Avithin the tract called the Danj^s, were preferred by the 
Gaekwar, but rejected by the Government of India in 1884. Some vil- 
lajjes were claimed as belongino; wholly to one party or the other, and 
others Avere eluinuul as co-shared ; also the boundary ha<l never been 
properly (hunaicated. A .special otlicer was iip])ointed in 188(J, Avho 
settled all disputcss connected with the Dangs, besides laying down the 
bon ml ary. 

In 188o the Darmla system of administering the abkaii revenue 
( ame under the consideration of the Government of India. It was lound 
ihat undei' the (‘xi.sting system considerable loss Avas occasioned to the 
British excise iM'venue liy the importation of illiidt spirit from the 
Gaekwar’s teiritories, di unkenness was (*ncouraged, and alTrays between 
sTnuggl(*rs and the jneventive police were of fieijuent occurrence. The 
Baroda Darbar Avcre addressed upon the subject and, after consid(‘rable 
delay, a settieinent in ])rint‘i])ie of most of tlie matters under di,scussion 
was arrived at. Its t(*iins are embodied in a Memorandum of Agi(‘e- 
inent, dated the 14th Xnvemher 1880 (No. XXXI V) drawn np ])y the 
Bombay (hunmissioner of Customs and the DiAvan of Baroda. ihdails 
w^ere snl)s(*((iiently Avorked out hy a joint (kimmission. 

In 1887 the GaekAvar aliolished all transit dues in his teiritory, an 
aet of liberality tor Avhieh he received the 1 hanks of ihe Viceroy. 

The Govei'iinient of India has the riglit of (‘ontndling salt AVTuks, 
and of opening new jmris in the Gaekwar’s territories, as also the right 
to Avrec kage on the Baroda .shores in Gujarat.* In 1887 the GaekAvar 
entered into an' Agreement (No. XXXV") putting the salt arrangements 
in his KathiaAvar jio.sse.ssions on much the same footing as cditaiiis in the 
other States of thal province. In 1922 the agreement Avas slightly modi- 
fied, f by the Government of India, agreeing to the export of Baroda salt 
from Okhamaiidal and Kodinar to Calcutta subject to (autain eonditimis. 
In 1921 the Government of India agreed t<) sanction a refund of duty 
or salt consumed for industrial jiurposes by factories situated in Baroda 
territory.

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In 1888 the Government of India affirmed* its rif^ht to exercise full 
criminal jurisdiction within the Gaiitonment of Baroda : and in 1890 it 
was decid'^d that the civil jurisdiction in the Cantonment likewise 
vested in the Government, notifications at the same time l)einj^ issued 
by which the Court of the Cantonment Mapjistrate became hound to exe- 
cute and serve deciees and summonses from any of the Gaekwar’s Courts. 

In 1889 tlie Gaekwar delegated (No. XXXVI) the nect^ssaiy juris- 
dictional powers over the lands wdthin Baroda territory passed throiipfh 
h} tlie Mcdisana- V iramgam llaiivvay, the entire cost of the construction 
of winch he afi^rced to h(‘ai . For the ^im poses of the exercise of this 
jurisdiction, the lands were deidared hy the Governor-General in Council 
to be subject to the laws and (k)urts of Virampfam taluka. 

In 1891 the Gaekwar issued orders directing the Baroda Courts exer- 
cising jurisdiction over Baroda State Ilailways to follow, as far as pos- 
sible, the Indian Ilailway Act and rules in dealiiijr both with railway 
offences and with the rights and oblipitions of the railway administra- 
tion. S])ecial rules were also framed to re/^mlati* the working? of the 
police on the Baioda State railways. 

In 1891 the Mom bay Government issued detailed instructions on the 
subject of extradition. Generally, it may be said that the ])iovisions of 
the Fxtradition Act and rules thereunder are followed on both sides as 
tai‘ as ])ossible. 

A British oliicer had been appointed in 1878, in subordination to the 
Aj^ent to the G(»vernoi-General. to settle finally and judicially, undiT 
rules sanctioned by the Government of India, the dilfeient rif»‘hts and 
interests, ^^uaranteed and un^^uaranteed, a])])ertainin^ to those inliabi 
tants of Bewa Kantha, Mahi Tvantha and elsewhere who had (daims to 
Giras or VV'anla in tlie territories under the direcl administration cf the 
Gaekwar, I'his step had been jcndered necessary by the action of the 
Gaekwar Khandi Bao, who had in 18()L* attached all such Torn Giras and 
many smdi M anta rij^hts, the lar^e majority of whiidi had been enjoyed 
])y virtue ol the sidtlements effected in 1820 Ixdween the Gaekwar and 
the (hiiefs and /amindars of Mahi Kantha (No. XVIll and see Mahi 
Kantha, Vol. VlJj and of Bewa Kantha (see Kewa Kantha, V^ol. VII). 
There* were also some similar (daims for consideration wliicli had Jiot been 
j»uarante(Mi, directly or indirectly, by the British Government. All 
these had, in conscHpience of the attachment, fallen into ariears and the 
whole subject had become involved in great confusion. The work of 
adjudication was finally c<)mpleted in March 1884, hy which time (bTOb 
erases (Giras 4,118, W'aiita 2,052) had been decided. The special officer, 
howevoi-, had to he reajipointed to decide the (juestion of guarantee as it 
affected the Bhayad of the Malii Kantha trihutaiies. This work was

ronrhided in 1880-90; and the British Girassia Agent was removed oii 
the express eonditioTi that his appointment would be revived if necessity 
should arise. A spe<*ial <lep.‘irtiueiit has since been constituted by tlie 
J3aro(ia Darbar tr) hear Giras and Wanta disputes: and, should any 
guarariieed (iiru'^sia feel liiniself aggrieved by the decision of this deparl- 
ineiil, lie is ai liberty to make his final appeal to the Resident. 

In ISOL* the Goveinment of India ruled that Girassias should, on 
account ot their guarantees, be exempted from paying court-fees in the 
Baroda <*ourts in revenue cases brought by them against the State in 
connection with Giras /o/A-.v. In 1895 a further exemption was made in 
theii' favo’.ir in ci.s(‘s where* guaranteed Girassias have recourse to the 
Ihnoila (Courts for the lee'overy of the revenue of their Wantas in Baroda 
territory. In 1S97 the Government of India ajijiroved of certain rules 
foi Ihe regulation in Baroda territory of the revenue management exer- 
cised by guarantef'd Thakurs and Girassias, and the recovery of their 
rent oi* revenue fi’om Wanta lands, etc., or other guaranteed 

Ill ISO*,;? an Artangemenf (No. XXXVIT) was made by the British 
Government between the Gaekwar and the Raolji of Mansa, whereby the 
latter agreed to the absolute transfer to the Gaekwar of all his rights 
and inteK'sts in and over Wanta, Giras, and otlier lands of various descrip- 
tions in Baroda territory in return for an annual payment of Rs. 8,500, 
wdiicli is guaranteed by the Britisli GoverTniient. The Raolji also 
re('eiv(*(l from the Gaelavar a sum of Rs. 14,000 in commutation of all 
iniscellaTieous petty rights and outstanding’s of Wanta and other revenues. 
IMu* agre(*nient in no way aifeeted the lands, belonging to the Raolji, 
jdaeed within Baroda territory by the boundary settlement of 1878, or the 
lands ni tlie Bhayad of the Raolji, or his right to reeeive the Tora Giras 
payable to him liy Baroda. In the same yeai' a similar Arrangement 
(No. XX.WJIl) was made by the Britisli Government for the eonmiu- 
tation of tlie Balanpur State’s rights in the Wantas of Ohansole and 
Nagwasan, in Baroda lerritory, into an annual guaranteed payment by 
the Gaekwar of Sicca- Rs. 90(1. On the demonetization of the Siciai cur- 
rency ihe amount Avas converted to Britisli Rs. 857-2-8. The Baiodn 
State also paid a sum of Rs. 800 to the Ihilanpur State iu commutation 
of all outstandings then due to them. 

In 1898 the Indian Telegraph Act (XU I of 1885), and the rules 
framed theieunder, Avere made applicable to all existing and future 
telegraph lines in the Baroda State that w’ere or might in future be 
connected to tlie linjierial system, or that, being isolated, AA*ere or might 
in futiiri* he available for public use by the despatch of messages on 
payment. Jurisdiction \nider the Telegraph Act rests with tlie Baroda 
'Darbar, excejit in cases in which European British subjects, or European 
or American foreigners, are accused. 
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The Gaekwar has constructed at his own expense a number of railway 
lines running tlirou/^h Ibiroda territory. A ronnnenceniejit was made 
in 1872, and many extensions and new construciions have sincje been 
added. Most of these lines are worked by the Baroda State, jurisdiction 
over them not having been <‘eded to the (rovernment of India. In 18^)2- 

the Government of India laid down tJjut on all isolated railways 
constnnded, or ta be constructed, by the Gaekwar in Baroda teiritorv 
over which the State has l)een albmed to retain jurisdiction, all llritish 
subjects employed on such railways have the rif»lit, in all cases in which 
they are concerned under the Railway Act, of making ie|>resentationf- 
to the Resident at Baroda, whose advice will be duly attended to. The 
Governineiit of India further reserved to themselves <lie lif^ht, in ca.se 
of necessity, of assuming complete jurisdiction on any or all of the 
Gaekwar’s railways. This reservation was accepted unconditionally and 
without revserve in 1(S94. 

In l<S9o tije Baroda Durbar ceded (No. XXX IX). with (*i\il and 
criTninal jurisdictio?i, the land in the Kadi division af tin* Stat(* leijuired 
for the construction of tlie AhiiuMlabad-Brant ij Railway, on ihe same 
cofolitions as those on which land had l)een ceded ftu tiie Rajpntana 
Malv\a Railway in 1880 (No. XXX II). In the followino yeai' tliey 
consented (No. Xfi) to nmke <»ver, on similar conditions, IIk* land 
required for the Tapti Valley Railway. 

lu 1807 the Gaekwar comduded an a^^reemeut with tbe Bombay, 
Baroda and Gentral India Railway (knn])any lor tlu' working* of the 
Dahhoi Railway fiiini Miyug-am to Bodeli and from A'ishu aniitri to 
Chaudod. This agTeement was teniiinable at one year’s notice and was 
terminated in Octohei 1021, when tlie management of these liiM‘s was 
handed over to the State. Another Agreement (No. XLI) was made 
in 1807 with the same (kimpany, having relrosj>ective elfe<*t from the 
5th May 1800 and teniiinable at one year's notice, for the working of 
tbe Anand-Betlad Railway. 

In 1897 the Baroda Durbar agreed to levy an excise duty of "1* iier 
cent. W rtilorem on all woven goods produced by the spinning ami 
Aveaving mills in Baroda territory, excejit those for which tarilT values 
had been assigned. This measure was experimental for five years, but 
was continued until ])eceniber 1025, Avhen it was suspended : and was 
abolished in 192(). 

In 1800 permission was given to the Gaekwar to construct the portion 
of the Anaiid-Betlad-Oanibay Railway lying betwemi Tarapur and 
Betbul as a fiiinine relief work. lu the folloAving year ihe Darbur 
ceded (No. XLIT) full and exclusive power and jiirisdictioji of every 
kind ovei tbe lands in Baroda w'hicb w’ere, or might thereafter be, 
occupied by the Anaud-Petland-Cambay Railway.

In Octol)er 1900 Gaekwar decided to substitute llritish Indian 
silver coinage for the existing Babashahi coinage, for a term of not less 
than 50 years. The ]niyment of the triluile due fioni Gie State to the 
British Goveinmeiit Inis lieen (“onverted at the rate of Babashahi Its. 130 
to Bi-dish Its. 100, 

In 1002 an agreement was negotialed, through tlie Secretary ot 
Stale, between the Baroda Darbar and the Bombay, Barodn and Central 
India Itailway (^>m])any, for the constrm'tion and working of a chord 
line between Godhra and Itaroda as a part of the Bombay, Baroda and 
(yent»'al India Bailway, on the understanding tliat, in the c‘vent of the 
latter railway being taken over hy the British Government, the Baroda 
Darhar would he allowed the opti<m of beaiing tin* capital exjiemliiiire 
of tin* prntioii of the line ])assiiig through their teriitorv and theiealter 
sharing in perpetuity with the British (fovernmeTit the jirotits or lo^s 
on woiking, in jiiojaut ion to tlm ea])ital contributed. In ( tetolxu* 1900 
the Bai'odji l)ar})ai' tinally <lecided not to avail t]jems(‘lves of the above 
option. Th(‘ Company also agreed to pay to the Stat(‘ tin* faij‘ value 
of tin* earthwoj'k wliich had been (*omplet(‘d as a measuic* ol iamim* 
relief on the Baroda portion of the lim*. In 1905 tiie Darhai' ceded 
(No. XLHl) full and exclusive power and juiisdiidion of every kind 
over the lands in Baroda xvliich were, or might thereafter be, occupied 
by tile Baroda-trodhia Baihvay. 

In 1992 an arrangement was made with tin* State for the supply of 
water from the Ajwa water works to the eivil po])ulation of tin* Baroda 
Cantonment. This arrangement i.s terminable by the State at three 
months’ notice, 

III ]9(l2i the Baroda Darhai’ agreed to restrict the cultivation of liem[) 
to the amount retpiircd for home consumption only, cither as a narcotn; 
or as an article of imlnstrial value: on the understanding that, it at 
any tiiin* the Jiome-growui drug’ should he insullicieut in (juantity to meet 
local leijuiremciits, the State should he jieimitted to impoit the deheienej^ 
and to r(*ceive a refund of tliiee (juarters (increased in 1917 to thirteen 
fourteenths) of the duty levied on the drugs so iiipiorled; while, if tlie 
State should desiie to extend the cultivation of hemj) for other indus- 
trial purposes, ami to export the products so obtained, it should not he 
dehaired from doing so. The State also agreed to assimilate its system 
of cultivation, sale, taxation and control of hemp drugs, so far as local 
ciicumstauces would permit, to that prevailing in the Bombay I’resid- 
eney, and to adopt measures for the ])r(‘vention of smuggling. 

Tn 1907 a (Conference was held at the Baroda Besideiicy, when various 
points ill dispute betw^een the Baroda Darhar and the guaranteed Giras- 
hias were settled, some hy mutual agreement lietween the parties eon- 
ceiiied and others hy amicable settlement between the liesident and the 
Baroda Darbar. One of the points discussed was a proposal to hold an 
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Alieiiution Inquiry info tho laufls lield in Wantji, wiUi a viow io awcer- 
laininj^ tho lijihilitioK of these liohlinj^s to assessment or additional 
settloineui. Kvioitually, in lOlo, the (ioveriinioni of India allowed the 
llaroda Darhar to undertake lliis Inquiry under a set of rules specially 
framed for the ])ur])ose, and to (‘arry out the survey ol the alienated 
holdirjf^s. Since 1915 the Government of India have allowed I he llaroda 
Darhar to levy local cess and c(»tton cess on the guaranteed Giras and 
Wanta lands situated in the Haroda State: and since 1921 some of the 
Girassias aiid Thakurs have been allow'ed, by mutual agreement betw^een 
the llai'oda, Darbai- and themselves, to exercise certain ])(»wers of muta- 
tion of names in respect of <*ertain lands alienated um'ondiiionally. 

Tn ]99(S a reci])i'ocal arraji^emeiit w’as nnule la'twtHOi the Goveiii- 
meiit of India and the Haroda Dai bar by whicli deciees pas>(‘d by Civil 
Courts in Hvitisli India, and by those established or continued by tlu* 
authority of tln> Governor-General in (Council in tlie territories of the 
Haroila State, are <*\ecut<*<l by the (knirts of tlie Itaruda Stalt* and vice 
rcrvd. Since 1S97 a similar arrannimient has evisted between the 
tiovernment of India and the Darmla Darbai le^m rdin^- t}i(‘ seivicc of 
summonses issued by Civil or Kevenue (kmrts. 

In 1909 the Govmnment of India agreed to the proposal ol the 
Haioda Darhar to ])ost Haroda State Police at tlie various Kailwa}^ 
Stations on lines on which jurisdiction luul been ceded, with the object 
of co-opeiatin^ with the Hail way Police in watcdiin/^- tor <iiminals and 
suspicious characters. 

In 1912 tlie Government of India admitted tla‘ claim of the Hai'oda 
Stati* to levy income tax from the ollicials of tin* Inqierml Postal Depart- 
ment employed at post otiices in Haroda teriitory. 

In Pn2 and 1919 the Haroda State ceded full crinmial (\o. XLIV) 
anil partial civil (Xo. jurisdiction ovej- the lands in the Amreli 

Di\jsi()n of the State occiqiied by the Khi jadia- Anneli-tdialala and 
Dhasii-Khundla Kailways. This arraiifi^ement was extended to the 
Chalala-Dhari vsectimi in 1917. 

In 1919 the Haroda State ceded (No, XLV) t^dl and exehisive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in Haroda which were or 
mi^ht thereafter he occupied hy the Hillimora-Saru-Kalamha Hailway. 
In the same year the Hai'odu State ceded, by an A^ieemenl (No. XLVIl) 
su])])lem(‘nt.ary to that of 1889 (No. XXX VI), full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lauds in tin* Haroda State Avhich 
wen* < r mi»ht theieafter he occupied by the ]M(*hsami-\ nani^am Hail- 
Avav 

In 1919 the Secretary of State sanctioned the constrindion bv the 
Haroda State of the Okhamandal Hailwray (a metre gauj^e line from 
Kuianga to Adatra) on condition that the State Bhould levy at Beyt 
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customs duties and port dues at rates not lower than those levied in 
ports of British India. 

Jii 1917 the (laverninejit of India iiholisheil the practice, till then 
obtainhifr, whereby every sentence of death passed l)y the Baiodu State 
Courts required the roiifirniniioit of the (iraekvvar. Ills lli^dineSH now 
exercises a Ruler’s prero^^ative of mercy where aT) application is made 
to him. 

Tu 1919 the Baroda Darhar agreed to a jo'oposal made l)y the Oovcrn- 
^neut o{ India that ships owned f>y them or their suhje(‘ts should tty ti e 
British tla;^, with the 1)adp:e of the State marked tluoeon, while such 
ships are on the hij^h seas or in the territorial watci‘.> of Korei^ni Powtus; 
hut that they should continue to ily the Baroda ^\hen withiji iho 
territorial waters oi India and otlier parts of the Jtritisli Kiiipire. In 
1922 the Admiralty issued a warrant authorisiiifr tiic State of Baroda to 
use the Red haisi»*n defaced by the had^c of tin* State. 

The (jovcinment of India Inive sanctioned a free p’ant to tlic Baroda 
State of service postau'c stam])s of the value of Rs, Sr),()0() ]>er annum 
foT* ns(‘ on official inland coriespondence, on the nrideistatidiiifz' that tlm 
grant will he reduced if the ]>os1al rates are redue(‘d. 

In 1921 an Agreement (No. XLViri) was (omluded ])etween the 

Baroda Darhar and the Boinhay’, Baroda and Central India Railway 

Company, wheiehy the (-ompany umlertook the working of the (jraek- 
wai's Melisaiia Rail^^ays. 1^he Agreement is termina])h‘ on the olst 
March of any year, after not less than twelve months’ notie»‘. In the 
same A’car tJm (loveiriinent of India sanctioned tlie (‘stimatt' for the eon 
stiantion hy the State of the Petlad-BliadraJi Railway, on condition 
that tiu' (Tovernment of India should have the right of first refusal it) 
puiidiase tlie BTitish seetitm of the line ami that, in the event of that 
right not being exercised, the (Jovernment of India should hav(‘ the 

right to <’ontrol any other negotiations tor its tjaiisfei-. 

Ill 1922 the Ihnoda Darhar ceded (No. XLIXl, with full eiinvinal 
and partial civil jurisdiction, flu* lajols in the Okhamandal Division of 
the State oeeujiied hy the Okhamandal Railway (Kuranga to Adatra). 

In lfl21, Icwever, the (loverniiieiit of India agreed to the retention hy 
the State of jurisilietion over the portion of the rnhvay from Adatia 
Station to the harbour, on <-omlition that, if this portion were used for 
passenger tratlie or if the necessity should otherwise arise, the (foveru- 
luent of India might assume jurisdiction. The Okhamandal Railway 
and ihe lamnagar-Kuranga Section of the Jamnagar-Dwarka Rail- 
way Mere amalgamated in April 192^^, and the whole line from Rajkot 
to Adatra is now styled ihe “ Jamnagar and Dwarka Itailway ”. 

In 192ii, hy a Deed of Cession (No. L) dated the tith DecaMuber, tin* 
lands ceded by ihe (iaekwar in 185(» for the eoiistruetion of ihe Bombay, 
Bajoda and Central Jjidia Railway (No. XXV) wer^* resioied b him. 
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subject to the retention by the Government of India of full power and 
jurisdiction over them so long as they are required for tlie purposes of 
the Railway. Tip to the time of their retrocession, the Cantonment 
Magistrate at llaroda had exercdsed magisterial powers over these lands, 
in subordination to the District Magistrate of Broach; since their retro- 
c^essioii, the Huzur Deputy Collector and Magistrate of the First Class 
at If roach has exercised the same jmwers over them. 

Tn 192-‘f the Baroda Darhar entered into a reciprocal arrangeinent 
with the Government of Bombay regarding the jieriodical payment of 
j)ensions, j)rovided that the amount of eacl» such payment is not less 
than Rs. JOO. 

Tn 192b the Baroda. Darhar entered, tentatively for a ]>eriod of three 
years, ijito a |•eci[)^^)cal arrangemetil with the (Tovejii ment of India 
regarding rel lef from <louhle income-tax. Jt was agreed that, w'liere 
income-tax is cliarged on the same income botli in British India and 
ii> the Baroda State, the total relief to he given shall he etjuivaleiit to 
the tax at the lower of the iw(j rates of the tax imposed, and that the 
(Jovernmeni of India and the Darhar shall each give a jchate of half 
of the lower rate. This arrangement has been extended up to the 31st 
March 1931. The uiTungcmeut does not apply to the officials of the 
l*ost8 and Telegraphs Department serving in Baroda terj’itory. 

In 1927 the Baroda Darhar ceded juiisdiction over the lands in the 
State (Hjcupied by the Kalaniba-J heiria extension of the Billirnora- 
K alum ha Railway (No. LI). 

In 1929 the Government of India agreed to the issue of denatured 
salt to agriculturists in Gujarat Baroda (not in Ainreli Division and 
Okhainandal) on the strength of permits issued by the Subas of Baroda, 
Navsari and Kadi Divisions of the Baroda State, where British duty 
paid salt is consumed by the subjects. 

In 1929 the Baroda Durbar accepted lules* for the expert of salt 
by sea from the State. 

The area of the Gaekwar’s territory is 8,135 square miles; the 
population, according to the Census (d* 1921, 2,126,522; and the revenue 
in 1925-26 was Rs. 2,37,06,786. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 1,500 Cavalry, 
3,182 Infantry, 93 Artillerymen with 7 serviceable and 37 unserviceable 
guns, and 2,689 Armed Police. There are no treaty provisions as to the 
streTJgth of Ihe Baroda Tiiilitary forces; hut in 1881, on the installation 
of the present Gaekwar, the military forces were made over to him on 
the understaiiding that no material change should be made in their 
numbers or constitution without the assent of the British Government. 
In 1923 the Government of India suspended this stipulation. In 1885 
the Government of India consented to a proposal that the number of the 
Gaekwar' 8 mounted troops should not in future exceed 3,000 of which

only 1,000 should hp lefriilnrs. lu 1HS7 the Goveniiiienl of India af'ioed 
to uu addition of TiOO ivj^’ulars, <]nis tin* total sanctioned 

strength of mounted troops u\> to 3,500. Biiice tliat date no increase 
of any kind has been sanctioned. 

The ('hu:Js o/ Okhamundal ^ — The district of ( IkJiainandal, in the 
exirenie west of Kathiawar, is peopled hy Wadliil Kajfnits, and by* 
Washers, wlio ai'e a mixed race of ]\f uhamniadans and Hindus. TJie 
circumstances fliat led to the <‘on(juesl of the distri(‘t hy tJie Hritish in 
1816, and its cession to the Gaekwar by the Treaty of November 1817 
(No. XVI), have been mentioned in the main narratne. 

The Waghers friMpiently resistetl the GaelcM^ar’s authority, and in 
1859 lose in open reliellion whi<‘h iie<M‘ssitati‘d the (‘mployment of Hritish 
troops to suImIiic tliem. After the rebellion a ibitisli otllcer was stationed 
at Dwarka, the headciuarters of the district of ( )kha.niandal : he was 
an Assistant to the Itesident at Baroda, and had full criminal juris- 
diction over the Washers and o(her cofjfnate tribes, lie was also (k>m- 
mandaiit of the Okhamandal Battalion, which was raised in bStil and 
is still maintained by the Gaekwar, though only for ])urely local pur- 
poses. 

In 191M) the Government of India sanctioned the withdrawal of the 
Assistant Itesident at Dwarka, and hande<l ovei the administration of 
the AV’aghers to the liaioda Darbaj* on certain conditions and with the 
proviso that, if the new' system w'ere tbund to weak unsalisfa<“torily and 
British intervoutiori should again he iound necjessary, the question of 
resuming the adiiiiiiistmtion of the atfaiis of the Waghers would again 
be takeji into consideration. 

Amreli. — The lieaihpiarters of the Gaekwar's possessions in Kathia- 
war are at Amreli, The troui)les whicli led to tlie appointment of a 
British ollicej* to supervise the district (d ttkhamaiidal ma,dt‘ it also 
Jiecessajy to aj>p(Miit an Assistant Besideiit at Anireli as the nn‘dium 
of all communication,-, betv'e»*n the .»llieeis ot the Kathiuwui Agency 
and the Gaekwar’s local oillcials. 

Ow'ing to the distinbed statt‘ of Kafbiawai in 1<S()4, the British 
authorities rtM|uiied that the piiliee arrangements in the Amreli Mahal 
should ho put oji a more satisfactory footing. ^Ihe Geakwur, therefore, 
in that yeai converted a police Imttalion into a battalion of regnlais, 
wdiicb was cantoned at Dhari, near the Gir jungles, a resort of (he law- 
less eharaeters of Kaihiawai. The regiment was t(» he under the ex- 
clusive orders of tlie Assistant Itesident at Amreli. Iji 18(i5 a British 
officer, liominuted the Governmeiit of India, but paid by the Baroda 
State, was appointed as Su]mrinteinlenl , or (kmiiiiaiidaut of the legi- 
ment, under the Assistant Uesident. "I’he post of Superintendent lapsed 
in 1888 and eoiitinued unfilled: the Assistant Ite^ident holding charge 
of the office in addition to his ow'ii duties. In 1886 the GoveriinLent of 
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Indiu conseiiled to the removal of the head(|uarteTS of the battalion 
from Dlmri to Amreli; hut, exrept for a sliort interval in 18S«S, llie 
rej^iment lias remained at Dhari, detaohnientH heifijr stationed at Amroli, 
Kodiiiai, Damna^ai, Itliinikatta, Itatanpur and Kadi, lii 189(S tlie 
Government of India eoiiHentod to the Baroda Darbar exercising full 
(•orjtrol over llie battalion, snbjeei to the provisc* tliat adecjiiale ]iM‘asin‘e> 
were taken for Hie niaintenanee of peace and oriler in aJid on the borders 
of tlie Ainreli Mahals and that re<jnisitionH from Ihe political authorities 
in Kathiawar, for assistaiice in connecdion with outlawry and dakaiti, 
were readily coinjilied with by the State. 

F]) tt) MtljO the Govern nieiit of India had acted as guardian of the 
interests of ladder, s ol Mulgiras estates in Amreli, between whom and 
tlie Baroda Darbar disputes regarding their giras rights had been 
fre(|ueiit. In that year, however, tin* (joverimomt td India wiihdrtnr 
their dii <M*t inteid’erence in tht* atfairs of the M nlgirassias, on eei tain 
cfmdihons; but ?e, served to tliemselves tlie right U> intejvene afiesli 
.should tlu'V be satisfied that, owing to misgovern men! or oj»2>re.ssi ve 
methods of administiatiun, general unrcHt was being j)ioduce<l among 
the M ulgii assias. 

appointment of Assistant Kesideiit, Amreli, was abolished in

Mtntdn Toftt (iiKis. — I'he petty State id Mand'.i vvitbiji the limits 
of th( Sural district iiseil to collect anjinally from the neighbouring 
Baroda villages a sum of Bn)m*b Bs 4b,o00 as Tora (iiias. After the 
lapse (it Maiidvi to the Br]ti,Kh Goveriiimmt thi.s right remained dor- 
mant for soJiie tiTiie, hut was revived. The Gaekwar resisted the claim,

lREATY|with Futteh Singh, — 1773. 

Agreement between William Andrew Price, Esq., Cbief for AfEairs of the 
British Nation, in behalf of the Honourable United East India Com- 
pany, on the one part and Futteh Sing Ouikwar on the other part. 

The town of Baroach, lately belonging to Mahazuz Khan, Nawab, having 
been conquered by the victoriou.s anus of the Honourable Company, it is sti]>u- 
lated and agreed that everything shall remain on the footing it was at the time 
of the said conquest ; the English and Futteh Sing each receiving their share of 
the revenues, in the pro])ortion8 they then stood, both within the town and terri- 
tory annexed thereto. In this there is not to be any difference. Agreeable to 
the above everything is to continue. 

This is the agreement sealed by both parties, the 12th day of .laniiary 1773, 
or the J8th of Shewwel, in the 118dth year of the Hegira. 


No. 11. 

Translation of the Treaty between Eogoonath Row Pitndit Pcrdan on one 
part, and Futteh Sing and Sevajee Row Shumsher Bahadoor on the 
other part, — 1773. 

That Sevajee and Futteh Sing Shumsher Bahadoor had disobeyed and joined 
with the rebels, but now, by the means of Colonel Keatinge, for and in behalf 
of the Honourable United English Company, have by promising presents accom- 
modated matters with Pundit Purdan. The following arc tlie Articles of their 
proposals : — 


Article 1. 

That Sevajee and Futteh Sing Ouikwar Shumsher Bahadoor do hereby agree 
to pay the sum of eight lakhs of rupees every year to the Sircar. 


Article 2. 

That they are, as usual, to attend with a troop of 3,000 good horse and men, 
whick numbers are not to be lessened. 
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Article 3. 

In Mhado Rao’s time they used to pay every year three lakhs of rupees do 
Grovind Rao Guikwar Shumsher Bahadoor, which sum it is settled not to pay 
him henceforth, and about whicli Qovind Rao is to make no claim against Sevajeo 
and Futteh Sing. 


Article 4. 

Conde Rao Guikwar Jumush Bahadoor is to be countenanced on the same 
footing and agreeable to the assentment tuade in the time of the late Damajoe 
Rao, deceased. 


Article 5. 

That, the government and revenues of the pergumiah of Raroach have been 
ceded to the Honourable C.\)mpany agreeable to the agreement made between 
them and Shorernunth Punt Purdan, about which Sevajee and Futteh Sing are 
not to make any dispute. 


Article 6. 

The Pergunnahs of (thickly, Veriow near Surat, and Koval near Norbudda 
and about 15 coss distance from Baroach, which altogether makes three ptu- 
gunnahs, the Guikwar has ceded to tho Honourable Compau}'^ for ever on account 
of the peace they made between the Guikwar and Sheremunth Punt Purdan. 


Article 7. 

That in tho Court of Sheromunth Punt Purdan the Guikvvar mu.st pay a clue 
attention to everything that is reasonable without having any communication 
with the enemies, 


Article 8, 

That for tho confirmation and compliance of the above Articles the Honour- 
able Company stand security, and should the Guikwar appear any ways false the 
Honourable Company are to preserve them. 

Bagoba is also to fulfil the abo> e said Articles without auy difference.

Whereas you four years ago left Nowsaiv, and have since resided in Surat 
and now you have sent your Agent, Meturam Dvaldass, on your behalf to wait 
upon us at Toona, and to state that you have thus absconded through fear of op- 
pression, and tliat you have suilorod great injury through the dishonesty of your 
partners and relations in your lands of inheritance or purchase whereon he prays 
us to grant you protection as was given you by the late Futteysingrow Gaicowar 
under the guarantee of the British Govorninent, and extend the same to your 
family and dependants, in which case you would return to Nowsary, for the pros 
perity of your districts there, with unremitting zeal and fidelity. On this repre- 
sentation wo have taken into consideration how long you have boen in our service, 
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therefore we have addressed a letter to Mr. Griffiths of the Hon’ble Company 
bogging him to give you our assurances under the guaiantee of his Government 
for your safety from oppression as was formerly given you in the name of the 
British Government. 

We hold you in high estimation as an able and zealous servant of our Siikaf} 
nor shall you be oppressed, or your suggestions opposed without cause. Fear 
nothing but relying on our solemn promises and the guarantee of the British Gov- 
ernment return to- your districts and labour for its improvement. You and your 
Oomashtas and families and dependants of every sort, may rest satisfied that 
no injustice shall be practised against you. Discharge,, therefore, your duties 
honestly and zealously and let your minds be relieved of every apprehension. 
You and your dependants it is hereby solemnly promised, shall suffer no injus- 
tice.

ernment of the Guikwar in Guzerat,”-18()2. 

Article 1. 

The said Raojee Appajee having solicited the assistance of the English troops 
against Mulhar Rao, with a view of bringing him to reason, either by peaceable 
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or hostile irieans, so as to prevent his ruiniiifr the country of the State of the 
Guikwar, of whit'.h Anuiid Rao is the proper aiul le|j;itiiiiate heir and head, and 
the EnglisJi troops, under tho command of Major Walker, havinji accordingly 
arrived in the territories of the Guikwar, and the said Kaojee Appujee bcinji also 
(jome to Cambay to meet the Houourablo the Governor, it is hereby agreed by 
and between them that the ex])eu.se already incurred, and sucli others as may 
hereafter be (mcasioned, ftir the jiay, allowaiicos, and trans])ortatioii of the troops, 
expenditure' and traus])ortation of stores, ainuiunition, &c., shall be accounted 
for and paid, wdth interest, at the rate of thrce-(|uarters ]»er cent, per month of 
thirty days, by the said Raojec Ajipajee, on Anujid Rao Guikwar, and the State 
aforesaid, in two instalnumts ; the first to become due on or before Ihe 5th of 
October nex1,?and 1 h(‘'^He(‘ond on or before the bf h of tlanuary 18011, lor tin', secu- 
rity ol which he assigns and mortgages the Guik war’s share of the district of At- 
taveessee, near Surat, hereby agreeing that, on failure of tlie first instalment, the 
Englisli are to take ]>ossessioii of the said country, and to retain the same under 
their own collection and management, until the whole be fully cleared and made 
good to the Honourable Company, with interest. 


Article 2. 

Tt is further hereby stipulated between the Honourable East. India Company 
and the Guikwar State that the latter shall pormanentlv subsidize from the Hon- 
ourable (\>mpauy a force of about two thouHaiid sepovs, one coin])any of Kuro 
pean artillery, ami its pro])ortion (consisting of two com]>anies) ot lascars, the 
estimated expense of which, including establishment of stores, being about Rupees 
f)5,(MM) jair month. It is lierebv agreed that, landed jaidad or Innds be assigned 
so as hilly to cover this ex])(mse, and whatever it niav amount l<», iiom Mich part 
of the Guikwar territorie-s as may be hereafter ji.\ed on, in view to tin* gniaGtst 
convenience ol both partic.s , but this .Article is not to be cariied into efteit till 
the war against Khurree be closed, when if is also [iroposed, throngli t he co-ojiera- 
tion ol the English, to effect a reduction in tlu* number of the Arab for<*e now 
kept up, and meanwhile tliis is to be considcreii as an eventual and to reiiuiiii at 
present an oiitirely seend Article. 


Article ' 6 . 

The pergulimih of (’howrassee. and t he Guikwar's share ot the choiith of v^urat 
having been cc.deil to tiie Honourable (Vmipanv in pursuance ol the engagement, 
by lethu'H to that effect from the hitc Govind Rao to the Honourable tlie Governor 
of Bombay, he sanu^ is hereby lonfirmed for ever. 

ArTk^le 4. 

This agreement to he binding and ]>ermanenl when ratified )>y the Supreme 
Goverumeni of Bengal, who, in all political concerns, control the other Preeideii- 
cicB, but in the meantime to be in full force. 
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In witness whereof the parties have interchangeably set hereunto their hand< 
and seals, in Cambay, this 15th day of March 1802.

Whereas certain Articles were, under date the Ifith ol March last, answer- 
in>» to the lOtli Zilkad, entered into, under (he above-inentioned full ]>owers. by 
tlio said contraetin^i parties in rehuenee to the war tlM*n carrying on a^^ainst Mulhai 
Racr, and ])rovi(liny for the. Guikwar p;ov(nninen('s defrayiufi the whole e.xpcnse 
thereof and for its subsidiziuL' a jierniaiient for(‘e from the Honourable t'onipanv 
and (‘.editi}^ to them the (lergunnah ol Chowrassee and tJie Guikwar's share of the 
ebout h (d Surat ; all these stijmlatioiis are herein declared to be. in full force, and 
of C(|ual stroni'hh ainl validity a.s if repe.ated in the present Treaty. 


Artk’LK 2. 

Mulhar Rao haviiiL^ eommeiK'e.d hostilities witli the State of Anund Rao Guik- 
war Sena Khas Klnnd Shiimshei Bahadoor, and taking; possession of Vessana;.iur, 
indue, ed Aninid Kao to solicit the assistance of a. British foret' for the jiurpose 
of elfeetually rediiein^ Mulliar Rao and takin#^ his fort ol Kurree, U])on which 
the English se.nt a force to ('Uinbay, with the view of brin^iii}; the said Chieftain 
to reason, eathor by peaceable or hostile means ; and the latter having in • oiise- 
(|uence been pursued, on account of Mulhar Rao’s not abiding by the advice of 
the English, the war has siuie tenuinatod successfully foi tlie. State of Anand 
Rao, who has in eonserjueiuie entered on possession of the fort of Kiuree and of 
its jiergunnahs, and of Mulhar Rao’s other territories, and made a provision for 
him in the pergunnah of Noryad, ceding also to the English Com})any tlie pergun- 
nah of Chickly, situated in the district of the Surat Attaveessec, in full so\ereignty 
for ever, as a spontaneous mark of his gratitude for their assistance in overcoming 
this opxiositiou to his authority. 
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Aeticle 3. 

By the eocond Article of the Oonventiou of the 15th of March last, it is sti- 
pulated that jaidad or lauded funds equal to the inooiue of Rupees 65,000 per 
month shall be assigned to the Honourable Company to defray the expense of the 
subsidized force ; but as, from the present encumbered and mortgaged state of 
the districts composing the Guikwar principality, these assignments cannot be 
effected, and the Honourable Company put into possession during the current 
year, beginning from the Mirgh of 1859, or June 1802, it is hereby agreed that 
the payment of the subsidy for this term shall be secured, according to the con- 
dition of a separate bond executed for this purpose, under the present date, and 
that the assignment of land to the Honourable Company shall be effectively and 
fully accomplished by tlie Mirgh of 1860, beginning in .luno 1803, Tins subsidy 
to be chargeable to the Cuikwar State from the period referred to in the (\mven- 
tion of the 1 5th March. 


Aeticlk 4. 

The second Article of the Convention of tlui 15th March last, proposing to 
effect a reduction in the number of the Arab force under the Cuikwar govern- 
ment, the princi})al obstacle to which consists in want of ready money funds for 
the liquidation of the arrears of such part of the said establishment as it ia pro- 
posed to disband, and the Honourable Company meaning to extend to this effect 
some pecuniary assistance to the Cuikwar State, the repayment of this amount 
ia to take place and be secured in manner following : — 

The first payment of interest by tne Mirgh of 1860, or June 1803 ; the second 
year’s interest, and one- third of the ])rincipal, by the Mirgh of 1861, or June 1804 ; 
and all the remaining principal and interest by the Mirgh of 1862, or Juno 1805. 
But in the event of failing in the above stipulated payments, the revenue of the 
porguiinahs of Barodra, Coral, Sinnore, Petlaud and Ahmedabad, to the full 
amount of the russud, which will be about Rupees 11,75,000 per annum, shall be 
collected by the Company, in proportion to the advance that may be made by 
them; and when tliis debt is fully paid, the collection of that part of the 
revenue from the above-named porguunahs shall revert again to the administra- 
tion of the government of Barodra. 

Article 5. 

There shall be a true friendship and good understanding between the Honour- 
able English East India Company and the »State of Anund Rao Cuikwar, in 2)ur- 
suance of which the Company will grant the said Cliief its countenance and pro- 
tection in all his puhli<* concerns, according to justice and as may appear to bo 
for the good of the country, respecting which he is also to listen to advice. And 
ihe State of the Cuikwar having represented sundry points to th(^ Governor in 
which it is interested, he has assured Raoba of the general attention o the 
Honourable Company to protect the administration of Anund Rao in all their 
rights, and to be aiding to its concerns with His Highness the Peishwa, or else- 
where, on all just occasions, whore their assistance may prove requisite and useful. 
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Article 6. 

For the cultivation and promoting the permanency of the good understand- 
ing between the two States, there shall be a ctmstant good corrospfnideiKie kept 
up between them, and agents rec-iprocally appointed to reside with each. 

Arttple 7. 

In future the subjects of each State who may take refuge with either sliall 
be deliv«ired up, if the State from which such party or parties shall have fled ap- 
pear to have any demand of debt, or any just claim against him or them ; but 
as a free intercourse between the countries and the i,wo governments is also in- 
tended, frivolous claims against ])arties resorting from their own to the other juris- 
diction arc not to be ]»referred, and in all serious cases cordiality will be shown. 

Article 8. 

This agreement to b(^ binding and permanent when ratified by the Supreme 
(lovernment of Tlengal, which, in all political cr)ncerns, controls all the other 
Presidencies ; l)ut in the meantime to be in full force. 

In witness whereof the parties to the foregoing Articles of Agreement have 
interchangeably put their hands and seals, in Oambay, this bth day of Juno, in the 
year of our Lord 18112.

Translation of a Sunnud, or Orant, of Oittckly, written in the form of a letter 
to the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Esq., PRESTORNrand Governor 
of Homhay, by Anuno Rao Ouikwar Sena KhAvS Khkvi, ShuMvMher Baha- 

DOOR. 

After compliments.- -Mulhar Rao Ouikwar Hirnut Bahadoor being indebted 
to us for the arrears of our annual accoiuits, and having exchanged hahanders 
or secairities for the future good beliaviour on both sides, a settlement had taken 
place. In the present year Mulhar Rao unjustly raised a quarrel with us, and 
without paying any regard to the bahanders or securities we sent to him for the 
purpose of dismissing the subject, the fort of Vessanagur was taken from us, and 
he occasioned much disturbance m our country. Babajce Appajee, on his pro- 
oeeding with troops to Katia an<I Katiavod, was opposed by him, and there en- 
sued a battle. In consequence of thi.s we despatched Kehmauleddien Hossein 
Khan Bahadoor and Gopal Rao Hapojee to you, and begged the assistance of the 
Company Bahadoor, on condition that we shall defray the charges of their troops, 
Vt 
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for which a due provision has been separately made ; but in testimony of our 
sense of the seasonable assistance afforded to us by the Honourable Company, 
we now make the Company a present of Chickly, within the province of Surat 
Attavoessce, to be taken possession of by the English at the beginning of the 
approaching year, or Suvant 1859, and to enjoy the benefit of it for ever. In 
this pergunnah, whatever are the g'fts and donations, such as annuities, enams 
of villages and grounds, ( haritable allowances, and the rights of the zemindars, 
may be observed and allowed for, according to the usual rules, and tbe balance 
of tbe present year against that pergunnah may be discharged agreeable to its 
accounts.

I, Aiiimd Rao Guikwar Sena Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, do hereby confirm 
and ratify such compacts and agreements as my faithful Dewan, Raojee Appajec, 
hath in my name and on my behalf made and concluded with the Honourable 
the Governor of Bombay. 


Akticle 1. 

I hereby confirm and ratify such grants of lands as my said Dewan, Raojee 
Appajee, has made to the Honourable Company, either in enom or jaidad ; and 
I also declare that I hold myself, my heirs and successors, bound to repay in money, 
or in such further landed assignments as may be suflicient for the purpose, all debts 
and expenses which the English Government have been at or contracted in the 
course of their military operations in Guzerat undertaken for the support of my 
Government. 


Article 2. 

I entirely approve and highly commend the prudence of my Dewan in having 
obtained a body of English troops to remain permanently in this country, as on 
their courage and fidelity I place an unlimited dependence. 

I have determined that the payment of this subsidiary force shall commence 
from the first of this month, English style, or first of Assar 1859, Hindoo era. 

Article 3. 

As I repose an entire confidence in the English, I depend on their friendship 
to shield me from misfortunes. lam sensible that there are many evil-disposed 
persons amongst the Arabs, who disregarding my legal authority, have plotted 
against my liberty and even my life. 

Ry the favour of God they have bocm defeated ; bxit should their wicked ma- 
phinationa at any time hereafter succeed, I ^hall expect the pnglish to release 
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me, and desire that all my acts and deeds, although executed by me in the usual 
form, while in that state of restraint, may be considered as of no validity. I 
desire, therefore, that my subjects will pay no attention to my orders in this situa- 
tion, but hear what Major Walker has to say, strictly following his directions, 
and assisting him in every measure that he shall devise or direct for restoring 
my person to freedom. 

Whoever, in short, shall either bring Canojee into the management of affairs, 
or shut me up in the fort of Baroda, or elaewhorc, is a rebel, ond I fully author- 
ize the aforesaid Major Alexander Walker, or the person entrusted with the chief 
management of the Company’s affairs in Guzerat, to chastise such disturbers of 
government, and bring them to that punishment which is due to those who en- 
danger the person of their Sovereign in-every part of the. world. Thus, therefore, 
I order all tho faithful officers of government, silladars, sebundy, and others, on 
any of the foregoing events occurring, to obey Major Walker’s orders. 


Article 4. 

Whereas it is signified in certain Articles of agreement between the Honour- 
able the Company and my Dewan, Raojoe Appajee, that the English Govern- 
ment is disposed to assist in reducing tho Arab force in my service, Major Walker, 
Resident on the part of tho English (Government at Baroda, consents to assist 
me with a pecuniary loan to effect this reduction in the following terms 


Article 5. 

As it seems impossible that I can retrieve myself or my country from its pre- 
sent embarrassments, without reforming and reducing the expense in every 
department, I do hereby promise and agree to make tho necessary reductions 
by degrees. The objects of reduction are contained in the annexed account ; 
and, if possible, thev shall be effected at the periods specified opposite to each 
of the Articles, 


Article 6. 

Before any money is advanced, Major Walker must be satisfied that a real 
and effective rodu(;tion shall take place. P’or this purpose an exhibition must 
be made of the accounts, and a muster taken of the troops in the presence of 
three persons, viz., one. on the part of tho (Company, one on the part of the Giiik- 
war government, and the third by such of the Jemadars or Parokhis as may l-s 
the agents of the sebundy. According to this muster the account shall be taken 
and discharged. 


Article 7. 

1 do hereby further agree and promise that I shall ])ositively reduce the Arab 
a nd other force, within six or eight months after the present reduction is accom-

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plisked, to tho standard of Futt(‘h Sinpf’s tiino : but to enable me to perform this 
iitipiilation, it will be neresssirv for the Kiifrlish (lovonmienl to assist me as they 
have done on the present oceasion. 


Arttolk 8. 

Provision is already made in the fourth Article of agreement, executed and 
interchanged between the Honourable thd Oovernor of Brinbav and my J>ewan, 
Raojee App.ijee, beariuL' date the (Sth June, or Oth SufTer last, for the payment 
of th<i ,>riruJ]ail and interest of the money to be advanced by the (\>rnpanv ; but 
as it has sim^f* been proposed to pay the same off one year sooner tlian is thereby

Article 9. 

Interest on that part of the i»ecuniary assistarifi* and aid which the (V»ni]>any 
may ^ivc on this occasion shall be reckoned and accounted for from the time the 
said (Company niav raise a loan for that purpose, and it shall be reckoned every 
six months, at the rate of three- cpiarters per cent, per month of thirty days, in- 
stead of every year or every twelve months. All i r any loss by exchange, or 
otherwise, which inav arise by briiu»mp the money from Bomltay fo this place, 
shall be on ray account, and made good by me and my successors. 

Article 10 

Honformablv to Major Walker’s suggestions and wishes, the Articles con- 
tained in this declaration were written, and to which I have given my assent ; 
but in the event of evil-disposed persons attempting anything Unfair or unreason* 
able against my person, my Dewan, Raojoe Appajee, his son, his brother, no* 
phew, or relations, and Madho Rao Tatia Muzumdar, or oven should T myself, 
or iny successors, commit anything improper or unjust, the English Government 
shall interfere, and see, in either case, that it is settled according to equity and 
leason. 
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1 have also required of Major Walker, ou the part of the ('ornpany, to pro* 
luiso that my State aud f*overnineiit shall be periuaiieut, and descend to tlic lineal 
inheritors ot the musnud, and that the Dewaiishi]) shall be preserved to Raojee 
Appajee. 

In the last place, I desire to form the most intiinate cunne< ti(>n with the (Vmi- 
pany, and that all busijjcss with the Poona Durbar may be jointly mana^^ed by 
the Knglish Resident and my vakeel. 

Such are my wishes and sentiments, so help nie Ood !

Appenjux No. 1. — Translation ot an Kngagement by Muljiar Kao Guikwar 
lIiMUT Bahaik)Or to tho Honourahlb the Governor of Bomray. 

Having through my misfortumi fallen into a warfare with the State of Bro- 
dor a, and been defeated by the army of the said Htato, assisted by the arins of 
tlu; Honourable English East India Gom[)any, 1 surrendered Diys<!lf <*n a pro- 
mise of security to my lifii and my honour, Mima; wliich tlic government of Bro- 
dera hath, at the instance of the Governor of Bombay, on the c.ondition of my 
sending for my family, and abstaining from all direct or indirect disturbance 
or cons])iracy against eitln^r State, made tin* following provish)ii for me, OfZ., that 
out of the ])ergunnah of Neryad (which is the ancient, seat and abode of my pro- 
doi^essor) a jaidad of a lakh and a (iuarl.er of Rii]M;es be assigucMl and committed 
to me for the support ol me and my children, family, and brothers, wherefore I 
agree and give in writing, that exclusive of watchmen, not to exceed t/wo hundred 
men, and a duo ])roportiun of sijbundy to make my eollections, 1 am not to main- 
tail) any troops whatsoever, hereby consenting that the ofrtccrs of the ISircar of 
Brodcra and of the lOnglish gentleniou may, at any time, after ascertaining the 
fact, «;ause any excess in my esta blislimeiit, as above mentioned, to be diamiaaed. 
Neither am I ever to erect any fortifications, but to demean myself, as shall my 
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son, brothers, and followers, in all respects as boconn^s a true well-wisher of both 
States, without any deviation or difference whatsoever. As my securities in 
which respects. Major Walker, on the part of the Honourable Company, and 
Meer Kehmauleddcen Hossein Khan Bahadoor, have, at my instance, enpa^jed 
their responsibility, and likewise undertaken to be the guardians of my rights, 
under this deed and engagement ,* and should there prove any deficiency in the 
jaidad of Rupees 1,215,000, those gentlemen are, by interposing with the officers 
of the Brodera government, to cause it to be made up. Besides this, if after ex- 
perience had of my good behaviour and the sincerity of my heart, and there thence 
remaining no doubts rosj)ecting me, it should ever please Anund Rao Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shurasher Bahadoor, with the approbation of the English Government, 
to make any increase in the present provision for me, I shall have cause to be 
thankful on that account.

and brothers, and now dispersed family (whom you are to send for) at Neryad, 
on the terms of the Sunnud of the 5th of Suffer from Rajah Anund Rao Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor ; and on condition of your acting according to the 
Sunnud in question, and conforming to yonr engagement aforesaid, you may be 
certain of enjoying the full protection of both Sircars, that is, of the English and 
of Brodera, nor shall any one, eitlicr now or hereafter, have the power to occa- 
sion you causeless or unjust molestation.

Appendix No. — From Mulhar Rao to Anund Rao Guikwar. 

After compliments. — Having been indebted to you in money, and having 
bahanders or securities between us, I have created a dispute with you, and after 
entertaining forces, have taken your fort of Vessanagur, and occasioned disturb- 
an^-es in your country, and there ensued a battle with Babajee Appajee. 
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This induced you to solicit the assistance of tlie English Bahadoor. The 
Honourable Jonathan Duncan Bahadoor proposed to me a peaceable adjust- 
ment. which I did not attend to, wherefore the English, in prosecution of their 
support to you, have taken from me the fort of Kurree and all the. territories belong- 
ing to me, and delivered them into your Sircar, and for myself made a pro- 
vision of Rupees 1,25,000 per annum from the pergunnah of Nerj^ad, which has 
been given to me through His Honour’s means, which T shall accept, and together 
with ray son, family, and brothers, will behave to you peaceably. With regard 
to my conduct the Honourable the Governor hath satisfied you, and according 
as he has thus signified, so shall we conduct ourselves peaceably, without devia- 
tion. This jaghire, which has been given me for the maintenance of my family, 
I shall enjoy, and remain contented with it. I have no sort of claim on you res- 
pecting my former places ; but if, in conformity to my engagement, I shall con- 
tinue to conduct myself peaceably, according to the Governor’s order, yon will 
get my jaidad a little increased from the Sircar.

After <’Oinplimenta. — The following are the Articles for the management of 
the villages given from the Sircar as a jaghire from the pergunnah Neryad, to 
the value of Rupees 1,25,000, for your expense and the maintenance of your 
family, viz . — 

/at.— The pergunnah of Ncryud shall nev<*.r experience any imposition for 
the exaction of labour, Binny Bandry, or other articles whatever.

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6*h . — In case of any calamity, accident, or damage falling to the pergunnah* 
a due allowance or credit will be given on examination of its accounts. 

Tim. fon‘going six Articles shall be coiuplitd with by the Sircar, for which 
Major Walker, on the part of the English East India Oumpany, and Meer Kch- 
mauleddeen Hossein Khan Bahadoor, are given as guarantees and mediators.

Guikwar Himut Rahadoor, I have taken possession of bis territories through 
your means, viz., Kurree, Ciip])erbund, Deogong, whilst for the maintenance of 
his family and himself it has been agreed to make a provision in the pergunnah 
of Neryad, which, inclusive of the Kellodary or fort, and articles situaf-ed therein, 
is known to be e(^ual to a rental of Rupees 2,25,001, out of which be (tlie said 
Mulhar Rao) shall, on his residing at Neryad with his family, possess as follows, 
subject to an established or former annual varaiitli or assignment, in favour of 
Kehmauleddien Hossein Khan an account of his pay and allowances to the amount 
of Rupees 50,000 a year, including which last varauth we have put in possession 
of Mulhar Rao the Cusba and such part of the villages of the said pergunnah as 
shall yield him Rupees 1,75,001 upon your being the guarantee, and the remain- 
der, to the amount of Rupees 60,000 of this pergunnah, comprehended in its vil- 
lages, to that amount indiscriminately taken, is made over to you towards the 
charges of the subsidized troops, which amount you will accordingly receive on 
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tlie said account. Tn this porgunnah whatever donation, annuities, and durak- 
dars allowances are usually paid should be observed in proportion to the share 
of each party ; and the Ooinavishdars* balance on the mehal in question shall 
be rateable discharged by each according to the accounts thereof.

Thus 
you have represented to me in person ; whereupon this cowl perwannah (a grant) 
is issued to you from the Sircar, that after cultivating your respective grounds 
in the above mentioned pergunnahs, you may enjoy a peaceable residence there. 
The Peishwa’s Khundany for the pergunnah Dhoondooca and the Sircar’s usual 
jummabundy to be regularly paid, and you shall experience no oppression from 
the Sircar. The Honourable (’orapany shall have the government of those vil-

Translation of a Sunnuo granted by Anondrow Guikwar Sena Khaskil 
Shumsheer Bahadur to Sunkerjeb bin Soonderjee Dessaie of Pergun- 
nah Bullaiaur, dated Wyshak Sood 14th Sumvut 1857 (corresponding with 
27th April 1801), 

Whereas you sent to Baroda your real father by name Doolubjee Kulanjee 
Dessaie of the above Purgunnah who represented before the Hoozoor that Soon- 
derjee Soorjoe Dessaie of that Purgunnah had a son by his first wife who died 
at the age of thirty years. The Dessaie’s age being between fifty-five and sijfty 
years, and considering that he had no son, contracted a second marriage, four 
or five years elapsed and no offspring, he fell sick, and his life was despaired of, 
considering therefore that the Wuttun would be lost were he to die without heirs 
—four of his friends and Trimbuck Khundeyrow Kamavisdar of Bullaisur Pur- 
gunnah, residing at Nowsarree Mooljee Govindjee on the part of Mulharjee Shet 
the Umuldar of the Moglaio State. The Goomashta of Tapeedass Laldass, Banker 
of Surat, Nanabhoy Joshee, Karbareo (of Soonder joe’s), Khoorsudjee Mehta Par- 
see, and the mother of the second wife Golab Dessaiun, and all the villagers having 
assembled together began to consider that there being no son the Wiittun would 
be lost, they therefore determined to persuade Dessaie Doolubjee Kulanjee who 
was of the same family, and had three sons, to give up one of them. Nanabhoy 
Joshee was then sent to call Doolubjee who accordingly came and all B))oke to 
him on the subject. Soonderjee said that his condition was one of dilficuity, 
that ore long his family would be extinct, therefore Doolubjee being his friend 
should make over to him the youngest of his three sons. To this he consented in 
the presence of the Dessaie (Soonderjee), the Dessayun (Soonderjee’s second wife), 
both Karbarrees, and all the others, in consideration of his own wife and the Des- 
sayun being real sisters. When this was done there was no report about the Des- 
sayun being with child. Eight days after the adoption had taken place Soon- 
derjee Dessaie died and yoiif the adopted son, performed the funeral obsequies. 
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The. DoHsavnii had her head shaved. The neiehhoiirin" land-holders, the Mandvi 
Karbarre^i, and t.h<* Karharree of the TT^mnldar on the part of the Moolah* ennie 
and pres<‘nted niournin" elothes. Afterwards Khoorsedjee Mehta, the Moottiar 
Karharree htuI tlie l)easa.yiin privatcdy eonsnlted that in adoptin^i the son of a 
friend tl»eir reputation would hereafter siifTer, that as they had money they should 
spread some, false re])ort, tf» the (‘ffeet that she, the Dessayiin, was three months 
c;one in the family way and that only six months remained when, should slu' hrin^ 
forth a sou, he would inherit the Wuttun ; that in that ease 4 or h villajjes, oti ae- 
eoimt of th«‘ l^essaijjferry a house and slaves should he j^iven to the adopted son 
— tlius thev he^an to speak. At the time of the S(»onwar (a day before the birth 
and forty days afterwards) theDessayun said that the eliild had di(‘d in the womb ; 
13 months after this she j)rodueed a ^irl ; 22 months had elapsed, a time whieh 
was never heard of. After the birth of the dau^^hter Khoorsedjee thmij»ht that 
tlie juana^ement of the Wuttun should be eondiieted in the name of her future 
husband and that Doolubjee Kulanjce should not be permitted to interfere in 
anv way. A complaint was made during; the. administration of His lab* Ilijifh- 
iK'ss Manajeerow Ouikwar, but. Khoorsedjee exp<‘nded mmiev and })rev(‘nt.(‘d 
redress beinj; ijjiven. Vftcr that the ref|uest was once or twice made durina the 
time of His late. Hiyhness Rhawa Sahib (moan ini? Oovindrow (luikuar) In 
the year Sumvut 185] (A.T). 1794-05) Doolubjee {*om])hi.ined that Khoorsedje<‘ 
Meht.a took away as many rupees ns he pleased froni the mahal ; at that time 
the Sirkar took from him (Khoorsedjee) Rupees 11,000. Khcmrsedjee deter 
mined on marrvini^ the Dessavun’s daujjhter to the son of Hurreebhaic* Soorjee 
Dessaee of (Miie.klee, and vou — Sunkerjee — eamo to the Sirkar and informed His 
late Highness Rhawa Snhib of the circumstance; whereupon, sowars and a fW- 
coon were sent to th(' mahal and imprisoned the Dessayun and her daughter. 
Khoorsedjee and his two sons were brouf^ht to Raroda and there confined — 
durifm the cimfinement Khoorsedjee died. After that Rhawa Sahib also died 
and Khoorsedjee’s son spent money and commoneed nepfociatinf^, durin<^ the ful- 
minisiration of His late Hitrhness Kanojeerow Ouikwar, through the agrtney of 
one Dada Rarsee caused a sunnud to be granted in the name of the son-in-law 
of th(^ Dessayun ; created disturbances in the mahal ; made, you, the Kainavisdar,

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The Sirkar iH therefore i^leased to f^rant thin Siinnod in your name, Suukorjee 
Sooiiderjee DeHsaic, th(3 adopted aon of Sonderjee of tlie Pur^ummh above men- 
tioned and you are iier(d)y authoris'd to enjoy as a hereditary right tlie uaviul 
allowance aJid fees appertaining to the Dessaighurry Villages a-s many as there 
be, as also of the villages granted for the keeping u]) of a palke<*, and you are faith- 
fully to ]>(3rform the servie-e of the Sirkar — perpetual guarantet* is also granted 
ill the siuinud to Doolubjee Kulanjee Dcssaee that he shall suffer no unjust treat- 
ment from the Sirkar, and you having been aeknowledg(*d as the ado])ted son 
of Sounder jee Soorjee and sueeessor to the Wuttun, and having paid to the Sirkar 
the nuzzerana of Kupees ‘12,000, no alteration shall be made in this arrange- 
ment.

6. You have hitherto discharged the duties of Killader of the Fort of Kaira, 

and you may in the performance of your duties have made yourself enemies among 

the Ryots or Grirassias or others.

Rao (Iutkwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsiier Baitadoor and his ('HILdhen, 
heirs and successors on the other, settled by Ma.jor Alexander Walker, 
Resident at Raroda, having full powers from the (Government of Bombay, 
which is in like manner authorized by His Excellency the Most Noblf- 
Richard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illustrious Drder 
of St. Patrick, one of TIis Britannic Ma.jesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, Covernor-Ceneral in Council, appointed by the Honourable 
the (U)urt of Directors to direct and control all their affairs in the East 
Indies,- — 1805, 

Whereas various agreements have been concluded between the Honourable 
Company on the one ]>art, and Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumshei 
Bahadoor on the other, all tending to improve and increase the friendship and 
alliance between the contracting parties, viz,, a convention dated at Cambay, 
the 15th March 1 802, settled by the Governor of Bombay on the part of the Honour- 
able Company, and by Uaojee Appajee, Dewan on the part of Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shurasher Bahadoor ; an agreement, dated at (Jainbay, tlie Gth 
June 1802, settled by the Governor of Bombay on the part of the Honourable 
Company, and by Raojee. Appajee, Dewan, on the part of Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor ; and an agreement made by Anund Rao 
Guikwar Sena Kbas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor with Major Alexander Walker, 
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ttesident at Baroda, on tho part of the Honourable Company, dated at Baroda, 
the 29th July 1802 ; and wliereas it is desirable to consolidate the stipulations of 
all these separate eii^aj^eiucnts with one definitive Treaty, and further to imi)rove 
the state of alliance of the contracting parties, in like manner as has been applied 
for by the aforesaid Raojeo Appajee, in his letter of the 10th of Suffer (or 12th 
June 1803), desiring that the present engagement between the Honourable Com- 
pany and the Guikwar State may be drawn up in terms consonant to those em- 
ployed in the Treaty of Bassein between the Honoiirabh^ Company and His High- 
ness the Peishwa, the said (Company and the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumshcr Bahadoor do hereby ar;eordingly agree to the follow- 
ing Articles framed for that purpose : — 

Article 1. 

All the stipulations of the (ingagcnicnts heretofore made between the con- 
tracting parties, and above recited, viz.^ on the 15th of Marc h, tith June, and 29th 
riily 1802, ar(‘. hereby confirmed, and are to bind the contracting parties, their 
heirs and successors, for ever. 


Article 2. 

The friends and (inomics of either party shall bo thc^ friends and enemies of 
both ; and if any powc^r shall commit any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression 
against either of th(‘, contracting jiurties, or against their respective def)ond}mtR 
or allies, and after due riipresentation shall refuse to enter into amicable explana- 
tion, or shall d(uiy th(‘ just satisfaction which the contracting parties shall have' 
required, the c-ontracting jiarties will proceed to prosecute such further measure's 
as the case shall appear to demand. 

Article 3. 

Whereas, in conformity to the agreements heretofore madc^ betwocm thci Honour- 
able Company and the Maliarajah Anund Rao Guikwar Bena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor, a subsidiary force of two thousand men was subsidized, and inclusive 
of the half augmentation of the subsidiary force first fixed upon, tlie Maha.rajah 
Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor agrees to receive, 
and the Honourable Company to furnish, a permanent subsidiary force of not 
less than tliree thousand regular native infantry, with one company of Euro])eaD 
artillery, and their proportion, mz.^ two conipaniee of gun-lascurs, with the neces- 
sary ordnance, and warlike stores and ammunition, which force is to be stationed 
in the territories of the said Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor. 


Article 4. 

The subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services of importance, 
such as the protection of the person of Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
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Shumsher Bahadoor, his hoirs and successors, the overawing and chastisement 
of rebels and exciters of disturbance in his territories, and the due correction of 
his subjects or dependants who may withhold the payment of the Sircar’s just 
claims ; but it is not to be employed on trifling occasions, nor, like sebundy, to be 
stationed in the country to collect the revenue. One battalion of these forces, 
however, or such a proportion of them as the performance of the foregoing s<uvices 
may require, will proc-eed to Kattywar when there may be ». real necessity for 
it ; but the English Government, whose care and attention to all the interests of 
the Guikwar State cannot be doubted, must remain the judge of this necessity. 


Articlk 5. 

In onler to provide the regular payment of the whole r'vpense of this suh- 
iidiary force, .\nund fta(» Guikwar 8ena Khas Khevl 8humsh(*r Bahadoor has 
cede.d, hv the agrcfunents aforesaid, m., dated the Ihth March, fith .lune, aud 29th 
July 1802, and 2nd June 18011, districts and other funds, of which a. Schedule (A) 
i^ annexed to this Treaty, of the v<‘arlv net value of Rup(*(‘s 11,70,000. This 
cession is coufiriried bv this Treaty, aud Anuud Kao (Juikwar Sena Klias Klu'yl 
Shumsher Bahadoor henJjy ced<*s the <listrirts of whic h the Seheduh* is anru'xed, 
with all the rights of sovereignty thereof, aud all the forts whieli tlu'y contain, 
in p<^rpetuity, to th(‘ Monourable Oompany. 


Article 0. 

The districts of Chowrassee, Chickly, Surat, Chouth, and Kaira have been 
ceded to thc! Honourable (k)mpauv bv Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Klias Kheyl 
Shum^ber Bahadoor as a proof of his friendship, and as a t(‘stimony of his sense 
of the benefit which he has received from his alliance with tlie Honourable CVmi- 
pany’s government. The cession of these districts is confirmed by this Treaty, 
and Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl ShumsluT Bahadoor hereby cedes 
the distri(!ts abov<? mentioned, with all the rights belonging to tin* sovenugnty 
thereof, and all the forts which they contain, in perpetuity, to the Honourabh* 
Company'. 


Article 7. 

Whereas the Honourable Company liave, at different periods, assisted Anund 
Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, both from their own funds 
and those of bankers, with advances of money, a j)articular aeciount of wliich, as 
well as of the funds assigned for the payment of the same, is contained in tlu' 
Seliedule annexed, marked B, it is hereby agreed that the full amount of the 
russnd of tin* districts therein named, according to the provisions in tlio eighth 
Article of the agreement of the 29th July, shall be (*ollocted on account of the 
Honourable Corapanv, and the persons therein referred to, until these debts and 
inter^'st due upon them shall be fully paid ; and for the past or any future advances 
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which the (Company’s f?ovcrnment may make to tiiat of the (fuikwar, in(‘hals 
shall be aasif^ncd as their seeunty. 


Artk’LE 8. 

Grain, and all other arthdes of consumption and provisions, all sorts of matt‘rials 
for wearin^^ apparel, to^(‘ther with the necessary numbers of rattle, liorses, and 
camels required for the use of the subsidiary force shall be ex<*fnp1(‘d from dut.it's 
in the territories of Aiiund Ua(» Guikwar Sena Khas Khey] Shnmsher Bahadoor, 
and the commanding: ollioer and the oilicerH of the sij|)sidiary force shall be treat(‘d 
in all respects in a manner suitable to the importance* <tf the trust [)laced in them 
and the disunity of tlu* British Government. In like mannc’r shall the oflicers ol 
the Guikwar governnnuit meet with similar consideration and respect from tlie 
Honourable (Njinpany. In consideration, also, of the g(>od-will and friendship 
which has so lony ]ui])])ilv subsiste<l betvve<*n th<* Tlononrabh* Company and the 
Guikwar government, sucli goods and articles as may be hotid required for 
the j)riva.te use. or consumption of that family, or of the ministers, shall be allowed 
1,0 h(* purchased at Surat and Bombay, and to be sent from thence free of duties, 
on beir)g aeeom])anie(l by a passport from the Resident at Buroda. 

As the l)ee,can is the native country of the Mahraltas, who inhabit or 8cr\'c* 
in Guz<;rat, siudi of this nation as may be in the Guikwar s<‘.rvic(‘ shall be allowed 
to pass and r<‘-pass fr<*.cly, with their families, through tin* Honourable Com- 
pany’s territories. 

It is <*.v])rossly understciod that the admission of this Article is not to sanction, 
or in any shaja* to authorize, the transit of merehandize or of prohibited goods. 


Articlb: 9, 

The jMaharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shnmsher Bahadoc/r 
hen*))y <*nga<j,es t hat he will not entertain in his servic<* any Buropean or American, 
or any uative of India, subject of the Honourable (Vonj)Mny. without tlu* consent 
of the l^.ritish (}«)V(‘rninent ; mother will the Com])aT)y’s governimmt entertain in 
their serviia* any of the Guikwar servants, dependants, or slave's, contrary to the 
inclination of that State, 


Article 10. 

Inasmuch as by the firesont Treaty the contracting parties are bound in an 
alliance for mutual defence and protection, Amind Rao Ginkwar Sena Khas Khevl 
Shiimslu'r Bahaeloor engages never to commit any act of hostilit y or aggression 
against any power whatever ; and in the event oi difF(*renee arising, whatever 
adjustment the liononrabh* (Company’s government , weighing matters in the 
scale of truth and justice, may, in communication with the Guikwar Sircar, 
determine, shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence.

WhcronH there arc certain unfinished transactions between His Highness the 
Peisliwa and Aiiund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shunishcr Hahadoor, and 
there exist certain pa])erH of accounts which are unadjusted, Anund Rao Ouikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shuinaher Hahadoor doth hereby agree that the Honourable 
Company’s govern!r<mt shall examine into and finally adjust tlie said transac- 
tions, papers and accounts, and the demands resulting therefrom ; and Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Hahadoor binds himself, his heirs and 
successors, to abide by such adjustment as the British Government shall accord- 
ingly determine. Furtlmr, in res})eci to these unsettled pecuniary affairs existing 
with the governments of His Highness the Peishwa and the Guikwar, it behoves 
the latter to repose a similar faith in the British Government as the Peishwa, 
who has agreed to abide by the adjustment of these concerns. 

This settlement shall be effected by the Honourable Company after taking 
into rnatun* (^onside.ration the im])ovori8hed state of the Guikwar finances ; and 
the latter government entertain a full conviction that no op])re8sive deniond will 
be enlorccd under the Company's mediation. 


Article 12. 

If, notwithstanding the defensive nature of the agr<iement bctw’cen tlie (on- 
frac.ting parties, and their desire to cultivate and improve the relations of peace 
with all the powers of India, war sliouhl unfortunately hr<‘ak out, it is agreed that, 
with the reserve of a battalion of native infantry to remain near th(‘ porsem of 
the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Huliadoor, of 
Hucli ]Moportion as may appear n<!cessary for the security of Guzerat, the residue 
of the subsidiary force, with their <»rdnance and public stores and ammunition, 
shall b(? immediately put in motion for the purpose of opposing the 
enemy. 

Th(‘. troo])s of tlie Maliarajah Anund Rao Guikw^ar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Hahadoor shall acc-ompany the British troops to the })oundari<‘s of (luziuat in 
order to ,t<^rmiriat(! the w^ar. Should, however, any great exigcuic}' arise, the 
eirciimstanees sliall be mutually considered, and the best means in the ]>owcr of 
the contrac.ting parties pursiusd to terminate the same. 


Article 13. 

As the enemies of both States arc the same, those who arc in opposition to the 
Guikwar government, or in rebellion to it, ean never, while acting in this manner, 
be admitted to the friendship of the Honourable Company ; but should Cano joe 
Guikwar, who comes under this descrii)tion, repent and submit himself, it will 
be advisable to allow him a suitable j)ension, on which he may subsist and reside 
at Bombay, or at any other place which may be equally safe and convenient 
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Neither Canojee Ouikwar nor Mulhar Rao Guikwar will have any other claim 
on the (hiilcwar government than the pension which lias been assigned to the 
latter, and that which may eventually be assigned to the former. 


Article 14. 

When the subsidiary troops will take the field, the Maharajsh Annnd Kuo 
Gnikwar Seno Khas Kheyl Bliumsher Bahadoor will supply such quantities ol 
grain and benjarries to attend the army as the resources of his e.ountry may aflord, 
th(^ British (lovi'minent defraying the expense thereof. 


Article 15. 

If disturbances shall at any time break out in the Honourable Company’s 
territories or districts bordering on those of the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Khoy! Slmmsher Bahadoor, the said Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar 
shall consent to the employment of such a proportion of the subsidiary force as 
may be requisite to quell the same ; and if at any time disturbances shall break 
out in any part of the Maharajah Annnd Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumslicr 
Rahado<ir’s territories, to which it might be inconvimient to detach a projiortion 
of the subsidiary force, the British Governnumt will, in like manner, at the requisi- 
tion of the. said Maharajah Vuimd Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor, (letacli such a profiortion of the troops of the (\mipanv as may bo 
most eonve,niently sitiiat<*(l to assist in (jiu'lling the said disturlianoes in the Maha- 
rajah Amiud Kao Guikwar Soua Khas Kheyl Shunislier Bahadoor’s territories. 


AimrLK IG. 

In future tlio sulijects of each State,, who may take refuge with either, shall 
be delivered uy>, if tlie *Stato from wdiicli such yiartios shall have fled appear to 
have anv demand of debt or any just claim against him or them ; but as a free 
intereoiirs<‘. Ix^lwe.eu the countries under the two governments is also intended, 
frivolous claims against parties resorting from their own to the otlnu’s jurisdic- 
tion are not to be jireferred, and in all st^rious cubes cordiality will be shown. 


Article 17. 

The contracting parties hereby bind themselves to take into consideration 
hereafter the commercial redations between their respective territories, and to 
settle thorn in due time by a (‘ommcrcial treaty.

Fresh Sanad granted to Soohhanjee, srn of Tookojec Pol, under date Sursan 
Arlia Ashar Mayatain A a Alaf. Tliere is a Sarkar Pago under tho said 
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After the death of Tookojee Pol, he (Soobhaojee) did not at all look after the 
affairs of the Paga in consequence of family quarrels, nor did he inform the f^arkar 
about the same. The horses died. No service was rendered to Government. 
Thereupon Teshwantrao Bapujee Godbole was entrusted with the work of investi- 
gating the affairs of the Paga. After making enquiries, he purchased new horsc.^ 
and re-established the Paga. About the Nemnook assigned for the expenses of 
the Paga, he represented to the Sarkar that the Nemnook formerly assigned to 
the Paga was for 34 horse at the rate of Rupees 200 per horse ; that deducting 
from this amount the Dumahi (two monthly) charges, there remained Rupees 
160 per horse ; that this amount was not sufTicient for the maintenance of the 
Paga ; that, therefore, if the Nemnook were kept as it was, while the number 
of horsemen was reduced and the rate per horse increased, the horses would pull 
on, and service would be rendered to the Parkar. Thereupon the Paga was 
reduced by 13 horses and the Nemnook was assigned to 21 horsemen. On l.liat 
account the annual expense for grain, etc., including coniingcnt expenses are fixed

A diifiiutive Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, in consolidation of all 
preceding engagements with the Guikwar State, was concluded at Baroda between 
the Honourable ICnglish Bast India Oornpany and tlie Maharajah Anund Rao 
Guikwar Sena Khas Klieyl Slmuisher Bahadoor, his heirs and successors The 
Collovving Articles of engagement arc now agreed on and settled as supplemental 
to the said Treaty by TIis Highness Futteh Sing Rao (luikwar, on the part of tlie 
said Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar, and Captain Janies Jiivctt (Wnac, on the 
part of the said Honourable Company, under full powers and authority granted 
to them respectively for that purpose : — 

Article 3. 

Whereas it lias appeared highly expedient, in order effectually to provide for 
the maintenance of the interests of the alliance in Ouzerat, and for the protec- 
tion of the Guikwar dominions, that the additional moans to those jirovided by 
the 3rd Article of the definitive Treaty, dated 2Jsi April 1805, corresponding with 
20th Mohurriim, 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in the month of Chytre, should 
be furnished by the Honourable Company, the Maharajah Anund Kao (luikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shunishor Bahadoor agrees to receive, and the Houoiirahic 
East India (company to furnish, an increase to the present subsidiary force of 
one battalion of native infantry, of not loss than one thousaful men, with two 
regiments of native cavalry, of the same strength and complemeet as the cavalry 
regiment belonging to the Poona subsidiary force ; and th<‘ Maharajah further 
engages to the admission and residence in the Giiikw^ar territories of any number 
of British troops in excess to the subsidiary force. His Highness being liable to 
no additional charge on this account. 

Article 2. 

Tlie subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute tlie services expressed 
in the fourth Article of the Treaty dated 21 at April 1805, corresponding wdth 
20th Mohurrum 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in the month of Chytre ; and in 
the event of war breaking out with any of the powers of India, it is agreed con- 
formably to the 12th Article of the aforesaid Treaty, that W'ith the reserve of a 
battalion of native infantry to remain near the person of the Maharajah Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, or such a proportion as 
may appear necessary for the security of Guzerat, the residue of the subsidiary 
force now composed of four battalions of native infantry of one thousand men 
each batalion, or five battalions of eight hundred men, and two regiments cf 
native cavalry, with one Company of European artillery, with their proportion 
of gun-lascars with the necessary ordnance and warlike stores and ammimition, 
shall be immediately put in motion for the purpose of opposing the enemy. 
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Article 3. 

For the regular payment of the expense of the augmentation of the subsidiary 
force, as stipulated in the Ist Article of this engagement, His Highness Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shutnsher Hahadoor hereby assigns and cedes in 
perpetuity to the Honourable Faiglish East India Company all the rights which 
His Highness has obtained from the perpetual farm of the Peishwa’s territories 
subject to the city of Ahmedabad, as secured by the 16tli Article of the Treaty 
of Poona, dated 13th June A. 1). 1817, corresponding with the 27th Kujjub 1232 
Hegira, or Sumwut 1873, in the month of Jeyst, it being distinctly understood 
that the engagements to His Highness the Peishwa contingent on the farm of 
the said territories are to bo performed by the Honourable Coni})any, and no 
claim of any description on such account is at any time to be preferred against 
the Guikwar government. The territories comprehended in the farm of Abmeda- 
bad are detailed in the Schedule B, annexed to this Treaty. 

Article 4. 

Inasmuch as the pergiinnalis belonging to tlie Honourable Comjiany of Dubhoy, 
Hahadurpore, andSowlee, from their proximity to Baroda, arc peculiarly valuable 
to the Guikwar government, it is accordingly agreed that these districts be made 
over in perpetuity and full sovereignty to His Highness Anund Kao Guikwar, 
bis heirs and successors, and that His Highness assigns for ever in full sovereignty 
his share of the city of Ahmedabad with the exception hereafter specified, and 
a proportion of the Guikwar share of the Petlaud district contiguous to the 
pany’s territories, in pcrp<*tuity, and with all the rights of sovereignty thercc-f, 
in exchange for the aforesaid districts belonging to tlio Honourable Company, tlic*. 
territories of each party being received at the revenues specified in the annexed 
Schedule* 0. His Highness Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Klieyl Sliumsher 
Baliadoor having retained possession of his fort or liavellie in the city of Ahmcda' 
bad, and its dependent possc'ssions known under the denominat ion cf the Duscoorae, 
it is further agreed and determined that His Highness only maintains a force in 
the said liavellie sufficient for the purjioscs of revenue collections and police, and 
that His Highness’s servants in the bavcllie will conduct themselves with strict 
regard to the rules and reguly tioiis within the city of Ahmedabad of the Comjiaiiy’s 
Government. The Honourable Company, on the other hand, liereby promises 
that every proper accommodation shall be afforded from the jiublic autliorities 
in the city to the servants of His Highness Anund Bao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor residing at or stationed in the said liavellie, as well as that 
all persons or troops subject to his Highness’s authority at the havelho of Ahmedi- 
bad, or the Guikwar Duscoorae, shall not be amenable to the laws of the British 
Government, but made subject to His Higbness’s authority, who hereby agrees 
to afford satisfaction to the local authorities of the Honourable Company of ade- 
quate punishment according to his laws for any misconduct of his servants and 
dependants within the city of Ahmedabad. In consideration of the good will 
and friendship which has so long happily subsisted between the Honourable 
Company and the Guikwar government, such goods and articles as may be hon i 
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fide required for private use or consumption of that family or of the ministers shall 
be allowed to bo purchased at Ahmedabad, and to be sent from tlience free of 
duties on being accompanied by a passport from the Resident at Baroda. 

Article 5. 

Whereas, by the exchange of districts stipulated in the foregoing Article, great 
advantages arc derived in territorial extent and population from the possession 
of Oubhoy, Bahadurpore, and Sowlee, His Highness Anund Rao Guilnvar Sena 
Khas Khcyl Shurasher Bahadoor, adverting to this benefit, agrees to assign terri* 
tory in the vicinity of Surat, or from his portion of ilie pergiinnah of Pctlaud, 
ill exchange for the Mogullae claims of the Honourable Company, in virtue of its 
possession of the castle of Surat, on the districts belonging to the Guikwar in 
the province termed Surat Attavossee. 

Article 6. 

By Schedule A to the definitive Treaty, Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sona Khas Kheyl Shmnsher Bahadoor ceded in perpetuity to the Ilonouriible 
Company, for the expenses of a subsidiary force, certain districts with all the 
rights of sovereignty and produce thereof and all the forts they contain, from which 
districts the pergunnah of Vijapore has been exchanged for other districts of c(jual 
produce, as particularized in a separate list annexed tliercto, conformably to 
which Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher J5ahadoor 
engages to transfer in perpetuity all rights of sovereignty over those districts and 
all the forts which they contain to the Honourable Company, and the Honourable 
Company agrees to restore for ever the whole right of sovereignty over the district 
of Vijapore and the forts which it contains to Maharajah Anund Rao Giukwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor; and whereas, in consideration of the 
Maharajah having consented to the exchange of the district of Vijapore, the 
Honourable Company do promise that they will not apply in future to the Maha- 
rajah, his children, heirs or successors, for the exchange of any of the districts 
ceded by tlie definitive Treaty bearing date the Ulst day of April 1805, correspond- 
ing with 20tli Mohurruin 1220 Hegira, or Suniwiit 1801, in the inonlJi of Chytre, 
or of the other districts now exchanged for Vijapore, or for the exchange of any 
territory whatever. 

Article 7. 

Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Khcyl Shumsljor Baliadoor hav- 
ing represented to the Honourable Company that on the island of Bate and in 
the province of Okamundel there are two places of Hindoo religious worship and 
devotion, and that the Guikwar government should bo })ut in possession of these 
places, and the Honourable English East India Company being disposed to comply 
with the earnest desire of the Maharajah, the province of Okamundel and the 
island of Bate, with all the rights of sovereignty tliereof and all the forts they 
contain, arc accordingly given to the Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, his heirs or successors, in perpetuity, and the Maharajah 
Sena Khas Khcyl Shumsher Bahadoor promises to allow in perpetuity a build- 
ing on the island of Bate to the Honourable Company for depositing stores, free 
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of aoy claim for tax or otherwise, and consents that all vessels, boats, servants, 
subjects, etc., belonging to the Honourable Company, as well as merchant vessels 
from the Honourable Company’s ports, as may frequent any of the ports and 
places in the provinces of the Guikwar government, shall pass and re-pass without 
hindorance ; and the Honourable Company, on the other hand, agrees that all 
vessels, boats, servants, subjects, etc,, belonging to the Cluikwar government, as 
well as merchant vessels from the ports of the Cuik war govornnient as may frequent 
the Honourable Company’s ports, shall also pass and rc-pass without hinderance. 
The Maharajah moreover promises that the person who may reside in charge of 
the Honourable Company’s stores shall meet with no molestation whatever, and 
be treated with all due consideration. 

Article 8. 

Whereas, by the second clause of the 12th Article of the Treaty of the 21st 
April 1805, corresponding with 20th Mohurriim, 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in 
the month of Chytro, the Maharajah Anund Hao Guikwar Sena Khaa Kheyl 
Shurnsher liahadoor has stipulated to furnish his troops to act with the British 
forces on any great exigency. His Highness hereby further engages, in case of 
war, to bring forward the whole of his military resources for the })rosccution of 
the war. The Honourable (-ompany, on the other hand, agrees to take into con- 
sideration and determine the pretensions of the Guikwar government to benefit 
by any future partition of territory acquired in foreign wars, 'i'he Guikwar gov- 
ernment also binds itself to maintain and hold at the disposal of the Honourable 
Company, to act with the subsidiary force wherever it may be employed, and 
to be subj(*ct to the general command of the oflicer commanding the British troops, 
a body of 3,000 ellcetive cavalry to be siifiported exclusively at the expense of 
His Highness tlio Guikwar, and that Ilis Highness ’vill conform to the advice and 
suggestions of the British Giiverninent relative to the formation and equipment of 
the contingent of hors<‘, Its regular montldy payment, the condition of its arms 
and accoutreiueiits according to the eustonis of tho Guikwar government; its 
muster to bo personally taken by the head of the Gnikvvar government, and at 
tho time of payment on the day of the lunv moon in every mouth, the Guikwar 
govcrnineut and tJie Kesi<h;nt at Baroda will also take tlie muster thereof, or if 
the force is despai-ched from Baroda on service, the ollUer wlio will be nominated 
by the Guikwar Sircar to its command and the officer wlio proceeds in command 
of the Honourablo Company’s troofis shall jointly take tho muster, agreeably to 
the aforesaid agreement made in that reipcct. 

Article 9. 

Tho contracting parties being actuated by a sincere desire to promote and 
maintain tlio gimeral tranquillity and order of their respective possessions, and 
adverting to the intermixture of some of the territories belonging to the Honour- 
able Company and the Maharajah Anund Hao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shurnsher 
Bahadoor. it is tho.rofort* horebv agreed that offenders taking refucre in the juris- 
diction of either party shall be surrendered on demand without delay or hesita- 
tion. 
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Article 10. 

All Articles of the definitive Treaty at Baroda, dated 21st April 1805, corres- 
ponding with 20t]i Mohurruni, 1220 Hegira, or Siimwiit 18G1, in the month of 
Chytre, not contrary to th(‘. present engagement, arc hereby confirmed. 

Article 11. 

The 8up])lcinentHl Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day, 6th 
November 1817, corresponding with 25th Jilhez, 1232 Hegira, or Sumwiit 1873, 
in the inontli of Aswcin, settled and concluded at Baroda, to be binding and ])er- 
maneiit when ratified by His Excellency the Most Noble tiie Marquis of Hastings, 
K.O., Governor-Ocnerfll in Council.

Treaty, namely, tho district known as the Guikwar’s Duscoorae (inclusive of 
doomala and euana assignments), with the havellie in the city and the cusba of 
Mota and the pergunnah of Turkesur in the Surat Attaveessee, as specified in the 
annexed detailed account of territories and rights so exchanged. 

It being also mutually desirable, for the interest and convenience of both 
governments and fco promote more effectually the consolidation of their power 
and authority, that tho rights over the cusba town of Petlaud shall be transferred 
to one or either of the contracting parties, His Highness Auund Kao Guikwar, 
etc., has agreed to cede in exchange for the Coinjiany’s rights in the cusba of 
Petlaud only his rights in the cusba town of Imriil.

Since my arrival at Baroda we have had many interviews, at which, besides 
increasing the former friendship by personal intercourse, we have had various 
conferences regarding the manner in which you are to be vested with the ad- 
ministrations of your own government. For the better remembering of the points 
settled, 1 now commit them to writing.

All foreign affairs are to remain as Iiitiierto under the exclusive management 
of the British Government. 

With regard td internal affairs Your Highness is to be unrestrained, provided 
you fulfil ydur engagements to the bankers, of which the British Government is 
guarantee. The Resident is, however, to be made acquainted with the plan of 
finance which Your Highness shall determine on at the commencement of each 
year. He is to have access to the accounts whenever he requires it, and is to be 
consulted before any new expenses of magnitude are incurred. 

The guarantees of the British Government to ministers and other individuals 
must bo scrupulously observed. 

Your Highness to choose your own minister, but to consult the British Govern- 
ment before you appoint him. 

The identity of interests of the two States will render it necessary for the 
British Government to offer its advice whenever any emergency occurs but it 
will not interpose in ordinary details, nor will its native agent take a share as 
formerly in the Guikwar government. 

This letter is written in the spirit of entire friendship and good-will towards 
your State, and 1 look to hear henceforward of your increasing prosperity and 
reputation. 


No. XVIII. 

Translation of a Treaty between the British and Guikwar Governments, 
dated the 3rd of April 1820. 

Seal of Guikwar. 

With tlie view of promoting the prosperity, peace and safety of the country, 
and in order that the Guikwar government shall receive without trouble and with 
facility the amount of tribute due to it from the provinces of Kattywar and Maheo 
Kanta, it has boon arranged with the British Government that His Highness 
Syajec Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Khoyl Shumshcr Bahadoor snail not send his 
troops into the distriefis belonging to the zemindars of both the above provinces 
without the consent of the Company’s government, and shall not prefer any claims 
against the zemindars or others residing in those provinces except through the 
arbitration of the Company’s government : (on the other hand) the Company’s 
government engage that the tribute, including Khurajaat, as fixed by the settle- 
ments of Summut 18H, A. D. 1807 and 1808, and of Sumwut 1868, A. D. 1811 
and 1812, shall be paid by the zemindars to the Guikwar govornmeut free of 
expense. If in conseq.ience of the misconduct of any zemindar or talookdar it 
becomes neoessary to incur any considerable expense, the same, without any 
addition thereto, shall bo defrayed by the said zemindar. 
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No. XIX. 

Translation of an Answer from the Guikwar Government to the Memo- 
randum regarding the Prohjrition of the Impou'I’ of Oputm, dated 17th 
Zillay 1235 (25th September 1820), consisting of the following Articles 

Article 1. 

Opium must not be supplied from the Company’s warehouse, or by merchant 
subjects of the Company, to the merchants and subjects of the Guikwar. These 
are to be supplied with opium by the Guikwar government. 

Article 2. 

Whatever opium is required for the Guikwar warehous(i to be obtained from 
the Collector of Kaira tlirougli the agency of a vakeel of the Guikwar. Should 
there be a deficiency of opium in the. warehouses of both g(*vornments, and it 
should be necessary to procure opiuju from Malwa, a dustick is to be given per- 
mitting the purchase and the free passagci of the article. 

Arti(!LK 3. 

The Guikwar government will purchase the opium at presejit in the Guikwar 
districts, and until it is consumed will not purchase, from the CJonipany’s stores, 

ARTiriiE 4 , 

Opium is pr(»duced in some jiarts of the Guikwar territories, and it is requested 
therefore that no objection may be made : this continuijig to be the case, when 
the article is ready, it will be purcha,sed by the govermueut. to which it is requested 
that no objection juav be made. 


Article 5. 

The j)riee of opium to be the same iu the territories of the tw'o governments. 


Artkt.e 0. 

It is requested that the jirice at which opium is sold to the merchants and 
ryots at Kaira, Haroach, and other places, wliere tlu^ government warehouses 
will bo established, and the. Mulwa price, may be communicated to this govern- 
ment every mouth. 


Artk’LE 7. 

Any merchants or individuals introducing opium secretly for sale into the 
Guikwar territories to be subject to have the property confiscated ; and any 
opium brought secretly from the Company's districts for sale to be confiscated 
iu like manner, without any objection on the part of the British Government. 
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Article 8. 

A vakeel of the Guikwar government to be stationed at Kaira, and wherever 
there is a warehouse of tlie British Government, and opium to be supplied for the 
Guikwar districts through his means ; no opium to be supplied by other means 
to merchants and ryots.

Translation of a Memorandum from the Guikwar Government, dated the 

l.'Ith August 1825. 

A memorandum has been received from the Residency, dated 9th of the first 
Shrawun Vud (August 9tJi, 1825), staling that a letter had been received by Mr. 
Willouglibv from Mr. Newnham, Ghief Secretary to Government, referring to tlie 
expedition of (^olonel Walker into Kattywar in Sumwut 1864 (A. 1). 1807-08), 
at which time the settlement in perpetuity for the tribute was adjusted, and pledges 
obtained from the Jhareja Rajputs that they would desist from their practice 
of female infantic/ide. Colonel Walker, it is stated, resolved at the time that the 
sums levied as fin<\s from disturbers of the peace and other offenders should, through 
the clemency of government, be distributed in such sums as wore suitable to the 
station in life of the parties concerned, to defray the marriage expenses of the 
females wlio should bo preserved through this arrangement. This being brought 
to the notice of the Bombay Government by Captain Barncwall, the orders of 
Government have been forwarded to him, that through the British dependencies 
in Kattywar tin* sums realised in fines paid by disturbers of the peace should 
be appropriated as above specified ; and Captain Barncwall has accordingly made 
the necessary arrangements. Further, Mr. Newnham’s letter requires that in- 
formation of this settlement should be given to the Guikwar government, and a 
suggestion be made of the propriety of its being extended to the Guikwar de])en- 
dencies also in the same province. In communicating this an early answer was 
solicited, to which it is replied that the case under consideration is one of charity, 
and will procure the blessing of Heaven on both governments; therefore, what- 
ever sums have been realised as fines on offenders since (-aptain Barncwall was 
placed in charge of the districts, or any extra revenue beyond the tribute as fixed 
for perpetuity by Colonel Walker, may be appropriated as above specified, the 
disposal being year by year duly communicated to us, and the arrangement is 
highly satisfactory to this government 
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No. XXI. 

Engagement with the Guikwar in 1832. 

Paper His Highness the Guikwar, dated the 6th April 1832. 

The Riglit Honourable the Earl of Clare having told His Highness the Guikwar 
that as His Highness wishc^d to settle the monthly i>ay of the 3,000 contingent 
horse at the disposal of the Company’s Sircar, a good arrangement must be made 
to secure their being paid according to the Treaty. His Highness, after considera- 
tion, agrees that he will place in continual deposit with the Company Sircar ten 
lakhs of Rupees in cash, bearing no interest, from the present day, and he will pay 
the above 3,000 horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty. If he should 
fail in so doing, the Company Sircar shall, out of the said ten lakhs of Rupees, 
give to the Sirdar, who will, on the part of the Guikwar, be over the horse, the pay 
of the 3,000 horse for that month ; according to the 8th Article of the Treaty, 
and according to custom, the said Sirdar shall pay the 3,000 horse, anti the money 
thus taken out of the sum deposited shall be replaced by the Guikwar to complete 
the annual regular deposit of ten lakhs always. A conference on this having passed 
between His Lordship and the Guikwar, it is prayed that His Lordship, taking 
the above into consideration, will be pleased to release the mehals in sequestration, 
in which will be shown the goodness and reputation of His Lordship.

Final Paper executed by the Right Honourable Lord Clare, dated the 6th 

April 1832. 

A memorandum has been received from His Highness the Guikwar, dated 
the 5th Zilkad ; its contents are as follows : — There are 3,000 horse at the service 
of the British Government ; His Highness the Guikwar agrees that he will place 
in continual (or running) deposit with the Company Sircar ten lakhs of Rupees 
in cash, bearing no interest, from the present day, and he will pay the above 3,000 
horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty ; if His Highness should fail in 
so doing the Company Sircar shall, out of tlie said ten lakhs of Rupees, give to the 
Sirdar, who will, on the part of the Guikwar, be over the horse, the pay of the 3,000 
horse for that month ; and according to the 8th Article of the Treaty, and accord- 
ing to custom, the said Sirdar shall pay the 3,000 horse, and the money thus taken 
out of the sum deposited shall be replaced by the Guikwar to complete the annual 
regular deposit of ten lakhs always ; His Highness prays, therefore, that the mehals 
sequestrated be released. His Lordship agrees to the above ; therefore on the 
abovementioned continual deposit being placed with the British Government, 
the mehals shall be released from sequestration fifteen days after the date of the 
deposit when the Chor Chittees shall be delivered up,

Translation of a Memorandum presented by His Highness Syajee Rac Guik- 
WAR to the Honourable the Governor at Baro33a, dated 8th of Zilhez 1241, 
or Ist Eebrnary 1841. 

In consequence of disputes existing between the British Government and the 
Guikwar State His Kxcellency the Governor of Bombay, Sir J. Carnae, Bart., has 
visited Baroda, and a personal conference has taken place. Much discussion arose 
on the subject of the 3,000 horse kept up by the Guikwar State at the diBj)ORal 
of the British Government, and on their so remaining according to the Treaty 
at their present strength, and also on the payment by the Guikwar of the new 
Risala raised by the British Government ; the Guikwar, having in view a perfect 
friendship and union between the two States and the full contentment of the dis^ 
tinguished Governor, agrees to pay the new Risala from the day on which it was 
raised up to the end of the month of Pous in the Sumwut year 1897 (January 
1841), giving credit in the accounts for the. amount, and from that date to allow 
the expense of the Risala, at an annual charge not exceeding three lakhs of Rupees 
to be deducted from the collections of the tribute made on account of His Highness 
by the British Government : the Risaja is to remain, as at present, entirely under 
the orders of the British Government. 


Translation of a Memorandum presented by the Honourable the Governor, 
Sir J. R. Carnao, Bart., to His Highness the Guikwar, on the Ist February 
1841. 

The British Government having made a j>ropOBal to His Highness th© Guikwar 
of keeping up 1,500 horse out of the. 3,000 maintained by His Highness, to which 
proposal His Highness did not consent, as not appearing in accordance with the 
Treaty ; in consequence of the re-establishment of the friendship between the 
two States, it is determined that the Treaty between the two States, including the 
matter of the 3,000 horse?, is to remain in force. 


Translation of a Letter addressed to the Honourable Sir J. R. Garnao, Bart., 
ETC., by His Highness Syajee Rao, Guikwar, dated 15th of Zilhez, Sumwut 
1897, 8th February 1841, 

A demand has been made that out of the 3,000 horse maintained by Treaty 
by this government at the disposal of the Honourable Company, 1 ,500 horse should 
be taken by the Honourable Company ; but this does not appear correct under 
the Treaty, and by keeping the 3,000 horse, which are at j)reBent at the disposal 
of the Honourable Company, the appearance of perfect friendship between the 
two States and reputation will remain established. In this there should be no 
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(liderenco. EarncBf.ly desiring that there should, be no dispute between the two 
governments, and that a. good underslanding should exist, as formerly, I wrote 
to you with great iirgeney, inviting you to visit me, which you have kindly done ; 
and on your arrival at Jh\roda 1 have. ox])lained to yon all my dilIieulti<‘S, the 
])rcsHure of my debts, and the expenses of my fajnily and dependants. You then 
Sf)oke to me on tin* subject of bearing the expenses of Roberts's new Itisala of horse, 
upon which, as I desir<‘d to do nothing ln*yond your wishes, and considered you 
as my father and protector, T gave jny consent, to allow annually to the <‘xtent 
of three lakhs of Rn])ees in the accounts for the cost of this Kisala (agreeably to 
the new demaiid now made upon nn*), iinduding t he back ])ay (from the date on 
which the corps was raised), being influenc(‘d entirely by my confidence in you 
and my own h(*lplessneHs. But I now re])resent to the Honourable (^)m])any and 
to Your Honour that the debt <»ii this State is heavy ; that the <‘xpi‘nses of my 
family and her(‘ditary d('pendants are great. TJiis j’ou have yourself He(‘)» ; and 
it is for the Tlonourabh* (lomj)auy and for Your Honour t.o enable me t.o supjmrt 
this, and to confirm tin* prosperity and reputation of tin* Huikwar StaB*. Tin* 
bunlen of myself and of ?ny government rests entirely upon yon, and my [irosperity 
arnl ri'pntation are yours. 'Pin* Honourable (’ompany and Your Honour are alike* 
the ])rot.(‘ctor of my dignity, and froui you it will nu'ct with no nudestal ion. 1 
am acting in accordance* with the He)nourable (Vmpany’s governme*nt ; therefore*, 
as, in conse*<juene*e e)f tin* new burele*!) eef thre*!* lakhs e)f Rii])(‘e's pe‘r annum, v\hie*h 
t.he* maintenance* of this beiely of horse* <*ntails on the* (Juikwar ge»ve'rnme‘nt, the* 
we'lfare*. eif this gove*rnme*nt is plae*ed in diflie'ulty, it is e'arne'Stly re*e|ue‘s1e‘el fe)r the 
satisfactieui of this gove‘rnm<*uf that Yemr Honemr will, in kinelness aTiel wilheujt 
conside^ring it a, eliminut ieen e»f frie'enlshij). proe-ure from the* Heeneeiirahh* ('om]>any 
a r(*lcase* fre)m this stipulat iem.

Befem* leaving Ibireala, te> wdiich ]dace T have* cemie at the* <*arn<>st re'ejiie'st of 
Yemr High n<*ss, ! eleein it right to address to ye)U a fe‘\v W'ords of aelvie e* on the 
completion e)f the busine*Bs wdiich has }>ee*n e*ngaging my alte*ntie)n eluring my stay, 
and on the rest.ejration of the ge>od unde*rstanding bctw(‘e‘n ^h>u^ Highne*ss and the* 
British (ie)ve*rnmcnt, which, I t rust, may neve*r again be* disturboel. 

Your Highm*S8's acejuie*sc(>nce in the demand maeb* up<»n yem feir Hie* mairi' 
t.enancc eif the Risala of lieirsc neiw under Major Robe'rts, anel of a beidy e>f horse* 
for service* in tdic tributary districts, combined wdth the* <uirn(*st eb'sirc wdiich you 
have evinceel for a re*cemciliat.ion with the British (love'rnrncnt and your jiromise s 
to prcse‘rve‘ inviolate all existing guarantees, and to be* guielcd by llic ce)nns(*ls of 
the British llcprcscntativc at Your ITigbncss’s (lourt, has cnalilcd me* to renew' 
the bonds eif a,mity bctwn*t*n tin* two governments, wbieli bad be'cn broke*n by 
iep(\ated acts of Your lligbncss ; and it is witli pl(*asure* that 1 have* b(*<‘n able*, 
in ceinseupience, to restore* to Y^our Highness the scejucstrat.cd p<*rgunnah of Bctlaud 
a nd the revenues of t he tributary districts. ] have likewise, at your earue*st rcejuest 
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and on your promise to allow in the accounts of the tribute for whatever sum may 
be awarded to the Dcssai of Nowsarie, removed the attachment on that cusba. 

Before restoring Ftjtlaud t.o Your Highness, I should have deemed it nec<*ssary 
to require from you in writing the most ample security against the ill-treatment 
of any of Your Higlmess's subjects in that district in conse(picnce of their adherence 
to the British Oov(‘rnmerit while, in temporary oceu])atioii of it. In deference, 
howeviir, to your strong nmionstranees against this measun*, as b<*ing derogatory 
to your dignity and honour as a sovereign Prince ; unnecessary, judging from the 
absence of all comj)laint frojii the ilistricts fonnerly under attachmenl. which 
were released during the goveninunit of Lord (Mare ; and dangerous as likely to 
give rise, to causes of collision, I refrained from j)reHHing it on Your Highness, and 
contented myself with rcc(iiving from you a solemn fuomise that you would ad 
towards the ryot s of Pet laud as towards the rest of Your HighmiSs’s subjects, 
and allow t hem to suire.r no Jiiolestation what.cv4‘r on account of their having obeyed 
the. orders of the British aui}ioriti<‘.H, or assiste<! thetn in the irianag*Miient of tliat 
province,. Your Iliginiess will recollect that this ])romiHe. was made without 
niservatioii in the prese-iiet*. of the Thief Secretary in attendance on me, the K<*sident 
and his Assistant, and on the full understanding that a breach of it would, althougli 
no written engag<‘.ment was executed, suhjeet the district to re-atta(dimcnt and 
liiial amiexatiou U> the British t<*rrit.ory. 1 nqiose imjilicit eonlidencis in Your 
Highness's jiroinise, and I feel assured that on no occasion shall J regret having 
done so ; hut at the sam<! time I <lcem it my duty again t-o rcqieat that the British 
(Joverumeiit will never submit to a breach of this ]»romiso, or allow the shadow 
of an imputation of bad faith to rest upon it by a negle,c*t to secur<* from oppression 
those, who ar<*, on all principles of justice, entitled to our protection. 

Your Highness is aware that the demand which 1 made upon you, as the basis 
of any scttlmrient and of the r<‘storation of the good understanding between the 
two governments, was for the mainte nance of Major Roberts’s Kisala from Your 
Highness's revenues, to be suiiject entirely to tin* control of the British Clovern- 
ment. ; and to tin: jno vision by Your Highness of a body of horse, of the nature 
n*.(tuired by tiie Treaty of LSI 7, of not less than 1 ,500 men for service in Kattywai, 
etc., the districts on which we collect Your Highness's tributes. Your Highness 
eoiiHciitod to the maintenance <»f Roberts’s horst* in tlie manner proposed, but 
desired that you might be allowed in addition to keep up the whole contingmit 
required ])y the Sth Article of the Treaty of 3,000 liorse, in order that the teiins 
c/jtlu* Treaty might be strictly observed. I consented to this, but at the same 
time. I informed you that the British Government required only 1,500 for service 
in Kattywar, etc. Should Your lligliness at any jieriod desire to reduce your 
contingent to that number for employment in those provinces, no objection will 
b<*. raised to that proee.<*ding ; but in that number Your Highness must retain those 
persons, as Meer Sura^iaz zVli and others, whose restoration to your service has 
already been acceded to by Your Highness as one of the demands which tlie British 
Government made against you. 

Your Highness, on the conference which I had with you on the 2nd instant, 
presented me with a momoraudum of 31 items on matters requiring settJeuieiit,

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I informed Your Highness that after perusing them, the greater part of these were 
matters which must be left to the Kosident to adjust. On two points, however, 
I ex])lain(!d to you the deteriiii nation of the Britisli Government, whicli it is well 
that I sliould ]ier(‘ repeat : tliey relate to the attendance of the Kesident and the 
British troo])H at the festivals of the Dussara and Gunputte.(‘, and tin*. ])reHentation 
of honorary dresst^s (Aher) by the Resident on the ])nrt of the British Government, 
on festive occasions, on Your Highness’s family. 

It is needless here to r(;capitulate the grounds on which the decision of the 
British Government on this point is founded. It is siifficii'nt to state, in respect 
to the first, that T have instructed the Resident to j>ay to Your Highness, as the 
head of the Guikwar State, the recpiisite honours on your progress on these; State 
occasions ; In; will accordingly, on receiving from yon arj intimation of the day 
and hour at which yonr procession will leave the })a.lac<‘, attend with the troo])s 
at some; convenient spot, which will be; fix<*d upem in e;e>jnmniiicatie)n with Your 
Highness, and tln;re;, withe)ut joining in the* procession, ])ay all military hemours 
elut*, te) yenir rank. T trust Your nighne;ss will be satisfies! with tlie* concession, 
which is the utmost that can be admdted unde^r the iiujK'rative' eirders of superior 
authority. 

It is emutrary tei the rule estahlishe;!! fe>r the gnidanee e>f the; Honourable; ('Oiii- 
paiiy that jiresemts slmuld on any occasiem be given eir rece'ive^d. Although, as 
h<;a<l of the Goveiriimemt e)f Bombay, I have* thought fit to admit a d(;viatioii frenn 
this rule (and I am happy to have* had it in my pe)we;r, eluring my pre;s(;nt visit, 
to prcsejit an Aher tei Your Highness on the* occasion of tlie birtfi of a son to Yeiur 
Higlme;8s's elelest son, Rae) Sahib), the Resident e;aiiiiot be* jie'rinitted tei acee*})t 
or present such gifts. 

I must urge on Your Highness the absolute necessity of your strictly obsejrving 
the; rep(3ate;d promises you have maele* to me to re*s])ee;t in their fullest extent ell 
guaraiite;es of the British Goverumciit ; a contrary eaiurse has alre'udy brought 
Your Highness to tlie* ve;rge of ruin, and you may r<*st assured that it is only by an 
implicit maiiit<*nance of these* engag<;me;uts that tlie good iiride*rHt.aiiding neiw 
Iiapfiily re-e;stahlishe;d between the* two gove*rnnients can continue*. The British 
Govejrnmciit in no way wishes to interfere in the internal adininistratle)!! eif Your 
Highneiss’s territory, of which it acknowleelges you to be* the sole seivereign. It 
will enjoin upon all liolelcrs of the British guararite;e to re*gurd you in that light 
on yiaiii of its severe displeasure, anel to observe the utmost respect anel submission 
in all coiiimunications with Your Highness; hut still it ejannot he rele;a6(;d from 
the eibligation of seeing that Your Highness preserves inviolate, in the most minute 
particular, every Bhandarec engagement of which the British Government is a 
party. 

I have on several occasions taken an opportunity of speaking to Your Highness 
on the suhj(;(;t of tin* evil advise.rs by whose counsel Your Highness has been led 
into difliculty, and mor<; especially of Veneeram Aditram. I have received with 
phiasure Your Highness’s assurances that since your proclaimed dismissal of tliat 
individual, you have had no communication, direct or indirect, with him, and 
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I rely on your adlioring to your determination to banish him from your service 

and your couiiscls for cv<‘r. 

When I consented, at. Vour Ifighncss’s earnest solicitation, at our meeting 
of the 2nd instant, to admit the introduction to me of cnnt.ain individuals whose 
removal from your S(irvic<i had been required of you in consequence of their being 
th<! friends and associates (if Vimeeram, your dismissed minister, 1 begged Your 
Uighiu'ss clearly to understand t.hat my consent was gi\'e.n jiiindy out of a regard 
to Your Highness's feelings, and in no respeid as indicating my confidence in them, 
or in their fitness for em[)joymeut in Your Highness's servici^. 1 have eonlidenco 
ill Your Kighiuiss aloiu' and in your reiterated ])romiseK to reject th<‘ advice of 
evil disiiose.d jiersons, and to study n<>ver again to incur tin* disiilcasurc of the 
British Govc,rnnieiit. 

Your Highness will be (aireful, therefore, n(‘ver to miijiloy any of these indi- 
viduals in any transaction whatever with the British Government, or in any bush 

ness connected with our

guarantees, the liolders 
of which have been on 


many occasions so grievously oppressed. 


I have spoken to Your Highness on the subject of the nomination of a minister : 
you are awar<» that you are bound to appoint a portion to this office, with tin* appro- 
bation of the British Gove.rnment. You inform me that you desire no minister, 
and that yon will yourself transact all matters of business with the Hesidciit. As 
a mark of my friendship for Your Highm‘ss and of my eonfidence in the continuance 
of this good understanding which I observe to exist Ix'tvveen you and tin* Resident 
at your Goiirt, I liavc^ eonsenti^d to waive the demund for the fuifilment of this 
stipulation during such ]) 0 ,Tiod as Your Highness may act up to your ]irofession, 
and be guide, d, in all niattejs in whii'li tin* Britisli Governnn'iit lias any concern, 
by the g<Mid counsel of tin* British Representative. I feel coiilident that the 
inivSt which T am re]>o,siiig on Your ITiglmess will not be misplaced, and that it will 
not be iiee,(‘ssa.rv, at any future pi^riod, to enforce on you a measure to which you 
exjiress yourself (h'cidcdly averse. 

Having happily n'stored onr former friendly relations, which I trust cun novel 
again be interrujited, I leave you in the full exjieetation that you wdll faithfully 
and implicitly obs(;rve all existing treaties and engagements ; that you will respect 
in the minutest fioint evi'.ry existing Bhandaree, adjusting, in communication wdth 
the- Resident, every pending dispute on just and ecjuitabh* ])rinciples, and allowing 
no o<*casion to arise for future dilTerenecs ; and that you will study by every means 
in your power to consolidate yoiir alliance witli tlic British Government. 1 ba\o 
appointed to your Court a Resident, Mr. Boyd, wdth whom 1 am gratified to observe 
that Your Highness is on the most friendly footing of intimacy and cordiality ; 
and I recomniend Your Highness to continue this good understanding with him 
and to be guided by his friendly advice. Finally, 1 eongratulate Y^our Highness 
on the state of kindinsss and unanimity wdiieh I observe to exist between the several 
members of Your Highness’s immediate family, and I beg to assure you that I 
shall over take the warmest interest in their welfare, I rejoice that I have had

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this (ipportunity (►£ visiting you, and rouowing that intitnacy which commenced 
with your early youth ; and I entreat you to believe that in all the advice which 
I have given you (T trust (?fEcctually), I have been influenced solely by a regard 
to your own welfare and to the maintenance of your high position as the head 
of the Ouikwar State. It will ever be to me a source of much gratification to heai 
of Your Highness’s welfare, arnl to be informed that, by a strict adherence to 
existing engagements, Your Highness has merited the oblivion of the past, and is 
pursuing a steady ard honest course for the future. 1 now bid Your Highness an 
affectionate farewell.

Hulks for tfie Kxkmptjon fr<im the Payment of the Duties usually claimed by 
the (luiKWAR Government on the Vessels which may be driven by stress 
of WEATHER iuto the Ports of Okamunoel, Amkolee, and other Mehals 
oi Kati'VWAu while on tlunr voyage between Bombay and the ports of Sindh, 
agreeably to the wishes of the Hombav GovEUNMEN’r, as intimated to me 
in a communication, No. 55'i, dated 18th September 1844. 


Rule 1. 

Should a boat on her voyage between Bombay and unv port in Sindh be driven 
into till? mehals of this Sireur bv stress of weather, and land its cargo, no duty 
of anv kind, and no jiort or ancliorage fee, will be exacted, provided the vessel 
nMiiains in the lurbour only a reasonable time. If a single pae.kage be landed 
for the purpose rif sale or trallic, or if the vessiil refuse to pursue her voyage when 
able to do so, then tlie full amount of duty shall be levied on the whole cargo, and 
every port or othm- fee bt^ also levied in the usual manner and the vessel treated 
in every respect as if consigned to the ports of this Sircar’s mehals. 


Rule 2. 

Should a boat, under the circumstances mentioned at the commencement of 
rule I, put iuto the ])ort (»f Okamimdol, &c., in so bad a state as to be obliged to 
discharge her cargo into anotlier boat wb’ch conveys it to its original destination, 
no duty will be levied, provided nothing is landed for sale, and provided no uii- 
ue.cessary delay lakes place in the sailing of the boat with the transhif)pe.d cargo. 
Damaged goods may be landed and sold under the sauction of the custom-house 
officers, on payment of the usual duties. 
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Rule 3. 

♦Should a boat, undor the above circumstances, put into the ports of Okarnundel. 
&(5., and undcrjyo repairs, landing; her carj;o in tlie meantime, no duty will be levied, 
provided there is no unnecessary delay, and ])rovided that on reshipping, every 
package of the original cargo is duly accounted for to the satisfaction of the Custom 
Master of the port. 

Rule 4. 

♦Should a boat put into the ports of Okarnundel, tSr-c., under the circumstancos 
above mentioned, and undergo slight repairs, without discharging any part of hel 
cargo, no duty whatever will be levied, provided the repairs do not occupy more 
than a reasonable number of days. 


Rule 5. 

Should a boat put into the ports of Okarnundel, <V;c., under the above circum- 
stances, at the close of the season, and he comp<‘Hed to lay up for the monsoon, 
s<'.curity will, in the first plac(‘, be given for the full Jimount of customs due on the 
whole C/argo, and all ])orts and anchorage fees shall be yiaid. The goods may then 
he landed and warehoused at t he expense and risk (d* the owner or tindal of the 
vessel. The original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall be deposited 
with the (aistoms authorities; and if on resliipping it shall he discovered that a 
single package lias been opened or missing, and eannot be accounted for satisfac- 
torily, the full amount of customs shall be made good according to t))C security 
pn'viouslv given. The goods must be reahipped in tlie same vessel which brought 
them, unless she be proved not seaworthy, in which case they may he forwarded 
on auot-her. All damaged or perishable goods may be sold under the sam'tion 
uf tlie custom-house oiriciws and on payment of the usual duties. 

Rule f». 

When any doubts arise as to the application of any of the above rnles, the chief 
(luikwar authority of tlie mehals, if imahle to settle the matter otherwise, will 
refer to the Political Agent, and act according to his opinion and advice. His 
Highness the Oiiikwar reserves to himsi'lf the full riglit of punishing any tindals, 
owners, or supercargoes of boats who attempt to evade thesis regulationfo and to 
take advantage of thorn for the purpose of defrauding thij revemue of the l)ijrboT 
Hut should the offender b(‘loAg to foreign juiisdiition, the Kamdar must refer 
the case to the Political Agent and act according to his advice, and, pending the 
receipt of that ofTicer’s reply, detain the offender in custody. The public must 
be duly made acquainted with these rules. 


Similar rules were issued in 1840 by the Rao of Cutch with reference to the 
port of Mandavee, the only difference being in the last sentence, which runs : 

But in all such cases the Rao will act in concurrence with and under the 
advice of the Political Agent.''

Translation of a Yad from His Highness tho Guikwah to the Rrsii^ent at 
Bakoda, dated 6th Rajjub 1250 (19th May 1850). 

A Yad has b(M3ii received from the Residency, under date the 4tli instant, No. 257, 
cojiiiiiunicatiiij^ the purport of Mr. Becrctary Goldsmid’s letter relative to the 
e.s:emj>tion from payment of duties of vessels which, by stress of weath(‘T, may be 
driv(‘n into any of the ports in Kattywar belonging to the Durbar, and requesting 
that exemption to a similar extent to that eoiuHnled by the Chiefs in Kattywar 
be made by this government. Tlie Durbar has to report that instructions have 
been issued to the (hnnavishdars of Okamundel and Amrolee agreeably to the 
wishes of the Bombay Goviunment, but that should any boat rmuain in the port 
many days after the storm has ceased, for the sake of conveuieucc, or with the 
intention of disposing of its cargo, or changing the same, from it alone shsll duty 
be exacte.d ; and tin; merchants in Kattywar residing at the ports belonging to the 
Durbar liave also been informed of this arrangement ; and in the event of their 
oxperimicing any annoyance from tho Chiefs in Kattywar, itc., in consinjuenco 
id this arrangimient, that they should at once report the circumstanc(‘ to the nearest 
British authorities, who will investigate the matter. To this «“.ffect it is reipicsted 
the Resident will write to the Bombay Governmout,

TuANSLATroN of a Yad from IDs IIiohness the Guikwak to the Resident at 
Baroda, No. 460, dated 11th May 1856. 

A Yad was addressed by this government on the 29th February last. No, 232, 
re-gardiiig the laud to be given by us for the use of the railway ; to this a re])ly has 
been reeeived from the Residonc-y, under date tlie 12th May, No. 420, stating that 
tho Yad in question not being suOiciently ex])licit, the Governor-General enter- 
tained some doubts on the subject, aud rei^uestiug His Highness will kindly, in 
order to remove all doubts and uncertainty for the future, cede the sovereignty 
and authority over the laud reijuired for the railway to the Government of India. 

2. In reply wo beg to say, as stated in our Yad No. 423, wo shall cede the land 
reipiircd for the railway, aud the full sovereignty of this land will rest exclusively 
with the Government of India for railway purposes, but this government enter- 
tained no une/ortainty or doubt whatever in giving up the land for the road ; and 
as this has binm stated in the Yad referred to, it is a mutter of regret to this govern- 
ment, and wo beg the Resident will kindly write to the Governor-General and 
explain this to him, as this government in every way is dependent on the Governor- 
G eneral. 

Taking this into consideration we write that this business (railway) should 
cause no loss to our revenue in the customs, etc., as stated in our Yod of 29th 
February, No. 232, and we beg to receive a reply to this effect.

'Franslation of Yai) from Brioadier-General Sir R. C. Shakespear, Resjpen'/ 
at Baroda, to Ills Htouness Maharajah Khunih Rao Guikwar Sena 
If HAS Kheyl SrruMSKKR Bahadoor, No. 471, dated Baroda Residency, the 
14th June 1858. 

The Ri^^ht Honourable, Lord Elphinatone, Governor of Bombay, Major-General 
Roberts, lately (Commanding Northern Division of the Army, and myself, have 
all written to the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India, mentioning 
the friendship of the Guikwar and the assistance afforded hy him during the psst 
year. 

To-day 1 have received a letter from the Seeretar}^ to the Government of India, 
with the. Governor-General at Allahabad, No. 1519, of date, the 31st May 1858, 
informing me that His bordahip is so gratified at hearing of His Iliglmess Khimdi 
Rao Guikwar’s fidelity and devotion that he has been jdcased to ord(‘r that all 
tlmt part of the kharita of Sir James (Wnac, Governor of Bombay, to Syajee Rao 
Maharaj, of flaf(‘ 8th F(d)ruary 1841, which relates to Ro)>erts’H Risala and the 
Guikwar’s contingent horse, and also the whole of th(‘ Yad of Maharajah Syajee 
Rao Guikwar, of date Ist February 1811, agreeing to j>ay three lakhs of Rupees 
a year for the. mainteiiauce. of Roberts’s Risala- these three matt(‘r8 above written, 
nairiely, what is writb'n in the kharita about the Risala and about tlie cofitingent 
horse, and the Yad ri'garding tlio three lakhs- -shall be remitted, and that in future 
the arrangement, on these points between the two gov(‘rnm(‘nts shall be that 
specified in the 8th Article of the Treaty of Gth November 1817 ; but when the 
3,000 contingent horse an*, not rii(|uircd to go with the subsidiary force on B(*rvire, 
then, in the same way as at present they do duty in tlie tributary mehals in Guzerat 
and Kattywar, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary mehals as the British 
Government may require. 

The Secretary to the (government of India does not nuintion in his letter the 
date from wliich this arrangement is to commence, hut I will write, and on the 
answer arriving 1 will inform the Maharajah. 

1 have great ph'asure in communicating this good news. The Maharajah lias 
always acted towards me as a friend, and I enjoy this good news which has come 
for the Maharajah as iiuich as if it concerned myself. 


Translation of Yad from Ills Highness Maharajah Khundi Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor to Brigadier-General Sir R. 0. 
Shakespear, Resident at Baroda, No. 625, dated the 17th June 1858. 

A Yad, No. 471, of date 14th June 1858, has been received from the Residency 
to the following cfTect : — That the Right Honourable Lord Elpliinstone, Governor 
of Bombay, and Major-General Roberts, Commanding the Northern Division of 
the Army, and I wrote to the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India 
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particular «» rogardini; the friendship of the Guile war Sircar and the assistance it 
had afforded during the past year. That on this a letter, No. 1519, dated Hist 
May 1858, from the Secretary to the Government of India, has been received to 
the following: effect : — That the Right Honourable the Governor-General Hahadoor 
being greafcly pleased on hearing the accounts of the fidelity and friendship of the 
Maharajah Khundi Reo Guikwer Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Hahadoor, has 
given an order for the remission of the three matters as here detailed, namely, 
all that which is written about Roberta Sahib’s Riaala and about the contingent 
horse in Governor Carnac Sahib’s kharita written on 8th February 1841, and the 
Yad of Ist February 1841 wliich Syajee Rao Maharaj wrote, agreeing to give three 
lakhs a year for the maintenance of Roberta Sahib’s Riaala ; and that in future 
the arrangement on the above matters between the two governments will proceed 
according to the 8th Article of tin* Treaty executed on Gth November 1817 ; but 
when the contingent horse are not required to go with the subsidiary force on 
service, then, in the same way as at present they do duty in the tributary niehalfl 
in Guzerat and Kattywar, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary mehals 
as the British Government may require ; that m the letter from the Secretary 
to the Government (»f India the date from which this urrangemont is to commence 
is not written ; fch<*.refore 1 will write regarding that fxiint, and on receiving the 
answer 1 will inform the Maharajah. 

1 beg to reply that 1 have been v<‘.rv greatly phxised on seeing the contents 
to the effect that the Right Honourable th(‘ Governor-General, in th(^ way of kind- 
ness and patronage, has remitted the thr(‘e lakhs for tlie expense' of the Risala, 
and 1 beg to write that in future then* will remain on the ])art of tliis Sircar the 
arrangement for H,0()() sowars remaining in service' according 1o the' le'ce^ve'd reque'st 
written in the Yad. 

By this being done I am greatly obliged, aiiel it is good in rejspex t to gexiel re'port , 
and the friendship between the two governments has been clexirly displayed, h remi 
I ho expense also of the Risala falling (on me), the weight of de'bt was ueiing em 
increasing up to the present day, and this causexl much anxie'ty. In short, the' 
character, good name, and honour of this goverinne'nt are of the Honourable f 'oiu- 
pany Bahadoor and the Right Honourable the Govcrnor-Gene'ral Baliadoor ; there-

fore, in right of friemdshij), I beg to addri^ss mv 
patron* to the effect that the friendship of the 
two governments has come down from gi'iieration

Therotorc.baving taken the above written substance into conaideration, 1 hope 
that you will forward to the Right IlonouTable tbi' Govi'.rnor General from tbia 
govern menv the representation of its pleasure.

After com'iylimentH.—l have learnt with great satisfaction, from the reports 
which the Resident at Your Highness's Court has from time to time submitted 
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to mo, the acta by which Your Hif^hnesa has ahown in an immiatakable manner 
throughout the late disturbances tiiat Your liiglmcss has identified your own 
cause with that of the Ikitish Government on behalf of the authorities in England 
and of myself : 1 thank you heartily for the proofs of friendship which you have 
afforded during a time of trouble. 

In consideration of your fidelity and friendship, I have resolved to remit the 
payment of the sum of rupees three lakhs per annum, which was imposed upon 
the Guikwar State in the year 1841 for the maintenance of the Guzerat Irregular 
Horse ; and as a mark of consideration for Your Highness, 1 have further deter- 
mined that this remission shall liavii retrospective efTect from th(‘ date of Youi 
Highness’s accession to the guddee. 

I have much jileasiire in forwarding for Yoiii Highness’s acceptanci a 2)air 
o f Morchals, and trust that th(‘y may be regarded as a tok<ui of the cordial esteem 
in which Your Highuosa is hold by the British Government.

Bo it known that Whereas an attempt has bwn made at Baroda to 
poison Colonel R. Phayre, C.B., the late British Resident at the Court of His High- 
ness the Gaekwar, and evidence has been adduced to the effect that His Highness 
Mulliar Rao Gaekwar instigated the said attempt to administer poison to (Jolonel 
Phayre ; 
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And Whereas to ingtif'ato such attempt would he a high crime against Her 
Majesty the Queen and a bwmch of the condition of Joyalty to the IVown under 
which Mulhar Rao Gaokwar is recognized as ruler of th(^ Baroda State, and more- 
over such an attempt would be an aet of hostility against Ihe British Government, 
and it is necessary fully and publicly to enquire into the truth of the eliarge and 
to afford His Highness Mulhar Rao Gaekwar every opportunity of freeing liimself 
from the grave suspicion which attaches to him ; 

And W/iereas in consequence thereof it is necessary to suspend Mulhar Rao 
Gaekwar from the exercise of power and to make other arrangements for the ad- 
ministration of the Baroda State : 

7< is hereby notified that from this date the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India in Council temporarily assumes the administration of t he Baroda State, and 
delegates all the powers necessary for the conduct of the administration to the 
Agent to the Govenor-General and Special Gommissioner at Baroda. The ad- 
ministration will be conducted, as far as possible, in accordance with the usages, 
(justoms, and laws of the. country. 

All Sirdars, Inamdars, Zemindars, and inhabitants of the Baroda tcTritories, 
and all officers and persons whatsoever in the civil and military service of the 
Baroda State, or liabl<5 t(» be called upon for such service, arc* hcndiv nujuired t<J 
submit to the authority of and render obedience to tin* said Agent to the, Governor- 
General an(5 Special (Wimissioncr during such time us th(‘ Stnt(‘ may be. under 
the administration of tlu^ British (iovernment. 

In accordance with the gracious intimation made to the Princes and (fiiiefa 
of India that it is the desire of Her Majesty the Queen that their GoverniiK'nta 
should be perpetuated, and the Re]>r<^s<uitation and Dignity of their Houses should 
be continued, a Native Administration will be re-established in such maimer as 
may be determined upon after the eonclusion of the enquiry and after considera 
tion of the results which such cnejuiry^ may'^ elicit.

Proclamation, — 1875. 

To all whom it may concern. 

His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, was suspended from the exerc’se of power, 
and the administration of the Baroda 8tat.e was temporarily assumed by the British 
Government, in order that a public enquiry might be made into the truth of the 
imputation that Ilis Highness had instigated an attempt to poison Colonel K. 
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PLayre, C.B., the late Representative of the British Government at the Court ol 
Baroda, and that every opportunity should be given to His Highness of fre(mig 
biinaolf from the said imputation. 

The proceedings of the Commission having been brought to a close, Her 
Majesty's Governnient have taken into consideration the (juestioii whether His 
Highness Mulhar Itao, Gackwar, shall be restored to the exercise of sovereign 
power in the State of Baroda. 

The Commissioners being divided in opinion, Her Majesty’s Government have 
not based their decision on the enquiry or report of the (-ommission, nor have 
they assumed that the result of tlie enquiry has been to prove the truth of the 
imputations against His Highness. 

Having regard, however, to all the circumstances relating to tlie affairs 
ot Baroda from the accession of His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gacikwar, to the present 
time., iiis notorious niiHconduet, Ids gross misgovern ment of the State, and his 
evident incapacity to curry into effect the necessary reforms; liaving also consi- 
dered the opinion of the Government of India that it would b»‘ detrinumtal to tluj 
int(irests of th(5 ptiople of Baroda and inconsistent with the. mainttmanecj of the 
relations which ought to subsist between the British GoverniiKmi and the Baroda 
•State, tliat His Highness sliould be restored to pow'er. Her Majesty’s Government 
have decided that His Highness Mulhar Kao, Gaekwar, shall b(‘ deposed from the 
sovtu'eignty of Baroda, and that be and his issue shall bo hereafter ])reeluded from 
all rights, honours, and jirivileges thereto appertaining. 

Accordingly His Kxcclloncy the VicMiroy and Governor*G<*ncral in Council 
hcr(‘,by declares that His Highness Mulhar Kao, Gaekwar, is dc'posed from the 
sovereignty of the Baroda Htaie, and that he and his issue are juiMdiubnl from all 
riglits, honours, and ])rivilcgcs thereto appertaining. 

Mulhar Kao will bo permitted to selee.t some place in British India, which may 
be a])provcd by tlie Government of India, where he and his family shall reside with 
a suitable establishment and allowances to be provided from tho revenues of the 
Baroda State. 

Her Most OracUms Majesty the Queev^ in re-establishing a Native Administra- 
tion in the Baroda State, being desirous to mark lier sense of the loyal services of 
His Highness Khundee Rao, Gaekwar, in 1857, has been jilcascd to accede to ih<‘ 
request of bis widows Her Highness Jumnabaee, that she may be fillowed to adopt 
some member of the Gaekwar house, whom the Government of India may select 
as tho most suitable person upon whom to confer the sovereignty of the Baroda 
State. 

The necessary steps will accordingly be immediate!}* taken to carry into effect 
Her Majesty’s commands. In the meantime, with the consent of His Highness 
the Mahaiaja of Indore, Sir Madava Kao, K.C.S.I., will at once jiroccod to Baroda, 
and conduct the administration of the State as Prime Minister, under instructions 
which he will receive from the Governor- General’s Agent and Special Commissioner 
at Baroda,

2. 1 was at first desirous of addressing you on the subject, so as to give expres- 
sion to the views and considerations which had suggested themselves to nu^ in 
ridation to the main points in issue, and which, 1 thought, might not be umb'serv- 
ing of the attention of the higher authorities in mutters alTecting States and 
populations and disturbing a long existing order of things. But Gie result of ymir 
later conversations is that my field has been very much Ilar^ow(^d. I gatlier from 
those conversations that the Government of Bombay insist on Baroda adopting 
the Bengal system of monopoly You have pressed for an immediate doelaration 
of the intentions of Ilis Highneffli’s Government. 

3. Though His Highness’s Government still continue of opinion tliat less drastic 
measures than the one just mentioned are fairly available, and ought to b(i tried, 
yet, yielding to the pressure of the situation, we accept what for the sake of brevity 
may here be designated the “ Bengal system 

4. By the “ Bengal system ” the Baroda Administration means — 

(1) The permission of cultivation of the poppy by license only. 

(2) The purchase by the State of the juice of the whole of the poppy crop 

so sown. 

(3) The preparation by State agency of the poppy juice into marketable 

opium. 
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(4) The sale of the opium bo prepared to (a) coriBumere within the Baroda 
territory under the retail sale monopoly, and (b) merchants for ex- 
port, it bein^ understood that the State will convoy all the opium 
for export to the scales at Ahmedabad, and that it will pay the 
British duty there ; but that the State is at liberty to make contracts 
of sale of the opium before tlie o])iuiu is taken to the scales, on condi- 
tion that the (l(iliv<3ry shall not be made by the State to merchants 
until after the British duty has boon paid at the scales. 

5. Tt is understood that the Baroda Government will oxercisi? its own discre- 
tion, and in any way that may a]>poar to it most advisable in re^^ard to minor 
details, such as making? advances to the cultivators, testing the poppy juice, 
manufacturing and packing the opium, etc., and that in these matters the Baroda 
State is not necessftrily bound to follow the. procedure adopted by the British 
Government in Bengal. 

(). I further agree that the cultivation of the poppy should be limited to the 
supply of the “ licit demand 

7. By the “ licit demand ” the Baroda Adniiriistration means the demand 
tor Baroda-grown Of»ium for couwsumption within the Baroda territories, and also 
t he demand, as determined bv Ilis Highness’s Govt^rnment, for export to the scales 
at .Ahmiidabad. The Baroda State will accordingly regulate the area of land, 
from time to time, for ])oj)py cultivation 

8. The Baroda Administration will adopt the system above described so us 
to bring the next poppy crof> under it. The requisite preparations will be begun 
at once. 

9. In order that. I may be in a position to form (he best ])racticabh^ scheme, 
and to frame ])ro])(‘r rules, T intend shortly to proceed t(» the Kari Division {U) 
which alone the cultivation of the ]>oppy i.s in future to be restricted). 

Id. Vou have- urg(jd upon us the great desirability of the Sirkar buying up the 
[>o]»py juice whicli is at tl)i.s moment being gathered. I am bound to state that 
oircumstaiiees render this not possible. To compel the ryots without any prei i()U,H 
uotiee to sell their produce to the Sirkar exclusively, and at rates fixed by the 
Sirkar, would not be just. It would cause, a great outcry on their part. Again, 
various contracts, no doubt, exist between the ryots and merchants relative to tlie 
delivery of the produce. Such contracts and transactions coiun^cted therewith 
would be suddenly interfered with, causing no little hardship and complaint. Such 
contracts and transactions may have their ramifications extending to important 
interests in the city of Bombay ; and these could not be suddenly and seriously 
disturbed. Again, part of the produce has been already gathered, and part of 
what has been gathered has, doubtless, jiassed out of the growers’ hands. To 
roach all the produce, in these; circumstances, would necessitate very inquisitorial 
and vexatious processes which would be ofiposed or evaded by various expodients 
all calculated to create much distress and discontent. Apart from all thia* it would 
bo impossible to suddenly organize a sutficient agency to buy up the produce. 
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Arrangements could not bo instantly made for weip^hinpf in of the produce from 
BO many individuals, and for payment arcordin^r to the quality and oonsisfonce 
as well as the (fuantity of the stuff. Wo have no buildin^^s ready and not oven 
the requisite vessels, to place or prepare the produce in. We have neither men 
ready, nor appliance,*, nor tlic requisite knowledge for tlie ])roper sii])(frint(mdeiK‘c 
of the f)reparation of the f)roduce for the market. In short, it would not, I must 
respectfully submit, be possible to undertake a vast and detailed operation of the 
sort without the least previous ))ref)aratiou. I have ])ersonaIly exf)liuned these 
manifold and i^rave dilhculties, and will, therefore, say no mort; her<‘ on the sulqtTt. 

11. Wo are hovv(‘ver alive to the necessitv of adopting, meanwhile, such 
measures as are practicable in view to prevent smuggling and t,o bring the stock 
t>f opium and poppy juice now in the country under control. I will here generally 
iinlicut,(‘, the cliaraeter of these measures. 

12. W(‘ have alniady prohibit<‘,d the cultivation of the ])oppy in Petlad and 
Amndi, wlicre it has liitluTto been grown, so that in future there will be no culti- 
vation ot the ))o])pv in tlu! Tlaroda territory except in the Kari (or Northern) Divi- 
sion. This pro))il)iti(»n will b<5 declared in a formal nr;tifi(ation, to be issued at 
once, laving down penalties, etc., for infractions thereof. 

i:i. A notification, which will remain in force until the State aet ually com- 
nienees its m(>no])oly, will also be issued prohibiting the cx])ort of opium from any 
])art of the Haroda, territory except to the scales at Ahmodubad. Stcips will nlBf> 
he taken to n^giste-r the opium and popf)y piicft now in stock in the Kari Division 
as well as, if any, in Amreli and Petlad ; and to pr<*vent its removal without tlic 
i.ogiiizaue-e- of Sirkar (^fiie,(^rs. 'Fo av(>id loss to owners wliich would arise from 
•suddeiilv making the f)o.ss(^ssion of opium illegal, time will be given (juohably not 
further than the ‘lOth Septemher next) to <*nable them to dispose, of tlu‘ stock of 
opium by taking it t,o tiie scales at Ahmedabad, so as to (uiable tlie, Administration 
t.o start tin* moimpolies of opium eultivation and retail sale, clear of any stock in 
the hands of j)riv»to individuals. 

14. Tli<’r<‘ will be no difficultv in owtuts of opium in the Kari Division taking 
it, to tfui, scales. Put tln‘- rules ])roposed by the (lovernment of Pombay under 
Act I of 1878 do not seem to coiitemplut.(^ the export to the scales at Alime.dabad 
of opium from P(*tlad and Amreli. Should it he found necijssarv to do so, T beg 
that Doverurntmt will, as a temporarily necessary nieasur<‘, afT(»rd facilities to 
owmu's, if any, in those, districts, to take their stock to Ahmedabad before the dat(^ 
fixed. 

Ifi. Ill tlu‘ Kari Division if any poppv juice remain in tfie hands of ryots and 
others, after the expiration of the time given, it will be bought up by tlu^ Sirkar. 

It). With regard to the juice remaining with the cultivators and others in Vetlad 
and Amreli, ord<*rs are being issued to buy it up for the Sirkar, The juice so 
bought, will be converted by the Sirkar into opium, which will be disposed of either 
by being sent to the scales at Ahmedabad as if it was Sirkar monopoly opium, or 
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by being issued for retail sale in these territories under the retail sale system. If 
it will have to be sent to the scales, or moved from one part of t-lie Baroda territory 
to another, between which British or other foreign territory intervenes, the Britisli 
Gove-rnment will, I trust, give the necessary facilities for its removal. 

17. Thus, it will be seen that, although it is impracticable to buy up the pro- 
(luce of the existing crop in the Kari Division, it will be brought under efE(»ctive 
control, together with the existing stock of opium in that division and other Baroda 
districts. The juice in other parts of the Baroda territory than the Kari Division 
will be immediately bought u]) ; and measures will be adopted at the same time 
to prevent opium or poppy juice being exported from any part of the Baroda 
t»5rritory, tixco])t o])ium, to the scales at Ahmedabad, in other words, to prevent 
smuggling. 

18. In adopting the measures I have indicia ted, we shall take as our guide, as 
tar as nee.tsssarv to the. <»bjects in view, Act I of 1878, and the rub^s ado})ted by the 
British GoveruTrumt itself in its own tf^rritor}’' under that Aet. 

19. With regard to retail sale of opium for consumption in His Higliness’s 
territory, the privilegi^ of such sale is, at present, farmed out in the Nowsari, th<s 
Baroda, and the Amndi Divisions. But tlicro arti no com})letc ruhss on the subject, 
nor projxjr penalties, though offences atminst the farmer’s privilege, as far as cun be 
ascertained from fornuT practice, arc ])unisbed. 

20. We shall now introduoe a complete Sirkar monopedy of retail sale through* 
out the Baroda territory analogous to that prevailing in British provima^s, the 
retail sale prices being assimilated. In the abovct-mentioncHl three divisions Mie 
farms fall in on the 3 1st July next. We, shall take every measure to intTodu(‘(‘ in 
thost*. divisions the new monopoly system from the Ist August next. 

21. The retail sab.* of opium in tlie Kari Division is at })res(uit unrt'.strictcal, 
tli<3re being no farm in that division. It will not be pra(;ticable to introduce Stat(; 
monopoly in that division b<'foro the expiry of the time given to hobb‘r8 of opium 
stoc.k to di.sposo (jf tlnur o})ium, say, till the. 1st Octobc^r next. We eont(!ni])latti, 
thendore, to ijitroduce ih(^ measurij then* hen^after. 

22. It is, of course, understood that no British duty will be charged on o])iuni 
import(id by the Baroda 8tate from foreign terrilory for consumption in tlic Baroda 
territory. 

23. It mav be necessary for the Baroda Htate to indent upon the neighbouring 
Golb*.(.‘.iors, or either British oflic'ers in charge of opium depots, for opium reipiinid 
for retail sale in Baroda territory. It is understood that such opium will be 
supf)liod at cost price without any duty or profit being charged to the Baroda 
State. 

24. T liope that you will sec reason to recognize in tin* arrangements thus pro- 
posed every anxiety on the j)art of His Highness’s Government to meet the wishes 
of the British Government in the interests of its opium r('veuiu‘, and at the same 
time to obviate loss or injury to the interests of this State as far as possible.

Aoreement apportttinin^ to tho Cession op (Criminal Jurisdioiion over thc) 
Dravnaoau-Gondal Railway Line,— 1879. 

I hereby code, on behalf of the Baroda State, to the Govoriiinent of India, 
all the criminal jarisdic^tion possosse.d by the Baroda State in the lands of the Ainreli 
Division which hav(5 been permanently assif^ned and made over by that State for 
the Kathiawar State Railway, this cession of the criminal jurisdiction aforesaid 
beinjf c.xorcised by the Oovernment of India for so lojig as the aforesaid lands may 
be requinid for that Railway and being restored to the Baroda State when the 
lauds are no longer needed for the Railway.

Ageebment between the British Government and His Highness Farzand-i> 
Khas-i-Daulat-i-Tnoltshia Maharaja Sayaji Rao Gaekwae Sena Khas 
Khel ^ipuMSHBR Bahadur, Gaekwar of Baroda, — 1881. 

Whereas by Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty between the British Govern- 
ment and the Baroda Darbar of the 6th November 1817, it was agreed that His 
Highness the Gaekwar of Baroda should maintain and hold at the disposal of the 
Ilon’ble Company, to act with the aubsidiarj^ force wherever it may be employed 
and to be subject to the general command of the Officer Commanding the British 
Troops, a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to be supported exclusively at the expense 
of His Highness the Gaekwar ; also that His Highness would conform to the advice 
and suggestions of the British Government relative to the formation and equip- 
ment of the contingent of horse, its regular monthly payment, and the condition 
of its arms and accoutrements according to the customs of the Gaekwar Govern- 
ment. 

And whereas His Highness Khunde Rao Gaekwar Sena Khas Khel Shumsher 
Bahadur, in a letter, dated 17th June 1858, to the address of Sir R. 0. Shakespear, 
then Resident at Baroda, agreed that “ when the contingent horse are not required 
to go with the subsidiary force on service, then in the same way as at present they 
do duty in the Tributary Mahals in Ouzerat and Kathiawar, they shall continue 
doiac duty in the Tributary Mahals as the British Government may require 

And whereas it is now considered advisable that the duties heretofore performed 
by the contingent of 3,000 horse in the Tributary Mahals, should be in future 
])erformed by a body of mounted and foot police, entirely under the control and 
management of the British Government. 

The following Articles are therefore agreed upon 

1. In consideration of an annual payment by the Baroda State of a sum of 
3 J lakhs of rupees, the British Government release the Baroda State from its obliga- 
tion to maintain the contingent of 3,000 horse on the terms, and for the purposes, 
cited above. 

The cessation of these obligations to have effect from such date as may here- 
after bo fixed by the British Government. 

2. The annual payment stipulated under Article 1 shall be adjusted by deduc- 
tion of the sum stated from the tribute collected by the British Government oi 
behalf of His Highness the Gaekwar in the States known as the Tributary Mahah. 

If the amount of the tribute thus collected in any one year falls short of the sum 
t o be deducted, the Baroda State will make up the difference. 

3. In view to the formation of the police force which will be required io perform 
the duties of the Baroda Contingent, the British Government will enlist a number 
of the men now bcilonging to the said contingent, not less than four hundred, pro- 
vided that such a number of men be found in ever^ way fit for the seiwice. If the

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Baroda State, dosiros more thau four hundred men to he enlisted, the British Govern- 
miut will make ne ohjeciion ii]K)n the e<»ndition of fitness already stated. 

4. The, Raroda State will sive^ with the men enlisted on the above conditions, 
free of eliari^e, a horse for each man enlisted, such horses bein^ selected from those 
bclouKini* to the Baroda State now in the said contingent by British oflicers 
a|)|>ointed for the purpose. Should suitable horses not be available from amoiip 
tliosi^ of the, e.ontinj?ent belon^inj* to the Baroda State, the State will, at its own 
(*o.st, furnish horses to be a])proved by the British officers aforesaid. 

5. The Baroda State will pjive to t.he British Government free of charge all 
barracks, pagahs, lines nr buildings, the property of tlie State, now existing in the 
cantonments of t-he contingent in the Tributary Mahals, Giizorat, and Kathiawar. 
Sueli of the buildings in these e,an ton merits as are the pro)>ertv of Pagalidars of the 
contingent shall he purchased from them by the British Government, and, in future, 
no ])erson, exeept such as are enlisted in the new police force, shall bo permitted 
to reside in these buildings, 

fi. The contingent of 3,000 horse will be disbanded ; and the Baroda Stat e

0, l^or the further protection of t he abkari revenues of lioth Governments, it is 
considered desirable to r<?tire, as far as po.saible, the li(|Uor simps of either Govern- 
memt to a distance of at least two miles from the frontier. It may however be 
riecossarv to make exceptions to this rule — e.*/., liipior shops must be allowed in 
Naosari, although situated within two miles of the British frontier. In cases in 
which the rule about retirement of shops to a distance of two miles from the frontier 
may be found to cause inconvenience to a large number of the pofiulation, by cutting 
off their liquor supply, it bo necessary to allow a sho]) cither in British or 
Oaekwadi territory, within the two miles limit, to supply the surrounding British 
and Gaekwadi villages with liquor, that is to say, a liquor shop in a Gaekwadi 
village might he allowed to supply liquor to neighbouring British villages while 
another shop in a British village might he allowed tc) supply adjacent Gaekwadi 
villages — the choice of all such shops being so made as to balance the loss and 
gain to either Government. At all shops, British or Ga<‘kwadi, allowed within 
the two miles belt, liquor shall be sold of the same strengths and at prices not lower 
than the minimum prices to be settled by mutual consent.

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7. In the case of isolated Gaekwadi villages surrounded by British territory 
and vtce versd, it would be desirable to arrange that each such village should be 
supplied with liquor from the nearest distillery, whether in Gaekwadi or British 
territory, the duty levied thereon being payable to the Government to which the 
village belongs. If, however, the Government to which such village belongs wishes 
to supply it with licpior from its own distillery, it is at liberty to do so, but in that 
case a minimum selling price will be fixed for the village by mutual consent. 

8. To carry out the foregoing arrangement (vide paragraphs 6 and 7) special 
tilFicers appointed by their respective Governments should meet at an early date 
and submit to their respective Governments their respective proposals with regard 
to each village and shop affected, together with a map of the territory concerned , 
and the matter should finally be decided at a personal conference between the 
British Commissioner of Abkari and the Dewan. 

9. His Highness’s Government reserve for further consideration the question 
of the levy of a tree tax on toddy-producing trees growing in His Highness’s 
territory. 

10. The object of the British Government being the protection of its own Abkari 
revenue, it will suffice for all practical purposes if the arrangements above set 
forth, as regards a belt of two miles, and as regards isolated villages, arc siitisfae- 
torily carried out. As to the interior parts of the Baroda territory beyond the 
belt of two miles, and the isolated villages, His Highness’s Government is free to 
make its own arrangements for its abkari administration. 

11. The above arrangements having been settled in deference to the wishes 
of the British authorities and for the ])rotec-tion of British revenue, it is to be under- 
stood that they arc subject to revision by nmtual consent, should circumstanc<‘H 
render such a course expedient in future.

Artkjle 1. 

The manufacture of salt in the Kathiawar possoBsionB of the Baroda Govern- 
laent will be limited to natural salt, i,e., salt made from sea-water or natural 
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brine deposits or wells, and only such qiianiity will Ixi made as shall be sumcient 
for local consumption and for export as hereinafter providea. 

Article 2. 

Effeetual means shall be taken to prevent the import of salt sen! by sea from 
Okhariiandel for the supply of the Amreli Mahals into the arljacent Kathiawar 
States, ami efficient measures shall be ado]»t<*d by flie ollieials of th<* Baroda 
Stale to prevent the export of salt by land or sea from the Amreli Malials or Ok- 
hamamlcl into any of tin' States of Kathiawar. No salt imported into the Amreli 
Malials from Okhamandel shall be landed anywhere but at Korinar or Velam 

Article 3. 

The Government of Baroda will adopt effectual means to jirevenf- the exporta- 
tion from its ])ossessions in Kathiawar, eitJuT by sea or land, of salt manufac- 
turiMl or spontaneously jirodueed tli(‘rein to an}^ jiart of Britisli India or of any 
Native Indian fttaie, or of any fonagn Kiirojican s(‘ftleinent in India, and will 
publish a Notification prohibiting sucli exjiort nmb*r severe jienalty. 

Article 4. 

Tlie Government of Baroda will exercise an efficient rontrol over tlie mujiu* 
faetnre of salt and the collection of natural salt within its possessions in Kathiawar. 

Article 5. 

The Government of Baroda will so regulate the ex}>ort of salt from its possess 
sions in Kathiawar to foreign ports outside of India, and will jiiaec such export 
under sucli safeguards and checks as to prevent any salt so exported from finding 
its way into any part of British India or of any Native Indian State* or of any 
foreign Eurojican settlement in India. 

Article 6. 

The Gov<*mnu*nt of Baroda will not permit, any salt to b(* ex})orted from its 
]K)sseHsions in Katliiawar to any foreign ])ort outside of India, unless the vessel 
(X)ntaining it is liound direct for that, port. 

Article 7. 

No vessel bound from the jmssessions of the Government of Baroda in Kathia- 
war to any port situated in British India, or a Native Indian State or any forc'ign 
European settlement in India, will be permitted to carry salt as sole cargo or as 
part of its cargo. 

Article 8. 

The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or ca])tain of any vessel con- 
taining salt for exportation from its possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port 
outside of India, not to touch on the voyage at any port in British India or a 
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Native Indian State or a foreign ICuropean settlenietif in India, unless driven to 
it by stress of woatInT, in which case he shalJ be bound to give the earliest intima- 
tion of arrival to any British or Native officer residing af. tht‘ port, and not to 
land awy part, ot tkvo salt coiitaii\ed iu ilic vessel at such port. 


Article 9. 

Fishing-boats belonging to the ]K>ssessions of the Baroda (lovernrnent in Ka- 
thiawar may ship, when leaving a ]»lace in the said possessions, a <piantity of 
salt not exceeding twenty-live Indian inaunds to be used for 0o?m Juie hsh-curing 
purposes. 

Article 10. 

No modification of these arrangmieiitR shall be made without the })revious 
eoiisent of the British (toverninent ami the Baroda. State,

Whereas tJie minor Itaolji of Mausa possesses certain righls in and over War- 
tas, Giras, and otluT lands of various deseriptiuiis in Baroda territory, wdiieh 
rightstUe re]>rese-niaiives of the saitl Baolji are desirous to exchange for an ade- 
quate coiiipcuBation payable by the Baroda Darbar 
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And whercHH His Uie Maharaja (iai'kwar is dcisirous t-o acquire the 

said rights enjoyed in liis territory ]>y tlie said Tlaolji of Marma. 

The Grovcruor-Genoral in Council has, with the consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda and the Raolji of Mansa, made the following arrangement : — 

1 . The Baroda State will pay to the Baolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors 
Raoljis of Mansa year by year not less than fifteen days before the date on which 
the first instalment of the annual tribufe payable by Mansa to Baroda falls due, 
the sum of eight thousand five hundred ru]>ees (Rs. 8,r>0()) British currency through 
the Main Kantha Political Agency, and on failure of payment on file day fixed 
interest shall accrue at the same rate as in the case of tribute due from the Mansa 
State, to Baroda. The payment of Ks. 8,500 pe.r annum with any interest that 
may so accrue shall bo under the guarantee of the Brifish Government. 

2. In consideration of the said annual jiajnnent all rights and interosfs of the 
said Raolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors Raoljis of Mansa in and ove.r Wsn- 
tas, (liras, and other lands of every description situated in any ])art of Baroda 
territory, cultivated, Padtar or Kharabo together with th(‘ trees, Ghabhans, 
(^howras, etc., are, subject to the fulfilment of the condition set forth in the article 
next following, hereby absolutely transferred to His llighm'ss's Government 
without any reservation. 

3. The Baroda Darbar will also pay to the Raolji of Mansa within a month 
from the date on which the Wantas and other lands ar<‘. hamhal (»ver a luin]) sum 
of fourteen thousand rupees (Rs. 14,()()()) l^ritish (uirrenc^y in commutation of all 
miscellaneous petty rights and outstandings of Wantas and otln^r rev<*jiues. 

4. All alienations in the said Wantas, (liras, and otln^r lands sucli as I)har» 
mada, Pasaita, Ve.chan, Gliarajiia, Ghakariat, Hadia, etc., in tin* {)osscHsion and 
enj()yment of the alienees, th<'ir heirs, successors or assignees ; all the rights and 
interests of the said Raolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors Raoljis of Mansa 
in the said alienations, whetlmr by nnleniption, reversion or in any other nianmu' 
whatsoever, are hereby Tiiadc absolutely the pro]>crty of His Highmw the Maha- 
raja Gaekwar of Baroda,. 

5. The lands belonging to tbe Raolji of Mansa and ]>laced by Gaptain Hunter 
within Baroda t,errit,ory by the Boundary Settlement, of 1873 and the lands of 
the Bhayat of the said Rat>lji of Mansa are in no way afVeett'd by t his arrangement. 

6. The right of the Raolji of Mansa to receive the Tora Giras payabh* to him 
by Baroda is not alToctod by this arrangement.

Tlie Oovenior-Gencral in Council has, with the consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, and His Higliness the Dewan of Palanpur, made the follow- 
ing arrangement : — 

1. The, Baroda State will pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palan])ur, 

his heirs and siicc^essors, year by year not h;ss than fifteen days 
before the date on which the tribute payabh* by Palan[)iir to Baroda 
falls due, th«‘, sum of nin(‘ hundred rupees (Rs. 9()()) Siceai currency 
through the Palan])ur Political Superint(‘ndency, and on failure 
of payment on the day fix<*d intert‘st shall accrue at the rate of Rs. 
0 per cent . ])er annum. Tlie payimmt of Rs. 900 }>er annum with 
any inter(^st that may so accrue shall be under t he guarantee of the 
Britisli Government. 

2. In consideration of the said annual ]>ayment all rights and int<T(‘8t,s ol 

any description whatever of His Highness th(‘ said Dewan of Palan- 
])nr situated in the said Wantas of Chansol and N.agawasua are 
hereby absolutely transferred to His Highn(‘HS the Gaekwar’s Gov- 
eiiirnent without any reservation. 

3. The liaroda Darhar will also pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palanjmr 

a lump sum of eight hundred ru])ecs (Rs. 800) in commutation of 
any outstandings which may hv. <lue to tht‘ Palanpur Darhar by tin* 
cultivators of the said Wantas of (iliansol and Nagawasna.

7. (a) As regards all eharges (<‘xcept such charges as are, separately })rovided 
for in para, (b) of This clause) on account of maintenance of way and works, in- 
cluding the repairs of bridges, stations and buildings, conservancy of rivers and 
all other works ordinarily constructed or repaired by the Engineering Department, 
and as regards the expenses incurred in working the Mehsana Railways in other

])enHes in such Dc])artiueiit,8 for the year in question on the Broad and Metre-gau; 
lines of tlie B., B. 1. Railway System and these charges shall be held to includ 
supervision and use of rolling stock. 

(h) His llighn<*.8s' Government shall b(‘ liable to provide, funds for making good 
all damage to tin* Railway and works, which shall be due G) ext raordinary casualty 
allecting the same, of hucIi u nature that in accordance with the customary i)ractice 
on Indian Railways, tin*, cost of making good such damages would lx*, made a charge 
against Capital. 

(c) Notwithstanding anything in danse 7(a) contained, the charges on account 
of maintenance of way and works, including the repairs of bridges, stations and 
buildings, conservancy of rivers, and all other works ordinarily constructed or 
njpaired by tlu-!

CRIMINAL JURISDICTION Oil that portion of the Okiiamandal Kail wav which 
lies within the Baroda State, — 1922. 

1 hereby cede on behalf of the Baroda State to the Government of India, all 
Otie criminal jurisdiction possessed by the Baroda State in the lands in the Okhn 
mandal Division, which have been occupied by the Raihvu>^ from Kuranga to 
Adatra known as the Okiiamandal Railw^ay, the aforesaid criminal jurisdiction 
being exercised by the Government of India so long as the aforesaid lands may be 
occupied by that Railway and being restored to the Baroda Stati* when the lands 
are no longer needed for the Railway. 

It is to be understood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction (;<‘.ded as 
aforesaid, will liberally afford to the servants of the Baroda State, all masonable 
and practicable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, th(‘ ap]>Tehension 
of criminals, the seizure of stolen property and in view gcmerally to the main- 
tenance and promotion of peace and order. 

I hereby further agree that on behalf of tlie Baroda Static, that all suits of a 
civil nature brought against the said Kuranga Adatra Railway respecting tlic loss 
of, or damage to, goods or injury to person within the land in Baroda territory 
occupied by the said Railway shall be heard and decided in due course in the 
Kathiawar Political Agency Courts. 
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Provided always that in such suits the Railway Manager shall represent the 
Railway and not the Baroda State ; and that any decrees that may be passed 
shall be executed against the Railway property and not against the State, 

Provided also that all other civil jurisdictions within the limits of that portion 
of the Railway, which passes through Baroda territory shall be exercised by the 
State. 

Provided further that nothing in the foregoing shall prevent the Baroda States 
bringing to notice througli th(‘. Residency with a view to amicable settlement, 
the matter of any claim on the aforesaid Railway. 

I hereby further agree to the application of the Indian Railways Act, 1890, 
and the Rules thereunder as also the Indian Railway Hoard Act, 1906, to the said 
Railway.

and shall become a part of the territories of His liiglineBs the Maharaja Gaikwor 
of Baroda 

Now it is hereby witnessed that — 

1. The Governor-General in Council doth hereby retrocede the said lands to 
His Highness the Maharaja Gaikwar of Baroda and tlie said lands are hereby 
excluded from British India and are included in the tciriitorics of His Highikesa the 
Maharaja Gaikwar of Baroda : 
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Provided always that for so lonj» as the said lands or any of them are required 
for any purpose of the said Railway, of which fact the Governor-General in Council 
shall be the sole jud^e, full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kiud 
over the said lands shall continue to vest in the Governor-General in Council, 
anything? hereinbefore mentioned notwithstanding, and shall be exercised by the 
Governor-General in Council in accordance with the powers vested in him under 
the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902, and all other powers 
enabling him in this behalf. 

2 His Highueaa the Maharaja Gaik war of Batoda doth hereby for himself, 
his heirs and auccessors according to law, promise and agree that he and they 
will accept the retrocession of the said lands and their inclusion in the territories 
of the State of Baroda subject to the conditions hereinbefore set forth,

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APPENDIX No. 1. 


Substance of a Draft of an Agreement proposed to the Peishwa’s Govern* 
ment by Mr. Elphinstone on the 16th March 1815. 

It was formerly customary for the tribute of Kattywar and Mahec Kanta to 
bo collected by the Peishwa and the Guikwar by sending forces into the province. 
This method was found inconvenient, because the ex])en8(j of tlic armament was 
a deduction from the tribute, and also because* the Kattees, being kept in a state 
of constant hostility by this system, continually retaliated by incursions into the 
parts of Guzerat belonging to the Mahratta State. To remove these evils, the 
Guikwar (being at that time Sirsoobehdar of Ahmedabad) resolved, on his own 
part and that of the Peishwa, to effect a permanent settlement by which the j)re8- 
once of troops should be no longer necessary. The British Government also 
resolved to concur in effecting this settlement, as well witli a view to support 
Its allies, the Peishwa and the Guikwar, as to st^jure its own dominions in Guzerat 
from the irregularities produced by the former state of things in Kattyw^ar. Ac* 
cordingly, in the year 1807, Surawut 1863, a force of the Honourable Com- 
pany’s, with a body of horse of the Guikwar’s, was sent into Kattywar, and 
engagements were concluded with the Chiefs of that country by the Guikwar’s 
ministers, under the guarantee of the Honourable Company, the good effects of 
which have ever since been felt. Similar arrangements were afterwards made on 
the same principles in Mahee Kanta, His Highness the Peishwo having since 
resumed the tarm of Ahmedabad from the Guikwar, it becomes necessary to draw 
up a memorandum of the course to be hereafter pursued. 

Article 1. 

The Honourable East India Comj»any, having taken security for the payment 
of the tribute during the first ten years, engages, in case of failure by the Chi<*fs, 
to procure the payment of the tribute to His Highness the Peishwa from their 
securities until the end of the ten years, the Peushwa »*ngaging to abstain from 
all interference with the Chiefs, and promising scrupulously to respect the engage- 
ments guaranteed by the Honourable Company. 

Article 2. 

The Chiefs shall send their vakeels to Ahmedabad to pay the Peishwa’s share 
of the tribute, but no other claim of any description shall be advanced by the 
Sirsoobelidar, nor any authority exercised by him over the Chiefs or their ryots. 

Article 3. 

If it shall appear that there arc any posts or forts belonging to His Highness 
the Peishwa in the Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, those shall be made over to His 
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\>ut Hia Highueas shall mamtain no garriaous in thorn which are not 
absolutely necessary for their ordinary defence, and shall not permit the garrisons 
to interfere with the people of the surrounding country. 

Article 4. 

The Poishwa’s tribute shall be paid at Ahmedabad, agreeably to the ten years 
settlement, and if the payment is interrupted, the Hritish (lovernment will pro- 
cure its comfiletion, and His Highness shall not, within the said ten years, inter- 
fere in the smallest particular with the Chiefs. If, after the expiration of that 
period, any Chief withhold his tribute, the British Cfovornmont is no longer to bo 
oonaidored anawerablo for it, but it will concur with the Peiahwa and the Guikwar 
in endeavouring to procure security for the tribute as before, so that it may bo 
collected without expense, fn tlie event of failure (in procuring security), the 
Guikwar and the Peishwa shall act in concert for the recovery of their tribute, 
and shall share the expense incurred iu that operation ; but as the liritish Govern 
ment and the Guikwar would auHer from any disorders in Katlywar ih) less than 
the Poishwa, His Highness is to levy the tribute as at present fixed, and to make 
no additional demand ; he is to send no troops into the country as long as that 
tribute is faithfully discharged, and is to respect the ancient rights of the Hoomeeas 
as stated in the separate engagements. 

Article 5. 

Any representations whicjh the British Resident at Baroda may make with a 
view to the prest^rvation of the tranquillity of Kattywar and to the maintfmance 
of the engagements mad<^ to the Chiefs, are to be attended to by the Sirsooladidar.

Substance of a Draft of an Agreement proposed by the Peishwa’s Govern- 
ment on the 5th of April, to be substituted for that presented by Mr. 
Elphinstone. 

An annual tribute is due from the Boomeea zemindars of Kattywar to the 
Sircar and the Guikwar, to coll(‘ct which the armies of both used annually to go 
into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, in consequence of which, when Bhugwunt Rao 
Guikwar was Sirsoobehdar of Ahmedabad, he detached the army of the vSircai 
along with that of the Guikwar into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, at which time 
(in the Arabics year 1207) th<i Hoomeeas represented to both, througli the Honour- 
able East India Company, that annual expeditions of the Sircar’s force and that 
of the Guikwar into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, for the purjioac of collecting 
the tribute, was an occasion of permanent distress to the Boomeea s, and that they 
awere therefore ready to enter into engagements for the regular payment of th(‘ir 
annual tribute during ten years, after the expiration of which period another 
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settlement should be made, without their being exposed to the distresses of a 
military incursion. On this representation the Sircar’s Officer in charge of Ahmeda- 
bad and the Guikwar conHidcrc3d that the collection of the tribute from Kattywar 
and Maheo Kanta recjuired an annual movement of the troops of both, whereby 
an ex 2 )ensc was incurred for the pay of troops ; and, moreover, that the countries 
of both in the province, of (luzerat suffered from the depredations of the Boomeeas, 
by which the cultivation of the country was obstructed, and they (jonsidered that, 
by entering into agreements with the Boomeeas, the tribute would be paid with- 
out the employment of troo])S, and the Boomeeas would be prevented disturb- 
ing the territories of the Sircar and the Guikwar, and the lands assigned to the 
pay of the Honourable Company’s battalions. In consideration of these circum- 
stances, they grant(Hl written terms to the Boomeeas for ten years (taking the 
security of th(3 Honourable English Company for the ])ayment of the revenue 
vluring that period), and accepted of written engagements on the part of the 
Boomeeas. 

At the exjiiration of the last Arabic year 1214, seven years of the period engaged 
for had expired, and during those seven years the tribute was regularly paid, 
according to the agrocmeiit, to the Soobehdar of Aliinedabad and the Guikwar, 
through the British Government, without the necessity of sending troops. In 
the present y(5ar the Sircar has removed Bhugwunt Rao Guikwar from the Soobeh 
of Ahuiedabad, and lias api)ointed Triinbuckjee Daiiiglia to the office ; but as 
three years of the period fix<‘d by the engagements contracted by the Sircar’s 
Officer and the Guikwar are still imcxpired, and {is Mr. Elphinstonc, the British 
Htisident, r(3preHents that the engagements ought to be fulfilled by the Sircar, the 
following memorandum has been drawn up for the settlement of the remaining 
three years of the period to wliich the engagements extend. 

Article 1. 

Bhugwunt Kao Guikwar, the lat<} farmer of the talooka cf Ahmcdabad, is to 
deliver to the Government the original papers eoutainiiig the engagements of the 
Boojtnjoas, which he received through the British when he granted written terms 
to the Boomeeas, and he is to account for any money whic’h he may have collected 
as Untust (s<5(;ret bribes), Durbar Kherch (avowed grutificatioiis), and the like, 
over and above the sums fixed by the engagciiHUits ; the Boomeea zemindars are 
to c(»me. to Alimedabad, and to nmiaiii in adherence (Koodjooa) to the officer of 
the Sircar, and during the three years that the engagements arc to remain in force, 
tliey are to ]>ay, under the se,curity of the English, the money agreed for in the 
engagomonts entered into with the zemindars ; and, moreover, they are to pay, 
und(5r the secjurity of the English, the Untust and Durbar Khercli (bribes and 
gratifications) which th(*y may have been in the habit of paying over and above 
the money fixed by the engagements. 

Article 2. 

Agents on the part of the Boomeeas are to be permanently stationed with 
the Sircar’s officer at Ahii'edabud, and to puy the money engaged for, together 
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with the Untuat and Durbar Khorch, etc., annually into the treasury at Ahmeda- 
bad, and to take receipts for the amount. Beyond that they are not to be molested. 
They are to conform to the pleasure of the Sircar. 


Article 3. 

Whatever forts the Sircar may possess in Kattywar and Mahee Kanta are to 
be ^iveu uf) to it with tluur stores, and j^arrisons are to remain in them on the 
Sircar’s part for their defence ; but the j^arrisons are not to oppress the ryots, and 
the Ihnnueeas are not to conduct themstdves improperly towards the Killehdar. 


Article 4. 

It has been re<juest(;(J that the ancient practice of the Boomecas, as stated in 
the separate en.i(a<j;eiuents, may be adhered to ; accordingly, tJie ainaent practice 
shall be enr]uire<l into, and after that is ascert-ained, orders will be j^iveii accord- 
iM^dy. 


Article 5. 

Wlumevor dis])Utes occur among the Boomeea zemindars of Kattywar and 
Mah(u‘, Kanta, in conshh^rataon of the security outi*.red into by the British Gov- 
ernment for th<‘ payment of the tribute, th<j British Hesidtmt at Baroda shall 
e-arry tlie, Boomecas to the Sircar’s OlTicer at Ahrnedabad and represent their 
differencios, and shall act in such manner as may appear to them both most for 
the advantage of the Sircar. 


Article 6. 

The Guikwar claims money from the Sircar’s districts on account of hay and 
corn (ghasdana) ; that money shall not be given to the Guikwar. The Boomecas 
shall pay that money for hay and corn to the Sircar over and above their regular 
tribute. 


Article 7. 

After the <',xpiration of the decennial arrangement no less tribute shall be 
taken than that fixed by the present engagements, but as much more as shall 
af)i)tiar on enquiry to be obtainable.

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APPENDIX No. II. 

Rules for tho Settlement of Claims of Suboiidinate Bhayads and Mool- 
GTRASSiAS of Kattywar Statrs— 1873. 

A survey and 8<?t/tlemoiii of lands and settlement of other rights belonging to 
Bhayads and Moolgirassias will be made by the Durbars by means of their own 
officers. To ensure uniformity and greater skill in decision, a (leneral Superin- 
tendent of the8(^ surveys will be appointed and paid for by the Durbars. The 
survey and settlement will hn prore.eded with and comjileted with all possible 
despatch. Quarterly progress reports will be submitted to the Rajasthanik Sabha, 
by whom they will be forwarded to Government through tlu^ Political Agent. 

2. As a ro(iord of the survey and settlement in each State, a Register shall 
bo prepared in triplicate, subject to the arrangements hereinaft<T described. One 
oo|)y will b(^ pr<^8erved in the records of the State concerne.d, one copy will be 
n 3 (*orded by th(3 RajusthaJiik Sabha, and one copy will be placed in tht? Agency 
records. The Durbars will furnish to tho Bhayad or Moolgirassia concerned a 
(iortified copy of tho entry regarding his holding. 

3. Where there is no dispute about arrears or dues to th(* Durbar, or where 
the Bhayad or Moolgirassia agrees in writing to tlie settlement offoN'd by the 
Durbar, an entry to tliat <3fTect shall be made in tln^ register. The Rajasthanik 
Sahha shall, by calling before them the parties concerned, or by other ))ro])er 
means, satisfy themselves that the settlement has been duly understood and 
frtjely agret;d to, and shall then sign the entry in th<^ n'gister, and tio further pro- 
ceedings shall b<^ allowed. A quarterly progress report of such entries having 
b<!en signed will be- made to the Political Agent for his information. 

4. Wh<3n at the time of survey and settlement the Bhayad or Moolgirassia 
declines to a(;<3ept the terms offered he shall give the Durbar offiu*(*.r a memorandum 
of his claiin, which the Durbar shall dispose of in the first instama*, noting the fact 
of tho objection. The Durbar officer will immediately send to tlie Rajasthanik 
Sabha co])y of his decision. 

5. If dissatisfied with the decision of the Durbar the Bhayad or Moolgirassia 
may, within a period of ninety (90) days (exclusive of the days oci upied in furnish- 
ing him w'ith a copy of the decision), present a petition to the Rajastliunik Sabha, 
showing distinctly wliat he claims ; and the Sabha shall erifjuire into and dispose 
of the petition according to these rules. For special and sufficiimt reason the Sabha 
may extend the above period. 

6. The Rajasthanik Sabha shall be composed ©f a President and two Mem- 
bers : — 

I. — The Presideiit shall bo appointed by Government from among such persons 
as the Durbars shall propose. Should none of the persons prnjiosed meet with 
the approval of Government, the Durbars will be informed and recpiestiid to submit 
other names within a reasonable time. If they fail within a reasonable time to 
submit a list, which shall be approved. Government may appoint. 
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II. — ^The Durbars will submit twelve names of persons suitable to be members 
of the Kajasthanik Sabha, and out of these Government will select six members. 
The President of the Court will call two out of these selected six from time to 
time to sit with him at the trial of cases. Either party to a case may object to 
one of the members called, and the President will substitute another for him. 

III. — ^All cases brought before the Rajasthanik Sabha shall be heard by the 
President and two members. But if upon any point whatever the President 
and the two members differ in opinion as to the decision which should be passed, 
the Political Agent, who, for the case in (|uestion, will be the chief President, shall 
decide which of the opinions shall be the decision of the Rajasthanik Sabha. 

7. The persons entitled to have their claims of the kind described in paragraph 
8 heard and disposed of by the Kajasthanik Sabha are — 

I. — Bhayada. I II. — Moolgirassias. 

By the term Moolgirassia is meant the original proprietor or the descendant 
of the original proprietor of a village or villages, or portion of a village or villages, 
who has made over a village or villages, or portion of a village or villages, or a 
portion of his ancient rights over a village or villages, or portion of a village or 
villages as Moolgirassia to the (/hief, retaining to himself another portion or c^irtain 
rights therein. 

Within the term Moolgirassia shall also be included, for the purpose of the 
proposed arrangement, Girassias holding or claiming to hold rights which in the 
judgment of the Rajasthanik Sabha are similar to those of the Moolgirassias. 

The claims of persons (not being Bhayads) holding or claiming to hold rights 
on account of Chakaryat (in c<inHideration of service to be reriderotl), on account 
of Inam (in consideration of past service or under grant or gift), on account of 
Dhurtnada (under a grant for religious purposes), and on other personal tenures 
which in the judgment of the Rajasthanik Sabha are similar to those set forth 
in this proviso, shall not be heard by the Rajasthanik Sabha, but shall be hoard 
by and disposed of by the Durbar Courts. 

The claims of mortgagees, sub-tenants, or assignees of Bhayads or Moolgirassias 
shall not be heard by the Rajasthanik Sabha, but shall be heard and dis|) 08 ed of 
by the Durbar Courts, 

8. The Rajasthanik Sabha shall, subject to the limitations contained in para- 
graph 7, have jurisdiction in Girass cases brought bedore them by Bhayads and 
Moolgirassias when the dispute is between the Bhayad or Moolgirassia on the one 
part, and the Durbar on the other part. But when at the time of the survey 
and settlement a dispute arises in which the Durbar is not a party, as for example 
between a Moolgirassia or a Bhayad on one side, and another Moolgirassia, Bhayad, 
or other person, on the other side, the settlement will be effected by the officers 
of the Durbar ; and if either party is dissatisfied, he shall be left to make his appeal 
in the ordinary Durbar Court, or in the third or fourth class States when the claim 
may be beyond the jurisdiction of the Durbar, it may be made in the Agency 
Court. Such cases shall not be heard in the Rajasthanik Sabha. 
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Provided always that the Kajasthanik Sabha shall have jurisdiction in any 
case in which the claimant establishes to the satisfaction of the Rajasthauik 
Sabha that the Durbar or a principal officer of the Durbar have a substantial 
interest in the case whether immediate or contingent. 

9. The onus of provinji^ that a complainant is a Bhayad or Moolgirassia shall 
rest on the claimant. 

10. The Kajasthanik Saliha shall have power at its discndion to reject or 
refjuir<^ amendment of any petition wlien on the face of it it appears that the claim 
is nt>t within th<i jurisdiction of the Sahha, or is contrary to these' ^ul(^s. 

11. A fee of one-half of an anna per rupee shall be paid by the complainant 
on the estimated value of the property in dispute. The value shall be calculated 
at ten vears’ income. 

The fee shall be refunded to the person paying; it if the decision shall be given 
in his favour, and if part of th<! claim only be awarded, the refuml shall be in that 
proportion. 

Dtlu'Twise th(* fees received shall go to defray the expenses of the Sabha. 

12. Complaints, where the alleged dispossession of land or other rights has 
occurred sinctj 1850 A D., sliall be heard and disposf'd of whctlier now' pending 
or not. 

(^Jinpluints, w'here the alleged dispossession of lands or other riglits occurred 
h(*fore 1850 A 1)., shall not be heard, unless the cas<‘ w'as returned to the Durbar 
under (Jolojud Keatingo’s arrangements in 180.3. 

Provided, Injweve.r, that where the Kajasthanik Sabha is of opinion that, for 
any oth<T sp<^cial and sufficient cause, complaints of dispossession of land, and 
oth<!r rights occurring before 1850 A. D., should be heard, it shall have discretion 
to do so. Provided that a previous complaint has been made and that the dis- 
possession IniH occurred after 1830 A. D, 

13. No case in which Government or the Political Agency has passed a deci- 
sion, or in wdiich a settlement lias been made by th<* fre<* constuit of both parties, 
or by a Punchayet appointed by both parties, shall be reoy>ened. 

J4. The. Kajasthanik Sabha shall be guided by the M\dk Sherista and by local 
usage. 

15. The l^olitical Agent sliall in conjunction with the President of the Kajas- 
thanik Sabha, and two of the six seleckHl memhers, named by the. Durbars, frame 
subsidiary rules for the procedure of the Kajasthanik Sabha, subject to the approval 
of Government.. 

16. On the consent of both parties the Rajastlianik Sabha may refer matters 
for the decision of a Punchayet. 

17. All yirevious records relating to any case Ixdore the Kajasthanik Sabha 
may be taken as evidemre, t he value or weiglit of such i^vidence being estimated 
by the Sabha. 

18. When the Kajasthanik Sabha has passed a decision, an entry in accordance, 
with such decision will be made in the register, and will be signed by the Rajas- 
thanik Sabha.

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19. Professional Vakeels will be admitted at the discretion of the Sabha, but 
costs will not be allowed. 

20. The decision of the Rajasthanik Sabha shall have the same finality in cases 
heard under these rules as those passed by the Talookdarce (Courts in ordinary 
cases. There shall be no appeal from the Rajasthanik Sabha to any Agency or 
other Court, but its proceodinfys shall be subject to the ^(uieral control of the 
paramount power, exercised through the Political Afjont in Kattywar, and the 
decisions of Rajasthanik Sabha shall be upheld by the same authority. 


Supplementary Rules. 

1. The Rajasthanik Court to have the powers of a Political District Court as 
regards the causes triable in it. The. President will at his discretion impose 
Mohsuls to ensure attention to the orders and processes r»f the Court, and may 
otherwise assert its ])osition bv the means open to a District (fivil Court. Mohsuls 
should bo sent on Durbars where they are in fault, and through the Durbars where 
thoir subjects are concerned, 

2. Mohsuls imposed by the President to be credited to the Sabha in the Trea- 
sury Accounts. The Political Agent to be moved to allow an acc.ount to be kept 
in his Treasury. 

3. When in the opinion of the President it may be nec.ea8ary, he may associate 
with himself either one or two chief Karbharies in the place of a member or mem- 
bers of the Court. 

4. The Court will notify to the Political Agent its terms of sossions and vaca 
tions.

Rules for the settlement of Garas oaaos arising in Talukas below Class IV 

—1898. 


Definitiom. 

L For thf^ purposes of these rules Garas cases are those arising out of disputes 

relating to land or other rights between Mulgarasias or Rhayats on the one side 

^ „ and Talukdars or Shareholders in co-shared estates 

Daraa Caaca. . , 

on the other 


By the term Mulgaraaia is meant tlie original proprietor or the descendant 
uf the original pr(»prietor of a vilhage or villages or portion of a village or villages 
who has made over a village or villages or portion 
of a village or villages or a portion of his ancient 
rights^ over a village or villages or portion of a village or villages as Mulgarasia 
to the Chief, retaining to himself another portion or certain rights therein. 


‘ MulgaroHia.” 


Within the term Mulgarasia shall also be included, for the purpose of the pro- 
posed arrangement, Garasias bedding or claiming to hold rights which in the judg- 
ment of the (/Oiirt are similar to those of Mulgarasias. 


3. For the purposes of these rules a Bhayat is a cadet or the descendant of 
“ Bhayafc ” ^ younger branch of the Talukdar’s family, where 

the estate follows the rule of primogeniture. 


I. The word “ Court ” means the Judicial Assistant sitting with two assessors. 
The Judical Assistant shall try the cases referred to in Rules 9, 10 and 12 with 
“ Court ” assistance of two experienced revenue ofTicials 

to be selected by him from a list of State officials 
approved by the Political Agent, and who shall be unconnected with the parties 
to the dispute. 


5. In estates which follow the rule of primogeniture, disputes between the 
Bhayats or Mulgarasias on the one hand and Barbara on the other will bo heard 

„ , „ under these rules, while in those estates which do 

not follow the rule of primogeniture the claims of 
Mulgarasias only will bo hoard under these rules as against the Shareholder. 

6. Those rules do not apply to disputes between Shareholders inter se in co- 
shared estates. Nor do they apply to disputes between a Bhayat or Mulgarasia 
on the (»iie part and a Bhayat or Mulgarasia or other person on the other part, 
which shall be disposed of by the ordinary Courts, provided always that these 
rules shall apply to any case in which the claimant establishes to the satisfaction 
of the (yourt that the Talukdar or one of his principal oflicers has a substantial 
interest in the case, wliether immediate f>r contingent. 


7. The claims of y)er8on8 (not being Bbayats) holding or claiming to hold 
rights on account of “Chakariat” (in consideration of service to be rendered) 
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on accou 7 it of Inani (in consideration of past sorvico or under ^rant or pjift), on 
account of Dharraada (under a grant for religious pur])OseH), and on other personal 
tenures, whicli in the judgment of the (^ourt an; similar to tliose sot forth in this 
rule, shall not be heard under these rules, but shall ho heard by and dis])osed of 
by the ordinary Courts nor shall thes<i rules apply to m(»rtagagees, sub-tenants 
or assignees of Bhayat or Mulgarasia whose claims shall bo. heard and dis])osed 
of by the ordinary (Mvil Courts, but not so as to affet^t any claims cognizable under 
these rules. 

8. The onus of proving that a complainant is a Bhayat or Mulgarasia will 
rest on the claimant. 

Procedure. 

9. The above cases will ha heard and disposed of in the following manner : — 

The survey of th(‘ holdings (»f the Bhayats and Mulgarasias shall bt‘. made 

by the Su])erintendent of Kathiawar Surveys at the cost of tin* parties and under 
the same rules as obtain in the Rajasthanik Court Survev, and a map thereof sent 
to the .1 ndical Assistant. 

(a) Where th(^ro is no dis})Ute about areas, the Judicial Assistant shall sumnnm 
the parties and sutisfv himself that they uiid<‘r8tand and agree to the ma|>, a copy 
of which shall then be sup])lh*d to eacli of tln^ parties and a third c(»])v lilcd in the 
Agency re(!ords, togid-her with a register of the lands, a remark being entered on 
the map in the hand and under the signature of tin* Judical Assistant that the 
parties had ajipeared and accepted it. 

{b) Wherci tln^re is a disfiuto r<^garding the land, the Survey SuperinteiKh*nt 
shall forward with the map of the disputed land the field-books and all the. in‘.ces- 
sary information to the Judicial Assistant (furnishing (^ach })artv on application 
with a copy thereof), who shall then call upon the Bhayat or Mulgarasia ti» file 
a statement of his claim. Should the matter in dispute* be within the civil piris- 
diction of tin? Taluk<lar, the case shall be forwarded to the Talukdar for disposal, 
subject to apf)eal to the Agcmey, otherwise, the Judicial Assistant shall proceed to 
dispose of it on tin? Original Side. 

10. In regard to claims otlnir than land the Judicial Assistant shall call upon 
each side to submit a statement of their rights and compile therefrom a bnk pat rale 
which shall b(* forwarded to the Oarbar with a view to the latt«*r offering the Mul- 
garasia or Bhayat a settlement. Should the settlement not he aee(i])t(id, the Court 
will proceed to hear the parties and pass an award on each item of the hal' patrah. 

11. The Judicial Assistant may reject or retjuire any petition to be amended 
when on the. face, of it it appears that the elaim is net within the Court’s juris- 
diction’or is contrary to these rules. 

12. If the Bhayat or Mulgarasia shall be? dissatisfied with the settlement of 
the land cas(? or other rights recorded in the hah patrak by the Talukdar In* slmll 
appeal to the? .fudisial Assistant within a period of 90 days from the date of the 
award or ofE(?r of settlement of the Talukdar, and the Judicial Assistant shall 
pro(;eed to inquire into and settle the dispute as hereinafter provdied. 
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13. Should thf* Prcaidont and tho Assessors be unanimous in decidinf^ the cases 
referred to in Ruhis 9, 10 and 12, the birruer shall record a decision with the reasons 
on which it is based and submit it to the Political Af(cnt, whose countersignature 
thereon shall give it the force of an award. 

14. Should the President and the Assessors differ in opinion, the former shall 
record his opinion and attach that of the Assessors and submit tho case to the 
Political Agent for disposal, whose decision shall then be tin; award of the 
Court. 

15. When the (lourt of the Political Agent has passed a decision, an entry in 
accordance, with such decision shall l>e made in the register under the signature 
of the .Judicial Assistant. 

Ih The Politic-al Ag<int may, in any casf'. sent for countersignature or for 
orders UlJd<^r the preceding rule, 8<u»d for the parties and hear them and may con- 
sult th(^ memh(‘rs of the Court and modify the award of the Court as lie may think 
fit, recording his reasons therefor, or remand th<r case for further evidmice or for 
any other purj)os<‘. 

17. Tin* award of the (Vmrt duly countersigned or modifi(*d by the Political 
Aj[ent shall he final, subject to the general control of Government. 

IH, On th(‘ consent of both jiarties any case may be referred to a Panchayat 
for settlement. Tlie award of the Panchayat shall be filed before the judicial 
Assistant ; anv ohji'etions which mav bo raised by the parties within one month 
shall he heard and dispos(ul of by the (Vmrt. 

19. No i;as(‘. in wliich Government or the. Political Agency has passed a final 
decision, or in which a settlement has been made hv the free consent of both parties 
or hv a Panchayat appointi^d by both parties, shall he reojK*ned. l^rovided that 
if tli<‘ ])rcviou.s onhr shall have left any point undetermined, the cas(‘ mav he 
inquired into under these rules to .siqqily the defect 

20. Th<‘ ytsar 1850 shall he the limitation year in incpiirics under these rules* 
iind tin* .status and rights existing prior to that year shall not lx* disturbed. 

21. In impiiries under these ruhjs the Mnlak SherisUi or local n.sage and tlic 
decisions of tlie Kajasthauik (^)urt in any similar c:ises shall he taken into 
consideration as well as the gimeral }>rinciples of (‘quity and of th«‘ Law of 
Evidimcc. 

22. All prcvio\is records relating to any case tried under tli(*se rules shall he 
admitted as evklcnc(* for what it is worth. 

23. Professional Vakils will he admitted to ]>lead in inquirie.s under these 
rules at the dis<;rction of the Judicial Assistant, but their foes will not he treated 
as costs in the case. 

Fees. 

21 Th(^ fees payable on tlic institution of a complaint under these rules shall 
he cahmlated according to the rules of the Ageiu v, and shall be paid into thu 
Consolidated Fund. 
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25, It will be open to the Oourt to adjudge (josfcs in its decision on the termina- 
tion of the case. 

26. When a case is amicably settled before issues are framed, refund of hall

2. By the term Mulgiraasia is meant the original j)ropri(*tor or tlu^ dosi'ondant 
of the original proprietor of a village, or villages or portion of a village or villag(‘S 
who has made over a villag<‘ or villages or jiort-ion of o village or villages or a peu- 
tion of his ancient rights over a village or villages or portion of a village' or villages 
as Mulgirassia to the (^hief, retaining to himself another portion or certain rights 
therein. 

Within the term Mulgirassia shall also be included, for th(' purj)ose of th<* 
proposed arrangement, Girassias holding or claiming to hold rights which in the 
judgment of the Court arc similar to those of Mulgirassias. 

3. For tlu' ])ur})OHes of these rules a Bhayat is a cadet or the, descendant of 
a younger branch of the, Talukdar’s family, where the estate follows the rule of 
primogeniture. 

4. The word “ ('’ouri ” means : — 

(1) The C^ourt of the Political Agent, Western Kathiawar States, sitting 

with two assi'ssors in respect of cases arising in Talukas, except 
those named in the Schedule, in direct political relations with him. 

(2) Th(i Court of the Political Agent, Eastern Kathiawar States, sitting 

with two assessors in respect of cases arising in Talukas, except 
those named in the Schedule, in direct political relations with him. 

5. The Political Agent shall try the cases referred to in Rules 11 , 12 and 14 
with the assistance of two experienced Revenue Officials to be selected by him 
from a list of State oflicials approved by him, and who shall be unconnected with 
the parties to the dispute. 
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6. The Political Agent is at libc.rty to refer for the opinion, with or without a 
hearing, of the District Judge, Kathiawar, either the whole case or any point in 
a case which in his opinion requires judicial investigation. 

7 . In estates which follow the rule of primogenitur<s di8j)Ute8 between the 
Bhayats or Mulgirassias on the one hand and Darbars on the other will be heard 
under these rules, while in those estates which do not follow the. rule of priniogeni- 
ture the claims of Mulgirassias only will b<; heard under these rules as against 
lilic shareholder; 

8. These rules do not ap])ly to disputes between shareholders inter se in co- 
shared estatt^s. Nor do they a]>])ly t(» disputes between a Jihayut or Mulgirassia on 
the one part and a Bhayat or Mulgirassia or otluT j)erson on ihe other part, which 
shall be disposed of by the ('ivil ('ourfs, provid<‘d always that these rules shall 
a]>])l3’’ to any case in which the claimant eHtablish<*s to the satislnction ot the Court 
that the Talukdar or one of his ]ninci])al oflicers has a substantial interest in the 
rase, whether immediate or contingent. 

9 . The claims of persons (not being Bha3 atB) holding or claiming to })old rights 
on account of “ Chakariat ” (in consideration of service to b(i rendered), on account 
of Inarri (in consideration of past service or under grant or gift), on account of 
Dharmada (under a grant for ndigious purposes) and on other personal toimrcB, 
which ir) tin* judgment of tiic (Nuirt arc similar to those s<‘t forth in this rule 
shall not ]»<‘ lu'ard u?id<*r tlu'sc rules, but shall heard b}' and <lie]tos<’cl ol b3' tlie 
Civil ('ourts, nor shall tlies<‘ rul<‘S ajqd} to mortag<M‘s, sub-temints or assignees 
of Blia3ui1s or Mulgirassias, whose claims shall la* heaid and disjiost'd of 1)3’ the 
Civil Courts, but uot so as to alT<*ct 11113'^ chums cognizable under these rules. 

10. Till*, onus of }»roving that a plaintify is a 10)a3'at or Mulgirassia shall rest 
on the claimant. 


Procedure. 

11. Giras Gases will be heard and disposed of in tin* following manner - 
A survey of tin* holdings of tin* Bhayats and Mulgirassias shall lx* made 1)3'' 
the Executive Engiin*<’r, Wi’steni India States Agi-in y, at tlie cost oi tin* parti<*s 
and uiul<*r the Kajasthaiiik Court Surve3^ Ruh‘s and a iiiaj) thereof shall In* sent 
to the Political Agent, concerned. 

(</.) Wln*re there is no dispute as to areas, the Political Ag<*nt shall summo^* 
the parti(*s and satisf3’' hiins(*lf that thc3- und<*istainl ami agicc to the map, a copy 
of which shall then be su2)pli<*d to «*ach of them, and a third copy shall be filed in 
tin* Ageiic}' Records tog<>tln'r with a r<*gistcr ol the lands, a remark being entered 
in the map 111 the iiandwritiug and uiid<*r the signal uri* oi the Political Agent 
2;hat tlie uarties have ajqieared and accepted tin* mai> and register. 

(b) Where tiicre is a disputi* regarding laud, the. Executive Engineer, W'estern 
India States Ag(*iicy, shall forward with the map of the disjuited land the field- 
books and all necessary information to tlm INilitical Agent concerned (furnishing 
each party on application with a copy thereof), who shall thcnoall upon the Bhayat 
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or Mulgirassia to file a statomont of his claim. Should the matter in dispute he 
within the civil jurisdietion of the Talukdar, the ease shall be forwarded to the 
Talukdar for disposal, siibjc^ct to ap]><‘al to tlu* Aj^ency, in otloT eas<*s the Poli- 
tical Agent shall proee(‘d to dispose of tlu* suit on the original side. 

12. fn regard to claims other than land the J^olitical Ag(‘nt shall call uj)on each 
side to submit a statement of their rights and siiall (;om])ih‘ therefrom a Hak 
Palraky which shall be forward<‘d fo th<‘ Darbnr with a view to tlu* latter olTering 
the Mulgirassia or Bhayat a settlement. Should tlu* settlement not be aecejded, 
the Court will proceed to h(*ar the parties and to ])ass an award on eaeJj item of 
the llak PiUrak. 

Id. The Political Agent may reject any ]M‘tition or require it to be aimmded 
when on the face of it it appears that the claim is not within the (-ourt’s jurisdic- 
tion or is contrary to these rules. 

14. If a Bhayat or Mulgirassia is dissatisfied wdth tlu* settleiiumt- of a land 
case or other rights record<*d in the Hak Patrak by the Talukdar, lu* may appeal 
to tlu* Political Agent within a p(‘riod of 90 days from the date of the award of 
offer of settlement of the Talukdar, and the Political Agi'iit shall then j»roce<‘d to 
inquire into and settle the dispute as heroinaft<*.r jirovided. 

15. Sfioiild the Presidimt and the Assessors be unanimous in d<*(!iding the cas<*s 
referred to in Rules 11, 12 and 14, the former shall record a decision with the 
reasons on which it is based and it shall then havi* tlu* force of an award. 

1(). Should the President and the Assessors dilbu* in o])inion tlu* form(*r shall 
roe.ord his decision and attach thereto thi* opinion of tlu* .Vssessors ; hut the Presi- 
dent’s decision shall b<^ tlu*. award of tlu* Court. 

17. When a decision has been passed under Rules 15 and If), an (*ntry in accord- 
ance with such decision shall lu* made m tlu* regist<‘r under the signatiin* of the 
Political Agent. 

18. .Vn appeal against tlu* award of tlu* Court under Rul(*s 15 and Ih shall 
lu* to the Agent to th<* (lrov<*rnor-(leneral whose decision shall lx* final. 

*18 A. All appeals pref(3rred under rule 18 shall submitted to the 
Political Agent against whose awards they arc* made, with two sjiare e.opies of 
th(j memorandum of app(?al and the authentieati^d copy of the, award together 
with certified translations of all documents on which the suit was based or 
which are redied un in the appeal. 

19. On the consent of both parties any case may lx* referriMl to a Punchayat 
for sctth*ment. The award of the Panchayat shall he filed befon* the Political! 
Agent concerned and any objections which may be* raised to flu* nward by the 
])artics within one month shall be hc*.ard and dispos<*<l of by tlu* Court. 

20. No case in which Government or the Political Agency has jiassed a final 
decision, or in whicli a settlement has been made with the free* eonsc*nt of both 
jjarties, or by a Panchayat appointed by both parties, shall be re-opened. Pro- 
vided that if the previous order or award has left any jioint undetermined, such 
point may be inquired into under these rules to sujiply the defect. 

*lnaertiad ty Agenoy Notification No. 37, dattid tbo 25th July 1P27. 
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21. The year 1850 shall be the limitation year for inquiries under these rules, 
and the status and rights existing prior to that year shall not be disturbed. 

22. In inquiries under these rules the. Mnlult Shirenta or local usage and tlic 
decisions of the Rajasthanik Cknirt in any similar cases shall be taken into con- 
aideration as well as tlie geneTul ])rinci))les of equity and of the Law of Evidence. 

2d. All pre.viouH records ndating to any case tried umhir these rules may be 
admitted as evidence for what th<‘y are worth. 

24. Burrist<!rs, Advocates and jdeaders may be adTiiitted to plead in inquiries 
held under these rules at th(‘ discretion of the Political Agtuit, but no fees will be 
tjcated as costs in tins case 


25. The Court fees })ayable on the institution of a complaint under these rules 
will b<^ calculated according to the rules of the Agency, and paid into the Con- 
solidated Fund. 

26. It will be op<m to tin; Court to adjudge costs in its decision on the termina- 
lion of th<‘ case. 

27. When a cas(; is amicably settled before issues are framed, a refund of half 
the fees may be made at tli(; discr<*tion of the (V>urt.

The above three mehals remain joint property ; both parties shall station 
Umuldars to conduct the management, and shall divide equally the amount of 
eollection. The Mohturfa revenue of the city of Joonagurh shall also be equally 
divided. The zemindars o^ Joonagurh are servants common to both parties ; 
therefore each party shall send for the Besaees of such Turufs only of the above 
pergunnah as may have been allotted to him and shall conduct the business. 
If there should be only one Desaee for several Turufs, both parties shall exact 
equal service from him. Neither my Umuldars nor my troops shall molest on 
aocouut of ghasdana, etc. ; neither party shall a£Eord asylum to the girassias, 
talookdars, ryots, or zemindars of their respective mehals. If my ryots, zemin- 
dars, or MowaBseos go to the talookas which form the Sircar's share, they shall 
not be afforded asylum. The Umuldars of the respective parties shall exercise 
their authority within their respective shares, and no interforenee shall bo exer- 
cised with each others mehals. Should any new country, in addition to that 
partitioned, bo acquired by force of arms, it shall be equally divided. If any 
mehal, in addition to those which have been divided, should have remained un- 
partitioned from oversight, it shall be shared equally after an enquiry. These 
aie the conditions of the partition.

* This Memorandum apxiears to have been prepared by the Gaokwar towards the expira- 
tion of his first farm of Ahmedabad frtjm the Peishwa, but it was not ac cepted by, or even 
forte ally communicated to, the Pciahwa till the expiration of tho second farm of Ahmedabad 
in 1814, when the Peiehwa resumed tho management of his itoBsossions in Kattiawar and 
Ahmedabad. 

On the back of the document from which the tranilation has been made, Mr. Chaplin, 
when Commissioner in the Deccan, endorsed tho following remarks : — 

“From 1790-91 there are no papers relating to Kattiawar in tho Duftur till the Arabic 
year 1203 (A.D. 1802-03), when the Gaekwor having exjiolled the Peishwa’s authority three 
or four years before, made a distribution of the shares of the two States, as set forth in the 
within. 

“ This paper does not appear to have been acceded to or accepted, or oven communi- 
cated to the Peishwa, until 1216 (or A.D. 1814-15), when the Resident presented ii on the 
agitation of the renewal of the farm of Ahmedabad ; and his rights in Kattiawar, when farmed, 
were entered in the Spnnud at the old rate, 4^ laJdiB.*’

rent for the above ten years. 

From the present year 1205. the annual amount of four lakhs and a half of 
rupees of the currency of the government treasury is to be paid according to the 
instalments above detailed for ten years, which will amount to forty-five lakhs of 
rupees' 
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Articles for regulating the iraamlut, Isl . — The annual rent of the above men* 
tioned talook for ten years, viz . : — 

From the commencement of the present 1205 to the end of the year 1214, after 
deducting interest, exchange, and mushaheorah on the russud, khasgee untust, 
and durbar kherch, is fixed at four-and-a-half lakhs of rupees, to be paid according 
to the instalment above detailed, and receipts taken. 

Upon the faith of the Honorable Company, the maamlut of the talook has 
been conferred upon you for ten years at a reduced rent. In consideration of the 
friendship which subsists between the two States, it is j»roper that the Company’s 
government should make enquiries respecting the actual jumma of the talook in 
question, and if it should appear that any increased collections are made, whatever 
may be the just share of this government must be paid, exclusive of the fixed 
rent ; but if the collections should happen to be less than the fixed rent, you are, 
nevertheless, bourd to pay to government the four-and-a-half lakhs of rupees, 
according to ths terms above stated, which you have accepted, and without making 
any representations to government respecting defalcation of revenue. 


Article 3. 

Owing to the oppression exercised in the city, by extorting heavy fines, etc., 
many Sahookars and ryots have lelt the place. It is necessary that the fines be 
imposed in an equitable manner, and that there be ihj oppression in order that the 
city may be populous. 


Article 4. 

It is necessary that attention be paid to encourage the population of the dis- 
tricts of the talook, that the fallow lands be cultivated, that the ryots be not op- 
pressed, and that no injury be done to the government. 


Article 6. 

The domalehgaon, charitable donations, allowances to pagodas, etc., to be 
continued according to former usage. 

Article 6. 

The Maamlut has been conferred upon you, and you must exercise it with dis- 
cretion and propriety, and with due respect to the government. 


Article 7. 

The Maamlutdar of the government has hitherto conducted the business of the 
city in the government ciitcherry, and has had the charge of the gates, etc. The 
business n^ust continue to be conducted in this mapqer. 
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Article 8. 

The Quikwar must not erect any great buildings, forts, or thannahs in the 
talook, the city, or those districts which are hold jointly by this State and the 
Guikwar, which may occasion any inconvenience to this government. The manage- 
ment must be conducted according to former usage. 

Article 9. 

In the mint of the city, the gold and silver coins must be coined of the full 
weight and standard according to the former usage, and without any innovation. 

Article 10. 

If complaint should r(Mich the presence of great oppression being committed 
in the city and districts, and the government should in consequence issue any orders 
they must be attended to according to propriety. 

Article 11. 

Whatever horses and elephants may be given as nuzzurs by the Suwiistaneeks 
and zemindars on account of the Suwarree-(or Moolookgecrec) must be sent yearly 
to the government. 

Artk^le 12. 

The Maamlut must be conducted in a manner tending to increase the pros- 
perity of the government. 


Article 13. 

The allowances of the Furnaveese, Moozumdars, and Durruckdars and Kars- 
koons must be regularly paid. 


Article 14. 

Receipts must be taken for all payments made according to the statement 
detailed above. 

Article 15. 

The Maamlut of the talook in question has been conferred on you for ten years 
on the terms above stated. You must accordingly pay ibe rent conformally to 
agreement. On the commencement of the eleventh year, you must, without any 
hesitation on account of balances of revenues, advances of money, Sebundy charges, 
or any other circumstance, deliver over the whole talooka in a populous and well- 
cultivated state, and the city, the forts, thannahs, etc., with their stores, to what- 
ever Maamlutdar may arrive with a Suunud from the Sircar, and this is guaranteed- 
by the Honorable Company. 

The Maamlut must be conducted according to this Sunnud containing fifteen 
Articles, and dated the 27th of Jemmadee-ool-Akhir, corresponding with the 2nd 
Qctober A.D. 1804, 
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Translation of a Sunnud or Order from Bajeb Rao Bagonath, the Peshwa, 
to Bhuowunt Rah Guikwar, dated the 22nd Jilhej, 1219 Hegirec, or 24th 
March 1805. 

Whereas the business of the district of Ahmedabad, in Guzerat, was entrusted 
to you. and the amount of annual settlement thereof determined, you are in conse- 
quence hereby desired to pay the same, on account of this government, and accord- 
ing to the settled instalments to the British Resident on the part of the Bengal 
Government, who will accordingly make the payment to this 8ircar. and leceiye 
an acknowledgment for the same.

APPENDIX NO. IX, 

liaLBS FOB THB EXPORT OF SALT BY SEA FROM THE BaRODA StATE, 
Ji.^l.hv term feiteamers ” in these rules included “motor- vessels.” 

1. The State shall take all proper measures to ascertain the quantity of salt 
shipped. 

2. This quantity shall be shown in the ship’s Export Manifest. 

3. (a) Vessds lying at anchor. — (i) If the salt is to be exported in a sailing 
vessel, it^shall be conveyed from the shore to tho^vessel by lighters or boats in 
strong bags of uniform, size, which shall^be tallied on board by a responsible officer 
and shall be stowed on the vessel intact. 

(li) If the salt is to be exported in a steamer, the salt shall be similarly con- 
veyed to the steamer in bags, but these may be emptied into the steamer’s holds 
after being tallied on board. Where, however, the authorities in the Port main- 
tain a close supervision over the movements of the lighters during their transit 
from shore to steamer, the condition about bagging may be waived, provided the 
salt is accurately weighed into the lighters or boats at the shore, or is weighed over 
a weighbridge if brought on railway trucks. 

(6) Vessels loading alongside the quay. — (i) If the salt is to be exported by a 
sailing vessel, it shall be loaded and stowed there in bags of uniform size which 
shall be tallied on board by a responsible officer. 

(ii) If the salt is to be exported by steamer, it may be either similarly loaded 
in bags or brought to the steamer in bags of uniform size, which shall be emptied 
into the holds after tally or brought in bulk from the works to the steamer where 
it shall be weighed into the ship over scales or — if brought on railway trucks — over 
a weighbridge. 

4. If the salt is to be conveyed in bulk in the holds of a steamer no hold con* 
taiuing salt shall be loaded with other cargo, 

6. The hatches containing bulk salt will be sealed by the Port Officer, Baroda, 
and shall remain with the seals intact throughout the voyage. Unless the salt 
is destined for a foreign port, the seals will be broken on arrival of the ship at 
destination by the proper officer of Customs, to whom a copy of the seal should be 
scut before the first consignment is despatched so that the seals on the hatches can 
be checked on arrival at destination. If the salt is destined for a foreign port, 
the seals shall not be broken until after the vessel has, for the last time in the 
course of the voyage concerned, passed out of Indian territorial waters. 

6. The vessel shall not enter any port in British India en route but shall proceed 
direct to its destination, provided that this rule need not be enforced if the vessel 
has holds in which the salt can be loaded unmixed with other cargo and the 
hatches of which are capable of beixq; sealed. 
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Export of non~duty~paid salt to Bengal and Burma, 

7. Provisions as to loading, etc., shall be as above. 

8. The salt shall not be loaded except in steamers or sailing vessels of not 
less than 1,000 tons gross burden. 

9. Intimation giving the following particulars : —

10. The Collector of Customs of the port of import in will notify the 

Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, of the ^otturn of the salt giving the following

11. Provisions as to loading, etc., shall be as laid down in rules 1 to 6. 

12. Pull duty shell cither be recovered, or its recovery secured by the State 
Under the Salt Credit Bond rules. The amount of duty or of the (Jredit Bond 
shall be payable to the Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, subject to the deduc- 
tion on account of wastage as provide<l in rule 14 below. 

13. The consignment shall be accompanied by a permit a copy of which shall 
be sent to the Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay. The State shall keep such 
accounts as will enable the Bombay Salt Department to know what quantities are 
being exported. 

14. Ob receipt of the outturn r'^port from the Collector of Customs of the port 

of import in as in rule 10 above, the exporter shall be entitled to a 

refund of duty on the actual wastage up to 5 per cent, of the quantity shipped* 
or if he has removed salt under the Salt Credit Bond system he will be allowed 
a credit to that extent. 

15. Shippers will understand that accommodation at the Golas will only be 
bbteinable if it can be provided without interfering with the warehousing of dnti* 
able salt. 
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Export of salt to ports outside of India. 

16. The export of salt to ports outside of India shall be governed by the provi- 
sions of Articles 6 to 8 of the Treaty of 1887, which are reproduced below for ready 
reference. 

Article 6. 

The Government of Baroda will not permit any salt to be exported from 
its possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port outside of India, unless 
the vessel containing it is bound direct for that port. 

Article 7. 

No vessel bound from the possessions of the Government of Baroda in 
Kathiawar to any port situated in British India, or a Native Indian State 
or any foreign European settlement in India, will be permitted to carry 
salt as sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

Article 8. 


The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or ca2)tain of any vessel 
containing salt for exportation from its possessions in Kathiawar to any 
foreign port outside of India, not to touch on the voyage at any i)ort in 
British India or a Native Indian State or a foreign European settlement 
in India, unless driven to it by stress of weather, in which case he shall bo 
bound to give the (‘arliest intimation of arrival to any British or Native 
oflic(‘r residing at the port, and not to land any part of the salt contained 
in the vessel at such port. 


17. Full duty shall either be recovered, or its recovery secured by the State 
before shipment. If the recovery is secured the amount shall be jiayablc to the 
Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, unless the. security is discharged as provided 
in rule 111 within six months. 

18. The consignment shall, in transit, be cov<^red by a permit granted by 
an officer of the State duly empowered in this behalf, which shall specify the parti- 
culars laid down in section 31 (2) of the Bombay Salt Act (Bombay Act No. II of 
1890). A copy of the jiermit shall be sent to the Collector of Salt Revenue, 
Bombay. 

19. On recoijit of an outturn certificate from tlie proper officer of fffistoms at 
the place of destination, the amount of duty shall be refunded to the exporter, 
subject to deduction of the amount, if any, by which the quantity landed falls 
short of 95 jier cent, of the quantity shipped ; or if the exporter has givm security 
his security shall be discharged to this extent. The form of report shall be the 
same as in rule 10, except that the quantity shall be given in tons avoirdupois. 
It will be the duty of the State to arrange for this outturn report and the de- 
spatch, within four months of the date ot shipment, of a copy of it to the Collector 
of Salt Revenue, Bombay, together with d^ty on the amount, if any, by which 
the quantity of salt landed has fallen short of 95 per cent of tlie quantity shipped, 
it being presumed that the salt so short landed has passed into British India 
withoQt payment of duty. 
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
